He 
asked  for  an  adjournment  until  Mon- 
day morning,  at  0  o'clock,  which  was 
1  granted  by  Judge  Spooner. 

Dr.  Wilhrow  testified  this  morning 
corroborating  the  evidence  given  by 
Dr  Ratcllff  yesterday,  that  the  wound 
in  'Williams'  neck,  from  t.he  last  shot 
fired  bv  Godette,  was  fatal.  He  de- 
sr-ribed'  the  wounds  on  Williams"  body, 
and  idv-ntified  the  bullets  shown  a^ 
those  taken  from  the  body,  one  being 
the  fatal  bullet. 

Sheriff  Walsh  identified  the  pipe  as 
having  been  in  Williams'  m<'Uth  when 
shot  He  also  testified  to  having  given 
the  county  attorney  the  bullets  taken 
from    Williams"    body.

For  Foreign    Criminals 
Who  Should.bc  Deport- 
ed, Says  Bingham. 

New  "york,  Feb.  22.— l"Tiat  New  York 
is  a  dumping  ground  for  the  criminals 
of  Europe,  and  that  the  Immigration 
authorities  are  to  blame  for  this  fact, 
is  the  opinion  of  Police  Commissioner 
Bingham,   expressed  in  an   interview. 

■•We  have  had  records  of  fifty  Ital- 
ian criminals,"'  said  Commissioner 
Bingham,  "which  would  exclude  them 
from  this  country,  or  once  here, 
should  bring  about  their  deportation. 
out  of  these  fifty,  only  six  have  been 
deported,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  police  haw  been  ready  to 
furni.'^h  the  immigsfttion  department 
at  all  times  with  information  to  keep 
out  and  send  ou^  of  tlie  country  tliese 
habitual  criminals." 


Washington,  Feb.  22.— Right  Rev. 
Henry  Yates  Satterlee,  D.  D.,  for  the 
past  twelve  years  Protestant  Episco- 
pal bishop  of  "W'ashington.  died  at 
his  residence  here  today.  He  was  65 
years  old.  Although  threatened  with 
the  grip,  Bishop  Satierlee  oflSciated  at 
services  last  Sunday  morning.  Short- 
ly afterward  his  condition  became 
acute,  and  a  physician  was  called  in.

Bishop  Satterlee  was  formerly  rector 
of  Calvary  church  in  New  York,  was 
a  religious  writer  of  note,  and  had 
been  elected,  but  declined  to  accept, 
the  bishopric  of  Michigan  and  the 
bishop  coadjutorship  of  Ohio.  Ar- 
rangements for  the  funeral  have  not 
vet  been  made.

Freight  Comes  Along  and 

Three  Men  Are  Badly 

Hurt 


Sedalia,  Mo.,  Feb.  22.— An  attempt  to- 
derail  an  eastbound  fast  passenger 
train  on  the  Missouri  Pacific  railroad, 
evidently  for  the  purpc^se  ol  robbery, 
was  made  at  ptterville,  twenty  miles 
tast  of  here,  at  midnight  last  night,  a 
rail  having  "been  removed.  The  bad 
place  in  the  track  was  struck  by  aiv 
extra  freight  train  from  St.  Louis. 
The  freight  was  wrecked,  the  *-ngin- 
eor,  fireman  and  brakeman  being  seri- 
ejs'ly  injured. 

The  tram  that  the  wreckers  evi- 
dentlv  sought  to  catch  left  Kansas 
City  at  9:Ut  last  night  for  St.  I»uis. 
It  was  known  as  No.  4.  and  was  sup- 
posed   to    cairy    considerable    money. 

The  wreckers  had  removed  a  rail  on 
what  is  known  as  OtterviUe  Hill,  a 
mile  ;ind  a  half  east  of  Utterville,  an4 
built  a  fire  between  the  tracks,  to 
bring  the  passenger  train  to  a  stand- 
still. The  freight  crew  failed  to  no- 
tice the  fire  until  close  upcn  it,  an<i 
toM  late  to  stop,  and  the  engine  ancl 
seven  cars  were  derailed  and  badly 
demolished.  Three  members  of  the 
crew  were  seriously  injured.  They 
are:  Robert  H.  Johnson,  engint-er; 
Eugene  Hugan,  fireman;  Hugh  Har- 
vev.  head  brakeman. 

The  Injured  men  were  brought  to  the 
railroad  ho.=;pital  at  SfKlalla  for  treat- 
nieiit.  No  one  was  permitted  to  see 
them,  and  it  was  imp«>s«ible  to  learn 
their  exact  condition  or  to  get  a  story 
from  them.  Missouri  Pacific  ofTu  lala 
here  say  that  they  have  no  clue  to  the 
would-be  robbers.

Switchman  Killed  in  Ac- 
cident Near   Fort 
Dodge,  Iowa. 

Fort  Dodgre,  Iowa.  Feb.  22.— As  a  re- 
sult of  a  broken  rail  on  the  Minne- 
aiKills  &  St.  Louis  railway,  two  miles 
south  of  this  city,  yesterday,  a  switch 
engine  plunged  down  a  25-ftK>t  em- 
bankment, instantly  killing  George 
Scott  switchman,  and  injuring  four 
others    on    board,     all     living    in     this 

^^  Engineer  Charles  Snook  and  Fire- 
man Ross  Juttman  had  just  helped 
the  long  southbound  train  out  of  the 
city  and  over  a  steep  grade,  near  the 
De"^.  Moines  river,  and  were  returning 
to  the  vards  with  a  light  engme  and 
three  men  aboard.  The  shock  of 
striking  the  broken  rail,  broke  the 
tender  loose  and  threw  Switchman 
Scott  undtr  the  falling  tender.

Offered  to  Deliver  Im- 
portant   Information 
to  German  Agent 


Toulon.  Feb.  22.— Charles  B.  I'llmo, 
an  ensign  in  the  French  navy,  has 
been  found  guilty  by  a  court-martial 
of  attempting  to  sell  naval  secrfcta  to 
a  foreign  power  and  sentenced  to  life 
imprisonment  in  a.  fortress,  and  to  be 
degraded  fi-om  his  rank. 

Ensign  Ullmo  was  arrested  at  Tou- 
lon on  Oct.  25.  on  the  charge  of  be- 
ing a  spy.  An  examination  of  his  ef- 
fects showed  him  to  be  in  possession 
of  many  valuable  documents,  and  ho 
afterwards  confessed  to  having  ab- 
stracted a  secret  signal  b<X)k  and  the 
naval  cipher.  An  army  reserve  officer 
named  Burton  was  afterwards  arrested 
at  Vendome  on  similar  charges,  and  at 
Toulon,  on  Nov.  5,  five  ringleaders  of 
an  important  association  of  interna- 
tional spies  were  taken  into  custody. 
It  is  believed  that  all  these  men  wero 
in  some  way  connected  with  l'llmo-.«« 
plan  The  authorities  found  cvldenco 
that  Ullmo  had  offered  to  sell  informa- 
tion concerning  the  defenses  of 
France  to  a  (jerman  agent. 

Ullmo  made  a  partial  confession  to 
the  charges  brought  against  him,  and 
as  a  result,  the  French  authorities  de- 
cided to  order  the  reconstruction  of 
the   French    naval    tactics.

Pittsburg.  Feb.  22.— Convicted  of 
embezzling  400  shai'es  of  capital  .stock 
of  the  American  Sewer  Pipe  com- 
pany, valued  at  $12,000,  entrusted  to

There  is  no  Boston  copper  market 
nor  New  York  stock  market,  the  ex- 
changes of  those  places  being  closed 
for  the  day. 

There  is  no  session,  either,  at  tht* 
Duluth  board  of  trade.  Carpenters  are 
busy  there,  however,  preparing  Ihtr 
temporary  trading  room  for  use  Mon- 
day. The  other  grain  markets  are  also' 
Idle. 

Tlie    local    curb    copper    brokers    ar& 
taking  a  day  off,  as  there  is  no  activ- 
ity In  the  unlisted  issues. 
•      ♦      • 

Walker's  copper  letter  in  Saturday'3- 
Boston  Commercial  says: 

•'Copper  Ifi  weak  anil  lower.  I.«Tke  can- 
be  bought  at  Vic  and  electrolyic  at  L'%o 
per  pound.  After  the  recent  unfortunate 
developments  in  the  polltic:il  situation^ 
caused  the  buying  demand  to  vanish  the 
largest  producers  set  about  supplying  such, 
market  as  remained.  It  Is  under.stood 
that  consumers,  chiefly  foreign,  took  a 
total  of  40.000,000  pounds  at  prices  rang- 
ing all  the  wav  from  13>Ac  down  to  13c. 
These  .sales  greatly  reduced  the  existing 
surplus  supplies.  It  was  believed  that  the 
lower    price 


would  bring  domestic  con- 
sumers into  tile  market.  As  yet  they 
have  bought  only  sparingly.  If  they  tako 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  now  offered 
they  will  be  able  to  get  their  copper  at  at 
little  better  average  than  their  competi- 
tors In  Europe  secured  theirs. 

"No  considerable  amount  of  copper 
could  be  bought  for  13c.  Producers  as  a. 
rule  expect  a  much  higher  range  of  prices 
during  the  last  half  of  the  year  and, 
unless  the  outlook  continues  exceedingly 
blue  they  will  not  sell  their  <<)pper  for 
advance  delivery  at  current  quotations.  As 
s<Kjn  as  there  is  a  concerted  buying  move- 
ment on  the  part  of  domestic  consumer* 
the  price  of  coppers  will  advance  sharply. 
The  political  situation  is  responsible  for 
the  extreme  depression;  but  this  is  nal>lo 
to  change  within  a  day.  The  country  it- 
stlf  is  all  right.  There  is  a  lot  of  money- 
and  .some  courage  left.  It  is  about  tlrne 
for  the  beginning  of  reconstruction  m  the- 
business  world.  The  copper  market 
should  Improve   soon."

Out  of  the  90«)  postal  cards  sent  out  by 
Secretary-  H.  V.  Eva  of  the  Commercial 
club,  asking  for  the  opinions  of  members 
in  regard  to  the  parcels  post,  postal 
savings  banks  and  government  insurance 
on  bank  deposits,  he  has  received  some- 
thing more  than  40)  answers  up  to  tho 
prestut  time.  The  majority  of  answers 
are   in   the  affirmative  on  all  auestions. 

Many  cards  were  returned  with  only 
one  Question  answered,  the  sender  ex- 
plaining that  he  was  not  well  enough 
acMualntfd  with  the  merits  of  the  other 
Questions  iJ  give  an  intelligent  reply. 
Tlius  it  iiappeiis  that  more  opinions  werj 
expres.scd  on  the  parcels  post  than  on 
anyihiiig  else. 

The  first  question  asked  on  the  card 
was:  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  parcels 
post?"  Up  to  this  noon  iZl  replies  had 
been  reoei\td.  Of  this  number  JSti 
favored  the  parcls  post,  and  there  were 
141    noes. 

The  second  question  was:  "Are  you  in 
favor  of  the  postal  savings  iKinK."" 
There  were  2-10  replies  to  this,  ITti  being 
In  the  affirmative,  and  seventy  in  the 
negative. 

Tile  other  question  wa.s:  "Are  you  in 
favor  of  government  insurance  on  bank 
deposits?"

Of  Washington  Read  to  the  Senate 
by  Mel'umber. 

Wa.shing'ton,  Feb.  22.— In  tho  presence 
of  many  senator.s  on  both  sides  of  the 
chamb«'r,  and  a  large  gathering  In  the 
galleries.

IS  FIGHTING 
THEJYSTEM 

It  is  Back  of  the  Juvenile 

Problem,  Says  Judge 

Lindsey. 

Country  Must  Fight  Cor- 
porate Greed  to  Save 
the  Boys. 


"Those  people  who  come  to  my  lec- 
ture expecting  to  hear  me  pat  the 
youth  on  the  back  will  be  very  much 
surprised  at  what  I  have  to  say.  The 
juvenile  court  is  palliative;  it  is  a  part 
of  tlie  social  economic  probleni;  those 
are  the  things  I  ropoae  to  tell  about 
and   dl.scuss." 

Such  was  the  statement  made  by 
Judge  Benjamin  B.  Lindsey.  "the  kids' 
jedge,"  at  the  Spalding  hotel  this  morn- 
ing Judge  Lindsey  does  not  hesitate 
to  strike  out.  He  has  been  tighting 
tlie  vested  interests  of  Denver  and  the 
state  of  Colorado  for  years,  and  he 
comes  to  tlie  meat  of  the  argument  by 
saying  that  the  corporation  that  steals 
the  playgrounds  to  make  streets  or 
railroads,  the  gambling  trust  that  cor- 
rupts the  father,  and  a  system  that  robs 
the  buy  of  the  association  of  his  mother 
are  the  problems  that  he  is  tighting, 
and  that  every  juvenile  court  that 
grasps  at  tne  deeper  problem  of  the 
child,  must  tight. 

Out  in  Denver  Judge  Lindsey  says  he 
is  opposed  by  the  smeltering  trust  that 
requires  Its  employes  to  work  ten  and 
twelve  hours  a  day;  by  the  gambling 
trust,  that  corrupts  the  home;  and  by 
corporations  or  corporate  interests  that 
steal  the  streets  for  private  use  and 
private  gain.  He  Is  striking  at  a  sys- 
tem, of  wlilch  the  youth  of  the  land  is 
a  part.  It  is  necessary,  lie  holds,  to 
show  the  evils  of  this  system  in  se- 
curing the  rights  of  the  home  that  will 
give  tlie  youth  his  rights. 

In  otlier  words.  Judge  Lindsey  main- 
tains that  you  must  reform  the  evils 
that  make  po.^slble  a  system  that  re- 
quires the  motiier  to  leave  her  home, 
th.it  permits  gambling  and  allows  cor- 
porative privilege  and  permits  labor  to 
toll  twelve  hours  a  day.  For  two  years 
Judge  Lindsey  has  labored  In  Denver 
for  the  liability  law,  or  going  further 
yet,  a  law  that  will  require  an  equal 
lUstribution  of  the  burden  of  thp  in- 
jury of  the  employe.  He  wants  a  law 
that  will  distribute  the  burden  of  the 
blame  on  the  dividend  sharer,  who 
rides  In  an  Jiutomobile  and  is  not  held 
responsible  for  the  injury  of  the  work- 
niiin. 

Judge  Lindsey  does  not  look  upon  the 
youthful  offender  as  a  criminal.  He  re- 
gards him  as  one  who  must  be  corrected. 
The  meanse  of  correct Imi  extends  to  the 
home,  to  the  school,  to  the  church  and 
to  interests  that  make  for  conditions  that 
directly  oppose  the  proper  education  of 
the  children  of  the  poorer  class.  That 
is  one  reason  why  the  corporate  interests 
of  Denver  have  opposed  the  election  of 
Judge  Lindsey  with  all  the  might  of  their 
powerful  machinery.  He  has  gone  to  the 
root  of  the  evil-  and  the  root  of  the  evil 
has  led  straight  to  pernicious  corporate 
acts  and  consequent  corruption  of  tho 
home   influences  of  the  youth. 

He  lias  spent  ten  years  of  his  life  in 
the  juvenile  work.  He  soon  discovered 
that  juvenile  work  was  a  much  broader 
and  deeper  subject  than  he  luul  any  idea 
of.  Then  he  began  his  investigation 
whicli  lias  continued  ever  since  his  eye-i 
were  opened  to  tlie  true  issues  of  tho 
flglit  for  better  boys  and  girls.  He  has 
fought  for  the  home  and  for  conditions 
tiiat  would  give  tlie  youth  justice.  Tiie 
gambling  evil  and  the  special  privilege 
and  the  political  machine  have  seen  an 
exposure  of  their  methods  and  have  tried 
every  means  to  defeat  him  and  abolish  the 
juvenile  court. 

Judge  Lindsey  considers  that  the  secret 
of  juvenile  court  work— the  prime  object 
of  the  work,  in  fact— is  to  gain  the  con- 
fidence uf  the  youthful  offender.  Senti- 
mentality he  considers  dangerous.  Cor- 
rection through  the  proper  channels,  and 
gaining  the  confidence  of  the  boys  and 
girls,  are  the  methods  he  employs. 

He  knows  of  the  ballot  box  stuffing  and 
the  stealing  of  votes;  he  knows  of  the 
purchase  of  special  privileges;  he  is  aware 
that  idisiness  men  use  political  parties  for 
special  gain;  he  knows,  more  than  all, 
that  the  mother  and  father  and  youth 
are  the  scapegoats  for  the  evil  in  a  polit- 
ical system  that  makes  criminals  of  boys 
and  denies  them  justice  and  a  fair  show. 
He  has  addressed  thirty  legislatures, 
worked  industriously  In  the  cause  of  the 
national  juvenile  court  society,  and  fought 
evil  in  politics,  to  gain  the  right  of  tho 
youth  for  a  chance  to  grow  into  manhood 
under  conditions  where  wrongdoing  is  not 
inevitable.

Than  in  1907. 

Say  Conditions  Are  Due 

to  Increased  Efficiency 

Under  Open  Shop. 


According  to  the  reports  at  the  office 
of  the  local  Builders'  exchange,  con- 
struction work  in  and  about  the  city 
is  going  forward  as  well  as  could  be 
expected  at  this  Ime  of  the  year,  and 
It  Is  anticipated  that  quite  a  number 
of  new  contracts  will  be  let  by  the 
end  of  the  month.

Concerning  the  local  situation, 
Dwight  M.  Woodbridge,  secretary  of 
the    citizens'    committee    says: 

•The  Builders'  exehunge  lias  a  good 
deal  of  oonsrruetlou  work  in  view,  and 
it  is  expected  that  a  number  of  con- 
tracts will  be  let  during  the  next  two 
weeks.  Work  is  being  let  at  figures 
that  compare  most  favorably  with  past 
years.  Tliougii  there  is  no  decrease  in 
the  wage  scale  for  building  trades 
craftsmen,  tiiere  is  today  a  saving  of 
from  10  to  25  per  cent  in  building  costs, 
from  a  year  ago.  Tliis  is  due  to  the 
increased  efficieaoy  of  men,  and  their 
willingness  to'  aC.cept  suggestions,  fol- 
low advice,  and'tb  do  a  days  work  un- 
instructed    by 'walking   delegates. 

"The  Lundrnark  &  Franson  Job  on 
Tenth  avenuu  east  was  figured  last 
summer,  and  wa;»  not  let,  as  the  cost 
Sit  mod  too  high.  Now.  with  the  same 
speciflcatlons.  and  the  same  wage  scale, 
the  Job  Is  let  at  'M  per  cent  less.

NEW  FEDERAL 
OFFICE  HERE 


United    States  Natural- 
ization Examiner  Has 
Been  Stationed  Here. 

O.  T.  Moore,  a  United  States  natural- 
ization examiner,  has  been  sent  to  Du- 
luth and  has  opened  a  permanent  office 
in   the   federal   building.     It   will   be  his 

duty  to  examine  the  applications  of 
every  foreigner  who  declares  that  he 
wants  to  become  a  citizen.  His  coming 
here  is  the  result  of  a  visit  of  investi- 
gation made  by  Richard  K.  Doe.  a  gov- 
ernment Inspector,  about  two  months 
ago.  The  latter  recommended  that  a 
special  agent  be  placed  in  Duluth  at 
once,  on  account  of  tho  large  amount 
of  naturalization   business  done   here. 

There  are  ten  similar  stations  in  the 
United  States.  Mr.  Moore  comes  here 
from  St.  Paul,  but  has  worked  along 
this  line  In  different  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. This  district  includes  a  portion  of 
Wisconsin,  all  of  Minnesota,  and  North 
and  South  Dakota.  The  head  office  of 
the  district  is  In  St.  Paul.  Every  for- 
eigner who  makes  application  for  citi- 
zenship papers  must  wait  three  months 
before  he  can  have  the  matter  brought 
up  In  court,  and  in  the  meantime  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  examiner  to  look  over 
his  application,  find  out  who  he  Is.  how 
long  he  has  actually  been  In  the  United 
States,  who  his  witnesses-  are  and  if 
they  are  eligible  to  serve.  It  frequent- 
ly happens  that  applications  have  to  be 
thrown  out  entirely  because  the  law  Is 
not  Mved  up  to  In  these  respects.

The  new  schedule  of  Insurance  as- 
sessments, whieii  was  adopted  by  the 
lodge,  i>rovides  that  the  rates  be  paid 
by  each  member  according  to  his  pres- 
ent age,  but  that  only  live  or  six  .as- 
sessments, instead  ol^  ten,  shoubl  ba 
levied  each  year.

less  than  they  pay  now  and  that  .ill 
members  44  years  old.  or  older  will  pay 
tnore.  At  the  age  of  50  this  Increase 
will  amount  to  one-third  only.  But  at 
the  age  of  W  members  will  pay  two  and 
one-third  times  their  present  rate.s. 
And  at  the  age  of  >'<i  or  more  members 
will  pay  three  and  a  third  times  the 
rates  they   are  paying   now.

He  admit- 
ted that  he  might  want  to  get  into 
the  game  this  year.  He  knows  a  few 
things  about  politics,  he  admits,  and 
a  good  way  of  telling  people  about 
them  1«  to  spread  them  as  his  cam- 
paign literature.

A.  L.  Hamilton,  editor  of  the  Aitkin 
Republican,   stirred  up  things  a  bit  at 
the    editorial    meeting    at    Minneapolis 
Thursday,   when  he  charged   the  legis- 
lature,   with    a    maji.rity    of     Southern 
Minnesota    men.    with    having    greatly 
misused  the  northern  part  of  the  state. 
The  federal    governnit-nt,    he  said,    had 
given    this   state   nearly    6.000,000   acres 
of    swamp   land,    which    the    state    had 
accepted     with    the    condition    that     it 
was    to    use    the    proceeds    to    reclaim 
the   lands.     But   as   soon   as    tlvey   had 
gotten  the  lands  they  proceedecTto  vio- 
late the  agreement,  gave  the  railroad*; 
3  000  000    acres    of    it,    and    turned    tiie 
rest  over  to   the   state   institutions. 

•It   has   been   a   source    of   regret    to 
many    of    us   to    notice,"    he   said   "the 
belief      Implied,    if    not    expressed,      in 
some   of   the    Southern    Minnesota   pa- 
pers    that   the  people  in  the   northern 
part  of  the  state  were  a  set  of  timber 
thievps  and  robbers,  and  legislators  on 
the   floor   of   the   house   of    representa- 
tives have  frequently  acted  as  though 
this    were    true.      I    must    admit    that 
there   have     been     cases     where   men, 
without    any      pangs      of      remorse    or 
scruples  of  conscience,  have  unlawful- 
ly   appropriated      timber,      alleged    to 
have  belonged  to  the  state.     In  tact.  1 
have  heard  men  say  that  they  thought 
it    no   harm    to    steal    from    the    slate. 
And    why?     Because     the      archrobber 
has    been    the    state    itself,    and    they 
deem  it  no  theft  to  take  from  a  thlel. 
In  the  history  of  the  country  there  Is 
probably    no    instance      where    such    a 
flagrant  act   of   piracy   has   been  prac- 
ticed   by    a    state    upon   a    part    of    its 
people   ah   has    been    practiced    by   the 
legislature     of     Minnesota     upon     the 
northern  part  of  this  state. 

"On  March  12,  I860,  congress  passed 
a  law,  by  the  terms  of  which  all  the 
government  swamp  lands  within  the 
borders  of  the  state  should  be  turned 
over  to  that  state,  subject  to  the  dis- 
posal of  the  legislatu*-e  thereof,  pro- 
vided however,  that  the  proceeds  of 
said  'land,  whether  from  the  sale  or 
direct  appropriation  in  kind,  should 
be  applied  exclusively,  as  far  as  neces- 
sary, to  the  purpose  of  r-cUun, in- 


lands, by  means  of  levees  and  drains. 
Nearly  3.000.000  acres  were  gii'en 
to  subsidize  railroads,  some  of 
which  appear  to  have  been  or- 
ganized expressly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  participating  In  th6 
graft.  In  1881  the  legislature  submit- 
ted to  the  voters  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution,  providing  that  the  bal- 
ance of  the  grant  should  be  equally 
divided  between  the  state  school  fund 
and  the  educational  and  charitable 
Institutions,  and  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

"The    southern    part    of    the    state 
has     dominated     the     legislature     ever 
since    the    organization    of    the    state, 
and    to    the    members    from    that    part 
of    the    state    must    be     laid    the    re- 
sponsibility    for     the     passage     of    all 
important    laws.      Much    of    the    Ugi.s- 
latlon     enacted     has     ben     subversive 
of    our    Interests.      For    instance:     the 
state'.s     policy     in     selling     its     lands. 
The  government  made  no   reservation 
of   its    timber    when    the    swamp    land 
was    given    to    the    state    for    the    pur- 
pose    of     drainage,     and     one     should 
think     that     after     wrongfully     appro- 
priating   this    land    the    state    should 
be     liberal     to     purchasers     and     give 
them    a    chance    to    live,    b|Ut    getting 
awav  safelv  with  this  gigantic  swamp 
land"   swag    has    apparently    made    the 
state   all   the   more   greedy.      We   now 
find   that   every   good   log,   every  piece 
of    wood    that    will    make    a    tie,    post 
or     pole,     or     stick     of     cordwood     or 
pulpwood,     must     be     sold     and     the 
m' ney      tuin.d      >nto      Lie      tr-ascry. 
There     is    nothing     left    on     the     land 
from   which   the   Incoming  settler   can 
get    material     to     put    up    his    cabin. 
And    when    it    appeared    a    few    years 
ago     that     there     might     be     iron     on 
some    of    the    state    land,     the    legis- 
lature promptly  passed   a  law   reserv- 
ing    the     mineral     on     all     the     state 

lands.  ,      ,        ,      . 

"At  the  last  .«!esion  of  the  legis- 
lature Col.  Knox  of  Aitkin  Introduced 
a  bill  appropriating  $150,000  to  be 
used  in  the  reclamation  of  some  of 
the  swamp  lands  above  referred  to, 
besides  other  lands,  and  metaphor- 
ically speaking,  he  was  given  the 
laugh.  He  was  told  that  the  bill 
was  unconstitutional,  and  it  never 
got  any  consideration  even  from  the 
committee.  ,     ^     i      .

A  month  or  two  ago  it  was  rather 
expected  that  the  Minnesota  Repub- 
licans would  this  year  adopt  a  new 
.system  of  holding  conventions,  so  ar- 
ranging it,  that  one  gathering  would 
do  the  doubled  duty  of  .selecting  dele- 
gates-at-large  to  attend  the  national 
convention,  and  naming  the  state 
ticket,  where  before  a  convention 
has  been  held  for  each  of  these 
purposes.  Now,  however,  it  looks 
as  if  there  would  be  no  change, 
for  this  year,  at  least,  and  the  in- 
dications are  that  the  old  method 
will  be  followed  out.  and  two  con- 
ventions   called. 

The  date  for  holding  the  Eighth 
district  convention  for  naming  dele- 
gates to  the  national  meeting  has 
not  yet  been  set,  but  it  is  knuwn  in 
a  general  way  that  it  will  be  held 
in  Duluth  in  the  spring.  The  date 
will  be  definitely  set  very  soon  after 
the  meeting  of  the  Republican  cen- 
tral committfce,  which  will  get  to- 
gether   In    St.    Paul,    Feb.    27.. 

Each    di.strlct    is    allowed    to    name 
two    delegates    to    the     national     con- 
vention,  and  the  state  meeting  names 
the     four     delegates-at-large.      County 
eonventluns    are     necessary     to     name 
delegates     to     the     district     and     state 
eonvention.      The     county     convention 
will   sutllce    to    name    delegates   to   the 
district    and    to    the    state    convention. 
The   St.    Louis   county   convention,    for 
example,     will     name    a    set    of    dele- 
gates   to    the    district    convention    for 
the   selection   of   delegates   to   the   na- 
tional    convention,     and       the       same 
county     convention     will     select     dele- 
gates to   the   state  convention   for  the 
naming    of    delegates-at-largc.         An- 
other     county      convention      will      be 
necessary    later    on,    however,    to    se- 
lect   delegates    to    send    to    the    state 
convention    which    will    be    called    for 
the  purpose  of  naming  a  state  ticket.

Vancouver,  B.  C,  Feb.  22.— Chief 
Justic3  Hunter  of  the  supreme  court 
of  British  Columbia  yesterday  ruled 
the  >;atal  act  to  be  lnor)erative,  so  far 
as  the  BuhjccLs  of  Japan  are  con- 
cerned, though  he  did  not  hold  that 
the  act  is  inoperative  as  a  whole.  It 
was  held  to  Xve  in  contravention  of  the 
treaty  with  Japan.  The  matter  came 
up  in  connection  with  an  application 
of  a  writ  of  halxas  corpus,  applied  for 
in  behalf  of  two  Japanese  arrested 
at  Blaine  while  trying  to  enter  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  The  chief  justice  or- 
dered the  i-elease  of  the  two  men,  and 
also  suggested  that  thoy  have  a  right 
of    action    against  men     who  impedea

WELL  KNOWN 
EDITOR  DEAD 

Crosby  S.  Noyes  Passes 

Away  at  Pasadena, 

Aged  83  Years. 

Los  Anegeles.  Feb.  22. — Crosby  S. 
Noyes,  the  veteran  editor  of  the  Wash- 
ington Kvenlng  Star,  died  shortly  after 
5:30  p.  m.  yesterday  at  the  Hotel  Ray- 
mond, Pasadena,  where  he  had  been 
ill  for  some  time.  Mr.  Noyes.  who  was 
surrounded  by  the  members  of  his 
family  at  the  time  of  his  death,  re- 
tained his  faculties  to  the  end. 

Crosby    Stuart   Noyes,    whose    death 
was   reported      from      Pasadena,    Cal., 
was  83  years  of  age.  and  no  less  than 
sixty  years  of  his  manhood  had  been 
spent  in  the  newspaper  business.      He 
was  born  in  Minot,  Me.,  Feb.  16,  1825, 
and,  finding  farm  life  too  hard  for  his 
frail  physique,  he  went  to  Washington 
in  1847,  making  the  last  stages  of  his 
Journey  on  foot  for  lack  of  funds.     He 
began  his  newspaper  career  as  a  spe- 
cial correspondent  and  as  a  writer  for 
the  Washington  News.  From  that  date 
until  a  few  weeks  preceding  his  death. 
Mr.    Noyes  labored   unceasingly  at   his 
cho.sen    profession    and    set    his    stamp 
upon  Washington  Journalism  as  a  pur- 
veyor of  clean,  sound,  active  facts.  He 
continually   strove   against   sensational 
tendencies,    his   views   on   this   subject 
being  made  known  to  newspaper  men 
generally  through  papers  presented  by 
him  at  the  world's  press  parliament  at 
the  St.   Louis  exposition  and  again  at 
the  Jamestown  exposition  last  year. 

Mr.  Noyes  was  a  great  traveler,  es- 
pecially In  Oriental  countries,  and  he 
was  able  to  impress  his  views  upon 
governmental  policies  In  expressing 
views  on  diplomatic  relations  between 
Riffsia  and  Japan  during  the  war. 
which  aided  greatly  in  bringing  that 
war  to  a  conclusion. 

During  the  Civil  war  Mr.  Noyes  was 
most  actively  engaged  in  his  repor- 
torial  duties,  and  he  enjoyed  to  an  un- 
usual degree  the  confidence  of  the 
public  during  that  time. 

He  was  foremost  in  every  worthy 
public  project,  especially  In  the  mat- 
ter of  hearing  the  sanitary  and  es- 
thetic improvement  of  Washington  and 
Its  charities.  He  is  survived  by  a  wife, 
three  .sons,  Theodore  W.  Noyes,  presi- 
dent of  the  Evening  Star;  Frank  B.

FORDULUTH 

John  Shea  at  Head  of 

Enterprise  to  Build 

Structure. 


Building  of  Type  of  Cop- 
per Country  Rinks 
is  Planned. 


"U'lth  John  Shea,  manairer  of  the 
Temple  roller  rink,  at  the  head  of  tho 
enterprise,  plans  are  on  foot  for  pro- 
viding Duluth  with  a  mammoth  skat- 
ing and  hockey  rink  by  the  opening 
of  next  season. 

Mr.  Shea  accompanied  the  Northern 
hockey  team  to  Houghton  this  week, 
and  there  he  looked  over  the  Amphi- 
drome,  Houghtons  big  rink.  He  also 
went  to  Calumet  to  see  the  Palestra, 
the  big  steel  structure  at  Laurium,  and 
he  now  has  some  ideas  as  to  what 
Duluth  needs  in  the  winter  amuse- 
ment line.  Mr.  Shea  talked  with  Jolin 
T.  McNamara,  manager  of  the  Amphi- 
drome.  who  gav«  the  benetil  of  iiis  ex- 
X>enence  in  good  advice  as  to  the  way 
of  going  about  the  plans  for  the  Du- 
luth  rink. 

Mr.  Shea's  plans  have  not  yet  been 
made  public,  but  he  is  evidently  sin- 
cere in  the  announcement  that  he  is 
guing  to  attempt  to  give  Duluth  a  rink 
which  will  be  worthy  of  the  city,  and 
it.s  position  as  a  center  of  winter 
sports  in  the  Northwest.  Not  less  than 
|4U,0y0  will  be  necessary  to  adequately 
llnance  the  scheme,  and  he  will  start 
work  this  spring  to  get  the  money. 
Work  will  be  begun  on  the  rink  early 
in  the  summer,  so  that  there  may  be 
no  delay  after  the  arrival  of  cold 
wt;ather  next  fall. 

The  site  has  always  been  the  most 
vexatious  problem  confronting  pros- 
pective builders  of  ice  rinks  in  Duluth. 
Several  tinies  plans  have  been  on  foot 
for  rinks,  but  they  went  through  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  a  site.  Mr. 
Shea  is  said  to  have  a  place  in  mind, 
which  would  admirably  suit  the  struc- 
ture ho  proposes  to  erect,  and  he  will 
put  strings  on  that  before  going  about 
rai.sing   the   money. 

The  type  of  the  Copper  country  rinks 
will  doubtless  be  followed  in  the  rink 
planned  for  Duluth.  The  Amphidrome 
is  frame  and  the  Palestra  steel,  the 
hxtter  being  the  most  substantial 
structure.  It  is  not  as  well  arranged 
as  the  Houghton  rink,  however.  For 
Duluth.  a  i-lnk  about  220x110  Is 
planned,  with  a  skating  surface  of 
about  isOxSO,  and  a  st^ating  capacity  of 
4,0Ui>.  Such  a  rink  would  supply  Du- 
luth's  needs  for  years  to  come,  both 
for  skating  and  hockey. 

Duluih's  need  for  a  big  enclosed  rink 
for  skating  and  hockey  has  long  been 
recognized  and  lamented,  but  nobody 
ever  had  the  Initiative  to  go  about 
building  one.  Open-air  Ice  rinks  do 
not  conform  to  the  modern  ideas  of 
good  winter's  sport.  With  skating, 
hockey  necessarily  goes  in  the  pres- 
ent day.  and  the  Canadian  game  is 
becoming  more  popular  each  year. 
In  nearly  all  of  the  big  cities  of  the 
United  States,  big  rinks  are  being 
built,  and  hockey  teams  are  organ- 
ized. At  Cleveland,  Pittsburg  and 
other  cities,  where  the  winter  weather 
conditions  are  uncertain,  artificial  lew 
plants  go  with  the  rinks,  and  the  leu 
is  assured   at   all   times. 

For  Duluth,  no  artificial  ice  is  neces- 
sary. The  weather  is  cold  enough  here 
nearly  all  winter  to  allow  good  ice 
in  an  enclosed  rink,  and  the  thaw 
periods  are  .so  short  as  to  be  of  little 
inconvenience.  In  nearly  all  of  the  big 
rinks  a  dance  floor  is  provided  in  a 
gallery  over  the  waiting  rooms,  at 
one  end,  so  that  the  rink  serves  a 
double  purpose,  and  furnishes  amuse- 
ment  to  all   who  attend. 

With  hockey  gaining  a  firm  foothold 
in  Duluth,  the  big  enclosed  rink  Is 
becoming  a  nc-cessity  for  the  life  of 
the  game.  This  year's  experience  haa 
shown  that  an  open  rink  will  not  do. 
It  is  not  comfortable  or  convenient 
for  players  or  .spectators,  and  is  mere- 
ly a  makeshift  for  want  of  some- 
thing better.  Hockey  has  great  possi- 
bilities in  Duluth,  and  they  can  never 
materialize  until  the  game  is  given 
a  proper  opportunity  to  assert  its 
right  to  a  place  In  Duluth's  list  of 
winter  sports. 

From  hockey  enthusiasts  and  skat- 
ers, Mr.  Shea  will  receive  every  en- 
couragement in  his  efforts  to  give  Du- 
luth a  big  rink.  For  skating  alone,  it 
would  supply  a  groat  need,  and  hockey 
player.s  and  enthusiasts  would  wel- 
come it  with  rejoicing.

New  York  May  Furnish 

Large  Part  of  the 

Olympic  Team. 

Youngsters  Who  Will  Try 

Are  Showing  Great 

Ability. 


New  York,  ¥'eb.  22. — Speculation 
Is  rife  about  the  probable  make-up 
of  the  team  that  will  go  to  London 
to  represent  America  nert  July  in 
the  Olympic  sports.  Picking  the 
men  on  past  performances  is  but 
guess  work  at  this  stage,  and  like 
as  not  the  bright  particular  stars 
of  the  American  team  are  away  back 
in  the  shadow  now.  Such  was  the 
experience  of  Paul  Pilgrim  at  the 
Alliens  meet.  He  went  abroad  as  a 
second-rater  and  came  home  a  two- 
time    world's   champion. 

Now  there  is  many  a  youth  In  the 
metropolitan  district  today  capable 
of  repeating  Pilgrim's  feat  if  given 
only  half  a  chance,  and  many  now 
in  comparative  obscurity  will  almost 
Sfurely  land  the  coveted  trip.  Of 
course,  every  one  has  heard  of  Fred 
Bellars,  for  he  is  the  cross-country 
champion,  but  at  that  Bellars  is  a 
new  force  in  the  athletic  world. 
The  brightest  part  of  his  career  lies 
ahead  and  not  behind  the  Jersey 
youth.  Bellars  need  not  improve  a 
whit  to  make  the  Olympic  team.  He 
has  only  to  repeat  the  races  ho  ran 
at  Celtic  Park  last  fall,  when  he 
beat  Bonhag,  Daly,  Carr,  Haskins, 
Collins,  Joyce  and  Cohn  to  secure  a 
berth    on    the    London    team. 

Frank  Siieehan  of  Boston,  who 
won  the  junior  half-mile  champion- 
ship at  Jamestown  last  summer,  i. 
also  capable  of,  making  the  team 
quite  easily.  Sheohan  Is  consistent 
around  1-57  and  his  great  race  in  the 
"juniors"  proved  that  at  his  best  he 
Is  vei-y  close  to  two  seconds  faster 
than  that.  He  has  only  lo  take  the 
trouble  to  train  "faithfully  in  order  to 
be  one  of  the  lucky  ones.  Celtic 
Park  has  a  likely  candidate  In  R. 
Cloughan,  the  Forham  sprinter.  With 
every  Qiuallfication  that  mak^s  up  a 
really  great  sprinter,  save,  possibly. 
a  little  more  campaigning,  Cloughan 
will  almost  surely  develop  into  a 
corker.  He  looked  just  about  right 
to  "do  things"  last  summer  when 
ptomaine  poisoqing  almost  killed  him 
and  effectively  stopped  his  athletic 
work    for   the   re.st   of   the   year. 

George  Ford  and  A.  T.  BaJley,  at 
Travelers  Island,  also  look  good  to  the 
experts.  Both  of  these  lads  took  440- 
yard  honor*  outdoors  last  summer  and 
have  been  resting  all  winter  with  their 
eyes  on  the  London  trip.  Ford  and 
Bailey  both  found  fifty-one  seconds 
easy  going  last  summer,  and  will  have 
the  advantage  of  a  long  winter's  rest. 
Fifty  second  should  And  them  close 
up  when  the  Olynipic  trials  come  off  In 
June. 

Among  the  hmior  field  men.  Piatt 
Adams  of  Ji^e  )^..Y.  A.  C.  looks  most

promising.  Adams  entered  athletics  as 
a  second  rate  discus  thrower.  Last 
«umnK-;  Erne  H'-iiuerg  started  him 
at  Jumping,  with  the  result  that  he  is 
now  among  the  twenty-three-foot 
broad  jumpers,  and  holds  the  hop,  step 
and  jump  championship  of  America. 
Yet,  like  the  others,  Adams  has  only 
begun  his  career.  He  has  just  found 
out  the  proper  branch  in  which  to 
show  his  worth,  and  between  all  the 
jumping  events  he  will  surely  land  a 
place  on  the  London  team. 

Princeton  has  a  likely  olympian  in 
George  Whiteley,  the  Orange  and 
Black  star  half-miler.  As  a  school- 
boy in  I'JO.5  Whiteley  ran  as  fast  as 
1.57  2-5,  and  his  showing  in  the  inter- 
collegiate cross-country  races  last  fall 
told  the  story  of  additional  strength 
he  has  gained  since  then.  Princeton 
men  not  only  hope  but  expect  to  3ce 
Whiteley  flash  the  Orange  and  Black 
across  the  line  first  in  the  intercol- 
legiate half-mile  championship  next 
spring. 

The  latest  to  show  promise  is  Thad- 
deus  White,  the  young  Twenty-thirl 
regiment  runner.  Under  Hjertberg's 
coaching  White  has  jumped  from  the 
novice  class  to  that  of  the  near  cham- 
pions in  a  few  week.s.  and  even  his 
rivals  concede  that  he  will  be  a  won- 
der in  the  mile  next  summer.  At  oBs- 
ton  recently  White  ran  rings  around 
the  best  men  in  New  England,  and 
men  like  J.  P.  Sullivan  and  Harvey 
Cohn  as  well. 

Frank  Riley,  one  of  the  best  juniors 
on  the  Irish-American  string,  with  a 
record  of  4.31  for  the  mile,  is  a  likely 
candidate  for  the  team.  too.

and  it  will  be  no  surprise  to  the  ex- 
perts If  young  Riley  crowds  some  of 
the  old-timers  out  in  the  Olympic 
trials  next  June.

After  playing  Detroit,  the  boys  will 
go  to  Cleveland  for  a  game  Monday 
night,  and  next  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  will  take  on  the  Canadian 
and  American  S<jo  teams,  returning  on 
schedule  time. 

Letters  received  from  the  Duluth 
boys  do  not  try  to  excuse  their  de- 
feats In  the  Copper  country.  They 
say  the  absence  of  Fen  ton  from  the 
net,  and  the  conseijuent  disarrange- 
ment of  the  regular  Une-up,  played 
havoc  with  them.  The  change  from 
the  poorly-lighted  open  air  rink  to  the 
brilliant  enclosed  rinks  of  the  Copper 
country  towns  also  handicapped  them, 
but  they  were  beaten  by  the  better 
hockey  of  their  opponents.

Boom  Expected  in  Row- 
ing Among  the  West- 
ern Colleges. 


Chicago,  Feb.  22.— intercollegiate  re- 
gattas on  Lake  Michigan,  with  the 
L'niverslty  of  Chicago  entering  a  crew, 
are  about  to  become  a  fact,  according 
to  Dr.  Thomas  VV.  Goodspeed,  secre- 
tary of  the  board  of  trustees  of  iht, 
Midway  school,  and  registrar  of  thai 
institution.  This  dream  of  Prof.  Stagg, 
it  is  said,  will  probably  be  realized 
within  the  next  two  years,  when  the 
South  park  commissioners  build  a 
waterway  to  Washing^ion  park  througn 
the  Midw^ay,  wiiicii  is  already  partly 
piepared    for   this   canal. 

About  a  fortnight  ago.  President 
Judson  said  In  an  Eastern  address  that 
Chicago  was  prepai-ing  to  enter  the 
lists  with  a  crew.  Students,  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  Maroon  school  team 
became  enthusiastic  at  once,  and  have 
followed  the  course  of  events  closely. 
Dr.  Goodspeed's  statement,  which 
is  an  amplification  of  the  bare  an- 
nouncement of  the  president,  is  taken 
to  mean  that  the  preliminary  arrange- 
ments are  so  far  progressed  that  the 
crew  will  be  a  reality. 

While  the  waterway  in  the  Midway 
would  not  be  long  enough  for  races, 
the  Maroon  crew  could  go  to  the  lake. 
At  present  this  would  be  Impractical, 
because  the  lake  is  too  rough  most, 
of  the  time,  even  for  practice,  but 
when  the  breakwater  from  Grant  to 
Jackson  park  is  completed,  there  will 
bo  a  long  stretch  of  smooth  water  in- 
side It,  and  with  sufficient  depth  for 
such  contests.  The  Midway  canal  will 
probably  be  only  about  a  mile  in 
length. 

Dr.  Gtoouspeed  laid  out  a  plan  by 
which  the  campus  of  the  university 
would  be  beautied  at  the  same  time 
the  school  was  given  a  crew  by  tap- 
ping the  Midway  canal  somewhere 
between  Lexington  and  Ellis  avenues, 
and  building  canals  through  the 
campus,  making  the  site  of  the  univer- 
sity a  miniature  Venice.  A  large  sum 
of  money  is  now  being  held  by  the 
school  for  the  sole  purpose  of  beau- 
tifying the  campus,  and  it  Is  hoped 
that  either  John  D.  Rockefeller  or  An- 
drew Carnegie  may  be  Induced  to  con- 
tribute a  sum  sufficient  to  build  a 
Gothic  boathouse  on  the  campus  for 
the   crews. 

Wisconsin  Is  now  the  only  Western 
university  Interested  In  rowing.  Nu- 
merous lakes  surround  Madison,  and 
for  several  years  the  Badgers  have 
sent  crews  East,  and  have  shown  that 
Westerners  make  sterling  oarsmen. 
Minnesota,  it  is  said,  might  get  tn<j 
fever  and  organize  a  crew,  as  It  has 
water  cloe  enough  for  such  purposes, 
if  given  the  incentive.  This  would 
g^ve  a  race  with  three  crews,  which  is 
considered  plenty  to  create  interest  and 
develop  the  sport.  Illinois,  Iowa  and 
other  Western  schools  are  not  in  a  po- 
sition to  enter  this  aquatic  .sport,  lack- 
ing the  water  facilities,  except,  possi- 
bly, Northwestern.

San  Francisco's  plight  in  the  fa<5» 
of  the  combined  mi.sery  and  hardship 
wrought  by  the  aftermath  of  the  de- 
vastation and  the  present  lack  of  eon- 
ployincnt  on  the  Pacific  coa^,  wa» 
vividly  pictured  by  J.  E.  B.dlake,  who 
recently  spent  Luo  weeks  in  the  Gol- 
d^n  Gate  city. 

Mr.  Bidiake  says  that  women  hold- 
ing babies  to  their  breasts,  are  actu- 
ally selling  paiK-rs'in  the  streets.  Their 
husbands  are  out  of  employment,  and 
they  have  Ixtn  forced  to  accept  any- 
labor  that  will  bring  in  a  pittance  for 
food.  Aged  women  can  be  seen  tryinif 
to  sull  enough  papers  to  buy  food 
with,  ^ 

So  great  has  the  resentment  against 
the  JaiiaiR-se  become,  says  Mr.  Bid- 
lake,  that  armed  opposition  la  talked 
of.  A  petition  to  the  busine.ss  men, 
contractors  and  builders,  and  others, 
was  being  circulated  when  Mr.  Bid- 
lake  was  iherr-,  asking  that  ihe  Japan- 
ese be  disciiarged  and  Americans 
placed  In  their  positions.  The  feeliJig 
again.st  the  Jap.s  has  reached  danger- 
ous pi'tipartioas,   he  says. 

Hundivds  of  men  are  out  of  employ- 
ment in  San  Francisco.  The  money 
stringency  has  been  felt  with  particu- 
lar emphasis  on  the  Western  coast.

'.vho  are  still  with  us. 
none — not  even  except- 
ing the  inimitable  Joa- 
lUin    Miller — has    had     a 

more  adventurous  or  pic- 
turesque     career       than 

Wiiaani  M.  Stewart,  some  time 
silver  senator  from  Nevada,  and 
now.  hale  and  hearty  in  his  Slst  year, 
enjoying  the  third  fortune  he  has  ac- 
cumulated since  the  gold  fever  of  '10 
carried  him  from  Yale  to  California, 
where  lie  arrived  in  1350  with  the 
equivalent  of  a  $10  bill  in  his  pockets. 
Each  of  Stewart's  fortunes  has  beeu 
earned    In    the    Silver    state,    and    each 

had  for  Its  basis  lawyer's  fees  de- 
rived from  litigious  men  possessed 
with  .the  idea  of  snatching  riches  from 
the  earth'3  bowels.  Though  he  begran 
as  a  miner,  and  as  such  accumulated 
18,000  in  the  short  space  of  three 
anonths,  Stewart  realized  before  he 
had  been  a  gold  hunter  six  montha 
that  tlie  safest  road  to  wealth  was  noc 
by  the  pick  and  spade.  So  he  studiei 
law  at  nights  when  others  gambled 
and  drank,  and  two  years  after  going 
West,   Secured   admission   to  the   bar. 

As  a  miner  he  had  been  popular 
with  the  boys — he  was  brawny,  fear- 
lesa.  optimistic,  and  a  fascinating 
talker.  As  a  lawyer  his  gift  of  gai> 
seemingly  hypnotized  Jurors  as  ef- 
fectually as  it  had  his  fellow  miners. 
At  any  rate,  he  had  remarkable  suc- 
cess, winning  cases  right  from  the 
atart.  It  speedily  became  a  proverb 
thai  a  sas^^  was  three-fourths  won 
with  'Bill"  Stewart  retained,  and 
many  a  race  of  rivals  t.>jk  place  to 
his  office  to  see  who  would  retain  him 
first. 

"Bill"  Stewart,  hard-headed  Scotch- 
American  that  he  has  always  been, 
displayed  no  hestitancy  In  asking 
large  fees,  and  it  not  infrequently 
happened  that  when  a  victorious  client 
came  to  balance  up  his  worldly  pos- 
sessions he  found  that  his  lawyer 
ownjd  n)03t  of  the  property  under  liti- 
gation. Thus,  the  flrst  fortune  was 
won  by  the  time  Nevada  came  Into 
the  L'nion,  and  Stewart  was  sent  to 
Washington  as  one  of  its  first  sena- 
tors. 

Ha  was  in  the  senate  twelve  years. 
At  the  •^'xpiration  of  his  second  term 
he  was  all  but  "broke"  by  bad  specula- 
tions. He  made  a  fortune  as  a  mining

Stewart'.'s  pioneer  day  experiences 
would    till    the    traditional    book. 

While  he  was  swinging  a  pick  In 
the  big  camp  of  ^Vashoe,  a  fellow 
miner  one  day  came  running  into 
camp  and,  shouting  excitedly,  Pettl- 
coat.s:  Petticoats!"  Now.  most  of 
the  miners  had  not  seen  a  woman 
for  months,  and  as  one  man  they 
dropped  their  Implements,  their  bot- 
tles and  their  cards  and  started  out 
to    seek    the    woman. 

Pretty  soon  they  espied  a  prairie 
schooner  being  driven  along  the  trail 
towards  the  camp  by  a  lank  Indi- 
vidual, who  subsequently  turned  out 
to  be  from  Missouri.  "She's  in 
tliere,"  shouted  the  excited  miner 
who  had  given  the  alarm.  Quicker 
than  It  takes  to  tell  it,  the  wagon 
was  surrounded  and  the  driver 
begged   to   trot   his   woman.      He   was

lawyer;  he  would  turn  the  golden 
trick  again.  Returning  to  Nevada,  he 
once  more  hung  out  his  shingle.  For- 
tunately for  Stewart,  this  event  oc- 
curred at  the  time  when  the  famous 
Comstock  lode  was  a  matter  of  tierce 
litigation,  the  principal  point  at  is- 
sue being  whether  the  claims  extended 
the  width  of  the  lode  or  only  a  certain 
number  of  feet.  Stewart  took  the 
ground  that  they  extended  the  width 
of  the  lode.  This  view  was  upheld  by 
the  courts,  and  at  one  stroke  he  se- 
cured a  fortune  of  $6tW,lM)0. 

^\'hvn  he  was  returned  to  the 
United  States  senate  in  1885,  Stewart 
was  several  times  a  millionaire; 
when  he  left.  In  1905.  he  was  dead 
broke,  financially — bad  speculations 
again — but  not  in  spirit.  A  gray- 
bearded  patriarch  of  '78,  he  packed 
up  ills  old  standby — his  law  library 
— took  It  with  him  to  Bull  Frog, 
then  a  newly  opened  mining  camp, 
and  for  the  third  time  In  his  life 
hung  out  his  shingle,  this  time  In 
front  of  a  tent.  Once  again  his 
legal  services  were  In  demand,  and 
by  the  time  hy  got  a  friendly  tip 
on  stocks  that  turned  out  exceed- 
ingly well  he  had  accumulated  quite 
a    few    thousands    of    "dust."      Today 


willing,  but  the  lady  was  not.  After 
waiting  patiently  for  fifteen  minutes 
for  her  to  change  her  mind  (inno- 
cent fellows  they  were),  the  miners 
retired  to  make  the  air  blue  In 
their    disappointment. 

When  the  "cussing"  had  becom*. 
superbly  picturesque,  young  "Bill" 
Stewart  hove  in  sight.  The  trouble 
was   explained    to   him. 

"Say,  boys,"  he  shouted,  mounting 
a  position  of  vantage,  "the  woman's 
shy;  what  lady  wouldn't  be.  with  so 
many  strange  whiskers  about?  We've 
got  to  coax  her  out.  Let's  raise  a 
little  purse,  just  to  show  our  good 
intentions." 

The  miners  fairly  mobbed  Stewart 
In  their  efforts  to  deposit  gold  dust 
in  his  sloiuch  hat.  When  it  was 
filled,  he  was  told  off  as  spokesman 
for  the  crowd,  and  the  miners  once 
more  moved  on  the  land  schooner. 
They  formed  in  hollow  spaces  about 
It,  and  Stewart  fired  off  a  speech. 
First,  he  assured  the  man  that  "the 
boys"  meant  no  harm  to  him  or  his, 
launched  into  an  eloquent  and  tear- 
movlng  plea  to  the  lady  to  show  her- 
self, and  sprung  as  his  peroration 
the   news   that   "the   boys"   had   made 


up  a  little  gift  in  order  to  show 
their  appreciation  of  her  vLsit — and 
— woulds  he  not  do  them  the  honor 
of    acepting    the    gift    in    person? 

The  man  on  the  wagon  seat 
caught  the  glint  of  gold  in  the  old 
hat. 

"Sal!"  he  shouted.  In  a  thorough- 
ly   business-like    tone. 

A  moment  later,  as  the  canvas 
flaps  parted  and  a  none  too  prepos- 
sessing and  scared-looking  woman 
was  framed  In  them,  a  mighty  cheer 
rent  the  atmosphere,  and  "Bill" 
Stewart  gallantly  stepped  forward 
and  placed  $3,000  worth  of  gold  dust 
in  the  hands  of  the  first  woman 
ever   to   make   Washoe. 

One  of  Stewart's  many  close  calls 
came  to  him  one  day  in  1860,  when 
he  was  driving  from  Downlevllle, 
Cal.,  to  Carson  City,  with  his  law 
library   stowed    away   In   a   cart. 

His  four  mules  were  clipping  off 
about  eight  miles  an  hO|ur,  when  an 
armed  Indian  emerged  from  the 
sagebrush  ahead  and  motioned  that 
he  wanted  a  ride.  The  white  man 
Ijulled  in  his  mules  and  the  red  man 
climbed    up    to    the    seat. 

For  several  miles  the  two  rode  on 
in  silenoe.  Then  Stewart  beheld  ahead, 
on  a  roadside  boulder,  another  anned 
redskin.  From  the  comer  of  his  eye 
he  saw  the  Indians  exchange  signals, 
and  he  sprang  for  his  companlon'.s 
weapon  as  the  Indian  on  the  rock 
aim.^  his  rifle.  Fortunately  for  Stew- 
art., the  muJt>s,  taking  alarm  at  the 
roise  of  the  llfe-and-deaith  scuffle,  ran 
away  and  the  shot  went  wide  of  its 
^nark.  Stew^art  succeeded  in  disarming 
his  companion,  .and,  disdaining  to  kill 
him,  stunned  him  with  a  blow  from  a 
brawn  fist  and  hurled  him  Into  the  sage 
brush. 

Another  thrilling  chapter  In  Stew- 
art's life  occurred  when  he  had  the 
temerity  to  brave  a  mob  of  miners 
clamoring  for  the  life  of  an  English- 
man, who  had  been  accused  o?  the 
worst  crime  in  the  decalogue  of  the 
■41)er — horse  theft. 

Though  a  score  or  so  of  bristling 
guns  were  leveled  a't  his  head  by  as 
many  determined  men,  Stewart  un- 
flinchingly denoanded  that  the  mob 
hear  him.  His  insistence  on  this  point 
—and  he  an  unarmed  man  at  that — won 
the  admiration  of  the  orowd,  and  they 
gave  heed  to  him. 

Right  on  the  spot  w^here  It  had  lieen 
planned  to  string  up  the  prisoner, 
Stewart  declared  that  the  man  was 
■going  to  have  a  fair  trial.  He  an- 
nounced that  he  himself  would  act  as 
judge.  He  summoned  a  jury.  He  call- 
ed up  the  witnesses  and  quizzed  them. 
Then  he  made  a  typical  early  Western 
harangue,  pointing  out  the  lack  of  evi- 
dence against  the  prisoner.  The  crowd 
was  convinced,  the  Jury  freed  the  pris- 
oner, and  six  hours  later  the  real  horse 
thief  was  decorating  an  aocommodat- 
in.g  limb  of  a  cottonwood  tree. 

The  year  thait  Stewart  wa.«i  admitted 
to  the  t>ar  found  him  in  politics  and 
office— that  of  district  attomf>y  in  Cali- 
fornia. From  then  on  until  he  left  the 
senate.  In  1905,  he  divided  his  time  be- 
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tween   seeking  gold  and   poli'tical   for- 
tunes. 

All  the  yeai"S  that  Stewart  has  spent 
in  the  national  capital  has  not  tamed 
him.  He  will  be  a  pioneer  in  make- 
up— body  and  mind  and  spirit — to  the 
death.  He  is  irascible,  outspoken,  free 
to  criticise,  li&arty,  bluff,  ingenuous  of 
manner;  and  he  looks  like  a  prophet — 
and  can  talk  like  a  flshwlfo. 

Anotlier  ExSenator  IMoiieer. 

The  cai'«e«r  of  John  P.  Jones,  also  a 
pioneer  and  ex-senator  from  Nevada, 
offe^rs  some  rather  Interesting  par- 
allels with  that  of  his  old-time  col- 
league, who  is  two  years  his  senior. 

Both  spent  their  boyho<>d  days  in 
Ohio,  whither  their  parents  moved 
when  the  boys  were  young.  Each 
went  to  California  in  the  first  days  of 
the  gold  excitement.  Both  were  prac- 
tical miners;  both  had  hair-breadth 
escapes  from  Indians,  an  both  early 
took  a  hand  in  the  political  fortunes 
of  the  new  country.  After  a  more  or 
less  brief  stay  in  California,  each  man 
went  to  Nevada^  and  th^re  made  and 
lost  a  couple  of  fortunes  between  1865 
and  1880;  butt  while  Stewart  made  h/ls 
various  "piles"  ou't  of  litigation  over 
mining  properties,  Jones  made  his 
through  mining,  straight.  B<jth  men 
were  Republicans  from  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  i>arty;  when  the  silver  is- 
sue became  uppermost  In  1896,  both 
diamaUcally  withdrew  and  supported 
Bryan,  and  when  sliver  ceased  to  be 
an  issue,  both  returned  to  their  first 
love.  Each  represented  Nevada  in  the 
senaite  thirty  years. 

Stewart's  reputation  for  bravery  In 
the  early  days  was  no  greater  than 
Jones'.  It  took  an  absolutely  fearless 
man  to  be  sheriff  in  'the  West  in  those 
days,  and  Jones'»  first  Important  polit- 
ical office  was  that  of  sheriff.  An 
incident  in  his  life  when  he  was  su- 
perintendent of  the  Crown  Point  and 
Kentucky  mine^,  on  the  southern  end 
of  the  Comstock,  shows  the  sort  of 
.sterling  bravery  he  exhibited  from  the 
day  he,  a  lad  of  19,  and  his  brother  hit 
the  Golden  West  together. 

An  alarm  of  fire  coming  from  the 
1,000-foot  level  of  one  of  the  mines, 
Jones  lead  the  rescue,  and  In  a  com- 
paratively short  time  had  all  but  nine- 
teen men  op  thejsurface.  With  a  hand 
ful  of  volunteers  he  dashed  down 
again  Into  the  burning  level,  and  suc- 
ceeding in  getting  all  but  one  of  the 
nineteen  out   of   harm's   reach. 

By  this  time  the  level  was  raging 
fumeice,  the  man  who  had  been  run- 
ning the  cage  had  been  overcome  by 
smoke  and  strain,  and  there  was  mo- 
mentary danger  that  the  cage  itself 
would  fall. 

Though  Jones  doubtless  realized  all 
this,  he  again  called  for  volunteers. 
Not  one  of  the  great,  able-bodied  men 
about  him  so  much  as  haltingly  lifted 
a  foot  forward;  it  remained  for  a 
stripling  of  sixteen  to  step  to  his 
chief's  side. 

Together  they  disappeared  down  the 
maw  of  the  mine.  Silently  the  miners 
waited  around  the  opening,  and  as  the 


minutes  dragged  tholr  length  away 
there  was  many  an  ominous  shaking 
of  the  head.  Finally,  when  some  of  tho 
more  pes.simistic  were  already  mut- 
tering that  the  boss  and  the  boy  had 
surely  been  overtaken  by  flame  or 
smoke,  Jones,  with  the  llstess  body  of 
the  miner  over  one  arm  and  his  one 
volunteer  overcome  and  in  on«  corner 
of  tho  cage,  pulled  all  three  to  the  top 
of  the  shaft  and  safely. 

To  make  this  little  chapter  of  real 
life  seem  more  like  tho  culminating 
scene  in  a  Third  Avenue  melodrama, 
let  it  be  added  that  the  three  men 
were  barely  out  of  the  cage  before  It 
broke  loose  and  went  dashing  to  the 
bottom  of  the  shaft. 

Jone's  share  of  the  profits  of  these 
mines  amounted  to  several  million  dol- 
lars. A  few  years  later  all  this  for- 
tune, big  for  those  days,  had  been 
dissipated  by  bad  investments.  Noth- 
ing daunted,  Jones  plunged  Into  the 
fortune-seeking  business  again,  and 
when  he  entered  the  senate  in  1873, 
he  was  easily  worth  five  millions.  To- 
day, after  half  a  century  spent  in 
equally  turbulent  mining  and  political 
camps,  he  is  quietly  passing  his  re- 
maining years  at  Santa  Monica,  Cal. 
Pioiioers  Perkins  and  Miller  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Like  the  Silver  Stale,  the  Qolden 
State  can  boast  of  two  very  well 
known  pioneers— George  C.  Perkins,  its 
senior  senator,  and  the  far-famed 
"poet  of   the   Sierras,"   Joaquin    Miller. 

Ten  years  younger  than  ex-Senator 
Jones  of  Nevada,  Senator  Perkins  had 
tasted  well  of  adventure  before  he 
started  for  the  coast  in  1855.  At 
twelve  he  had  run  away  from  his  farm 
home  in  Maine  and  shipped  as  a  cabin 
boy.  He  and  a  boy  companion  had 
sneaked  into  the  palace  grounds  of 
King  Oscar  of  Sweden,  been  accosted 
by  that  royal  gentleman  and  given  the 
liberty  of  the  grounds.  For  four  years 
he  had  knocked  about  on  the  deep  be- 
fore the  mast,  and  before  the  mast  he 
sailed  around  the  Horn  to  the  coast. 

During  the  long  journey  thither,  the 
skipper  became  fond  of  the  lad,  espe- 
cially as  he  displayed  great  aptitude 
as  a  sailor.  'If  you'll  stick  by  che 
ship  and  go  with  her  to  Calcutta,"  he 
said  In  effect  to  Perkins,  "I'll  make 
you  third  mate  by  the  time  we  reach 
there." 

It  was  a  tempting  offer,  but  tho 
gold  fever  was  raging  in  the  boy's 
brain.  He  drew  iiis  wages.  Invested  in 
a  small  arsenal,  and  In  company  of  a 
shipmate,   set  out  to   seek   his   fortune. 

Oroville  Is  about  150  miles  from  San 
Francisco.  Perkins  walked  It,  with  a 
blanket  pack  on  his  back.  He  had  not 
been  swinging  a  miner's  pick  very 
many  days  before  he  arrived  at  the 
very  sane  conclusion  that  the  surest 
way  to  get  money  is  not  to  dig  it  out 
of  the  ground.  Therefore,  he  hired 
hlm-self  out  as  a  grocer's  clerk,  and 
registered  a  determination  to  get  nis 
riches  by  catering  to  the  wants  of 
mining  men. 

About  the  time  he  had  saved  $8.J0 
towards  this  end  he  met  a  ferryman 
whose  boat  had  brought  up  on  a  sand- 
bar. Said  boatman  talked  pic- 
turesquely about  getting  out  of  the 
blankety-blank  business.  Perkins 
asked  what  he  wanted  for  the  boat. 

"A  thousand"  was  the  reply. 

Perkins  scratched  his  head,  made  up 
Ills  mind  that  here  was  a  good  chance 
to  turn  an  honest  profit,  and  got  an 
option  fot  he  day  on  the  boat. 

Perkins'  first  move  was  to  draw  his 
savings  out  of  the  bank.  His  next  was 
to  start  at  one  end  of  the  busine.ss 
street  at  Oroville  on  a  borrowing  ex- 
pedition. By  the  time  the  other  etid 
was  in  sight  he  had  the  other  $2t)0, 
and  "Just  as  the  sun  went  down"  he 
found  himself  the  owner  of  a  very  well 
stranded   feri-yboat. 

During  the  next  eight  weeks  or  so 
Perkins  put  in  his  spare  time  cutting 
terra  flrma  from  under  his  purchase. 
While  the  boat  was  stranded  the  people 
found  out  what  a  convenience  it  had 
been  while  running.  When  Perkins  at 
last  had  it  afloat  again  a  good  business 


came  his  way.  and  he  shortly  found 
a  purchaser  at  three  times  what  the 
boat  had  cost  him. 

it  was  partly  with  the  proceeds  of 
this  shrewd  deal  that  Pedkins  bought 
an  Interest  in  the  store  in  which  he 
clerked.  His  next  important  business 
move  was  to  buy  out  the  whole  busi- 
ness, and  when  he  made  it  turn  in 
large  profits  he  went  into  milling. 
Since  that  day  he  has  been  one  of  the 
big  business  men  of  the  coast,  his  in- 
terests Including  banking,  mining  and 
steamships  by  the  line. 

Like  Stewart  and  Jones,  Perkins 
could  not  keep  out  of  the  political 
game  verj-  long.  He  dabbled  in  it 
almost  from  the  day  he  began  to  clerk 
in  Oroville.  In  1868  his  neighbors 
thought  enough  of  him  in  a  political 
way  to  send  him  to  the  legislature  as 
a  senator.  He  quit  this  post  in  1876. 
Three  years  later  he  was  elevated  to 
the  gubernatorial  chair.  This  he  occu- 
pied until  1883.  Ten  years  later  he 
was  appointed  United  States  senator 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Leland 
Stanford.  He  has  been  a  national  to- 
go-wearer  ever   since. 

Perkins'  friends  say  that  the  events 
In  Ills  career  of  which  he  is  proud- 
est were  hia  election  In  1897  and  again 
In  1903  to  the  senate  while  he  "was 
absent  from  the  state  attending  to  his 
congressional  duties."  This  quotation 
Is  from  the  congressional  directory.  It 
Is  the  custom  for  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives to  prepare  their  own  bi- 
ographies for  the  book,  and  it  is  the 
only  statement  in  the  biography  that 
comes  anywhere  near  like  having  a 
boastful  ring  In   It. 

Like  the  typical  pioneer  that  he  Is. 
Perkins  has  a  strongly  developed  sense 
of  humor,  and  his  fund  of  laughable 
stories  of  his  hardship  days  Is  well 
nigh  Inexhaustible.  There  is  a  no  more 


the  '70s,  he  added  to  his  string 
of  experiences  by  starving  in  a  London 
garret  while  he  endeavored  to  get  a 
publisher  to  take  up  his  poems.  This 
effort  proving  fruitless,  he  himself 
manged,  in  1873,  to  g<^t  out  a  small  __ 
edition  of  the  poems.  He  sent  a  copy  ' 
of  the  book  to  every  new.opaper  critic 
whose  name  he  had  gathered  In  his 
search  for  a  publisher,  and  almost  Im- 
mediati'ly  thereafter  he  was  hailed  as 
a  remarkable  now  llteraty  find,  and 
from  that  day  to  this  he  has  been  the 
"poet  of  the  Sierras."  Incidentally,  he 
was  the  pet  of  London's  drawing 
rooms  until  his  eccentricities  and  his 
boots  pall',id  on  the  wearers  of  titles. 
Then  Joaquin  sailed  for  hom<\ 

Since  his  trip  to  the  Klondike  in  '98, 
Miller  ha.s  led  a  comparatively  mo- 
notonou.s  existence.  He  Is  66  now, 
and  perhaps  is  feeling  his  years, 
though  he  is  as  rugged  looking  today 
as  he  was  in  his  prime.  His  beard  Is 
thrice  as  luxuriant  and  is  <n'eii  more 
sweeping  than  the  one  behind  which 
ex-Senator  .Stewart  hid'  s  the  lower 
part  of  his  face.  Of  the  four  pioneer.'? 
mentioned.  Perkins  is  the  only  one 
who  has  cropped  his  beard  to  the 
standard  dimensions  of  the  twentieth 
century. 

Though  Miller  can  reel  off  poetry 
and  poetic  prose  by  the  j-ard  of  a 
morning,  as  he  lies  propped  up  In  bed 
with  pillows,  he  is  not  impracticable, 
like  most  fellow  poets,  and  in  his  day 
he  has  made  a  lot  of  money  In  Wall 
street.  In  financial  matters  he  has  not 
been  one  whit  eccentric;  In  all  else 
he  most  certainly  has,  and  especially 
in  his  accounts  of  his  life.  Tha  man 
who  undertakes  to  write  a  complete 
biography  of  Joaquin  will  have  his 
troubles. 

A  Half  Dozen  Famous  Pioneers. 

Another  senator  who  should  be 
looked  upon  as  a  pioneer  is  Henry  M. 
Teller  of  Colorado.  Though  he  did  not 
go  west  until  '61,  and  then  only  as 
far  west  as  the  state  which  he  rep- 
re.sents  In  the  .senate,  still,  Colorado 
was  very  much  a  pioneer  country  in 
those  days,  and  Teller  was  one  of  its 
pioneer  legal  lights  and  railroad  build- 
ers; from  1865  to  18  70  he  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Colorado  Central  railroad.

democratic  man  In  America  in  the 
millionaire  and  over  clas-s,  and  as  for 
his  being  ashamed  that  he  was  once  a 
cabin  boy,  why,  bless  you,  there  is  his 
congressional  biography,  which  gives 
the  name  of  the  vessel  In  which  Per- 
kins flrst  ran  away  to  sea. 

As  a  toga  wearer  Perkins  has  not 
made  a  noise  like  a  great  legislator. 
Still,  he  is  well  thought  of  in  the  s.in- 
ate,  his  advice  is  frequently  sought  by 
his  colleagues,  especially  on  western 
and  coast  questions,  and  in  this  way 
he  sometimes  stamps  national  legisla- 
tion with  his  views. 

Joaquin  Miller  is  so  well  known  In 
almost  every  hamlet  of  the  land  that 
It  seems  hardly  neces.sary  to  say  any- 
thing more  about  him  than  that  he  is 
still  alive,  and  that  his  own  accounts 
of  his  pioneer  life  are  so  much  at  vari- 
ance one  with  the  other  in  essential 
.statements  that  it  Is  a  case  of  take 
your  choice,  according  to  Individual 
fancy. 

As  a  pioneer  In  Oregon,  whither  his 
parents  moved  from  Indiana  when  he 
was  a  child,  Idaho  and  California, 
Miller  for  years  certainly  led  a  varied, 
but  by  no  means  monotonous  life  as 
miner,  express  pony  rider,  seditious 
editor,  lawyer,  county  Judge.  Indian 
pri.soner  and  fighter  and  soldier  of  ad- 
venture in  Nicaragua.    Then,  early  in 


Elected  senator  when  Colorado  came 
into  the  Union,  and  taking  his  seat  in 
December,  1876.  he  has  remained  a 
senator  ever  since,  excepting,  of 
course,  the  period  from  April.  1882,  to 
Mkrch,  1885,  when  he  was  secretary  of 
the  interior  under  Arthur. 

Like  Stewart  and  Jones,  Teller 
became  a  Republican  at  the  party's 
organization,  and  left  when  the  sil- 
ver question  came  to  the  fore.  Un- 
like them,  he  has  not  returned  to 
his  old  allegiance,  and  the  last  time 
he  was  re-elected  to 
was  as  a  Democrat, 
came  senator  he  had 
political  office;  thus  he 
two  political  offices  in 
years   in   office. 

Unlike  the  average  pioneer.  Teller 
never  succumbed  to  the  mining  fe- 
ver. In  fact,  he  has  been  overcau- 
tious In  mining  matters,  if  anything. 
The  tale  Is  told  of  him  that  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  or  so  ago  he  was 
strongly  urged  by  two  friends.  In 
whom  he  had  implicit  confldence,  to 
buy  a  third  of  a  certain  mine  In 
which  they  were 
Teller  fought  shy: 
the  money,  and  he 
of  giving  his  note.

Tiie  daring  of  tlie  t el- 
low  took  away  the  breath  of  the  men 
in  the  saloon  for  a  moment  and  then 
Batroot  shouted:  "Put  up  your  gun,  or 
111  feed  it  to  you  in  pieces,"  at  the  same 
time  taking  a  step  towards  the  robber. 
Tile  fellow  fired  one  shot  past  Bat- 
root's  ear  into  the  wall,  with  the  re- 
mark that  next  time  he  would  shoot 
closer,    and    Batroot    subsided. 

Batroot,  in  response  to  a  command, 
handed  over  the  casli  drawer,  which  the 
ftilow  rid  of  the  silver  change,  securing 
about  $lu  in  all,  but  he  neglf  oled  to  clean 
out  the  compartment  containing  about 
$13  in  bills.  He  then  backed  toward  the 
door,  still  covering  the  men  with  his 
gun.  As  he  opened  the  door  with  one 
hand  he  cautioned  the  men  in  the  sa- 
loon, "if  any  of  you  ducks  put  your  head 
out  of  this  door  to  fallow  me.  you'll  get 
vour  roof  blown  off.  so  keep  inside." 
\Vlth  that  he  opened  the  door  and  made 
his   escape   in   the  dark. 

Detectives  subsequently  arrested  a 
man  giving  the  name  of  C.  E.  Peechllng 
In  a  room  at  the  Porter  hotel  on  sus- 
picion. Batroot  and  several  of  the 
men  in  the  saloon  are  positive  that  the 
accused  is  the  highwayman,  although 
no  pistol  was  found  on  his  person.

Proceedings  Against  Wife 
Who  Figured  in  Chi- 
cago Crime. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Feb.  22.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Charles  J.  Romadka 
has  instituted  suit  for  divorce  from 
Evelyn  Caine  Romadka,  whose  sensa- 
tional escapades  in  Chicago  resulted  a 
few  months  ago  in  her  imprisonment 
in  the  Joliet  penitentiary  for  burglary. 

The  ground  alleged  for  the  divorce 
is  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment  ex- 
tending over  a  period  of  two  years.

After  setting  forth  the  fact  of  the 
marriage  and  the  birth  of  their  child. 
Mr.  Romadka  asserts  that  throughout 
their  married  life  he  gave  Mrs.  Ro- 
madka all  the  comforts  and  necessi- 
ties, as  well  as  many  of  the  luxuries  of 
life.  In  November,  1906,  he  says,  she 
made  her  first  trip  to  Chicago,  under 
the  pretense  of  seeking  medical  treat- 
ment.

NEW  PLkY  BY  HEm'i  JAlWfS 

It  Has  for  Heroine  an  American  Girl  in  Love  With  an 
English  Politician—Other  New  Plays  in  London. 


NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK  AT 
CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


London.  Feb.  15.— Forbes  Robert- 
son, who  has  been  out  of  luck  for 
many  months,  is  getting  ready  to  play 
a  trump  card.  As  readers  possibly 
may  have  heard,  a  new  piece  has  been 
writtfU  for  him  by  no  less  a  person 
than  Henry  James,  and  today  the  actor 
gave  me  the  firat  details  regarding  it 
that  he  has  allowed  to  be  made  public. 
The  play,  which  is  a  modern  comedy, 
will  be  given  fe«r  the  first  time  at  Edin- 
burgh on  March  26,  and  if  the  recep- 
tion there  is  fave.rable,  a  London  pro- 
duction will  follow  shortly.  Later  on 
Robertson  hopes  to  take  his  new  offer- 
ing acre>ss  the  Atlantic. 

To  reach  the  meihopolis,  however, 
not  to  mention  the  United  States,  this 
piece  (which  Is  not  named  yet),  will 
have  to  prove  a  much  more  full-blood- 
ed work  than  James'  first  dramatic  ef- 
fort "Guy  Domville."  George  Alex- 
ander produced  the  latter  ten  years  or 
more  ago,  but  like  its  author's  recent 
literary  work,  it  was  far  too  elusive 
and  analytic  to  appeal  to  any  save  the 
self-styled  elect,  and  died  an  early 
death  I  recalled  its  fate  to  Rf.bert- 
son  who  declared  himself  confident 
that  there  will  be  a  different  story  to 
tell  of  the  Anwrican  novelist's  new- 
play. 

"No,  "  he  said  in  reply  to  my  cjuery, 
"this  is  not  an  adaptation  of  any  of 
Mr.  James'  novels,  but  an  entirely 
original  work,  especially  written  for 
the  stage.  It  is  in  three  acts,  deals 
with  English  life,  and  has  a  vein  of 
romance  running  throughout  the  plot. 
The  scenes  are  laid  in  a  typical  old 
English  country  house. 

"My  part,"  Robertson  went  on,  'is 
that  of  an  ambitious  young  politician, 
what  we  call  a  radical,  and.  of  course, 
a  candidate  for  parliamentary  honons. 
As  the  play  unfolds  itself  he  Is  found 
In  a   curiously   embarrassing   position 


from  which  he  Is  extricated  by  the  in- 
tervention of  a  young  American  girl. 
She,  in  fact,  is  the  hercdne,  and  this 
character,  which  will  be  played  by  my 
v.ife,  Miss  Gertrude  Ellie>tt,  has  been, 
I  consider,  delightfully  delineated  by 
the  author. 

"We  are  both  hoping  for  a  big  suc- 
cess," he  added,  "in  which  case  we 
certainly  shall  pay  an  early  returne 
visit  to  the  United  States.  Personally, 
I  think  that  Mr.  James'  comedy,  with 
its  American  heroine,  is  surely  to  ap- 
peal to  ills  countrymen." 

In  electing  to  write  an  original  play 
for  Forbes  Robertson,  rather  than  make 
an  adaptation  of     one     of     the  novels, 
Henry  James  is  going  dead  against  the 
present   fashion     on   this  side     of     the 
water.     Perhaps  never  before,  in  fact, 
have  so  many  dramatizations  of  works 
of  fictiem  been  promised     for  one     the- 
atrical season.  Two  will  have  seen  the 
light  befe>re  these  lines  appear  in  print, 
the  versions  of  "Sus-sanna"  and  "Some 
Others,"   and   "Stingaree,"   which  have 
been  made  by  their  respective  authors, 
Mme.     Albanesl  and    E.  W.     Hornung, 
the  author  of  "Raffles."     Both  will  be 
produced  next  week.,  and  will  be  swiftly 
followed  by  W.  J.  Locke's  stage  versiem 
of  his  novel,  "The  Beloved  Vagabond," 
and  a  play  by  Max  Peanoerton,  called 
"Kronstadt,"  and  based  on  the  slory  of 
the  same  name.     In  the  latter,   which 
will  be  produced  at  the  Garrlck,  one  of 
the    chief  parts   will   be  taken   by   the 
American  actress.  Mra  Russ  Whytal. 

Locke's  dramatizfttion  of  the  novel 
which  was  so  popular  in  the  United 
States  was  not  expected  so  soon  (it  is 
due  at  His  Majesty's  within  a  fornight) 
but  its  production-.

We  revere  and  glorify  the  memory  of  Wash- 
ington, and  we  set  him  upon  a  high  pinnacle  in 
our  aftections;  but  we  love  Lincoln  because  he 
^va3  so  evidently  one  of  our  own  kind.  Washing- 
ton, perhaps  because  of  the  longer  time  over  which 
his  memory  reaches,  perhaps  because  of  the 
aristocratic  atmosphere  with  which  his  birth  and 
surroundings  invest  him,  we  set  upon  the  moun- 
tain peak  of  national  esteem  in  lonely  grandeur. 
Lincoln,  because  he  was  a  man  of  the  people  who 
rose  fri)m  lowly  origin  to  sublime  heights  of 
achievement  for  the  lowly,  is  a  memory  which  we 
cherish  as  we  would  the  memory  of  a  lost  dear 
one  of  our  own. 

We  would  not  part  with  either  of  these  mem- 
ories if  v.-e  could.  We  should  be  far  poorer  for  the 
loss  of  either,  and  our  prospect  as  a  nation  would 
be  more  doubtful.  The  best  way  to  preserve  them 
is  by  universal  observance  of  the  two  holidays  that 
commemorate  their  births,  which  we  can  use  to 
inspire  the  youth  of  the  land  with  the  noble  exam- 
ples of  those  great  ones  who  are  gone,  but  who 
live  with  us  yet  in  the  institutions  they  erected,  in 
the  liberty  they  made  possible,  and  in  the  inspira- 
tion their  lives  give  U3. 


EDUCATION  FOR  THE  FEW. 

A  bulletin  issued  by  the  bureau  of  education  of 
the  department  of  the  interior,  written  by  Edward 
L.  Thorndike,  of  Columbia  university,  contains 
some  interesting  figures  relating  to  the  depletion 
of  the  ranks  of  public  school  pupils  as  the  grades 
ascend,  and  the  bearing  this  process  has  upon  pub- 
lic school  aims. 

Prof.  Thorndyke  estimates,  after  a  careful  re- 
view of  the  census,  that  in  American  cities  of  25.000 
and  over  the  general  tendency  is  as  follows:  Out 
of  100  pupils  entering  school  in  the  lowest  grades, 
90  remain  in  school  until  they  reach  the  fourth 
grade,  81  until  they  reach  the  fifth  grade,  68  until 
the  sixth  grade,  54  until  the  seventh  grade,  40  until 
the  last  grammar  grade,  27  until  the  first  high 
school  grade,  17  until  the  second,  12  until  the  tliird 
and  8  until  the  fourth. 

In  short,  only  8  per  cent  of  the  pupils  that  enter 
the  public  schools  continue  until  they  are  gradu- 
ated from  the  high  school,  prepared — according 
to  the  plans  most  generally  in  vogue — for  entrance 
to  college. 

The  importance  of  these  figures  become  imme- 
diately apparent  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
average  public  school  course,  from  the  lowest 
grades  to  the  highest,  is  designed  to  prepare  pupils 
tor  college,  and  beyond  that  for  professional 
careers.  That  all  of  these  pupils,  no  matter  how 
short  their  stay  in  school,  gain  some  benefit  from 
their  schooling  is  undeniable.  That  the  Q2  per 
cent  who  fail  to  complete  the  course  are  cheated 
of  a  practical  training  that  should  fit  them  for  the 
ordinary  pursuits  in  life  is  equally  undeniable.  Nor 
does  that  fully  state  the  case,  since  of  the  8  per 
cent  that  complete  the  high  school  course,  by  no 
means  all  are  able  to  go  to  college. 

Until  recent  years  there  was  practically  no 
technical  or  trade  training  in  the  public  schools. 
Such  as  now  exists  is  more  or  less  desultory  and 
ineffective.  In  practically  none  of  the  school  sys- 
tems of  the  country  is  adequate  consideration 
given  to  the  needs  of  the  large  percentage  of  pupils 
that  must  leave  school  before  the  course  is  com- 
pleted and  go  out  into  the  world  to  earn  a  living. 
Insofar  as  the  conventional  academic  course  fits 
them  to  earn  a  livelihood,  they  are  equipped,  but 
they  have  learned  little  or  nothing  of  a  practical 
nature  that  will  help  them  in  the  trades. 

This  topsy-turvy  method  of  making  the  whole 
course  fit  the  needs  of  the  very  few  that  can  hope 
to  go  through  the  course  and  on  into  higher  insti- 
tutions of  learning  is  mischievous,  antiquated  and 
unprogressive.  The  needs  of  the  many  are  sacri- 
ficed to  the  advantage  of  the  few.  The  system  is 
not  only  bad,  but   positively  vicious. 

Less  than  half  the  pupils  even  continue  through 
the  grammar  grades,  yet  when  they  drop  out  they 
have  reached  no  educational  goal,  completed  no 
educational  course,  acquired  no  complete  schooling 
in  anything.  They  have  acquired  a  smattering, 
and  that  is  all.  They  go  into  the  trades  or  into 
business  lines  with  their  practical  education  yet  to 
be  gained.  In  short,  the  conventional  system  of 
public  education  in  this  country  fails  sadly  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  masses  of  the  people. 


MUSIC  AND  TiA  PUBLIC. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  week  Duluth  had  a 
grand  opera  engagement.  For  three  nights  the 
city's  best  playhouse  was  devoted  to  music,  and 
an  excellent  selection  of  operatic  compositions 
was  presented  by  exceptionally  competent  artists. 
The  music  of  these  operas  is  splendid,  and  it  was 
presented  far  better,  probably,  than  many  of  those 
who  attended  the  three  performances  had  expected. 
,Yet  in  spite  of  these  things,  the  engagement 
was  not  a  success.  It  didn't  pay.  It  offered  no 
encouragement  to  those  who  may  be  thinking  of 
repeating  the  experiment.  In  this  respect  it  was 
merely  a  repetition  of  previous  experiences,  a  dull 
rehearsing  of  ancient  history.  Not  enough  people 
attended  to  make  it  a  financial  success,  and  finan- 
cial success  is  essential,  even  in  such  a  fine  art  as 
music. 

One  result  of  this  is  that  the  community  has 
been  scolded  and  berated  and  told  that  it  ought  to 
be  ashamed  of  itself.  That,  too,  is  a  rehearsal  of 
ancient  hist(jry;  it  always  happens  when  good 
musical  attractions  meet  with  a  financial  frost, 
cither  here  or  elsewhere. 

In  fact,  the  community  has  been  so  unmerci- 
fully scolded  in  public  and  private  that  it  ought, 
by  now,  to  be  wearing  the  blush  of  shame  and  to 
be  hanging  its  head  in  forlorn  misery  over  its  casti- 
gation.  But  it  isn't;  it  seems  to  be  going  right  on 
ihout  its  business  just  as  usual.  It  doesn't  seem 
to  be  ashamed  of  itself  at  all. 

Now  why  didn't  enough  people  turn  out  to 
those  three  performances  to  fill  the  house  and 
make  the  engagement  pay?  There  may  be  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  upon  that  point,  but  manifestly 
it  was  either  because  the  people  did  not  care  to  go 
or  because  they  could  not  afiford  it.  And  in  either 
event,  scolding  is  not  going  to  make  them  go. 
Neither  will  appeals  to  civic  pride.  Neither  will 
slurs  upon  the  public  taste  and  criticisms  qI  the 
public's  lack  of  culture.  Such  talk  never  induced 
people  to  patronize  entertainments  they  did  not 
care  to  witness,  and  they  never  will. 

It  would  be  very  much  better  for  the  people  if 
they  heard  more  good  music,  instead  of  wasting 
their  time  and  money  on  comic  operas  and  musical 
comedies  and  vaudeville.  It  would  be  very  much 
better  for  them,  too,  if  they  patronized  good,  enter- 
taining, instructive  lectures  more  than  they  do. 
But  in  this  community,  as  in  all  other  communities, 
comparatively  few  patronize  good  music  and  good 
lectures,  while  the  many  are  caught  by  cheap 
music,  cheaper  comedy  and  the  allurement  of  sen- 
sational drama. 

But  that  will  never  be  changed  by  pedantic, 
pharasaic  and  more  or  less  affected  cant  about 
what  the  people  ought  to  be  and  do.  It  costs  $3  to 
go  to  grand  opera,  and  grand  opera  will  never  be 
a  financial  success  in  any  community  unless  there 
are  enough  people  that  can  spare  $3,  and  that 
count  the  pleasure  worth  that  sum,  to  make  it  pay. 
Scolding  about  it  won't  change  it  a  bit.  Cul- 
tivating the  popular  taste  for  good  music  by  low- 
priced  concerts,  in  halls  and  in  the  parks,  might  in 
time  make  a  very  great  change.  The  taste  is  there, 
and   only  needs  the   chance   to  develop.

above  the  flying  missiles  and  yet  within  easy  hear- 
ing of  the  diverting  war  of  words  below,  there 
is  vast  entertainment  in  witnessing  the  "harmony" 
hairpullu'.g  in  the  Minnesota  Reptiblican  amphi- 
theater. 

First  two  candidates,  the  leading  ones  at  thai, 
treat  amiably  with  each  other,  holding  behind  their 
back.^  the  knives  of  ancient  enmity  not  yet  for- 
gotten. They  agree  that  it  is  going  to  be  a  nice, 
pleasant  contest,  free  from  acrimony  and  with 
each  man  working  for  the  other  quite  as  much  as 
for  himself.  Then  they  separate,  and  a  little  later 
friends  of  one  of  the  candidates,  named  Jacobson, 
begins  to  sliout  that  he  is  the  only  champion,  and 
that  he  can  lick  all  the  rest  with  his  hands  tied 
behind  his  back. 

Then  the  other  gladiator,  named  Young,  sus- 
picious of  this  movement,  leaps  into  the  arena 
and  challenges  all  comers.  Next  comes  a  third 
candidate,  named  Dunn,  veteran  of  previous  bloody 
battles,  and  declares  that  he  is  no  longer  a  can- 
didate himself,  but  that  the  price  of  peace  must 
be  the  nomination  of  Candidate  Jacobson  and  the 
defeat  of  Candiilate  Young. 

Then  the  melee  begins.  The  galleries  fill  with 
a  pleased  and  expectant  populace.  Numerous 
"barkers"  for  the  show  assemble  at  the  edges  of 
the  amphitheater  and  "ballj-hoo"  to  the  fullest 
extent  of  their  lungs.  Instead  of  crying  the  virtues 
of  their  respective  champions,  they  shout  the  vices 
of  their  opponents  and  threaten  them  with  extinc- 
tion. One  barker,  with  squeaky  voice,  declares 
that  he  has  always  been  a  consistent  Republican 
newspaper,  for  principle  and  not  for  pelf,  and  with 
red  face  and  distended  veins  turns  upon  the  crowd 
in  the  galleries  and  calls  it  cowardly,  treacherous 
and  craven  because  in  some  former  gladiatorial 
contest  these  people  had  not  supported  its  cham- 
pion. Meanwhile  the  audience  grows  merry,  and 
it.s  members  say  to  one  another  with  glee:  "That's 
the  clown.  Isn't  he  good?  He  thinks  we  have 
forgotten  that  a  few  minutes  ago  he  was  barking 
for  a  champion  over  in  the  Democratic  circus." 

The  trouble  with  these  gladiators  and  their 
backers  is  that  they  have  the  strange  delusion  that 
they  constitute  "the  party"  and  "the  people."    They 


WALK  I 

It  is  stated  that  walking,  as  an  exercise  and  as 
a  pleasure,  is  undergoing  an  astonishing  revival 
throughout  the  country,  and  if  this  is  true  it  is  a 
very  good  sign  indeed.  Walking  is  not  only  the 
simplest  of  exercises,  but  it  is  in  many  respects 
the  best,  and  if  properly  conducted  it  is  easy  to 
give  it  interests  outside  of  the  physical  and  mental 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  it. 

Walking  clubs  are  being  organized  everywhere. 
Harvard,  Yale,  Cornell  and  Princeton  have  their 
walking  clubs,  and  in  thousands  of  communities 
similar  organizations  have  been  made.  The  club  idea 
li  a  good  one,  because  it  combines  pleasant  asso- 
ciation with  the  exercise,  and  by  providing  a  defi- 
nite   scheme   in    each    walk    gives   new    interest    to 

the  pursuit. 

There  are  some  features  of  the  new  fad,  how- 
ever, that  are  not  so  clearly  beneficial.  Some  of 
these  clubs  have  adopted  the  policy  of  setting  for 
their  members  tasks  too  arduous  to  be  really  bene- 
ficial. Walking  too  far  or  too  fast  may  easily  be- 
come harmful,  especially  for  people  unused  to 
ardent  exercise. 

It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to  indulge  in  these 
teats  of  speed  and  endurance  in  order  to  get  the 
benefits  of  walking.  Neither  is  it  necessary  to  join 
a  club.  Company  always  shortens  and  adds  inter- 
est to  a  walk,  but  a  couple  may  organize  a  club  of 
their  own  and  get  all  the  benefits  without  any  of 
the  possible  injuries. 

Few  people  walk  enough  in  these  days  of  ade- 
quate street  car  service  and  automobiles.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  astonishingly  few  people  walk  at 
all,  relatively  speaking.  The  man  who  lives  a  mile 
or  30  from  his  work  and  who  always  takes  a  street 
car  is  not  only  losing  a  great  pleasure,  but  doing 
himself  a  deadly  physical  injury.  Health  and  long 
life  depend  in  a  large  degree  upon  maintaining  the 
proper  balance  between  intake  of  food  and  elimina- 
tion of  the  poisons  created  in  the  human  body  in 
the  process  of  digestion  and  assimilation.  A  man 
who  eats  much  and  exercises  little  burdens  his 
system  with  the  duty  of  eliminating  more  poisons 
than  it  can  dispose  of  comfortably.  This  throws 
too  much  work  upon  certain  organs,  and  idtimately 
results  in  their  breaking  down  from  overwork. 

Exercise  relieves  the  .system  of  much  of  this 
vitally  important  work  by  assisting  in  the  process 
of  elimination  of  poisons,  which  go  off  through  the 
lungs  and  sweat  glands  under  the  influence  of 
pleasant  exercise  and  copious  breathing  of  clean 
air.

Here  are  hundreds — perhaps  thou- 
sands— of  meA  making  a  bare  living  at  hard  labor 
or  clerical  work  who  would  be  more  free,  more 
happj',  more  contented  and  more  prosperous  if  they 
could  set  themselves  up  in  a  small  way  at  dairy- 
farming  or  poultry-raising. 

In  addition  there  are  many  garden  and  farm 
products  that  could  be  raised  to  good  advantage 
and  disposed  of  at  good  prices  in  the  Duluth 
market.

"Of  course,  the  two  Dakoias,  Kansas, 
Texaa  in  a  more  or  less  degree,  and  Ne- 
braska and  Montana  are  at  the  present 
time  classL'd  as  agricultural  states.  Mon- 
tana, of  course,  i.s  more  famous  for  its 
mines,  but  yet  they  have  some  very  good 
farmor.»i  out  in  that  slate  and  they  are 
getting  more  all  the  time.  Mmmg  in  this 
and  every  other  country  is  controlled  by 
the  large  imtcresls  and  the  man  who  is 
In  that  business  is  working  for  some  one 
else.  That's  one  r«fason  why  they  are 
taking  to  agriculture  throughout  ail  thi- 
lerniory  west  of  the  line  1  have  lueu- 
tloned. 

•TaKe  Colorado.  Here  the  work  of  the 
government  has  clearly  proven  what  can 
bo  done  by  irrigaiioii.  It  was  not  so 
long  ago  when  tlit-y  didn't  have  much 
faith  in  Colorado  as  anything  but  a  min- 
ing state.  Now  th.-y  are  so  much  inter- 
ested in  live  s-tock  and  farming  that  tiiey 
liave  held  two  semi-national  slocks  sliows 
in  Denver  and  raising  slock  and  farming 
on  a  scale  that  would  have  been  con- 
sidered impossible  five  or  six  years  ago. 
"Then  laKe  Montana.  Here  irrigaiiun 
iias  accomplis-Ued  much  tlie  same  result 
as  it  has  in  Colorado.  They  have  raised 
cattle  fur  a  grea.i  many  years  In  Mon- 
tana, but  they  have  not  gone  la  very 
extensively  for  general  farming.  They  are 
beginning  to  take  up  farming  and  are 
finding  ihut  with  a  little  care  and  Irii- 
gaiion  Montana  can  compete  with  other 
Slates  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Hereto- 
fore, the  cattle  were  range  fed  stock  and 
the  raising  of  agricultural  products  wa.^ 
not  thought  of.  Now  tliey  are  paying 
more  attention  to  the  r«fsing  ot  tarm 
producis  and  are  making  a  success  of 
the  experiment.  It  can  hardly  be  called 
an  e.tperimenl,  though,  as  it  has  btii-n 
clearly  proven  that  Montana  can  raise 
most  of  the  products  that  other  states 
can. 

"Kor  years  Kan-sas  has  been  one  of  the 
greatest  wheat  states  in  the  Union.  In 
the  past  they  have  had  immense  farms 
upon  which  they  raised  wheat  almost  ex- 
clusively. Kansas  is  sllU  primarily  a 
wheat  and  cattle  country,  but  they  are 
dividing  their  farms  up  into  smaller  acr>?- 
age  and  are  paying  more  atlentioii  to 
general  farming.  Ihey  realize  that  ro- 
tation of  crops  is  necessary  and  they 
have  begun  to  raise  a  variety  of  products 
instead  of  conducting  their  entire  atten- 
tion to  the  growing  of  wheat.  Kansas  is 
developing  into  a  farming  state.  Take 
Texas  and  Oklahoma  to  the  south  of 
Kansas.  Both  of  these  states  have  not 
paid  much  attention  to  general  farming 
in  the  past.  The  opening  up  of  great 
cheap  lands  in  i'exas  has  been  the  means 
of  bringing  hundred  of  homesteaders  to 
that  state.  A  great  many  of  tliese  im- 
migrants have  taken  co  farming.  Texas 
cattle  have  always  been  famous,  but 
right  at  the  present  time,  they  are  en- 
gaging in  general  farming.  Many  Ji«)an- 
ese  have  also  settled  in  Texas.  They 
are  growing  rice,  for  It  can  be  grown 
down  there.  But  Immigrants,  who  have 
taken  up  homesteads  in  Texas,  are  rapid- 
ly developing  the  heretofore  cattle  counuy 
into  an  agricultural  stale. 

'Oklahoma  Is  more  of  a  mining  state 
than  Texas,  but  here  also  the  coming 
of  the  small  farmer  indicates  tliat  gen- 
eral agricultural  pursuits  will  in  time 
become  general  in  this  newest  of  the 
slates. 

"I  was  down  in  New  Mexico  in  De- 
cember and  was  surprised  to  see  the 
way  tiiey  are  taking  to  farming.  Aiross 
the  line  In  Arizona  it  is  the  .same.  In 
both  these  sections  of  the  country  they 
are  obliged  to  resort  to  irrigation,  but 
they  are  growing  good  agricultural 
products  where  they  have  properly  irri- 
gated the  land.  The  government  la 
taking  a  great  deal  of  Interest  in  the 
work  and  Is  assisting  the  rancher."?  and 
farmers.  In  both  Arizona  and  New- 
Mexico  general  farming  and  agricul- 
tural pursuits  would  have  been  laughed 
at  not  many  years  ago.  With  it  has 
been  shown  here,  as  well  as  In  other 
arid  sections  of  the  country,  tliat  gen- 
eral   farming   can    be   made    prolUable. 

"Both  Ulan  and  Idaho  are  primarily 
mining  states.  Yet  they  are  slowly  be- 
ing Invaded  by  the  farmer.  The  Salt 
Lako  valley,  not  very  far  from  the  city 
of  that  name.  Is  one  of  the  most  fer- 
tile spots  I  have  ever  seen.  Here  they 
can  grow  every  variety  of  farm  prod- 
uct tliat  can  be  found  in  any  state.  The 
small  farmers  in  this  part  of  the  state 
are  making  a  good  living  out  of  the 
richness  of  the  soil.  There  are  rich 
lands  In  other  parts  of  the  state  as 
well,  and  from  being  almost  exclusive- 
ly devoted  to  mining  interests  Idaho  Is 
becoming  a  state  where  the  .small  farm- 
er Is  beginning  to  find  an  opening 
It  l.s  the  same  in  Utah. 

•Take  Wasliinglon,  Oregon.  Nevada 
and  California  and  we  finish  with  the 
territory  Included  west  of  the  line  ex- 
tending .south  from  Minnesota.  Wash- 
ington is  devoted  to  fruit  raising  and 
sm.Tll  farming.  They  are  beginning  to 
take  up  a  more  general  farming  ana 
are  gaining  happy  results.  .Stock-rais- 
ing will  become  more  general  in  the 
future  and  farming  will  become  more 
diversified.  The  soil  of  Washington  is 
rich  and  fertile  and  they  have  an  ad- 
vantage over  some  of  the  more  arid 
sections  of  the  country. 

"In  California  they  have  devoted 
their  energies  mostly  to  the  raising  of 
fruit  and  wheat.  In  the  San  Joacjuln 
valley,  one  of  the  most  fertile  .spots  In 
the  country,  they  raise  wheat.  Califor- 
nia has  been  more  or  less  a  ranching 
and  farming  state  for  some  time.  But 
of  late  they  have  taken  up  more  scien- 
tific farming  methods  and  are  rotating 
their  crops.  Nevada  and  Oregon  will 
follow  in  the  wake  of  the  states  and 
territories  I  have  named.

Congress  Wanl.s  a  Politi'-al  Tariff. 

Chicago  News:  In  the  face  of  the 
strong  arguments  for  the  Beveridg.-  biU 
to  establish  a  permanent  tariif  comniib- 
sion,  including  ihe  earnest  appeals  ot 
business  men  of  the  country  that  the 
bill  be  enacted,  it  is  announced  i.'iat  the 
leaders  In  congress  wiu  reject  the 
measure. 

The  old  familiar  political  excuse  that 
nothing  must  be  done  about  tlie  taritC 
until  after  the  election,  is  put  lorward 
once  more.  After  the  election,  however, 
wonderful  ihirtKS  are  to  lia;>pen.  Almost 
before  you  know  it  the  tariff  m  to  b« 
ihorougnly  and  saiisfaciordy  revised. 
Congress  knows  just  how  it  is  going  to 
set  to  work  to  make  things  hum  uuruiaf 
tlie  short  session.  Indeeu,  it  feels  that 
already  it  deserves  the  plaudits  of  the 
nation  for  what  it  Is  going  to  do— a,tter 
the   election. 

Even  the  lorgetful  and  forglvi.ng  Amer- 
ican people  cannot  be  expected  to  put 
any  confidence  in  this  sort  ot  talk.  They- 
have  had  their  fill  of  tariif  revision  car- 
ried on  by  congress  some  time  in  the 
future  for  catnpalgn  purposes.  To  do 
nothing  about  the  tariff  at  the  long  3ea- 
slon,  lueanilme  making  glowing  prom- 
ises about  what  will  be  done  at  the  three 
months'  session,  is  a  piece  of  sheer  im- 
pudence on  the  part  of  the  leaders.  Any 
tariff  revision  carried  tlirough  in  less 
than  three  months  must  orove  even  more 
of  a  botch  than  the  botches  which  have 
been  thrown  together  In  the  past  and 
called  tariffs. 

But  it  is  said  that  If  the  work  be  not 
completed  by  March  4  of  next  year,  a 
special  session  can  be  called  immediately- 
after  that  time  and  the  tariff  revised 
In  a  satisfactory  manner.  This  Is  a 
ridiculous  suggestion.  Work  begun  by 
one  congress  and  passed  on  to  another 
is  not  begun  at  all.  In  the  now  con- 
gress there  must  be  a  new  framing  of 
committees  and  a  new  setting  to  work 
on  unfinished  business,  practically  from 
the   preliminary    stages. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  Is  that  the 
leaders  of  congress  do  not  want  ac- 
curacy and  knowledge  to  guide  them  ia 
the  work  of  making  a  tariff.  They  want 
confusion  and  mystery  and  secret  bar- 
gaining with  special  Interests.  They^want 
pull  to  decide  the  rates  in  the  schedule*. 
Experts  of  a  duly  authorized  tariff  com- 
mission with  their  carefully  compiled 
.statistics  would  hamper  the  congress- 
men in  making  deals  to  their  own  ad- 
vantage. Unless  compelled  by  publto 
opinion  to  do  so  they  will  not  adopt  the 
commission  plan.

Olli  J  James  studied  law  in  his  fath- 
er's office,  an.l  oiime  to  the  bar  at  the 
age  of  if)  by  virtue  of  an  enabling  act 
of  thi  legislature  relieving  him  of  the 
di-«ability  of  legal  Infancy.  He  became 
a  partner  in  his  father's  extensive  prac- 
tice, and  soon  deveIoi>ed  into  a  Jikllliul 
and  successful  trial  lawyer  Ui  courts  of 
nisi  ;jrtus.  He  "rode  circuit,"  and  was 
a  pow^^rful  advocate  before  the  justice 
of  the  e.ntire  district.  Then,  as  he  is 
now.  and  as  he  will  be  a»t  70,  if  he 
shall  .survive  to  that  age,  Ollie  James 
was  a  big  boy,  with  more  capacity  for 
making  friends  and  retaining  their 
affecUon  than  any  other  man  In  the 
state.

A  convention  was  held  in  the  Western 
distri'^t  'embracing  o'.ie-third  the  slate. 
end  the  buttcut  of  the  Dem-wratic 
party,  to  nominate  a  candidate  for  rail- 
i.>ad  commissioner.  James  was  a  deie- 
gat»  and  miule  a  spe^-ch  in  favor  of  16 
to  1  that  dimply  stampeded  the  conven- 
tion, which  gave  him  the  platform  and 
the  candidate  he  favored.

^  The  late  Isham  G.  Harris  was  a  great 
man,  and  had  he  been  president  of  tne 
Confederacy  It  Is  altogether  probable 
that  the  -South  would  have  gained  her 
lndependen.e  by  1^65;  but  Senator 
Harris  was  no  political  economist  and 
fell  in'o  th'»  grand  error  of  the  tlatists. 
It  wxs  in  1895  that  he  convoked  the 
Memphis  conference  which  pledged  the 
Democracy  of  the  Mls.slsslppi  valley  to 
16  to  1  The  country  had  accepted  the 
Wilson  tariff  and  had  gone  to  work 
Just  as  two  years  later  it  accepted  the 
Dlngley  law  and  went  to  work  The 
Iron  and  steel  business  Is  the  Inra.U- 
Ible  industrial  barometer,  and  when 
that  Memphis  conference  was  called 
hundreds  of  furnaces  that  had  been 
cold  for  two  years  were  In  blast.  Labor 
was  in  demand;  wages  were  advancing: 
prosperity  was  on  the  threshold;  but  all 
this  was  reversed  as  soon  as  Harri.^

The  piN?sent  g<>vernor  of  Kentucky  is 
a  Republican,  chosen  by  18.000  majority 
duo  to  the  Impression  made  on  tiie 
minds  of  some  60,000  Kentucky  Demo- 
crats that  there  was  a  machine  at 
Frankfort  that  was  governing  the  state 
as  though  it  was  a  satrapy.  Conven- 
tions convened  to  lutify  the  will  of  the 
machine.  Primary  elections  were  held 
to  fetch  in  majorities  for  nominees 
already  chosen.  Frank  Hatton  said 
Kentucky  would  go  Republican  when 
hell  went  Methodist.  Kentucky  has 
gone   Republican,   all   right. 

There  are  two  men  who  can  save 
Kentucky  to  the  Democracy  and  keep 
her  in  line.  One  is  Ollie  James,  of  f.ie 
First  district,  and  the  other  is  Ben 
Johnson  of  the  Fourth  district.  Xeither 
of  them  has  ever  been  mixed  up  In  the 
quarrels  and  faction  hates  of  the  past 
dozen   years.    Xeither  is   In  any  sense

If  he  lives.  James  will  likely  hold  a 
seat  in  congress  as  long  as  Joseph  G. 
Cannon,  and  It  Is  a  good  bet  that  he 
will  some  day  be  Speaker.  Repeated 
attempts  have  been  made  to  induce 
him  to  seek  the  office  of  governor,  and 
had  he  been  the  nominee  last  year  the 
i^ajority— 10,')^W  more  than  IS.OOt)— 
would  have  been  on  the  Democratic 
side  of  the  account.  It  is  likely,  too, 
'  that  James  will  some  day  be  .Senator, 
If  he  wants  it.  But  that  would  be  a 
mistake.  Just  as  it  might,  and  probably 
would,  have  been  fatal  to  Joseph  G. 
Cannon  had  he  succeeded  John  A. 
Logan  or  John  M.  Palmer  in  the  senate. 
The  House  of  Representatives,  a  stormy 
body.  whei"e  politics  Is  something  like 
a  football  match,  is  the  place  tor  James 
as  it  is  for  Cannon,  for  Gnjsvenor.  for 
Champ  Clark,  if  you  pli-ase.  Those 
old  fathers  of  ours  intended  to  give*the 
House  the  relative  importance  under 
the  constitution  of  the  United  states 
that  theCommons  has  under  the  Brit- 
ish constitution;  but  the  thing  did  noi 
work,  and  while  it  is  considered  a  mls- 
r'ortune  to  l>e  transferred  from  the 
v'ommons  to  the  peers  in  England,  with 
us  It  is  regarded  as  a  promotion  to  be 
sent  from  the  House   to  the  Senate. 

It  did  Joe  Blackburn  positive  harm 
to  go  to  thf  senate,  though  with  Beck 
it  wa.s  (lifforent.  as  It  was  different 
wlt'i  Ctrmack  f».n<1  will  be  different 
with  John  Sharp  Williams.  But  Ollie 
James'  place  Is  the  hoii.se  of  represon- 
tativfs.  He  is  a  born  parliament- 
arian, and  experience  will  make  of  him 
an  accomplished  and  able  legislator.  In 
rough  and  tumble  colloquy  he  Is  al- 
ready a  very  dangerous  antagonist, 
employing  the  tactics  that  made  him 
so  formidable  an  advocate  of  the  bar 
and  pursuing  the  methods  that  made 
him  so  powerful  on  the  stump.

James  Is  the  most  trust'^'d  adviser,  as 
he  is  the  most  enthusiastic  follower, 
of  William  J.  Bryan  in  all  Kentucky. 
If  Bryan  should  be  elected  president 
this  year,  James  will  be  the  happiest 
man  on  the  continent.  Ho  religiously 
believes  that  Bryan's  speech  at  Ciil- 
cago  was  in  all  and  every  respect  the 
greatest  oration  that  ever  fell  from  the 
lips  of  mortal  man,  and  he  it  was  who 
grabbed  the  banner  of  the  Kentucky 
delegation  and  made  a  progrcsj 
around  the  hall  that  did  much  to  keep 
alive  the  enthusiasm  until  the  nomin- 
ation wa.?  made.  He  Is  now  a 
stronger  advocate  of  Bryan's  nomin- 
ation than  ever  before,  and  whe.i 
Bryan  shall  have  been  defeated  next 
Xovember,  as  he  is  certain  to  be,  he 
wiil  not  be  half  as  miserable  as  Ollie 
will  be. 


FEDERAL  USURPATION.  By 

Franklin  Pierce.  New  York:  D. 
Appleton  &  Co.  $1.50  net. 
This  book  concerns  a  subject  that 
we  hear  much  about  these  days. 
The  country  halts  between  state  and 
federal  m^-asuies  to  meet  evils  that 
are  national,  and  meanwhile  the 
evils  continue.  Probably  nobody  be- 
lieves that  anybody  is  deliberately 
plotting  to  overthrow  the  present 
scheme  of  government  and  to  sub- 
stitute for  it  an  empire  or  a  des- 
potism. It  is  equally  probable  that 
the  great  majority  of  the  people  care 
more  about  having  obvious  evils  met 
and  remedied  than  they  do  abouf  the 
way  it  Is  done.  If  the  nation  does 
it.  we  hear  of  "federal  usurpation." 
and  alarmed  voices  tell  us  that  the 
Constitution  Is  being  overridden  and 
de.stroyed.  If     it     is     left     to     the 

states,  some  meet  the  emergency, 
.some  meet  it  half  way,  some 
don't     meet     It     at     all.  The     fail- 

ure   of    one    state    affords    an    opening 
for   evil   plunderers   to   prey   upon   the 
people      of      that     and     other     states. 
For   Instance,    child    labor    is    properly 
handled   by  some   states,   and    in   oth- 
ers,   where    employers    of    child    labor 
are       strong,     little     is     done.       Thus, 
without   a   federal   law.    these  succe.ss- 
ful    employers    are    given    an    advan- 
tage  over   their   competitors   in   states 
wliere    a    more     humane    policy    pre- 
vails.      Probably,     in    time,     the    Joint 
efforts  of  states  and   nation   will   meet 
and     overcome     the.se     evils,     without 
destroying    the    Constitution    or    per- 
mitting    selfish     Interests     to     destroy 
the     government.       In     the     meantime 
there    is    much    chaos    and    confusion. 
Mr.     Pierce's       book       presents    one 
side    of    this    question    in    a    masterlj; 
way.        It     is     the     side,     however,     of 
those  who  guard   the  Constitution  and 
the    rights    of    the    states    more    jeal- 
ously    than     they     do     the     rights     of 
the    people    of    this    nation.      It    is    his 
belief — and    few    will    dispute    it — that 
if  the   Constitution   requires  changing, 
it      should       be      changed    by    formal 
amendment.      Yet    we    have    had    am- 
ple    experience     of     the     difficulty     of 
this  operation.     It   may  be  that   what 
is    needed    Is    merely    a    more    liberal 
and    less    hairsplitting    literal    view    of 
the     provisions     of     the     Constitution, 
and    that    that    would    show    the    Con- 
stitution,  even   in  its  present  form,   to 
be    equal     to    all    emergi-ncles.       Cer- 
tainly   no    great    harm    can    come    to 
the     Constitution     from     treating     as 
national     problems     that     are       essen- 
tially   national,    while    leaving    to    the 
states    problems    that    are    essentially 
state   problems. 

Mr.  Pierce  describes  the  "usurpa- 
tions" of  the  Civil  war,  which  were 
countenanced  becau.se  they  were  ex- 
pedient, and  which 
done  no  harm,  either 
tution  Or  the  people. 
Hver,  the  book  seeks 
President  Roosevelt  has  menaced  the 
Constitution  by  his  overt  acts  and 
sub.stltutlons  of  executive  orders  for 
legislation.  A  strong  case  is  made, 
but  the  president  has  probably  made 
a  stronger  case  with  the  people  by 
his  well  known  alm.s,  which  were 
assuredly  not  to  establish  an  em- 
pire or  to  overthrow  free  govern- 
ment but  to  overthrow  a  govern- 
ment* by  selfish  privilege  that  has 
proven  stronger  and  more  oppres- 
sive than  any  government  by  prince 
or  potentate.  The  style  of  the  book 
is  forceful,  and  chief  among  the 
qualities  making  for  this  are  Its  sim- 
plicity and  its  clearness.

To  people  of  the  United  Stales,  Feb. 
22  has  a  deeper  meaning  than  any 
other  holiday  of  the  year.  The  Fourth 
of  July  has  degenerated  into  a  day 
of  noise;  but  Washington's  birthday 
brings  forth  all  the  dormant  patriot- 
ism. 

The  memory  of  Washington  Is  a 
pcssession  of  infinite  value  to  the 
people  of  America.  Among  the  innu- 
merable evidences  ot  the  favor  ol 
Providence,  with  which  they  have  been 
blessed,  it  Is  an  occasion  of  special 
gratitude  on  their  part  that  such  a 
character  was  raised  up  to  lead  them 
to  the  attainment  and  enjoyment  of 
their  national  independence  and  lib- 
erty. 

The  pilgrimage  to  the  home  and 
tomb  of  George  Washington  at  Mt. 
Vernon  is  regarded  i)y  m<jst  Ameri- 
cans a  duty  as  well  as  a  pleasure,  and 
foreigners  look  upon  it  as  a  compli- 
ment due  to  the  nation. 

The  trip  from  Washington  to  Mt. 
Vernon,  by  the  Potomac  river,  is  one 
of  great  enjoyment  on  a  fine  day. 
As  the  steamer  Charles  Macalester 
moves  out  into  the  stream,  it  rlUe.. 
in  a  broad  channel,  dredged  for  har- 
bor purpo.ses  by  the  government,  and 
kept  full  by  a  tidal  reservoir  above. 
The  long  artificial  island  wliich  sepa- 
rates this  harbor  from  the  river  it- 
self is  soon  to  become  a  public  park. 
On  the  city  shore,  immediately  below 
the  wharves,  appears  the  pleasant  pa- 
rade of  Washington  barracks,  or  tho 
Arsenal,  as  it  is  more  commonly  called, 
a  military  post  on  the  peninsula,  be- 
tween the  Potomac  and  its  Eastern 
branch. 

The  approach  to  Mt.  Vernon, 
river,    impresses   one    witn   the 
ness  of   the   situation,   and    the 
of   the   mansion,    whlcii   gleams 
the    trees,     from    an    elevation 
feet    above    the    landing      wharf.      In 
summer  Mt.  Vernon  is  a  mass  of  foli- 
age to  the  river's  edge.     The  estate  Is 
very  "  nearly     concealed    by     the     trees 
surrounding   it,   and    there    is  only   one 
place,    as    you    approach    the    mansion 
from   the   north,    where   it   can    be  seen 
at      all.      From      the    south    the    river 
curves    directly    to    the    estate,    but    a 
high,   jutting   bank  hides  it   from   view 
until   you   get   within   a  short   distance 
of   it,   then,    when   the   bank    is   passM. 
the    mansion     comes    boldly     in    sight, 
and  presents  a  mo.st  beautiful  and  pic- 
turesque appearance. 

The  mansion  is  very  be.iutifully  slt- 
uat.d  upon  a  high  hill  on  the  banks 
of  the  Potomac,  and  commands  a  no- 
ble prospect  of  water,  of  clifts.  of 
woods  and  plantations.  It  is  built  ol 
wood,  the  framework  being  of  oak,  is 
96  feet  long,  30  feet  wide,  and  h  is 
two  .stories  and  an  attic.  The  river- 
facing  front  is  shaded  by  a  portico 
as  high  as  the  eaves,  supported  by 
eight  square  posts  of  w<x>d,  and  payed 
at  the  level  of  the  ground  with  iil-'S 
imported  fMm  England  In  1.S6.  The 
roof  of  the  portico  is  crowned  by  :tn 
ornamental  balustrade,  half  conceal- 
injc  the  four  dormer  windows,  by 
which  that  siJe  of  the  attic  is  lighte-J. 
The  ceiling  and  posts  of  the  portico 
are  neatly  paneled. 

The  rivcr-faeing  side,  though  no 
more  conspicuous,  is  less  Interi^sting 
architecturally  than  the  Western  or 
landward  front  of  the  house,  which 
was  the  one  more  often  approached  by 
visitors  in  the  old  coach-traveling 
days  This  has  no  porch,  but  presents 
an  extended  plain  front,  with  an  ori.a 

mental  central  «-"J /^^■^,„«''^?,, '^"S 
symetrically  dl.sposed.  while  the  io«^f 
Is  pleasingly  broken  by  a  low  gable 
and   two   dormer   windows. 

From  each  end  of  the  mansion  on 
this  side,  curving  colonnades  connect 
it  with  the  kitchen  on  the  left,  and 
the  office  of  the  estate  on  the  right. 
\  large  lawn  stretches  before  the 
house,  which  is  .'■•haded  by  numerous 
great  trees,  many  of  which  were  plant- 
ed  by   Washington   himself. 

The  mansion  is  divided  by  a  broad 
hall  running  from  side  to  side,  and 
having  a  main  stairway. 

When  Mt  Vernon  was  acquired  by 
the  Mt  Vernon  Ladies'  association. 
Miss  Ann  Pamela  Cunningham,  being 
the  founder  of  the  society.  It  was  not 
only  out  of  repair  but  the  furniture 
had  been  distributed  ^^^^arlou-s  helr.s 
or  sold  or  .scattered.  An  effort  was 
made  to  recover  as  much  as  possible, 
in  order  to  restore  the  house  to  Its 
original  homelike  appearance,  and  as 
a  result  of  this  work,  visitors  can  now 
see  a  considerable  quantity  of  furni- 
ture as  well  as  personal  relics  belong- 
ing to  George   and    Martha   Washing- 

The    hall    contains    three    of    Wash- 
Ineton's  dress  sword.s.  the   most  inter- 
e.sting   of  them   being      tho      one      be- 
queathed     by      Washington      to      his 
nephew.  Lewis,  since  It  was  the  one  he 
wore  when  he  re-signed  his  commission 
at    Annapolis,    al.so    when    he    was    In- 
augurated president  at  New  York,  and 
el.sewhere    on    ceremonious    occa.sions. 
Here  also  hangs  the   main  key  of  the 
Bastile.    that    prison    in    France    which 
was  so  justly  hated  by  th.^  people  and 
which    was    demolished    by    a    mob    in 
1789      This  key  was  sent  to  America 
bv  Lafayette  as  a  gift  to  Washington. 
"  The  music  room  or  east  parlor  opens 
from  this  hall.     It  Is  crowded  with  ob- 
lects    of   which   the   most   conspicuous 
is   the   harpsichord   and   Washington's 
grand     military     plume,     which     were 
presented    to    Nellie    Custis.    Washing- 
ton's  adopted   daughter,    by   Washing- 
ton    when   she    was    married   to    Law- 
rence  Lewis    in    1789.      Here   also   are 
the  stool  belonging  to  the  harpsichord. 
Miss  Custis'  embroldei-y  frame,  Wash- 
ington's flute  of  rosewood,  with  silver 
mountings,    his   card    table,    his   guitar 
and   music   book,   together  with   many 
smaller  articles,  among  which  are  his 
spectacles,  a  steel  camp  fork  and  the 
silver    heel    from    Mrs.    Washington  s 
wedding  slipper. 

The  west  parlor,  entered  by  a  sec- 
ond floor  on  the  right  of  the  main 
hall  looks,  in  its  walls,  celling  and 
corner  fireplace,  as  it  did  during 
Washington's  own  time.  Above  the 
mantel  of  the  fireplace  is  carved  the 
coat  of  arms  of  the  family  and  the 
crest  and  initials  are  cast  In  relief 
on  the  flreback.  The  mantel  paint- 
ing is  said  to  portray  a  part  of  the 
fleet  of  Carthagena.  which  was  under 
the  command  of  Admiral  Vernon,  a 
distinguished  man  in  whose  honor 
the  estate  was  named.  A  large 
rug  covers  the  floor  of  this  room, 
and  Is  the  one  presented  to  Wash- 
ington by  Louis  XVI  of  France.  The 
center  design  is  the  seal  of  the 
United  States  and  the  border  Is 
ornamented  with  floating  swans.  The 


other  original  furniture  consists  of  a 
globe,  a  spinet,  two  candlesticks  and 
several    chahs. 

The  diningroom  is  next  beyond,  and 
.still  has  the  appearance  and  much 
of  the  furniture  of  the  time  of  its 
iilustroius  owner.  The  Italian  man- 
tel and  stucco  ornaments  of  the 
walls  and  celling  are  very  handsome, 
and  the  ornamental  firebaok  came 
from  "Belvolr",  England,  the  coun- 
tiy  seat  of  Lord  Fairfax,  Wasliing- 
to'n's  fritnd  and  patron.  Here  are 
found  the  old  Washington  sideboard, 
the  table,  cutlery  and  a  cut  glass 
decanter.  A  life-sized  portrait  of 
Mi;s3   Ann  Cunningham    hangs   In   this 

room. 

The  southern  end  of  the  house  is 
occupied  by  a  second  stairway  and 
by  a  large  apartment  known  as  the 
lit.raiy,  in  which  are  gathered  a  ma- 
hogany bookcase  and  a  few  volumes 
belonging  to  Washington.  Reprints 
of  documents  connected  with  his 
public  life  adorn  the  walls  of  this 
room  and  the  most  Interesting  of 
these  is  a  printed  proof  of  his 
farewell  address,  which  was  cor- 
rected by  himself.  Other  relics 
found  here  are  a  silver  Ink.stand. 
a  painting  of  the  great  falls  of  the 
Potomac,    and    several    chairs. 

The  banquet  hall  Is  of  an  addi- 
tion made  to  tile  northern  end  of 
the  mansion  after  Washington  came 
into     possession     of     it.  It     extends 

the    whole    breadth    of   the    house   and 
Is    two    stories    high.         It    is    lighted 
by    a    broad    mullioned     wind  'w     and 
opposite    the    window    is  •*i    large    or- 
namental   fireplace    and    mantel.      The 
lireplace    was   brought    to    America    in 
17  8.'..     and     i)i  i.sent.-d     to    Washington 
by     Samuel     Vaughan     of     Wan.stead. 
England.        A   black    walnut   tabic    oe- 
eupies    the    center    (jf    the    room,    upon 
which     lays     the     Washington     silver 
and    chinaware.        On   a   corner    man- 
tel     stands      an      old      French      clock, 
made  entirely  of   wood,   the   pendulum 
of    which    still    beats    more    than    one 
hundred    years   after   the    heart   of   ita 
owner    became    silent.         The    old    silk 
standard    that    reposes    in    a    cabinet 
mar      the      fireplace      Is      reputed      to 
hav.'    been    captured    by    Washington. 
The    bracket    lamps,    va.ses.    surveyor's 
tiipod,    and    an   embroidered    footstool 
cushion    and    l«-s.ser    objects    are    Iden- 
tified   with    the    house    and    Its    owner, 
while    a    lock    of    the    general's    hair, 
his     tootlibrush     and     tongue-scrap'-r, 
an<l      Mr;s.      Washlngt>m's     ivory     fan. 
which    are    carefully    preserve<l    in    a 
large    cabinet    near    the    doorway,    are 
peeuliarly    personal    and    precious 

'J'ne  kitchen  is  a  very  spacious  hj  >m. 
nearly  all  of  one  end  of  which  is  de- 
voted to  a  large  fireplace,  whose  and- 
irons, turnspit  and  kettles  are  still  in 
use.  Dainty  souvenirs  are  sold  here, 
and  a  light  lunch  is  .served  to  visitors. 
Of  the  bednvoms  on  the  .sac^md  floor, 
the  most  intere-sting  is  that  in  which 
Washington  died.  It  Is  directly  over 
the  library  and  has  beiMi  restored  to 
nearly  its  early  apix?arance.  The  four- 
post  bed  is  the  one  upon  which 
Washington  breathed  his  last,  aiid  the 
chaiLs,  shaving-glass,  tables,  cu.shlons 
and  chair-cover.s  were  the  ones  in  use 
during  his  lifetime.  The  old  camp 
equipage  and  traveling  bag  remind  the 
b.  holder  of  the  general's  stormy  life 
during  the  war. 

Martha  Washington  died  three  years  p 
later  than  h.-r  husband,  in  a  n>t>m  on 
th<  third  lloor,  directly  over  the  one 
in  whicn  Wa.shinglon  pas.sed  away. 
She  chose  this  i\)oin  l>ecause  it  ov'^r- 
Irwked  his  grave.  From  the  lower 
light  hand  corner  of  the  bedroom 
uo^)r  a  square  section  %va3  cut.  to 
p'-rmit  the  ingress  and  egress  of  the 
family  ca'.  The  small  ladder  of  three 
steps.  #^vhich  stands  near  the  foot  of 
the  bed,  was  n^^-cessary,  and  u.-*3d  to 
enable  the  o'x:upant  to  enter,  and  per- 
haps to  withdraw  from  the  b-.^i,  which 
'vas  provided  with  two  well-fllled 
feather-ticks.

arc  known  by  special  names,  and 
among  the-m  are  the  "Lafayette 
Room,"  so  called  because  it  was  the 
one  o'c  11  pied  by  the  marquis  when  a 
guest  at  the  mansion,  the  Nellie  Cus- 
tis Room."  the  -Maryland  Room"  and 
the    "Green    R  )  )m." 

Tho  gardens  .ire  periiaps  the  most 
inteiN?sting  plac^a  on  the  whole 
groun-ls.  TU'^y  were  laid  out  in  a 
conventional  .style  of  walks  and  be<i3. 
as  was  then  the  fashion,  divfin*^  i  by 
hedgvs  of  l>ox.  which  still  grow  luxuri- 
antly, and  are  kept  well  trimmest,  as 
in  the  days  of  yore.  In  summer  these 
gardens  are  a  marvel  of  Iwjautlful 
flowers  and  foliage.  On  the  north  side 
Is  an  enclosure,  known  as  the  r»>8'i 
garden,  and  it  atill  contains  si)ecimens 
of  the  rose  named  by  Washington  for 
his  mother.  It  was  the  habit  of  the 
Washington  family  to  ask  friends  and 
relatives  to  plant  .som'»  flower  or  tree 
as  a  memento,  and  sveral  of  these  still 
flourish. 

The     tomb     of     Washington      stands 
immediately  at   the   heail   of   the   land- 
ing wharf.     Its  i»sitlon.  small   dimen- 
.sions    and    plain    fi^rni    of    brick    were 
ilirocted  by  Washington  in  his  will.     It 
is   divided    Into    two  compartments    by 
an  ornamental   iron  gate,  and  the  rear 
portion   ent-mibs   about   forty   memb<ira 
an  1  relatives  of  the  familj*.     The  front 
part     closed      by      plain      Iron      gates, 
through  which  any    >n.^  may  l'»k.  con- 
tains   two    plain    sarcophagi,    each    ex- 
cavated from  a  single  block  of  marble, 
which    were    made    and    presente<l    by 
John  Struthers  of  Philadelphia.  In  1837. 
In    the    .sarcophagus    at    the   right    lies 
the   mortal    remains   of   'he   Father   ot 
his     Country,    within      the     mah'>gany 
coffin    In    which    they    were    orlgi;ially 
placed.     At  his  left  is  the  body  of  his 
wife.    Martha    Washington.      Both    the 
sarcophagi  are  sealed,  and  are  Intend- 
ed never  to   be  opened.     This   was   not 
the   first    burial    place   of   Washington. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  his  b-jdy  wa* 
placed  in  the  older  and  smalUir  family 
tomb,   a  few   steps  farther  north,   and 
rearer   the   river,    whith    is   now   over- 
Igrown    with     vines    and     .shaded      by 
stately  oak   trees.     There   Mrs.    Wash- 
ington  was  laid  l>e3l<le  him.  ami   there 
they    remained    lyitil    1837.    when    they 
were  removed  to  their  pre.seiit  resting 
p'ace.

The  company  was  or- 
ganized   by      the      st<ickholders   in   the 


Mammoth  Silver  Lead  Mining  & 
Smelting  company  and  the  Morning 
Mining  company  to  buy  m.achinery  and 
erect  a  concentrator  of  2U0  tons  ca- 
pacity on  the  Mammoth-Morning  mine 
at  Metaline. 

Reports  from  Keller,  Wash.,  are 
that  while  running  a  tunnel  on  the 
Byrne  group  at  a  point  150  feet  west 
of  the  old  Burmaster  shaft,  a  large 
body  of  high  grade  silver-lead  was  en- 
countered. A  cross-cut  was  run  and 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  ore  body  is 
fully  four  feet  wide.  The  property  is 
owned  principally  by  the  Silver  Creek 
Mining  &  Milling  company,  the  large 
stockholders  of  which  are  the  chief 
owners  of  the  Keller  Smelting  com- 
pany.

—New  Hoist  Will  Sink  to  Depth  of  2,500  Feet—Butte- 

Coalition  in  Better  Physical  Condition  Than  Ever  Before. 


THE   CALUMET  &  ARIZONA 

Producing  More  Copper  at  Its  Smelter  Than  at  Any 
Previous  Time  in  Its  History—Five  Furnaces 

in  Operation, 


But-te,  Mont.,  Feb.  2.— In  a  surpris- 
ing- sliort  space  of  time,  and  without 
interfering  for  a  moment  with  actual 
mining  operations,  the  Butte-Balaklava 
Copper     company   has     supplanted   its 

steam  surface  ecjulpment  with  one  op- 
erated entirely  by  electricty.  The  new- 
hoist  is  of  double  drum  oonstruction 
and  has  a  capacity  for  sinking  the 
shaft  to  a  depth  of  2,500  feet.  It  is 
driven  by  a  125-hor»e  power  General 
Ekclric  motor,  and  the  cojnpressoi"  is 
connected  to  a  100-horse  power  motor. 
To  accommodate  the  new  equipment,  it 
became  necesisary  to  construct  a  new 
buikhng  Immediately  over  the  one  con- 
taining the  ^tcam  hoist.  The  new 
building  Is  very  spacious,  and  is  built 
of  corrugated  Iron.  It  is  In  keeping 
with  a  number  of  other  buildings, 
which  the  company  has  recently  cx>n- 
striicted  on  the  ground,  and  which  were 
designed  to  acco^mmodate  a  big  pro- 
ducing property.  The  surface  plant  Is 
now  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  in  the 
district,  and  has  every  convenience 
rece'ssiary  to  economical  mining.  Elec- 
tricity Is  used  in  the  carpenter  shop 
and  wherever  i>ower  is  required.  From 
the  surface  to  the  500-foot  level,  the 
shaft  is  now  of  a  single  compartment, 
but  from  the  .")00-foot  level  down,  it  is 
being  S'unk  for  three  compartments, 
and  the  shaft  now  has  a  depth  of  570 
feet.  It  is  expected  that  a  depth  of  at 
icsas-t  eighty  fee^t  a  month  wW  be  at- 
tained, and  it  will  be  the  aim  to  go  100 
feet.  From  the  500-foot  level  to  the 
surface  the  shaft  will  be  raised  for 
three  compartments. 

It  is  expected  that  commercial  ore 
in  shipping  quantities  will  be  opened 


upon  the  700-foot  level,  and  from 
the  width  of  the  veins  on  the  500- 
foot  level  and  the  values  at  that 
depth,  there  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  property  will  be  a 
good  producer  at  the  lower  depth. 
In  preparation  for  a  commercial 
output,  the  company'  will  soon  com- 
mence the  construction  of  ore  bln.s. 
The  Northern  Pacific,  and  Butte, 
Anaconda  &  Pacific  tracks  pa.ss 
through  the  property,  close  to  the 
shaft,  but  it  has  not  been  decided 
on    which     track    to    build     the     bins. 

While  production  Is  not  yet  re- 
siumed  at  the  Butte  Coalition  still 
during  the  past  few  months  consid- 
erable development  work  has  been 
under  way,  and  as  a  consequence  the 
property  is  in  better  physical  con- 
dition today  than  ever  before  in  its 
history.  Underground  reserve^  have 
been  extended  materially  a.i'1  some 
good  ore  bodies  opened  up  at  various 
points.

particular,  have  the  developments 
of  late  been  very  encouraging.  <>n 
the  1,600-foot  level  at  this  shaft  a 
body  of  ore  from  8  to  20  leet  in 
width  has  been  opened  up  for  over 
200  feet,  and  assays  show  values 
better  than  10  per  cent  m  copper. 
During  the  course  of  its  develop- 
ment work  the  Coalition  haj  accum- 
ulated a  considerable  stock  pile, 
which  awaits  shipment  to  the 
smelter  as  soon  as  operations  ar»} 
generally  resumed.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Coalition  together  with 
other  properties  in  Butte  will  be 
producing  at  a  normal  rat^  within 
the    next    six    weeks    or    two    months. 

During  the  past  few  days  some  very 


excellent  reports  have  been  coming 
from  the  Alex  Scott  mine,  the  property 
of  the  Butte-Montana  Copper  company. 
It  is  reported  that  the  crosscut  on  the 
1,000-foot  level,  which  is  being  run  by 
the  Boston  &  Montana  company  from 
the  Alex  Scott  shaft  to  the  West  Col- 
usa, for  the  purpose  of  supplying  an 
•up-draft  to  clear  the  latter  of  fumes 
arising  from  the  lire  In  the  Minnie 
Healy,  a  ledge  about  thirty-four  feet 
wide,  was  intersected.  It  Is  said  that 
the  ledge  carrle.s  a  six-foot  vein  of  ore, 
which  ass^iys  better  than  10  per  cent 
copper  and  24  ounces  of  sliver  to  the 
ton.  A  sample  of  the  ore,  which  was 
shown  recently,  carried  considerable 
bornite.  Much  of  the  width  of  the  vein 
is  chalcopyrite. 

The  extent  of  the  vein  has  not  yet 
been  determined,  but  from  the  extent 
of  the  developments  on  the  upper  lev- 
els, particularly  on  the  600,  it  .should 
prove  of  commercial  extent  on  the 
1,000.  The  drift  is  naw-  in  about  twen- 
ty-five fee-t,  and  the  face  is  nearly  all 
in  ore.  There  Is  every  inclination  that 
It  will  widen  out  and  become  richer. 

Under  the  management  of  the  South 
Butte  Mining  company,  which  has  a 
lease  and  bond  on  the  Daphne  group 
of  claims  in  the  Corbin  district,  the 
Daphne  is  being  developed  into  a  very 
promising  property.  Some  sajnples  of 
ore  broug-ht  to  Butte  yesterday,  taken 
from  the  bottom  of  a  winze,  135  feet 
below  the  surface,  assayed  14  per  cent 
copper,  11  ounces  of  silver  and  $2  in 
gvjld  to  the  ton.

GoldfleM.  Nev.  Feb.  22.— There  is  a  tre- 
mendous boom  on  at  the  new  camp  of 
Rawhide,  situated  In  the  northern  enl 
Of  Esmeralda  county,  of  which  Goldfield 
Is  the  county  seat,  along  the  border  of 
Churchill  county.  The  first  discoveries 
were  made  in  this  camp  some  six  months 
ago,  but  little  attentiun  wa.«  given  by 
the  outside  public  until  the  past  eight 
weeks.  Iniring  this  time  there  iias  been 
the  greatest  rush  for  the  diggings  since 
the    e.irly   Goldfield    boom 


Involved  $46,000,  the  purchaser  being  Gold- 
field  people.  Goldfield.  Tonopah,  Reno 
and  the  best  operators  from  all  over  the 
.s-tate  are  now  crowd'ng  into  Rawhide,  and 
a  score  of  flotations  will  be  on  the  mar- 
ket  within  a  week. 

There  probably  are  3,000  people  in  the 
camp,  and  they  are  goina;  in  at  the  rate 
01  lOO  per  day.  The  influx  of  people  is 
beyond  all  accommodations,  there  l>elng 
nothing  there  as  yet  but  tents.

Houghton,  Mich.,  Feb.  22.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  production  of 
copper  by  the  Lake  Superior  mines 
was  practically  the  same  for  last 
month  as  in  January,  1907.      The  total 

output  for  1907  showed  a  decrease 
from  the  preceding  year,  due  to  some- 
what curtailed  operations  during  ths 
last  half  of  the  year,  but  the  decerase 
was  comparatively  small,  and  much 
less  than  is  shown  in  most^of  the  lead- 
ing copper-producing  districts  of  the 
world  for  the  same  semester.  The 
lake  mines  pay  less  attention  to  mar- 
ket fluctuations  in  the  price  of  the 
metal  than  is  the  case  with  copper 
mines  elsewhere,  partly  from  necessity 
and  partly  from  choice.  So  far  as 
necessity  is  concerned,  the  lake  mines, 
by  reason  of  the  extremely  low-  grade 
of  ore  treated,  are  unable,  even  if  they 
wished,  to  greatly  increase  production 
in  periods  of  high  prices,  while  in  eras 
!  of  low  prices,  such  a  verj'  limited  se- 
j  lection  of  ore  is  possible  in  mines 
where  all  ore  Is  low  in  grade,  that  but 
little*  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  bring- 
I  Ing  the  rock  treated  to  a  materially 
higher  average.  Added  to  the  factors 
enumerated,  which  are  constant,  is 
the  policy  of  the  lake  mines,  which,  as 
a  result  of  sixty  years  of  active  oper- 
ation, is  fairly  well  crystallized.  Tiie 
lake  mines,  with  rare  exceptions,  pro- 
ceed on  the  same  lines  as  the  prudent 
farmer,  who  cultivates  his  ground  to 
the  best  of  his  ability,  and  sells  his 
crops  at  the  market  price,  whether 
high  or  low.  As  the  copper  mines  have 
but  a  single  product  they  caimot  fol- 
low the  example  of  the  modern  agri- 
culturist and  indulge  in  rotation  of 
crops.

be  less  profitable  than  paying  the  charges 
of  the  railroad  on  the  mica  that  can  be 
readily  mined  here,  and  practically  all  the 
company-.s  supply  in  the  future  will  come 
from  this  point.  It  is  stated  positively 
that  the  machinery  installed  here  some 
time  ago  has  proved  successful  and  that 
the  company  will  experiment  no  longer 
with  other    localitieB. 

It  is  announced  that  a  change  will  be 
made  in  the  method  of  operation  at  the 
Saginaw  mill  that  only  recently  started 
up.  Something  over  a  year  ago  a  sales- 
man for  a  new  patent  crusher  known  as 
the  National  Ore  pu-lverizer.  induced  the 
company  to  Install  the  invention  in  place 
of  the  usual  stamps.  In  theory  and  In 
first  tests  it  worked  well  and  was  the 
only  crusher  of  its  kind  in  the  Black 
Hills.  A  short  time  sufficed  to  prove, 
however,  that  It  fell  short,  and  stamps 
v/ill  now  be  installed  instead.  Manager  I 
W.  Hepber  has  just  gone  to  Detroit! 
where  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors 
will  be  held  to  arrange  for  the  installa- 
tion of  the  stamps,  and  it  is  expected  that 
tlie  Saginaw  mill  will  again  be  In  opera- 
tion within  a  few  weeks.  The  work  in 
the  mine  consists  in  drifting  from  the 
S'^-foot  level  of  the  shaft  toward  three 
ledges  that  were  found  by  the  diamond 
drill.  The  drift  is  now  in  over  1S2  feet 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  first  ledge  will 
be  encountered  in  a  few  days. 


and  marketing  followed  by  the  lake 
mines  have  been  falily  successful  is 
evidenced  by  the  dividend  record  of 
the  district,  lake  mines  having  dis- 
bursed, in  dividends,  nearly  $175,000,000 
to  date,  of  which  about  half  has  been 
paid   in   the  past   decade.

Grand  Rapids,  with  upwards  of  100,000 
people,  the  largest  furniture  center  of 
the  world.  The  matter  of  replacing 
labor  lost  through  suspension  of  work 
would  be  a  serious  matter  also.  By 
reason  of  the  policy,  followed  for  thirty 
years,  of  working  six  days  each  week, 
and  fifty-two  weeks  in  the  year,  the 
Lake  Sujferior  copper  mines  give  an 
assurance  of  steady  employment  that 
is  highly  appreciated  by  the  better 
class  of  mine  workers,  and  which  has 
resulted  in  giving  the  mines  of  this 
district  a  body  of  20,000  miners  un- 
equalled in  any  other  camp  on  the 
globe,  for  intelligence,  sobriety  and 
thrift.  While  every  other  copper  camp 
in  the  United  States  and  abroad  is 
working  under  check,  the  Lake  mines 
on  October  first  of  last  year,  at  the 
time  of  the  annual  mine  census,  em- 
ployed more  than  19,000  workmen,  an 
increase  of  about  10  per  cent,  as  com- 
pared with  one  year  previous.  W^ages 
were    reduced    slightly    at    the    begin- 


ning of  the  year,  but  the  average  cut 
W51.S  about  10  per  cent  only. 

Development  is  continuing  steadily  at 
the  La  Salle,  controlled  by  the  Calu- 
met &  llecla,  Tlie  Tecumseh  shaft  is 
nearing  fourteenth  level  at  a  depth 
of  1,640  feet,  the  first  level  being  200 
feet  below  surface,  with  subsequent 
levels  at  Intervals  of  110  feet.  Since 
the  mill-test  made  in  1906  there  has 
been  no  stoplng,  hence  a  large  amount 
of  grotmd  available  for  stoping  has 
been  developed.

&  Arizona  company  is  producing  more 
ores  from  its  mines,  and  those  owned 
by  the  Superior  &  Pittsburg  than  at 
any  time  m  the  past.  This  company 
is  employing  the  largest  force  in  its 
history,  and  the  smelter  is  producing 
more  copper  than  ever  before,  having 
five  furnaces  In  operation  where  as 
only  four  of  Iha  five  furnaces  had 
been  operoted  at  one  time  prior  to  the 
middle  of  Januarj',  when  the  fifth  one 
was  put  into  commission. 

The  Copx)er  Queen  company  is  not 
making  the  output  that  it  was  one 
year  ago,  but  it  is  doing  moi^^  develop- 
ment work  now  than  at  any  time  in 
Its  history.  A  great  deal  of  work  is 
being  done  in  preparation  for  the  new 
system  of  bringing  the  Queen  ores  to 
the  surface,  through  the  Sacramento 
shaft'  which  has  now  reached  a  depth 
of  1.200  feet. 

At  Mammoth,  in  Pinal  county,  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona  people  are  doing 
extensive  development  work  on  a  very 
promising  group  of  claims,  which  are 
said  to  Ixave  Indications  of  proving  as 
valuable  as  the  Superior  &  Pittsburg- 
property.

LOW  GRADE  SILICIOUS  ORES 

Process  for  Their  Treatment  Peiiected  By  John  T.  Jones  Is  Arous- 
ing Much  Interest— Plant  Will  Oo  Into  Commission  Next 
Summer— Loretto  Company  to  Adopt  Caving  System. 


The  Lake  Superior  iron  region  in  gen- 
eral, and  the  Menominee  and  Marquette 
ranges,  in  particular,  are  taking  great  in- 
terest in  the  process  which  John  T.  Jones 
of  Iron  Mountain  Is  understood  to  have 
perfected  for  the  treatment  of  low-grade 
ores  now  considered  httle  better  than 
worthless.  Mr.  Jones  is  a  metallurgist 
and  mining  man  of  many  years'  experi- 
ence He  has  given  exhaustive  study  to 
the  problem  of  bringing  up  to  mercliunta- 
ble  grade  Iron  ores  of  a  quality  at  nres- 
ent  undesirable,  and  as  a  result  of  ex- 
tensive experimentation,  he  has  devolved 
a  method  of  treatment,  which  is  said  to 
have  proved  eminently  successful.  There 
is  now  in  course  of  construction  at  iron 
.Mountain  a  plant  of  considerable  capac- 
ity at  which  Mr.  Jones'  Idea  will  be 
worked  cut  on  an  extensive  scale.  'Iht 
process  Is  understood  to  be  revolutionary 
fn  Its  nature  and  to  Involve  crushing, 
eoncentratlon  and  ro«,t;rig,  each  of  which 
has  part  in  the  elimlr.aiton  of  undesirable 
elements  in  the  ore,  and  m  •^he  lonx\t\kin 
of  a  partially  oxidized  product,  rsadly 
.saleable.  ,^, 

There  are  tremendous  quantities  of  low- 
grad'-  slllcious  ores  in  the  Lake  Superior 
region.  They  lie  In  eatenslve  depo-rits  on 
the  Menominee,  Marquette  ard  Wt stern 
.Mesaba,  and  they  oxst  on  the  Gogebic 
range  as  well.  The  high-grade  ores  or  th.- 
region  are  concentrated,  the  leaching  and 
redeposUlon  having  been  done  by  nature 
in  ages  past.  Trie  unconcentrated  ores 
are  low  in  photuhorup,  as  a  rule,  and  are 
rich  in  silica,  with  25  to  45  per  c^en'.  In 
metallic  iron.  Much  too  low  in  Iron  con- 
tent, the  basic  gnaTantce  of  which  t.?  now 
,'»  and  51.0  per  cent  for  the  Bessem'^r  and 
non-Beasemer  grades,  resfcctlveiy.  but 
verv  generally  containing  a  minute 
amount  of  phosphorus,  th'^  line  of  de- 
marcation of  which,  as  between  Bessemer 
and  non-Bes;  emer.  Is  seven  one-hun- 
drcdths  of  1  per  cent.  These  slllcious  ore:; 
po.s.sess  a  cex-taln  value  as  an  admixture 
for  ores  deficient  in  silica  and  high  In 
phosphorus,  in  many  cases  so  "sweeten- 


ing" the  charge  in  the  furnace  stack  as 
to  produce  a  line  grade  of  Bessemer  pig. 
'J'here  has  been  a  considerable  demand 
for  unconcentrated  ores  for  this  purpose 
since  1896;  still  so  enormous  are  the  re- 
sources tliat  little  Impression  has  yet 
been  made  upon  them.  A  few  mines  are 
operated  to  supply  hlgh-sillca  ores  exclu- 
sively, these  having  exceptional  facilities 
In  the  way  of  large  and  cheaply  mined 
deposits,  but  In  numerous  cases  the  ore 
Is  turned  out  as  a  by-product,  where,  very 
often  the  ore  so  extracted  and  shipped, 
would  otherwise  necessarily  have  to  be 
broken  and  handled  as  dead  rock. 

Furnacemen  are  not  greedy  at  present 
for  non-Bessemer  ore  running  only  40  or, 
45  per  cent  in  iron  of  which  there  are 
untold  tens  of  millions  of  tons  In  the 
Lake  Superior  fields.  AH  this  ore  will  be 
mined  eventually,  however.  The  ranges 
are  being  skimmed  by  their  cream  now, 
and  the  time  is  coming,  and  much  more 
rapidly  than  many  Iron  masters  think, 
when  the  lean  ores  will  constitute  a  large 
share  of  the  production  of  the  region. 
Last  season,  of  the  42.250.000  tons  of  ore 
produced.  60  per  cent  was  of  the  Bessemer 
grade.  Of  course  there  are  immense 
quantities  of  Bessemer  ores  still  un- 
touched—the Steel  corporation  has  in  Us 
Hull-Rust  mine,  alone,  something  like 
120.000.000  tons  of  ore  running  better  than 
60  per  cent— 'but  It  Is  also  true  that  these 
holdiii-gs  are  very  largely  concentrated  In 
a  few  hands  and  the  tendency  Is  already 
in  the  direction  of  conservation.  It  takes 
more  ore  now  to  make  a  ton  of  pig  iron 
than  it  did  a  decade  ago,  since  which  time 
the  Iron  content  guarantee  has  dropped 
approximately  5  per  cent.  England  has 
her  rich  ores  at  one  time,  yet  today  is 
mining  ironstone  containing  as  low  as 
SO  per  cent  and  is  Importing  the  richer 
ores,  just  as  are  France  and  Germany. 
Up  to  the  preseut  time  Lake  Superior  iron 
mining  has  been  mainly  devoted  to  de- 
pleting the  reserve*  of  concentrated  ores 
supplied  by  nature.  In  time  the  operators 
must  get  down  to  depending  mainly  on 
the  original  ore  measures,  which  are  much 


leaner  in  units  of  iron.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  there  is  very  general  Inter- 
est in  the  process  devised  by  Mr.  Jones, 
and  the  outcome  of  the  test  on  the  large 
scale  contemplated  is  awaited  with  no 
little  eagerr.ess.  The  plant  will  go  into 
commission  during  the  coming  summer. 

Because  of  the  exceptionally  mild 
winter  and  the  unusually  light  fall  of 
snow,  remarkably  good  headway  has 
been  made  with  the  work  of  excavating 
the  new  channel  which  is  to  carry  the 
Sturgeon  river  away  from  the  Loretto 
mine.  Eastern  Menominee  range.  The 
contract  calls  for  the  completion  of  the 
big  ditch  by  the  first  of  August,  next, 
but  It  is  evident  now  that  the  task  will 
be  finished  some  weeks  before  that 
time.  Machinery  is  employed  very 
largely.  Both  night  and  day  crews  are 
being  worked.  The  new  channel  will 
be  nearly  a  mile  in  length.  It  will  have 
an  average  depth  of  over  ten  feet  and 
will  be  forty-five  feet  wide  at  the  bot- 
tom and  almost  200  feet  in  width  at  the 
surface  or  wash  of  the  stream.  The 
overburden  runs  from  eight  to  fifty-five 
feet.  The  removal  of  upwards  of  460,000 
cubic  yards  of  earth  will  be  required, 
as  well  as  considerable  rock.  When 
the  work  is  completed  the  Loretto  com- 
pany will  undoubtedly  adopt  the  cav- 
ing system  of  mining.  The  changing 
of  the  channel  of  the  Sturgeon  river 
win  release  a  large  body  of  excellent 
ore.  This  deposit  has  already  been 
proven  up  and  the  company  will  open 
up  the  territory  for  extensive  opera- 
tions. A  new  shaft  will  go  down  east 
of  the  present  mining  shaft. 

This  caving  system  of  winning  iron 
ore  was  first  adopted  in  the  Lake  Supe- 
rior region  by  the  old  Cleveland  Iron 
company,  which  at  the  time  operated 
the  Cleveland  Hematite  mine,  now  idle, 
at  Ishpeinlng.  Marquette  range.  Tiie 
plan  Is  a  modification  of  the  system 
successfully  used  in  the  North  of  Eng- 
land for  a  great  many  years.  Its  value 
was    quickly    grasped    when    the    first

It  is  Now  Running   Four   Furnaces   From   Its  Own 
Sulphur— Developing  on  Its  Sixteenth  Level 

in  Big  Ore  Body. 


Tucson,  Ariz.,  Feb.  22.-The  Old  Do- 
minion company  continues  to  make  an 
excellent  record  In  meeting  its  sulphur 
requirements.  It  is  now  running  four 
furnaces,  and  this  means  materially  in- 
creased  earnings. 

In  developing  the  sixteenth  level  a 
crosscut  was  run  through  the  extreme 
end  of  the  ore  body,  and  then  a  drift 
was  run  along  the  footwall.  This  drift 
has  progrefise(3_  about  sixty  feet  anti  it 
will  be  continued  another  forty  feet  be- 
fore another  crosscut  is  run.  The  high- 
est values  of  this  ore  body  have  been 
found  on  the  hanging  wall. 

It  is  fitrured  that  with  the  operation 
of  four  furnaces  from  its  own  sulphide 
ores,  the  Old  Dominion  Is  earning  at 
the  rate  of  about  ?3  per  share  per  an- 
num, and  this  in  the  face  of  charging 
every  cent  of  cost  of  underground  de- 
velopment against  the  cost  of  the  cop- 
per. ,   , 

The  Old  Dominion  Is  at  present  fur- 
nishing about  460  tons  of  direet  smelter 
ore  daily  the  average  copper  contents 
of  which  is  about  9  per  cent.  To  main- 
tain this  tonnage  of  high  grade  ore,  of 


course,  necc  ssltates  a  selection,  due  to 
which  several  of  the  lower  grade  slopes 
have  been  wholly  inactive  since  the 
era  of  <  urtailment  was  entered  upon. 
The  company  is  also  shipping  3t<i  tons 
daily  to  the  concentrator,  the  recovery 
from  which  amounts  to  about  forty 
tons  of  (omentratcs  containing  12  per 
cent   eopper   and   3<^i   per   rent    sulphur. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  com- 
rany  is  snielting  from  oO'J  to  COO  tons 
of  sing  daily  Irom  the  old  smelter 
w-nifh  Wi;s  run  t-olely  on  oxidized  ores 
.ind  turn»d  out  what  is  commonly 
known    as    black    copper. 

Two  furnaces  arc  now  being  oper- 
ated exehisively  in  the  treatment-  of 
this  slag,  from  which  the  copper  is 
recovered  at  a  low  cost,  owing  to  the 
comparatively  limited  coke  require- 
ments in  smelting. 

The  third  and  fourth  furnaces  are 
each  handling  about  35(j  tons  daily  of 
smelting  mixture,  consisting  of  ore 
and  necessary  fluxfs.  In  addition,  there 
Is  about  20(«  tons  of  fine  dust  and  con- 
verter yard  cle;inlngs  to  be  iiandled, 
making  a  total  of  about  1,500  tons  per 
day  smelted.

Twin  Bridges,  Mont.,  Feb.  22.-A  num- 
ber of  men  and  prospectors  are  rush- 
ing into  the  Highland  placer  mining 
district  on  the  west  side  of  Table 
mountain,  on  an  air  line  midway  be- 
tween Twin  Bridges  and  Butte,  the  gold 
just  having  overtaken  them  after 
learning  of  the  $1.10Ct  nugget  unearthed 
a  short  time  ago  by  John  Kearii.  The 
outfit  Is  liberally  supplied  with  provi- 
sions and  camp  equlppage.  and  expects 
to    remain    in    tfce    district    for    several 

Tom  Burden,  an  old-time  prospector 
of  this  section,  who  worked  ground  at 
Highland  during  the  palmy  days  of 
that  camp  In  the  early  '70s,  has  just 
returned  from  there,  having  staked  out 
considerable  ground.  Burden  helped  to 
build  the  town  In  the  old  days  and 
worked  extensively  In  the  placers  and 
claims  to  know  all  about  the  country. 
He  says  that  glacier  formation  has 
made  a  good  dea>  of  new  ground,  which 
he  believes  will  prove  to  be  very  rich 
in  coarse  gold.  The  nugget  found  by 
Kearn  was  taken  from  altogether  new 
ground    from    that    worked    forty    years

During  the  prosperous  days  or  High- 


land a  number  of  rich  properties  were 
opened  up.  It  being  necessary  to  sink 
twenty  to  forty  feet  to  bedrock,  where 
the  coarse  gold  w'as  found,  and  in  the 
aggregate  hundreds  of  thousands  were 
cleaned  up.  The  nujrgetf,  run  anywhere 
from  a  few  dollars  up  to  a  few  hun- 
dred, the  largest  found  weighing  ort 
$1,400.  This  was  the  largest  ever  idkea 
from  the  diggings.  After  a  few  ycais 
of  prosperity  the  ground  apparently 
petered  cut  ar.d  the  miners  began  to 
leave,  within  a  few  years  only  half  a 
dozen  or  less  remained.  These  pinned 
their  faith  to  the  old  camp  and  con- 
tinued to  dig  for  the  wealth,  which 
they  felt  sure  was  still  ftored  away  In 
the  gravel  formation.  While  Home  gold 
has  been  taken  out  now  and  then  by 
prospectors  and  others,  the  diggingv, 
for  the  most  part,  have  been  almost 
entirely  forgotten  for  years,  and  It  was 
not  until  the  lucky  find  of  "Johnnie 
Kearn"  that  renewed  Interest  has  been 
taken,  which  bids  fair  to  result  In  a 
rehabltallon  of  the  old  camp,  at  least 
to  a  degree.  Much  of  the  land  was  pat- 
ented years  ago  and  is  still  held  by  the 
patentees.

Searchers  for  •'human  Interest  stor- 
ies" can  always  find  plenty  of  material 
by  a  visit  to  almost  any  of  the  penal  or 
charitable  lnstitulii:>ns  that  are  founi 
throughout  the  country.  There  are, 
probably,  few  such  institutions  that  do 
not  have  from  one  to  several  unfor- 
tunates whose  life  histories  contain 
items  of  interest  according  to  the  view- 
point  of  sjme  people. 

Two  St.  LiouLs  county  Institutions, 
the  jail  and  the  county  poor  farm,  are 
no  exception  to  the  general  rule,  and 
the  number  of  "human  interest" 
stories  that  might  bis  %vritten  of  tho 
Inmates  of  the  same,  were  they  all 
known,  would,  undoubtedly,  fill  a 
prettv    good-sized    volume. 

"Capt.  Mud."  Ole  Lindberg  and 
"Sharkey."  whose  pictures  are  here- 
with produced,  are  familiar  faces  at 
the  county  Jail.  The  picture  wai 
taken  recently,  Just  outside  the  Jail 
buildint;. 

The  three  men  are  what  might  bo 
termed  "characters"  in  ominection 
with  that  institution.  For  the  past 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  they  have  been 
recipients  off  and  on  of  the  county's 
hospitality,  not  because  they  have  ever 
done  anything  in  the  way  of  a  serious 
offense,  but  because  they  belong  to 
that  class  of  unfortunates  whose  de- 
sire for  intoxicating  liquor  has  caused 
their  downfall  time  and  again,  and  ic 
has  become  a  regular  thing  for  theiu 
to  exchange  greetings  with  the  munic- 
ipal court  and  take  a  ride  up  the  lull 
for  a  twenty  to  sixty-day  sojourn 
with    the    sheriff. 

Without  going  into  details  as  to  how 
much  time  during  the  past  years  each 
one  of  the  subjects  mentioned  has 
spent  in  the  county  Jail,  It  is  suffi- 
cient to  say  that  they  feel  very  much 
at  home  there,  and  regular  callers  at 
the  Jail,  on  business  or  charitable  pur- 
poses, might  miss  them  should  they 
happen  to  be  absent.

The  greater 
part  of  the  Pittsiffipit^  Is  coming  from 
the  800-foot  lev^;  the  mineralizei 
ground  being  a  ^(iptlnuation  of  the 
Butte  &  Boston  v«lns,  but  a  small 
portion  Is  being  taken  from  the  drifts 
on  the  1,200-foot  level.  Having  no  con- 
centrator, only  the  first-class  ores  are 
handled,  the  average  being  from  6  to 
8  per  cent  copper  and  eight  to  twelvo 
ounces  of  silver  to  the  ton.  Xo  develop- 
ment work  will  be  done  until  the  metal 
market    shows   some    strength. 

Charles  R.  Leonard,  pr>,-sid€nt  of  the 
Stewart  Mining  company,  ^a  Heinz* 
corporation,  reports  that  the  stocK- 
holders  at  a  recent  special  meeting 
held  at  Kellogg,  Idaho,  voted  to  in- 
crease the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany from  $1,000,000  to  $1. 250,000  at  $1 
a  share.  It  had  been  announced  that 
the  new  funds  were  to  be  used  to 
build  a  new  mill,  but  It  Is  not  now 
certain  that  this  will  be  done,  for  the 
officials  have  not  yet  abandoned  the 
hope  of  adjusting  the  difficulties  with 
the  Coeur  d'Alene  Development  com- 
pany, upon  whose  property  the  Stew- 
art company  built  its  old  mill.  The 
latter  has  a  capacity  of  150  tons  a 
day  and  Mr.  Leonard  says  that  as 
soon  as  the  troubles  with  the  coeur 
d'Alene  company  are  settled  tho 
property  win  start  production.  Mr. 
MacVlchie,  the  company's  «nKi"fer, 
says  the  Stewart  has  now  about  200.- 
000  tons  of  ore  in  sight  and  that  the 
concentrates  will  run  about  $45  per 
ton. 


cept  the  shafts,  and  these  are  usually 
3unk  in  the  footwall,  because  if  put  down 
in  the  vein.  It  is  necessary  to  leave  very 
large  pillars,  which  is  a  waste  of  ore. 
The  drifts  are  run  as  in  any  other  plan 
of  mining,  and  chambers  are  stoi>ed  and 
timbered.  One  level  at  a  time  is  cleaned 
out  and  replaced  with  timber.  Tho 
weight  of  the  superincumbent  rock  and 
earth  gradually  crushes  In  the  timbering, 
but  meanwhile  the  miners  are  a  level  or 
two  below,  continuing  their  work.  Theo- 
retically, the  plan  looks  highly  dangerous. 
but  practically,  it  is  one  of  the  safest 
systems  of  mining  in  any  but  ground 
of  exceptional  standing  power.  The  cav- 
ing is  sure,  but  as  a  rule  slow  and  steady. 
There  are  no  immense  chambers  left  un- 
supported to  cave  in.  suddenly  with  re- 
sounding crash  and  attendant  danger,  but 
rather  a  steady  grinding  down  of  the 
mass  from  above,  with  a  slow  subsidence 
of  the  ground  on  surface.  The  heavy 
timbering  used  In  this  system  of  mining 
Is  chewed  Into  fragments  by  the  pressure 
and  motion,  after  it  has  served  its  pur- 
pose. 

The  main  advantage  of  the  caving  plan 
is  In  its  allowing  the  removal  of  a  much 
greater  percentage  of  the  ore  deposits 
than  Is  possible  by  any  other  plan  except 
mining  from  open  pits.  It  is  the  boon 
possessed  In  the  latter  respect  that  en- 
ables the  great  Mesaba  mines  to  produc*^ 
ore  so  cheaply.  But  compared  with  tho 
other  ranges,  conditions  are  radically  dif- 
ferent on  the  Mesaba.  The  deposits  are 
wide  and  flat,  lie  at  shallow  depth,  and 
with  the  surface  material  stripped  off  the 
product  Is  easily  won  with  the  steam 
shovel.  It  used  to  be  the  fashion  on  the 
older  ranges — the  Marquette  and  tht 
Menominee— to  mine  from  open  pUs.  This 
was  the  original  system  of  the  "SOs.  'Oi'S 
and  early  'TOs.  In  fact,  but  it  was  aban- 
doned for  a  variety  of  reasons,  chief 
anions  which  was  the  excessive  cost  of 
stripping  the  overburden,  the  necessity 
of  breaking  and  hoisting  much  worthless 
rock  m  order  to  get  at  all  the  gt>od  ore, 
and  the  difficulty  of  conthiulng  mining 
work  In  severe  winter  weather.

Judicial 


The  recent  judicial  decisions  handiMl 
down  restricting  the  rights  of  organized 
labor,  such  as  Chancellor  Magie's  In- 
junction against  the  silk  mill  workers  of 
Phlllipsburg.  N.  J.,  also  the  ruling  In 
Ohio  regarding  the  glass  blowers'  un- 
ion. Supreme  Judge  Ashley  M.  Gould's 
disposition  of  the  case  of  the  Buck  btx)ve 
company,  versus  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor,  the  supreme  ca.^rt  s  an- 
nihilation of  the  employers'  liability  law, 
the  fate  of  the  Erdman  c^jmpulsory  arbi- 
tration act.  and  the  decision  "that.  If 
for  no  other  reason  than  that  he  be- 
longed to  a  labor  union,  a  railroad  com- 
pany might  dischargo  a  man,"  are  after 
all  only  one  phase  of  the  general  educa- 
tional propaganda  that  capitalism  is  giv- 
ing labor.  ^      ,    ,     ..,«,, 

l^abor  organizes  on  the  industrial  field 
through  a  sense  of  craft  consciousness  to 
resist  its  exploitation  by  capitalism.  To 
what  extent  will  our  labor  union  princi- 
ple's applied  only  Industrially  protect  us 
from  the  effects  of  si»ch  decisions  as  the 
abovft  and  that  of  Chief  Justice  Fuller  In 
niaklns  the  United  Hatters'  union  liable 
to  a  fine  of  $240,000  for  boycotting  the 
products  of  Loewe  &  Co.,  a  hat  manu- 
facturing   firm    of    Danbury.    Conn? 

I  know  that  the  capitalistic  teachings 
given  us  economically  are  not  always 
agreeable,  but  If  those  lessons  help  to 
cause  labor  to  take  the  one  other  forward 


step  from  craft  consciousness  on  the  in- 
dustrial field  to  class  consciousness  on 
the  political  field,  they  will  hace  done 
more  for  humanity  than  any  other  insti- 
tution In  the  world,  for  such  an  awaken- 
ing can  lead  to  none  other  than  the  So- 
cialist  philosophy. 

Why  is  It  that  the  political  represent- 
atives of  capitalism  can,  eight  out  of  ten 
times,  best  a  working  man  In  a  dlscu.s- 
sion  on  political  economy?  Simply  be- 
cause labor  has  not  studied  Its  lnt»:"rests. 

W.  J.  Bryan  was  offered  $10,000  to  de- 
bate on  the  Socialist  philosophy.  The  of- 
fer wag  the  only  distinction,  however, 
that  he  won  In  the  proposal,  for  he  re- 
fused to  accept  the  challenge.  If  the 
principles  of  Socialism  are  wrong,  can 
you  figure  out  why  Mr.  Bryan  refused 
the  opportunity  of  winning,  $10,000?  Per- 
haps he  felt  that  he  could  not  substan- 
tiate the  claim  of  justice  In  the  private 
ownership   of  public   utilities. 

The  statement  that  labor  Is  the  produc- 
er of  wealth  Is  not  confined  to  the  So- 
cialists themselves,  Mr.  Carnegie  having 
stated  the  same  truth.  Notwithstanding 
the  above,  from  the  census  reports  we 
learn  that  in  New  York  city  In  a  few 
over  4,000,000  homes,  384,349  were  rented. 
A  few  over  2  per  cent  were  free  and  un- 
Imcumbered.  This  condition  Is  the  direct 
result  of  the  exploitation  of  labor.  It  Is 
not  possible  to  remove  this  exploitation 
by    dealing    with    Its    effects;    the    cause 


a  fortune  to  the  friends  in  a  few 
years.  The  senator  is  77.  and  in 
appearance  reminds  one  of  a  Baptist 
minister  of  the  old  school,  his  cleri- 
cal dress  htdping  out  the  resem- 
blance. He  was  born  and  raised  In 
New  York  state,  mov.-d  to  Illinois 
as  a  young  man,  and  from  there 
carried    his   law    books    to    Colorado. 

D.  O.  Mills,  who  threw  up  a  clerk- 
ship in  New  York,  went  west  by  the 
Panama  route  in  '48,  and  became 
the  coast's  pioneer  financier  and 
banker:  Claus  Spreckel.s,  the  Ger- 
man emigrant,  who  started  as  a 
small  storekeeper  In  San  Francisco 
In  1856  and  became  the  coast's  first 
sugar  refiner:  James  B.  Haggln. 
Kentucky-born,  who  tossed  aside  his 
law  books  In  Natchez,  Miss.,  when 
word  was  pa.ssed  around  of  the 
California  gold  discoveries,  and  a 
year  later  was  well  started  on  his  ! 
carei^r  of  accumiulatlng  a  fortune  by 
mining — these  are  three  other  well 
known  pioneers  who  are  still  with 
us,  and  whose  careers  read  much 
like  stories  from  the  "Arabian 
Nights."  Mills  is  now  82,  the  oldest 
of  all  the  best  known  ploneer.s. 
Haggln  has  lived  a  decade  over 
man's  allotted  .span,  and  Spreckels 
lacks  one  year  of  being  the  same 
age. 

A."i»k  the  school  youngsters  of  the 
Northwest  who  is  the  country's 
greatest  living  phmeer,  and  every 
chick  and  child  will  .shout,  "James 
J.  Hill."  He  is  that  region's  groat 
transportation  pioneer,  no  doubt 
about  that. 

Then  there  Is  Ezra  Meeker.  The 
old  farmer  isn't  as  famous  or  as  rich 
as  any  of  the  other  pioneers  here 
mentioned,  but  he  Is  prouder  of  the 
title.  "Oregon  trail  man,"  than  he 
would  be,  probably,  of  a  million  or 
two  In  hli'   own   name. 

Years    ago,    when    Oregon    was    the 
Mecca  of  thousands  of  restless  Amer- 
Ican.s.     Meeker     went    there    over    the 
Oregon   trail.      Last   fall   he  completed 
a    trip    east    to    Washington    from    the 
Pacific    coast    over    the    old    trail.      He 
made   the   trip   In   a   prairie   schooner, 
a    replica    of    the     one     in     which     he 
and       his      wife    went    west    In     1852. 
when     he     was     22.       This     latter-day 
pilgrimage    he    undertook    In    the    In- 
terests  of   the    movement   to    get   con- 
gress   to    put    through    a    bill    making 
the  famous  old   trail  a  national   high- 
way.      Meeker's      trip    ended    with     a 
hearty     reception     by     the     president, 
and   the  long,   white-whiskered,   hardy 
old     pioneer     and     his     yoke     of     oxen 
also   met   with   a   hearty   reception   all 
along    the    route.      The    trail    Is    now 
marked   with  all   sorts  of   monuments, 
erected    by    Meeker    during    his      trip. 
It    took     him     almost    two    years       to 
reach     the     White     House     with       his 
"schooner"    and    his   oxen.

New  York,  Feb.  21. — That  Americans 
are  really  nothing  more  than  children, 
Is  the  opinion  of  Theodore  Chaliapine, 
the  Russian  bas.so,  who  left  for  home 
Wednesday  after  singing  in  New  York 
for  several  months. 

New  York,  he  said,  had  the  faults 
that  went  with  bigness,  but  if  ha 
pointed  out  those  faults,  told  just 
what  he  thought  of  this  city,  he  would 
become  the  most  unpopular  basso  m 
It.  As  for  the  weather,  the  basso  said 
it  could  not  be  beaten  even  in  Si. 
Petersburg.  He  said  he  pitied  Amer- 
icans, because  they  had  "no  light,  no 
Bong  in  their  lives." 

"Tlieir  ruin  is  they  are  content  with 
what  they  have  got,"  he  added.  "The 
Americans  are  children  in  things  that 
pertain  to  art  and  for  that  matter 
also  In  bu.siness.  You  can  see  how 
naive  and  trustful  they  are  when  they 
allow  their  financial  men  to  go  to  such 
lengths  with  their  money."

The  route  Is 
longer  than  that  already  proposed  and 
It  would  run  directly  over  a  diamond 
crossing,  so  that  the  city  is  mure  in- 
clined to  favor  the  plat  cutting  direct- 
ly through  the  tract. 

Another  plan,  said  to  be  under  con- 
sideration by  the  railroad  company.  Is 
a  viaduct  running  from  about  Twelfth 
avenue  west  on  Railroad  street  to  the 
Garfield  avenue  viaduct,  Joining  that 
at  It.s  roadway  level.  The  carrying  out 
of  the  plan  would  entail  more  expense 
than  the  extension  of  the  street  at  the 
ground  level,  but  the  railroads  are 
said  to  be  willing  to  put  up  the  coin 
for  the  viaduct  rather  than  allow  the 
street  to  run  through  the  tract  of  land 
and  cut  it  up. 

The  local  officials  of  the  railroad 
companies,  it  is  understood,  will  go  to 
St.  Paul  during  the  coming  week  to 
confer  with  those  higher  up  and  then, 
it  is  said,  a  proposition  will  be  made 
to  the  city.  In  th«  meantime  the  city 
officials  are  waiting  with  the  intention 
of  starting  condemnation  proceedings 
soon,  unless  .some  more  *  satisfactory 
plan  is  suggested.

The    farmer    has-  cause 
this   winter. 

Th-re  has  been  no  ^haiioe  this  season 
for  the  people  to  say  that  the  poor 
farmer  h^  been  Sl"lng  it  where  Eln^- 
hfth  wore  the  beads,  and  that  the  com 
mission  n.erclant  and  ndddleman  have 
been  grabblnj,'  all  the  money  for  tne 
great    Northwestern    crop. 

Sometimes   the   farmer    sella   hla    grain 


for  future  delivery  and  sees  the  price  go 
up  after  he  disposed  of  it,  but  this  year 
he  sold  it  and  saw  it  go  down.  There 
has  been  a  10  per  cent  declin*?  in  wheat 
prices  since  January,  but  tlie  farmers 
who  sold  their  wheat  when  trading  in 
the  May  option  first  began,  before  the 
holidays,    do   not   care   a   rap   about   that. 

Not  only  lias  the  farmer  been  fortun- 
ate enough  to  sell  his  wheat  in  a  bull- 
ish market,  but  the  level  has  been  very 
high.  Dollar  wheat  is  not  an  every-year 
occurrence,  but  it  has  kept  well  at)'jve 
the  dollar  mark  during  most  of  the  time 
since  the  new  crop  began  to  come  in. 
Everyone  was  tremendously  liuUlsh  on 
the  market  for  a  long  time,  and  wheat 
Is  still  .selling  above  a  dollar  in  spite 
og  the  10  per  cent  decline  .since  January. 

Most  of  the  farmers  sold  their  grain 
at  the  higher  level,  for  those  who  are 
familiar  with  things  estimate  that  there 
Is  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  crop 
still  in  the  farmers'  hands.  It  is  this 
fact  that  has  been  contributing  the  bull- 
ish undertone  to  the  bear  raids  that  have 
been    made    recently. 

The  man  of  the  soil  got  the  best  of  It 
this  year.  Selling  his  wheat  for  future 
delivery  proved  a  profitable  plan  this 
time,  anyway.

COMMISSION'S 
NEED  IS  GREAT 

Big  Scarcity  of  Stenogra- 
phers for  the  Govern- 
ment Service. 

A.   Grabarklewic*,   local  secretary  of 
the  United  States  givil  service  commis- 
sion,   thla    morning    received    a    letter 
from    J.    M.    ShoQiiw^ker    of    St.    Paul, 
secretary    of    the  ;  Eighth    district,    ex- 
pressing the  despetute  need  of  the  dif- 
ferent   departments   for   stenographers 
and      for    certain   other    employes      in 
different  lines  of  Wotk.     Following  are 
extracts     from   the   letter,    showing   a 
rather  peculiar  condition  of  affairs,  in 
that  the  governmemt  Is  unable  to  pro- 
cure enough  help,  atthough,  to  all  ap- 
pearances, offering  better  Inducement* 
than  many  private  employer*: 
"I  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to 


the  great     demand     for   stenographers 
and  typewriters,"  says  Mr.  Shoemaker. 
"I    have    just    received    a    letter    from 
an  oflflclal  of  the  commission,  in  which 
he  states  that  the  situation,  so  far  as 
relating   to    stenographers     and     type- 
writers,   had     been     almost  ■desi>erate, 
the  commission  receiving  a  great  many 
more    requests    than    it   is    able   to    fill. 
"The    plan    of    holding    examinations 
by   the  different  local   boards  has  evi- 
dently   been    abandoned    for    the    pres- 
ent,   and    for    that    rea.son    It    is    more 
necessary  that  special  efforts  be  made 
to  secure   applicants    for    the    semi-an- 
nual  dates.     Our  date  for   Ouluth  will 
be  March   18,   and,   under   the   circum- 
stances,    I    wish    that    you    and 
Barker   would  exercise    your   ingenuity 
and  find  some  way  of  securing  a  good 
numljer  of  applicants  for  Duluth  on  our

"The  salaries  are  as  good  as  can  be 
secured  in  private  employment,  rang- 
ing from  $840  to  $1,000  at  entrance, 
while  the  opportunities  for  advance- 
ment are  especially  good." 

Mr.  Shoemaker  also  says  he  has 
been  informed  that  there  has  been  a 
lack  of  eligibles  and  employes  for  the 
railway  mail  service  from  Northern 
Minnesota,  and  tho  local  secretary  is 
asked  to  make  an  extra  effort  to  se- 
cure eligibles  for  the  service,  and  to 
give  publicity  to  conditions  relative  to 
the  situation.

Slowly  dying  of  an  incurable  can- 
cer, Mr3.  Brager  lies  near  death's  door 
at  her  forlorn  aud  cheerless  home,  217 
South  Fifty-ninth  avenue  west,  with  no 
one  to  care  for  he*  except  her  18-year- 
old  son.  In  poverty  and  slckne.ss  thny 
have  struggled  along  for  nearly  half  a 
year,  until  finally  their  plight  was  re- 
ported to  Mrs.  Forgy.  the  assistant  hu- 
mane officer. 

Mrs.  Forgy  saj**  that  when  she  vis- 
ited the  stricken  'home,  she  fouftd  it 
bare  and  cold,  on)of  fi  few  embers  lend- 
ing a  feeble  warmth  to  the  house.  The 
woman  lay  shlv«rt1t»g  In  bed  with  but 
little  clothing  over  her,  too  ill  to  put  a 
stick  of  wood  frpm  the  scanty  supply 
on  the  dying  fire.  She  was  alone,  her 
sou  having  been,  compelled  to  leave 
early  In  the  murrilhg  on  some  errand. 
It  was  about  noon  when  Mrs.  Forgy 
arrived,  and  the  few  sticks  of  pine 
kindling  the  boy  had  thrown  in  the 
stove  before  he  left  were  nearly  burnt 
away. 

"Mrs.  Brager  \n'.a,  widow,"  said  Mrs. 
Forgy,  'and  her  ,'oi)ly  means  of  sup- 
port is  her  son.  who  has  been  out  of 
work  for  months,  and  it  is  doubtful  If 
he  could  leave  his  mother's  side  long 
enough  even  to  do  odd  Jobs,  so  serious 
is  hei"  condition. 

"The  nature  of  the  woman's  disease 
Is  so  repulsive  that  It  is  hard  to  get 
anyone  tQ  take  care  of  her  or  even  to 
movo  her  to  the  hospital." 

Mrs.  Forgy  bought  bedding  and  gro- 
ceries wilh  what  little  money  she  had 
at  her  command  and  notified  A.  P. 
Cook,  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and 
he  sent  ^e  fatally  a  lo^d  of  wood, 
thu.s  affording  them  the  bar«  necessi- 
ties of  life. 

"The  last  time  I  visited  Mrs.  Bra- 
ger." said  Mrs  Foi-gy,  "her  condition

Health  department  officials  this 
morning  fumigated  the  Oneota  school 
in  We.st  Duluth  and,  when  the  chil- 
dren return  to  their  studies  Mon- 
day morning,  all  danger  of  smallpox 
infection  will  have  disappeared.  Not 
that  there  was  any  particular  danger, 
but  while  there  was  undi-scovered 
smallpox  in  a  West  Duluth  family, 
some  of  the  children  attended  the 
school,  and  it  was  thotught  best  to 
fumigate  .  It  and  remove  all  danger 
of    exposure. 

Only  one  other  school  in  the  city 
has  been  at  all  exposed  to  smallpox 
and  the  officials  of  the  department 
are  watching  It  closely.  If  they 
think  that  the  exposure  Is  at  all 
dangerous,  they  will  also  fumigate 
that  school.  However,  they  think 
there  is  no  danger  there  and  that 
all  s::hools  o£  the  city  are  perfectly 
safe. 

W^est  Duluth  is  the  only  section  of 
the  city  now,  which  is  at  all  seriously 
afflicted  with  smallpox.  There  are 
quite  a  number  of  cases  in  that 
section,  all  discovered  recently,  and 
of  a  mild  form.  Some  of  the  cases 
were  well  developed  before  they  were 
discovered  and  children  had  been 
attending  school,  so  that  there  vias 
considerable  unde.sirable  exposure. 
However.  West  Duluth  is  considered 
extremely  fortunate  that  there  are 
not  more  cases  there,  considering  the 
number  of  people  who  were  exposed 
to   the    di.sease. 

The  diphtheria  situation  continues 
to  Improve  and  the  number  of  cases 
In  the  citv  now  is  smaller  than  at 
any  time  since  the  beginning  of  the 
present  epidemic  last  spring.  Ca-ses 
are  being  discharged  as  cured  every 
day  and  the  health  department  offi- 
cials are  well  plet,sed  with  the 
5how.ng

We 
have  plenty  of  opportunities  to  put 
them  to  the  test.  F^or  every  bit  of  em- 
ployment We  find,  there  are  at  least 
twenty  men  at  the  Bethel  anxious  to 
take   It." 

The  attendance  at  the  Bethel's  free 
breakfast  this  morning  was  Ml.  Soma 
of  them  were  new  ones  and  some  had 
been  there  before.  A  hundred  and 
twenty  men  were  fed  Friday  morning. 
The  high  mark  of  attendance  since  the 
breakfasts  were  inaugurated  is  138.  To- 
morrow morning,  the  breakfast  will  bo 
served  at  a  later  hour  than  usual  and 
win    be    followed    by   religious   services.

Business  Portion  of  Mich- 
igan Town  Practically 
Wiped  Out 

Mass  City,  Midi..  Feb.  24.— (Special

Valves  on  Torpedo  Boat 

Opened  Doing  Great 

Damage. 

Bridgeport,  ,Conn.,  Feb.  24.— Simon 
Lake,  president  of  the  Lake  Torpedo 
Boat  company,  today  gave  out  the 
following  statement: 

"An  attempt  has  been  made  to  sink 
the  submarine  torpedo  boat  Lake. 
Sea  water  was  let  Into  the  Interior 
of  the  boa-t  by  opening  four  valves. 
Her  condition  was  discovered  before 
she  had  entirely  sunk.  The  loss  is 
$22,000  to  her  storage  batteries,  which 
were  damaged  by  salt  water  that 
flooded  the  battery  deck.  There  Is  no 
Insurance. 

"The  vessel  was  being  tuned  up 
for  submission  to  the  navy  depart- 
ment for  a  test.  Detectives  are  at 
work  on  the  case.  This  Is  the  second 
attempt   to    wreck   Lake    .submarines." 

Mr.  Lake  had  declined  to  give 
out  any  further  information.  it  Is 
learned,  however,  that  the  alleged 
attempt  to  sink  the  craft  occurred 
about  a  fortnight  ago.  In  the  night 
time.     The    submarine    cost    1200,000.

New  Bill  Provides  for 
Doing  Away  With  Pub- 
lic Advertising. 


The  United  States  government  isn't 
going  to  take  any  chances  of  permit- 
ting the  Japanese  or  other  world  pow- 
ers to  learn  the  secret  of  the  manu- 
facture of  the  high  explosives  which 
this  and  ewrj'  other  country  are  at 
the  present  time  busily  engage>d  in  ex- 
perimenting with.  Uncle  Sam  Is  go- 
ing to  keep  the  formula  to  hiinself,  and 
let  the  other  powers  watch  our  smoke, 
if  they  ever  start  anything. 

It  was  not  so  long  ago  that  Japan 
manufactured  a  kind  of  high  explo- 
sive that  startled  the  entire  military 
world.  It  got  the  enemy  both  coming 
and  going,  for  if  the  shell  missed  any 
of  the  musket  bearers  of  the  opposi- 
tion, the  force  of  the  explosion  would 
break  the  bones  of  men  within  any 
reasonable  distance.  At  the  last 
Hague  c-onfeivnce,  it  was  attempted 
to  have  this  explosive  ruled  out  of  the 
game  of  war.'  The  attempt  failed,  how- 
ever, and  no^w  the  other  teams  in  the 
big  international  game  of  chance  are 
endeavoring  ,  to  -s  create  a  noise  and 
force  equal  tQ  t^  Japanese  line  deci- 
mator. 

Woi-d  wast.  p*qeived  here  that  the 
new  rt<gulatl6nA'  provided  for  in  a  bill, 
that  comes  before  congress  today, 
specify  that  adV(#*-tisements  for  p<iwdor 
shall  be  done  away  with,  and  that  the 
proi>er  officials  jjihaU  havxj  the  power 
to  make  purcha:de*s  without  advertising 
for  bids. 

in  the  past  the,,big  private  manufac- 
tui^ers  watched  the  army  advertise- 
.ments  with  a  Wfitchfulnejis  that  was 
only  equalled  by  the  acuteness  with 
which  thsy  arrived  at  a  solution  of  the 
formula  of  same  hew  Invention  on  the 
part  of  the ''government.  Then  they 
went  ahead  and  manufactured  the 
formula  that  had  been  worked  out  by 
government  experts.  Of  cour.se  there 
was  nothing  to  prevent  them  fro.m 
selling  this  hi^'h  explosive  to  foreign 
powt-rs,   which  they  often  did. 

Most  of  the  formulas  of  high  explo- 
sives being  sold  by  private  powder 
manufacturers.  It  is  claimed,  have 
been  .  inventttd  by  anny.  officials. 
Through  the  heretofore  required  ad- 
vertising for  all.  supplies,  many  of 
these  private  manufacturers  have 
bfen  enabled  to  secure  the  secret  of 
the  experiments  worked  out  by  the 
government.  The  pending  bill  will  put 
a  stop  to  this. 

Not  that  the  government  is  contem- 
plating war,  it  was. stated  at  tlie  army 
recruiting  offli^i,  h\it  shotild  Ih'M'e  be 
a  war,  the  govornment  officials  argue 
tiiat  it  would  be  very  foolish  to  per- 
mit the  other  powers  to  reap  the  ad- 
vantage of  familiarity  with  the  secrets 
of  high   explosives. 

An  appropriation  of  $16,0<X»,  for  the 
increase  of  the  rifle  range  at  Fort 
Snelllng,  is  also  before  the  house. 
The  bin  provides  that  the  range  shall 
be  open  to  the  militia,  wlien  it  is  not 
l>eing  utilized  by  the  regulars.  Organ- 
ized rifle  clubs  are  also  permitted  lh« 
use  of  the  government  range.

He  came  to  Denver 
last  Septembei-  from  Paterson,  N.  J.  He 
was  three  yeans  in  Orogon,  N.  Y..  where 
he  dii3tinguished  himself  by  building  the 
ohurrh  that  was  built  In  19tW.  He  was 
planning  to  sail  for  Germany  In  June 
and  vi.sit  relatives  whom  he  had  not  scen 
for  sixteen   years.

With  the  Installation  of  the  meter 
.system  on  the  city's  water  consump- 
tion, the  water  department  does  not 
intend  to  discriminate  between  cus- 
tomers. The  commleisioners  have  given 
it  out  that  they  intend  to  put  every 
water  consumer  In  the  city  on  the 
meter  basis,  and  that  condition  of  af- 
fairs is  to  be  carried  out  without  favor 
to  anybody,  until  every  person  In  the 
city  who  is  buying  water  from  the 
municipal  plant,  is  paying  for  ll  on  a 
meter  rate  instead  of  a  fiat  rate. 

Some  people,  it  is  said,  seem  to  havo 
the  idea  that  the  board  of  water  and 
light  commissioners  will  select  a  few 
consumers  here  and  there  to  put  on 
the  meter  rate,  and  will  discriminate 
in  favor  of  other  users  of  city  water. 
The  board,  however,  wishes  it  under- 
stood that  such  is  not  the  case.

Ixjt 
me  say  in  starling  that  the  reasons  they 
assign    for   ibe    alleged    lessening    of    cost 
of   buildings  are   too  silly   to   warrant   the 
notice    of    •ny    person    at    all    conversant 
with    the    tacts.      Those    statements    are 
made  by  the  open  shop  advocates  in  ord- 
er  to    work   on    the   predjudices    of    those 
who  do  not  know   the  true  situation  as  it 
exists  in   the   building  hne  in   Duluth   to- 
day.    Thev   have  been  driven   to   despera- 
tion   and    In    their   anxiety    to   keep    from 
being  swamped     by     the    wave  of    public 
sentiment    that   Is    fast   coming   our    way, 
they  are  now  resorting  to  this  scheme  of 
misrepresentation  to  poison  the  minds  of 
the  public  against  us.

A  LOCAL  REFERENDUM. 

Recently  the  Duluth  Commercial  club  began  a  postal 
card  canvasi  oi  its  members,  to  ascertain  their  views  on 
three  very  important  public  questions:  the  postal  sav- 
ings banks,  the  parcels  post,  and  government  insurance 
of  bank  deposits. 

Since  Jt  IS  impossible  to  get  all  of  the  members  of  the 
club  together  at  any  meeting,  this  is  an  excellent  way 
of  tindiug  out  the  sentiment  of  the  club  membership, 
and  every  member  who  receives  a  card  should  respond 
by  giving  his  views  for  or  against  the  several  plans 
submitted. 

If  it  is  a  good  plan  to  ascertain  the  sentiment  of  the 
membership  of  a  club  in  this  way,  in  order  to  determine 
what  action  the  club  should  take,  why  isn't  it  a  good 
plan  to  submit  such  important  public  matters  to  the 
vote  of  the  people,  and  then  let  the  government  act 
according  to  the  result? 

Suppose,  for  instance,  that  the  federal  government 
submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  the  question  of  whether 
or  not  a  postal  savings  bank  should  be  provided.  Sup- 
pose a  great  majority  of  the  people  declared  themselves 
in  favor  of  it.  The  giivernment  is  of  the  people,  by  the 
pople  and  for  the  people;  the  people  want  a  postal  sav- 
ings bank;  and  therefore  the  government  would  imme- 
diately provide  it. 

Nothing  very  bad  about  that,  is  there?  But  that 
would  be  the  referendum,  which  you  have  been  taught 
to  hate  as  being  "Populistic,"  "Socialistic,"  etc.  The 
initiative,  which  goes  with  it,  simply  gives  the  people  a 
chance  to  initiate  legislation  instead  of  waitng  for  the 
legslative  bodies  to  start  it. 

It  is  important  that  the  three  subjects  referred  to 
the  meml>crs  of  the  commercial  club  should  have  the 
fullest  possible  publicity  and  the  closest  public  attention. 
Every  citizen  ought  to  make  up  his  mind  whether  thej- 
should  be  adopted  or  not. 

First  is  the  postal  savings  bank,  which  means  that 
every  postofflce  shall  be  made  a  depository  for  the 
people's  savings,  where  they  will  draw  2  per  cent  interest 
and  be  safe.  The  deposits  will  be  rcdeposited  by  the 
government  in  national  banks  so  that  the  money  can 
be  circulated.  Thus  millions  will  be  drawn  out  of  hiding 
and  into  circulation. 

The  second  is  the  government  and  state  insurance 
of  bank  deposits,  which  means  that  the  national  and 
state  governments  will  create  a  fund  by  assessing  the 
banks,  out  of  which  depositors  in  banks  that  fail  will  get 
tlieir  money  promptly,  so  that  there  will  be  no  need  of 
bank  runs  or  bank  panics. 

The  third  is  the  parcels  post.  We  already  have  it. 
and  the  questi'>n  is  not  whether  we  shall  adopt  it,  but 
whether  we  shall  improve  and  extend  it.  Now  the 
charge  is  i6  cents  a  pound  and  packages  cannot  exceed 
four  pounds,  though  we  can  send  parcels  by  mail  to 
*  Europe  for  I2  cents  up  to  the  maximum  of  eleven 
pounds.  The  only  question  is  whether  parcels  passing 
between  points  in  this  country  shall  be  put  on  the  same 
basis  as  parcels  passing  between  this  country  and  other 
countries;  that,  and  an  extension  of  still  cheaper  rates 
on  parcels  sent  from  free  delivery  postoffices  along 
their  own  rural  routes. 


THE  SKI  SPORT. 


Duluth  people  have  acquired  an  additional  interest  in 
the  n')ble  sport  of  ski-ju!nping  through  the  fact  that  a 
Duluth  boy.  John  Eveuaon,  added  to  his  previous 
triumphs  Saturday  by  establishing  a  new  American 
record  for  ski-jumping,  when  in  the  Ishpeming  tourna- 
ment he  jumped  122  feet.  Later  he  made  a  jump  of  127 
feet,  but  failed  to  preserve  his  equilibrium.  First  place 
for  points  was  also  taken  by  a  Duluth  champion,  Ole 
Ficring.  His  jump  was  119  feet,  three  feet  less  than 
Evenson's.  but  for  perfection  in  the  various  points  he 
took  first  place.  In  these  contests  it  is  skill  and  grace 
that  count  quite  as  much  as  the  distance  leaped. 

This  year's  ski-jumping  is  about  over,  probably,  but 
another  year  will  find  interest  in  this  important  sport 
higher  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  Having  established 
a  new  American  record,  the  .'\mcrican  jumpers  wili 
naturally  seek  to  surpass  the  world's  record  of  138  feet, 
made  in  Switzerland  by  Leif  Berg,  the  Norwegian  cham- 
pion, who  also  holds  the  record  on  the  world-famous" 
Holmekollen  slide  near  Christiana,  where  he  has  made 
134  teet. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  American  champions 
should  not  do  as  well  or  better  than  the  European 
experts,  and  in  time,  no  doubt,  they  will.  While  the 
sport  was  at  first  confined  in  this  country  to  the  Nor- 
wegians who  imported  it,  it  is  finding  favor  among  all 
nationalities,  and  most  of  them  are  represented  in  the 
youngest  generation  of  ski-jumpers  which  will  shortly 
be  going  after  the  world's  record. 

It  is  clean,  wholesome  sport,  and  deserves  to  have 
every  encouragement  from  the  people  of  Duluth,  where 
the  present  champions  seem  mostly  to  reside. 


THE  "FAVORITE  SON"  STATES. 

Pennsylvania  will  be  for  Knox  in  the  Republican 
national  convention,  Illinois  will  be  for  Cannon,  Indiana 
for  Fairbanks  and  New  York  for  Hughes. 

None  of  these  "favorite  sons,"  with  the  possible 
exception  of  Hughes  of  New  York,  stands  the  slightest 
possible  chance  of  nomination.  They  know  it.  probably; 
their  friends  and  supporters  know  it,  too. 

Where  will  these  delegates  go  after  it  has  become 
evident  tliat  there  is  no  further  need  of  their  voting  for 
their  several  fi>rlorn  hopes? 

Beyond  any  question,  the  powers  that  are  struggling 


for  the  nomination  of  a  reactionary  candidate  hope  to 
be  able  to  rally  these  several  delegates  to  their  own 
standard.  What  candidate  they  will  combine  upon  is  not 
yet  known.  Possibly  it  will  be  Hughes,  though  we  think 
better  of  him  than  to  believe  that  he  is  a  reactionary 
candidate,  even  though  he  has  the  support  in  New  York 
of  interests  that  are  distinctly  reactionary.  A  represen- 
tative of  these  interests  recently  explaineu  it  by  saying 
that  a  man  chased  by  a  mob  is  glad  to  see  a  policeman. 
It  is  questionable  whether  the  Hughes  delegation  will 
not  go  to  Taft  when  it  is  evident  that  Hughes  cannot  be 
nominated. 

But  what  will  become  of  the  delegations  back  of 
Knox,  Fairbanks  and  Cannon?  All  three,  either  be- 
cause of  their  records  or  their  associations,  are  consid- 
ered reactionary.  Delegations  picked  by  them  or  their 
friends  will  be  likely  to  stick  for  reactionary  candidates 
to  the  finish.  That  will  not  be  representing  the  senti- 
ment of  their  respective  states, — certainly  not  in  tho 
cases  of  Indiana  and  Illinois, — but  what  else  could  be 
expected  of  delegations  chosen  by  friends  of  Cannon, 
Fairbanks  or  Kno.x? 

In  Illinois  a  formidable  Taft  movement  has  sprung 
into  being,  and  Cannon's  friends  may  have  trouble  in 
stemming  it.  The  Chicago  Evening  Post  says:  "This 
is  a  rebellion  which  had  smoldered  only  to  gain  heat 
and  force.  It  is  a  rebellion  against  the  delivery  of  the 
Illinois  delegation  to  the  keeping  and  control  of  Speaker 
Cannon.  And  the  life  of  the  rebellion  is  this:  Speaker 
Cannon  conspicuously  does  not  represent  the  political 
convictions  and  the  economic  interests  of  the  people  of 
Illinois." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  about  that.  Speaker  Cannon 
does  not  represent  the  "political  convictions  and  econ- 
omic interests"  of  the  people  of  any  state.  He  repre- 
sents special  privilege  and  ecenomic  servitude. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the  contest  in  these 
several  states  between  pride  in  the  "favorite  son"  and 
the  impatience  of  the  people  with  "favorite  sons"  that 
have  betrayed  them. 


THE  DETENTION  HOME. 

If  the  movement  to  establish  a  detention  home  for 
juvenile  offenders  in  Duluth  received  a  strong  impetus 
through  the  visit  of  Judge  Ben  Lindsay  of  Denver — and 
it  seems  quite  certain  that  it  did — the  managers  of  the 
Star  lecture  course  will  have  to  their  credit  one  of  the 
best  services  ^hey  have  performed  for  Duluth. 

As  Judge  Lindsay  said  yesterday,  after  a  boy  has 
spent  twelve  or  fourteen  years  amidst  surroundings  that 
constantly  incite  to  crime,  he  cannot  be  redeemed  In 
twenty-four  hours.  It  is  a  delicate  task,  and  one  of 
great  importance  to  society.  It  stops  criminality  in  the 
making;  it  saves  society  a  vast  expense  in  apprehending 
and  punishing  criminals,  not  to  speak  of  the  direct  loss 
through  crime  that  it  forestalls;  it  turns  budding  crim- 
inals into  useful  and  productive  members  of  society. 

This  can't  be  done  by  clapping  a  bad  boy  into  a  jail 
along  with  a  lot  of  hardened  offenders,  nor  by  immedi- 
ately sending  him  to  a  reform  school.  The  reform 
school,  good  as  it  may  be  under  modern  methods.  Is 
H  last  resort.  First  the  child  of  evil  tendencies  should 
be  given  a  fair  chance  to  show  whether  the  seed  of  good 
is  still  within  him.  He  cannot,  therefore,  be  returned  to 
the  surroundings  that  made  him  what  he  is,  and  he 
should  not  be  sent  to  a  place  of  punishment.  This  is 
where  the  dotention  home  comes  in. 

Duluth  already  has  the  juvenile  court,  under  the  best 
auspices,  in  charge  of  Judge  J.  D.  Ensign,  whose  broad 
experience  and  wide  human  sympathies  especially  fit  him 
for  the  responsibility.  The  juvenile  court  has  done  more 
good  than  many  citizens  realize,  and  it  should  be  supple-' 
mented,  as  soon  as  possible,  by  the  detention  home  for 
erring  children,  where  they  can  be  cared  for  without  the 
danger  of  evil  home  influences  or  the  disgrace  of  incar- 
ceration in  jail  or  reform  school. 


A  COMFORTABLE  TRADE  BALANCE. 

When  the  "panic"  came  on  last  fall,  and  it  was 
evident  that  a  readjustment  was  necessary  all  along 
the  line,  the  first  thing  people  realized  was  that  it  was 
necessary  to  retrench — to  lop  off  luxuries  and  to  devote 
their  money  to  the  necessaries.  That  had  to  be  done 
before  the  supply  of  capital  would  again  meet  the  nor- 
mal demands  of  business. 

We  have  retrenched,  and  we  didn't  take  long  in  going 
about  it.     The  story  of  our  imports  shows  that  clearly.  \ 
Our  record  month  in  imports  was  December,  1906,  when 
the  total  reached  $124,000,000.     In  August,  1907,  the  total 
was  $126,000,000. 

In  December,  the  people  having  begun  to  cut  off 
their  luxuries,  the  total  was  but  $92,250,000,  and  in 
January  of  this  year  it  dropped  again  to  $85,700,000. 
Compared  with  the  preceding  year,  these  two  months 
showed  a  falling  off  in  imports  of  $83,000,000,  or  nearly 
one-third. 

The  other  side  of  the  picture,  the  exports,  has  an 
important  bearing  on  the  situation,  not  only  because 
we  are  glad  to  see  others  keep  on  buying  from  us  when 
we  have  stopped  buying  from  them,  but  because  of  its 
relationship  to  the  vast  sums  of  gold  which  we  imported 
after  the  panic  last  fall.  If  we  didn't  sell  a  lot  of  goods, 
we  should  have  had  to  send  most  of  that  gold  back.  As 
it  is,  our  eiiports  have  held  up  so  well  that  if  we  didn't 
pay  for  that  gold  in  goods  when  we  got  it,  we  have  paid 
for  it,  or  for  most  of  it,  since. 

December  set  a  high  water  mark  for  exports  from 
this  country,  for  in  that  month  we  exported  more  than 
in  any  previous  month  in  our  history.  In  January,  we 
exported  only  a  million  less  than  in  December,  and  the 
total,  $206,200,000,  is  $17,000,000  greater  than  for  the 
same  months  a  year  ago.  That  increase,  plus  the 
$41,000,000  decrease  in  imports,  makes  an  increase  of 
$58,000,000  in  the  balance  in  our  favor,  or  the  excess  of 
exports  over  imports. 

In  the  face  of  these  figures,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
we  are  still  holding  the  gold  we  imported  early  in  the 
winter.  We  imported,  net,  gold  to  the  value  of  $10,500,- 
000  in  January,  and  in  the  seven  months  ending  with 
last  month  our  imports  of  gold  amounted  to  $113,500,000. 

It  happened,  very  fortunately,  that  about  the  time 
vvc  needed  that  gold  so  much,  Europe  needed  our  cot- 
ton and  grain  quite  as  much  as  we  needed  the  gold. 
Hence  our  large  exports,  which  the  decrease  in  imports 
turned  largely  to  our  profit,  and  hence  the  stability  of 
the  gold  supply'. 

We  shall  probably  not  keep  up  this  disparity  between 
exports  and  imports,  but  the  condition  thus  far  prevail- 
ing should  go  a  long  way  toward  giving  security  to  our 
own  financial  and  industrial  condition,  and  in  strength- 
ening the  foundations  for  the  new  prosperity  that  must 
follow  when  we  have  gone  through  the  process  of  read- 
justment  that   inevitably   follows  a   panic.

They    Talked    Too    Much.. 

Chieago  News:  Senator  Newlunds  de- 
clares tliat  It  was  not  the  Hepburn  rate 
regulation  act.  but  the  outcry  of  rail- 
road magnates  against  It  as  confisca- 
tion, that  brought  about  last  year's  de- 
cline In  the  market  value  of  railroad 
.securities.  The  senator  from  Nevada, 
who  is  now.  as  he  was  in  19<)6,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  on  interstate  com- 
merce In  tlie  upper  house  at  Washing- 
ton, spoke  strongly  to  this  elteit  the 
otiier  day  before  the  Traffic  club  of 
Chicago.  He  was  replying  to  an  attack 
on  legislative  bodies  by  a  Harriman 
attorney,  who  denounced  regulative 
legislation  as  oppressive.  The  tacts  are 
on    tlie    side   of   Senator   New  lands. 

Tile  rate  regulation  act  was  approved 
June  29,  liJtW.  The  gross  earnings  of  the 
railroads  of  tlie  United  States  for  the 
year  ended  June  3t>,  l!*u6.  were  $2,32.5.7i»5, - 
167.  In  1907,  as  shown  by  the  annual 
report  of  the  interstate  commerfe  i;om- 
misslon  issued  three  weeks  ago,  they 
were  I2,.)S5.813,002.  This  Is  an  increase 
of   $2'y;i,147,835. 

These  gains  in  the  rallronds  were  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  enforcement  of 
th'^  rate  regulation  law  prevents  the 
most  domineering  trust  from  securing 
rates  lower  than  tiiose  granted  to  any 
other  shipper,  however  small.  That 
sucii  is  tlie  case  seems  to  Ije  udmlttcd 
by  ^^^  C.  Brown,  senior  vice  president 
of  Uie  New  York  •'••ntral  lines,  in  an 
i!it<;r\iew  baseii  on  .<en,Ttor  Newlands' 
remarks.  Mr.  Brown  says:  'From  a 
iaelpless  condition  of  reb:ites  and  pref- 
erential rates  the  Hepburn  law  has 
released  the  railroads,  and  its  vajue 
can  hardly  be  overestimated,  both  to 
the  railroads  and  to  a  great  majority 
of  the  public  which  did  not  participate 
in    nor   profit    by   such    practices." 

When  the  railroads  were  beginning 
to  profit  by  the  Hepburn  law  and  busi- 
ness was  brisk,  in  the  fall  of  1906  ind 
the  first  tiiree  quarters  of  1907.  they 
could  not  supply  tho  de-nand  for  cars. 
They  tried  to  sell  bonds  to  raise  money 
to  inerease  their  equipment.  Yet  offi- 
cers of  railroad  corporations  kept  on 
proclaiming  that  the  railroad  com- 
panies had  been  iuirt  by  legislation. 
It  w.'is  a  cry  of  "Wolf!"  when  there 
was  no  wolf.  But  the  Investors  took 
thom  at  their  word  and  declined  to  buy 
the  bonds. 

It  is  high  time  for  rafTroad  officials 
to  Join  with  Presidf^nt  Roosevelt  and 
liie  member.*!  of  congress  in  furthering 
wise  government  regulation,  which 
will  insure  stable  vnlues  for  stocks  and 
!)onds.  since  it  will  provide  safety  and 
fair    profits    for    investors.

The  oommlttee  on  car  efficiency  of  the 
American  Railway' association  ha-s  issued 
a  statistical  bulletin  s'nowing  a  compara- 
tive statement  of  car  surpluses  and  short- 
ages from  Oct.  30,  1907,  to  Feb.  15.  1908, 
inclusive. 

In  transmitting  the  figures,  Arthur 
Hale,  chairman  of  the  committee,  states 
that  the  grand  total  of  cars  shows  a 
slightly  increased  surplus,  caused  by 
some  large  increases  in  coal,  gondola  and 
flat  cars,  while  the  b.jx  car  surplus  has 
been  decrea.sed  materially. 

Considering  all  classes,  the  accumula- 
tion of  cars  has  decreased  slightly  in  the 
Eastern.  Middle,  Central  Western  and 
Southwestern  groups,  while  all  the  other 
groups  show  lncrea.sed  surpluses,  the 
largest  p»Mcentage  of  Increase  being  In 
tlie  Southern  group.  The  surplus  of  box 
cars  is  deci-uasing  in  the  Now  England, 
Eastern,  Middle.  North  Atlantic.  North- 
western, Central,  Western  and  South- 
western groups.  Coal  and  gondola  cars 
.*how  increased  surpluses  in  all  groups 
except  the  Northwestern.  Central  West- 
ern and  Pacific   groups. 

The  reports  from  li>i>  roads  In  February 
show  surpluses  as  follows:  Box,  111, 37(5; 
flat.  3*J.2.S7;  coal,  gondola  and  hopper, 
150,tJ2i>;  other  kinds,  44,iJ34;  Jotal.  343.217. 
The  shortages  are:  Box.  737;  flat,  2H1; 
other  kinds.  TT;  total.  l.'WS.  Net  surplus. 
342.132,  as  compared  witli  341.132,  for  161 
roads,  on  Jan.  22,  and  341,110.  for  163 
roads  on  Jan.  8.

The  Great  Northern  eastbound  pas- 
senger train,  No.  36,  running  between 
Grand  Forks  and  Duluth,  and  due  here 
at  7:17  a.  m.,  wiis  derailed  at  2:30 
o'clock,  Sunday  morning,  near  Bena. 
Several  passengers,  among  them  Mrs.

Martin  Sparby,  aged  57  years,  of 
the  East  end,  Superior,  was  run  over 
and  killed  by  a  street  car  at  Belknap 
slrefjt  and  Elm  avenue,  last  even- 
ing, while  lying  In  a  drunken 
stupor  on  the  tracks.  On  the 
complaint  of  the  car  starter,  shortly 
before  the  accident,  the  police  had 
been  notified  that  a  drunken  man  was 
walking  on  the  ca.r  tracks,  and  had 
narrowly  escaped  being  struck  on  sev- 
eral occasions.  Before  the  patrol  wagon 
reached  Sparby.  however,  he  laid  down 
and  was  run  over,  the  motorman  be- 
ing unable  to  stop  the  car  within  the 
short  distance  after  seeing  the  body. 
The  body  was  badly  mangled,  and 
death  is  supposed  to  have  been  in- 
stantaneous. 

Pending  an  Investigation,  the  con- 
ductor and  motorman  on  the  car  were 
held  in  custody,  but  were  discharged 
this  morning.  Coroner  Dudley  holding 
that  the  circumstances  surrounding 
2U>cldent  were  of  such  a  nature  that  no 
blame  could  attach  to  the  employes 
of  the  street  railway  company.  No

It  is  claimed  that  Sparby  had  been 
on  a  protracted  spree,  and  that  he 
was  very  much  intoxicated  when  he 
started  for  his  home  in  the  evening, 
nroferrlng  to  walk  on  tho  street  rail- 
way track  instead  of  the  sidewalks. 
The  decedent  was  a  civil  engineer  and 
was  well-know  in  Superior,  where  he 
has  lived  for  many  years.  He  is  sur- 
vival by  a  widow,  two  daughters  and 
a  son.

Ytt  we  still  yield  to  its  seductions 
and  JK-ver  seem  to  profit  by  the  mistakes 
of  others  in  tlie  past. 

"We  are  insan^  because  we  deliberately 
and  consciously  place  ourselves  where 
Bin   can   get   dominion   over   us."    he   said. 

"We  are  insane  because  we  do  not 
aeem  to  realize  the  contagious  character 
of  sin  or  its  power.  Placards  warn  people 
against  8inallrK)x  and  diphtheria,  but 
there  Is  no  equal  concern  for  the  awful 
perils  of  the  disease,  sin. 

"Against  contagious  diseases  people  are 
worned,  but  the  cities  and  commonwealths 
BPread  out  their  protecting  wings  ovtr 
rin,  tiiough  its  ravages  are  teri'ible.  This 
is  madnes^i. 

"We  fail  to  appreciate  that  sin  is  in- 
curable by  luiy  human  power  and  thRt 
we  have  to  go  to  Jesus  Christ  to  be  made 
well." 


CZAR  IGNORES 
FINNS'  RIGHTS 


Orders  Seizure  of  Funds 

to  Replenish  Russian 

Exchequer. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  24.— By  command- 
ing that  $4.<XH>,Gt'0  siiall  be  paid  out  of 
the  FlnnLsii  revenue  into  the  Russian  ex- 
chequer, the  czar  has  taken  the  first  step 
to  a  renewal  oi  his  attack  upon  Finnish 
liberties  which  was  predicted  as  the  re- 
sult of  the  general  reaction  within  the 
empire. 

Russian  jurists  admit  that  the  czar's 
crder  is  a  brt-ach  of  the  Finish  consti- 
tution. The  $4.(Ki(i,0('u  is  Finland's  contri- 
bution to  Russian  finance  as  a  substi- 
tute for  the  now  disbanded  Finnish  regi- 
ments. Finland,  however,  is  under  no 
obligation  to  pay. 

Two  years  ago.  when  the  Finnish  army 
was  abolished,  the  then  exlsiting  diet 
agreed  to  pay  compensation  until  an 
agreement  was  arrived  at  In  regard  to 
the  army  question. 

This  promise  was  purely  voluntary.  At 
the  time  it  was  provided  that  the  annual 
subvention  should  continue  for  three 
years.  Hut  under  the  Finnish  constitu- 
tion, a  diet  can  sanction  expenditure  only 
for  the  current  year,  and  the  three  years 
provision    was   Illegal. 

The  new  diet  did  not  sanction  the  con- 


tribution, because  Finland  wishes  to  re- 
vive her  disbanded  regiments  under  the 
old  law  which  restricted  them  to  home 
service.  Under  tliese  conditions,  the 
Finns  are  willing  to  imdeigo  compulsory 
service,  in  common  with  Russians. 

Uncertainty  as  t<.i  the  issue  continued 
all  last  year.  But  on  receiving  the  re- 
port of  the  governor  of  Finland,  M.  Ger- 
hard, the  czar  wrote  a  preeinptory  note, 
saying,  "I  command  that  the  $4,0tKt,Ci00 
shall  be  paid  into  the  imp'erial  treasury." 

In  reply  to  the  declaration  of  the  diet 
that  the  Finnish  taxes  are  insufficient  to 
meet  the  claim,  the  czar  has  ordered 
temporary  taxes,  levied  for*other  pur- 
poses to  be  sequestrated,  adding  the 
words.  "I  remind  the  diet  that  the  right 
to  disprove  of  these  funds  belongs  ex- 
clusively  to   me." 

According  to  the  constltutlom.  the  czar 
has  no  right  whatever  to  command  the 
levying  of  taxes,  or  to  advocate  tivxes  al- 
ready levied,  and  he  has  still  less  right 
to  ordtT  that  the  army  contribution, 
which  the  diet  itself  could  only  vote  year 
by  year,  siiall  be  a  permanent  charge 
upon   PMnland.

Judge  Lindsey  had  been  Induced  to 
remain  over  in  Duluth  to  Bpeak  at 
the  meeting  yesterday,  by  a  number  of 
clubwomen  of  the  city,  who  have  long 
cheri.shed  plans  for  a  detention  school 
in   Duluth. 

For  several  years  past  the  club- 
women of  the  city  have  been  hoping 
and  planning  for  such  a  school.  The 
project  has  never  made  much  head- 
way, but  Saturday,  when  Judga  Lind- 
sey was  In  the  city,  lecturing  on  the 
I  problems  of  juvenile  crime,  the  women 
!  saw  their  opportunity,  and  they  took 
it.  Judge  Lindsey  was  invited  to  re- 
main over  and  address  a  ma»;s  meeting 
at  the  First  Methodist  church  on  the 
plan  to  establish  such  a  sohool  in 
Duluth.  In  spite  of  the  brief  notice 
given,  it  was  conclusively  proven  that 
the  time  was  ripe  for  springing  such 
a  plan.  The  big  auditorium  of  the 
First  Metliodist  church  was  crowded 
with  a  most  representative  and  en- 
thusiastic   gatheiing. 

Judge  Ensign  "acted  as  chairman  of 
tlie  meeting,  and  on  the  platform 
with  him  were  Principal  .Smith  of  the 
high  school,  representing  the  school 
board;  VV.  A.  McGonagle,  representing 
the  Commercial  club,  and  Rev.  M.  S. 
Rice. 

liind-wy    An    Entliusiast. 

Judge  Ensign,  in  a  brief  address, 
introduced  Judge  Lindsey.  The  noted 
Denver  jurist  gave  a  most  eniertain- 
irig  and  foix-eful  address.  He  is  not 
an  orator,  but  is  evidently  an  enthusi- 
ast on  the  subject  of  cliildren  and  their 
treatment,  and  during  the  moments  in 
which  he  dwelt  upon  the  criminal 
negligence  in  caring  for  juvenile  de- 
linquents, he  waxed  most  eloquent, 
and  .several  times  the  big  audience 
broke    into   enthusia^stic   applause. 

He  related  many  anecdotes  and  in- 
cidents of  the  Juvenile  work  in  Den- 
ver, and  told  how  one  boy  of  12  years 
of  age  liad  been  confined  in  the  com- 
mon jail  with  criminals,  and  he  had 
learned  to  become  a  burglar  from  a 
veteran  thief  imprisoned  there.  The 
boy  shot  a  policeman  who  was  trying 
to  arrest  him  as  he  was  committing  a 
burglary.

The  Dtiner  Home. 
Judge  Lindsey  outlined  the  plan 
adopted  in  tlie  Denver  detention  home. 
The  home  Is  located  in  a  large,  old- 
fa.'ihioned  residence.  The  lower  floor 
is  provided  with  an  office,  a  dining 
room  and  a  reception  room.  Upstairs 
is  a  school  room,  a  dormitory,  and 
quarters  for  the  officers  of  the  home. 
When  a  boy  is  taken  to  the  detention 
home  his  school  teacher  is  communi- 
cated with,  and  the  officers  learn 
where  the  boy  stood  in  ills  studies. 
He  is  then  put  to  work  at  the  point 
lie  left  off,  and  kept  at  his  books  as 
liMig  as  he  is  at  the  school.  He  es- 
capes the  stigma  of  becoming  a  jail- 
bird, and  is  kept  free  from  the  im- 
moral intlueuces  of  the  jail  for  com- 
mon criminals.  In  the  words  of  Judge 
Lindsey,  he  is  "given  a  square  deal" 
by  the  state,  and  is  encouraged  to  re- 
form instead  of  being,  branded  as 
criminal. 

The  system  on  which  Judge  Lindsey 
works  is  to  gain  the  confidence  and  re- 
spect of  his  iharges,  and  get  into  sym- 
pathy with  them.  ^  ^    ^ 

•The  boy  has  been"  surrounded  by 
bad  influences  and  bad'  companions  for 
perhaps  fourteen  or  flfte'.n  years,"  said 
the  speaker.  "The  coUrt  cannot  over- 
come that  in  a  day.  Jt  takes  time 
and    infinite   patience."  ' 

Judge  Ensign,  in  thanking  Judge 
Lindsay  for  remaining  over  in  Duluth 
to  attend  the  meeting,  and  in  thank- 
ing the  women  who  had  interested 
themselves  In  the  movement,  gave  his 
unqualified  endorsement  to  the  plan 
for  the  home,  which  ha  has  done  on 
former  ixrcaslons.

Washington,  Feb.  24.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Cougressjnan  C.  R. 
Davis  of  Minnesota  feels  greatly  en- 
couraged concerning  the  passage,  in 
the  near  future,  of  his  industrial  high 
school  bill.  The  numerous  endorse- 
ments from  the  leading  educational 
men  of  the  United  States,  Including 
favorable  resolutions  from  many  edu- 
cational organizations,  farmers'  asso- 
ciations, sUte  colleges  of  agriculture 
and  mechanic  arts,  comanercial  organi- 
sations, boards  of  trade,  manufactur- 
ers' orgauizationa  and  industrial  or- 
ganizations generally  throughout  the 
country,  have  inspired  the  hope  that 
congress  will  be  Induced  to  consider 
favorably  the  ineasuro  during  the 
pre.sen   session. 

By  appointment.  Mr.  Davis  had  an 
iniorvicvv  with  the  prt^ident.  in  which 
the  proviolons  of  the  hill  were  consid- 
ered. He  was  very  much  gratified  to 
receive  from  ftie  president  his  hearty 
and  full  endorsement  of  the  measure. 
In  tills  interview,  allusion  was  made 
to  the  president's  speech  at  Keokuk, 
in  CVctober  last,  and  the  president  was 
gratified  to  know  that  his  ideas  then 
expros-^ed  ctoncernlng  this  measure 
were  rei-elvlng  S'uch  favorable  consid- 
eration throughout  the  entire  country. 
In   this  speech  the  pi>:'Hident  said: 

"We  should  strive  in  every  way  to 
aid  in  the  education  of  the  farmer  for 
the  farm,  and  should  shape  our  .^hool 
system  with  this  end  in  view;  and  so 
vitally  important  Is  this  that.  In  my 
opinion  the  federal  government  should 
co-operate  with  the  state  govenunents 
to  secure  the  needed  change  and  Im- 
provemi.:nt  in  our  schools.  At  present 
thei-e  Is  a  gap  between  our  primary 
.schools  in  country  and  city  which 
must  be  closed,  and  if  necessary  the 
nation  must  heVp  the  state  to  close  It. 
Too  often  our  present  schools  tend  to 
put  altogether  too  great  a  premium 
upon  mere  literary  education,  and 
therefore  to  train  away  from  the  farm 
and  shop.  We  should  reverse  this 
pr<x,'es3.  ■ 

Among  the  hundreds  of  Indorse- 
ments Mr.  Davis  has  received,  and  to 
which  the  president's  attention  was 
called,  a  letter  written  by  Judge  Peter 
J.  Shields  of  the  supreme  court  ot 
California  especially  attracted  the 
p.resid'enfs  attention.  He  not  only 
approved  of  its  contents,  but  urged 
that  great  p'Ubliclty  be  given  to  it  a« 
embodying  briefly  the  desirability  and 
necessity  of  developing  education 
along  industrial  lines,  a<s  embodied  in 
this  bJli.

Rightly     enforced,     the     bill     is    ad- 
mirable.       First   It   provides  for  tech- 
nical.   Industrial    and    practical    educa- 
tion    as     distinguished     from     the     old 
theory    of   educating   all   alike   regard- 
less   of    his    type    or    the    life    he    was 
to    lead;    of    teaching    the    boy    or    girl 
books  alone   that   they   might   thereby 
acquire     the     strength     and     fiber     of 
mind    to    later    learn   men   and    things. 
The    character    of    education    proposed 
by    this    bill    will    teach    the    realities 
of     life     direct     and     in     the     process 
cultivate  the   mind  as   well  as  the   old 
plan.      One  of  the  most   fruitful   fields 
of  the  education  of  the  future  will  be 
nature,    the    wondrous    world    we    live 
in.      and      of      this      field      agriculture 
comprehends    its    beat    features.     This 
bill    is    broader    than    that,     however, 
Including      mechanics      and      domestic 
science     within     Its     purposes.      I     am 
sure    that    a    vigorous    distribution    of 
learning    In    these    arts    and    sciences 
can    do    no    harm    and    will    do    incal- 
culable   good.         I    am    not    afraid    of 
vulgarizing    the    world    or    making    it 
what  is  called  "utilitarian."   by  teach- 
ing     all      of     the      people     to      know 
plants     and      animals;      through      do- 
mestic  science  to   feed   the  baby   with 
wholesome     food    and    the    soul    with 
all     of     the     finer     things     which     are 
comprehended    within    the   limits   of  a 
real   home,    or   through   the   mechanic 
arts     which     train     mqn's     bodies     to 
their    highest    usefulness    and    to    give 
expression    to    the    mind's     best    con- 
ceptions.        T    am    not    afraid    of    the 
fate    of    a    country    whose -people    are 
given    over    to    breedings  B^rfect    ani-

Mr.  Davis  has  been  Investigating 
some  of  the  few  objections  suggested 
against  the  bill,  and  particularly 
those  wherein  it  is  claimed  federal 
appropriations  would  had  to  na- 
tional ownership  of  the  contem- 
I)lated  schools,  and  also  that  these 
appropriations  would  relive  the  states 
from  the  sense  of  responsibility.  In 
answer  thereto  he  (luotes  from  a 
letter  written  by  the  Hon.  K.  E. 
Brown,  United  States  commissioner 
of   education,    as   follows: 

"The  recent  effect  of  the  national 
appropriations  under  that  act  (1862) 
has  been  to  stimulate  greatly  the 
support  of  the  land -grant  colleges  by 
the  states  in  which  they  are  situated. 
Ten     years     ago.     the     amount     which 

'  from  their 
.several  states  was  $2,218,100.  while 
in  1906  this  amount  was  $7,531,502, 
showing  an  increase  of  about  2  40 
per     cent.  In     1896.     these    institu- 

tions received,  the  country  over  29 
per  cent  of  their  support  from  the 
national     government.  Then     years 

later.  In  1906.  owing  to  the  increase 
of  state  appropriations,  the  grants 
from  the  national  treasury  covered 
only  15.4  per  cent  of  their  total  sup- 
port." 

These   figures,    Mr.    Davis    contends, 


are  altogether  encouraging  as  show- 
ing that  national  appropriations  have 
not  tended  to  relieve  the  states  of 
the  sense  of  responsibility,  but  have 
la  fact  quickened  the  sense  of  re- 
spon-sibility  In  the  states  which  are 
benetited.  The  schools  provided  for 
In  this  measure  are  of  exactly  the 
same  clas-s  as  those  Inaugurated 
under  the  Morrill  act  of  1862.  and 
like  them  will  strengthen  the  states 
directly  and  the  federal  government 
indirectly.  As    th''-!e     state    colleges 

have  remained  under  state  control 
so  will  the  schools  of  agriculture  and 
the  schools  of  mechanic  arts  pro- 
vided for  In  this  bill  remain  under 
state  control,  hence  no  cause  for 
alarm  from  centralization.  Instead 
of  destroying  the  unity  of  oui-  school 
•system,  this  measure  bridges  the  gap 
between  the  education  of  the  school- 
hou.se  and  the  education  of  the 
home,  the  farm  and  the  shop.  Here- 
tofore our  education  has  lacked 
unity,  it  has  been  too  niiUch  cen- 
tered about  the  literary,  the  non- 
industrial;  its  forms  and  substance 
have  been  too  little  co-ordinated 
with  the  training  of  the  home,  of 
Ihe  shop,  of  the  farm  and  of  the 
great  outdoors.  Through  technical 
training  it  will  keep  our  youth  out 
of  a  peasant  or  submerged  class; 
and  by  encouraging  the  states  to 
expend  more  money  for  education 
it  will  greatly  increase  general  as 
well    as    technical    education

Feb.  16,  was  shattered  at  the 
tournameni  of  the  lihptmlng  Ski  club 
here  Saturday,  Jolm  Evenson  of  Duluth 
making  a  standing  jump  of  1--  feet  and 
setting  a  record  tor  the  United  States, 
which  promises  to  stand  for  this  season 
at  least.  Tlie  jump  of  12.'  feet  was  made 
on  tht  first  regular  run  and  stood  safely 
throughout  the  tournament,  though  des- 
perate effons  were  made  to  break  it  by 
the   other   riders. 

Evenson  almost  set  a  phenomenal  rec- 
ord regular  run.  'Ht  made  a  beautiful 
jump,  cleared  127  feet  nicely,  wavered 
after  he  alighted,  and  tumbled,  rolling  to 
the  bottom  of  the  slide.  The  accident 
wa»  a  distinct  disapjK^intment  to  tht- 
crowd  and  the  cheera.  with  which  the 
Junip    had    been    accompanied,    turned    to 

f roans.  Ole  Feiring  of  Duluth  and  Olaf 
unnum  of  Coleraine  botn  topped  Mang- 
eeth's  record  of  117  feet  by  jjmVing  119 
feet    and    standing. 

The  tournament  was  the  most  success- 
fal  in  the  history  of  the  Ishpeming  cluVj, 
not  only  on  account  of  the  consistent 
long  jumping,  but  the  other  factors, 
which  coritrib.ited  to  it.  The  day  was 
ideal,  for  rider.s  and  spectators  alike.  The 
Btandard  of  entries  waf  high  and  the 
slide  in  perftct  condition.  The  crowd 
nunil>tred  iO.(.<)0  peuple.  who  siockI  in  the 
enow  and  gave  undivided  attention  to  the 
riders. 

Ole  Feiring  of  Duluth.  the  man  who 
was  looked  upo.n  as  th»-  most  probable 
breaker  of  records,  was  the  most  con- 
sistent jumper,  though  Evenson  made  the 
record  jump.  Evensons'  fall  on  his  jump 
ol  127  feet  threw  him  out  of  the  first 
honors  and  Feiring  received  the  big  mon- 
ey. Junnum  and  Mangseih.  the  Cole- 
raJne  riders,  also  jumper  eons.stenily  anl 
secured  second  and  third  money,  re- 
srt-ctively. 

The  work  of  Barney  Riley,  the  H-year- 
old  Colerainf  Hibtrnian.  was  a  revela- 
tion to  the  crowd.  Thi.u^h  his  name  \? 
strange  to  the  sport,  the  Mesaba  range 
boy  is  a  coming  ski  jumper.  He  covered 
S>8  feet  and  stood  all  the  way  down  the 
hill,  while  the  crowd  yelled  frantically.

The  Ishpe.ming  ridfrs  failed  to  f.gurt 
m  the  first  places,  being  or.tcia«spd  by 
the  men  frcjn  Minnrscta.

Death  on  His  Own 
Wagon  Wheel. 


An  eT>ldem)c  of  accidents  came  late 
Saturday  afternoon,  resulting  In  one 
death  and   the   Injury  of   three  persons. 

Alexander  Cameron  was  crushed  to 
death  by  a  mass  of  frozen  sand;  Frank 
Penor  and  his  little  son  had  a  narrow  es- 
cape from  death  in  a  runaway,  and  10- 
yei\r-old  Carl  Carlson  received  a  mys- 
terious bullet  in  the  shoulder,  while  at 
his  play.

chest  against  the  wheel  of  his  own  wagon. 

In  a  moment,  the  assistant  had  re- 
leased Cameron  from  his  precarious  posi- 
tion, but  it  wa.s  too  late.  Death  had  re- 
suited   instantaneously.

TOLSTOI  KNOWS 
NO  GOOD  RULERS 

Believes   Only  Virtuous 

Ruler  in  Histoid  is 

Marcus  Aurelius. 

Paris.  Feb.  24.— L*  Matin  has  published 
a  translation  of  a  letter  from  Cqunt  Leo 
Tolstoi  to  the  famous  author,  Henryk 
Slenklewicz,  protesting  against  the  Prus- 
sian law  depriving  Poles  in  Germany  of 
their  property.  The  Russian  philosopher 
expresses  his  conviction  that  the  death 
knell  of  government  by  violence  has 
been  sounded.  All  ruling  emperors,  kings, 
ministers  and  politicians  hypnotized  by 
the   idea  of   state,    have   been   and   must 


necessarily  be  degenerate  decadents  to 
nil  their  positions. 

Not  only  the  present,  but  also  the  past 
arouses  Count  Tolstoi's  indignation  and 
disgust.  He  can  discover  only  one  vir- 
tuous ruler-Marcus  Aurelius-all  others 
are  only  worthy  of  contempt. 

For  the  present-day  rulers.  Count  To^- 
tol  has  the  slncerest  pity-and  good  citi- 
zens should  fig^t  not  against  their  per- 
sons but  against  the  prejudice  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  state,  an  Idea  which  Is  un- 
christian and  which  impedes  the  progress 

of  humanity.  i„„    ^»   «-. 

In  regard  to  the  Prussian  law  of  ex- 
propriation he  says: 

"1  pity  the  creators  of  the  Idea  of  this 
robbery  and  their  minions  who  are  to 
'^arry  It  out  more  than  I  pity  their  vlo- 
tlms.  for  these  will  play  the  better  and 
more  sympathetio  part. 

"In  another  country  and  under  oonOl- 
tJons  they  will  remain  what  they  havs 
been  But  I  pity  the  oppressors,  pity  ths 
men  who  belong  to  a  nation,  a  state,  and 
believe  In  a  state  of  robbers  and  th«lr 
solidarity  with  It."

COREA  A  SUICIDE. 

Evidences    of    Nation;il  Rottenness 
Found  in  Hermit  KiH^doni  Budget. 

"An  example  ot  national  suicide,"  Is  the 
way  Prof.  Edwin  Maxcy  describes  Corea 
in  a  recent  number  of  the  Forum.  He 
says  that  Corea  committed  suicide  and 
was  not  feloniously  slain  by  Japan. 

To  prove  his  point  he  submits  a  review 
of  the  Corean  budget  before  Japan  took 
charge.  Some  of  the  most  startling  item.s 
are  appropriations  of  $1,000,000  for  the 
funeral  expenses  of  the  crown  princess 
and  of  $650,000  for  burying  the  queen  dow- 

By  way  of  contrast,  the  sum  of  $424  was 
appropriated  for  public  works,  and  by  the 
san'.e  budpet  the  imperial  privy  purse  re- 
ceived $l,Ki3  3u9.  The  appropriation  for  all 
the  schools  in  the  country,  excepting  thos<' 
at  Mie  capital,  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
$27,718;  but  this  was  the  year  the  princess 
had  to  be  buried  so  of  course  education 
had  to  stand  aside. 

The  navy  got  $^y0,C04  a  year.  At  least 
that  amount  w;ls  appropriated.  But  as 
the  navy  consisted  i>f  one  old  gunboat, 
perhaps  the  navy  did  not  get  the  whole 
amount. 

Prof.  Maxey  declares  that  the  govern- 
ment might  better,  have  spent  $460,COO  a 
year  on  a  wildcat,  the  latter  being  cap- 
able of  (|uite  as  much  fighting  as  the 
navy.  As  for  the  army,  its  portion  was 
$.".0(10.000  a  year,  which  was  about  $4J..9'.<,000 
more  than  it  was  worth. 

SVhen  liie  Pingyang  regiment  was  or- 
dered to  the  front,  its  colonel  assembled 
the  soldiers  and  asked  all  those  who 
wished  to  go  to  hold  up  their  hands. 
Though  this  unique  method  of  ordering 
troops  to  the  front  possessed  the  ad- 
vantage of  reducing  tlie  regiment  Uj  a 
size  that  was  no  longer  unwieldy,  It  does 
not  appeal  even  to  civilians  as  being 
either  practical  or  evidence  of  good  mili- 
tary discipline,  and  there  is  little  likell- 
liood  of  its  receiving  the  indorsement  of 
military    men. 

Yet,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  this  1b  not 
an  exceptional  Instance.  It  is  a  recog- 
nized practice  in  the  Corean  army  for  the 
soldiers  to  hold  a  mass  meeting  and  vote 
upon  whether  or  not  they  will  go  wheie 
they  have  been  ordered. 

Corea  has  a  pension  bureau  too;  but  as 
the  bureau  gets  an  appropriation  of  $27,552 
a  year,  while  It  pays  out  exactly  $1,156  in 
pensions,  there  seems  to  be  a  case  ol 
graiftlni;  with  two  fists.  There  are  othei 
ways  also. 

For  instance,  a  courtier  proceeds  to  the 
home  of  a  well-to-do  Corean,  and  having 
found  the  owner,  says:  "I  am  delighted 
to  be  the  bearer  of  good  news  and  a  le- 
ward  of  merit.  His  majesty  the  emperor 
has  gi'aciously  dclyned  to  bestow  upon  you 
the  decoration  of  the  second  class  of  the 
Order  of  the  Plum  Blo.ssom  and  to  sertd  it 
to  you  by  my  unworthy  hand." 

llaving  thus  manifested  the  Interest 
which  his  majesty  takes  In  his  subjects, 
he  Informs  the  newly  made  knight  of  tlie 
Order  of  the  Plum  Blossom  that  the  ex- 
penses connected  with  the  bestowal  of  this 
high  honor  will  be  $5,000.  As  this  sum 
would  represent  all  the  property  he  had. 
Sir  Yong  Ko  He  concludes  that  he  can 
not  afford  the  decoration  upon  these 
terms. 

Such  Ingratitude  forces  from  his  majes- 
ty's royal  messenger  the  exciamat.on: 
"Then  you  scorn  the  imperial  gift  and  in- 
sult his  majesty  by  refusing  to  accept 
it  I"  And  vvithout  waiting  for  his  rlght- 
>ous  anger  to  abate,  he  proceeds  to  have 
the  sordid  Ingrate  thrown  Into  prison  on  a 
charge  of  lese  majeste. 

To  secure  a  trial  Is  out  of  the  question. 
HlB  only  alternative  to  remaining  In  pris- 
on is  accepting  the  terms  offered  and  be- 
coming a  peniless  Plum  Blossom  Knight.

others  special  days  are  set  apart  for 
each  sex.  In  some  of  the  districts 
inhabited  by  the  poorer  classes,  the 
baths  are  free  for  several  days  each 
week,  and  on  other  days  only  a 
slight   charge   Is   made. 

In  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
these  baths,  most  scrupulous  regard 
has  been  had  for'  cleanliness  and 
sanitatlMi.  In  fact,  the  modern  Eu- 
ropean swimming  hath  can  be  quite 
favorably  compared  with  the  modern 
hospital,  as  far  as  its  sanitary  inte- 
rior   construction    is    concerned. 

It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  the  adop- 
tion of  the  public  or  municipal  bath 
will  soon  become  as  general  in 
America  as  it  is  in  European  coun- 
tries. From  the  standpoint  of  pub- 
lic health,  there  is  much  said  in 
favor  of  the  municipal  swimming 
bath.  It  encourages  personal  clean- 
liness, which  even  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  community  is  a  most 
Important  consideration.  It  encour- 
ages healthful  physical  exercise, 
which  Is  so  essential  In  our  over- 
crowded cities.  It  also  supplies  an 
Inexpensive  and  healthful  recreation 
and  amiusement.  There  are  In  Amer- 
ica today  many  excellent  swimming 
baths  of  semi-public  character, 
which  would  serve  well  as  models 
for  the  establishments  which  should 
be  erected  by  the  municipalities  and 
maintained  at  least  partially  at  pub- 
lic expense.  It  is  quite  as  logical 
for  the  city  authorities  to  erect  pub- 
lic swimming  baths  In  order  to  pre- 
serve the  health  of  the  members  of 
the  community  as  it  Is  to  build  hos- 
pitals   to    cure    sickness    and    disease.

PUBLIC     BATHS. 

C.  J.  Fox,  In  the  current  number 
of  Municipal  Engineering,  says  It 
seems  anomalous  that  America, 
which  leads  the  world  in  the  uni- 
versal adoption  of  the  private  bath 
room,  should  be  far  behind  England, 
France,  Germany  and  other  Euro- 
pean countries  in  the  number^  and 
size  of  Its  pfublic  swimming  baths. 
In  America  no  private  residence  of 
any  pretensions  whatsoever  is  re- 
garded as  complete  unless  It  Is  sup- 
plied with  at  least  one  modern  bath 
room,  fitted  out  with  sanitary 
plumbing  fixtures  and  with  beauti- 
fully tiled  floors  and  walls.  There 
are  in  America  many  Russian- 
Turkish  baths,  athletic  clubs,  Young 
Men's  Christian  a.ssociations  and  lio- 
tels,  which  contain  most  luxurious 
swimming  bathe,  but  as  a  rule  the 
privileges  are  reserved  to  members, 
or  the  price  Is  stuch  as  to  be  pro- 
hibitive to  the  average  man  In  the 
street.  In  London,  Paris,  Berlin  and 
other  European  cities,  however, 
there  are  many  large  public  swim- 
ming baths,  where  the  price  is  mere- 
ly nominal,  and  the  service  is  such 
as  to  encourage  the  patVonage  of  the 
very  class  which  are  most  in  need 
of  such  baths.  The  salutary  effect 
of  the  public  swimming  bath  is  con- 
siderable, not  only  because  of  the 
healthful  physical  exercl.se  of  swim- 
ming and  of  the  recreation  and  en- 
tertainment Involved  In  the  common 
enjoyment  of  a  healthful  sport. 
Many  of  these  European  baths  have 
separate    pools    for    women,    and    In 


IN  THE  CANAL  ZONE. 

In  a  personal  letter  to  the  editor 
of  Municipal  Engineering,  Mr.  Caleb 
Mills  Savllle,  consulting  engineer  on 
the  Panama  canal,  gives  some  inter- 
esting information.  He  was  pre- 
pared to  find  the  conditions  unpleas- 
ant, but  as  time  passes  he  is  more 
convinced  that  in  the  main,  condi- 
tions are  excellent.  Some  thlng.s, 
such  as  quality  of  food,  for  exam- 
ple, might  be  Improved  without 
miuch  trouble  if  competent  persona 
were  given  power  to  bring  about 
the  improvement,  and  there  is  a 
constant  striving  to  remedy  the  evils 
which  exi.'it. 

The  army  officers  In  charge  re- 
ceive their  civilian  assistants  cor- 
dially, and  the  relations  between 
them  are  entlre^^  satisfactory.  They 
have  shown  themselves  to  be  able 
en.erlneers,  and  offer  every  facility  for 
good    work    by    their    subordinates. 

Health  conditions  are  excellent, 
and  Mr.  Savllle  thinks  the  climate 
is  very  comfortable,  and  that  there 
is  no  reason  why  one  who  is  ab- 
stemious and  careful  should  not  en- 
joy   as    good    health    as    elsewhere. 

The  canal  Is  not  a  place  of  "soft 
snaps."

1905.  these  sales  had 
amounted  tu  $513.(K»(>.  dei>osited  in  the 
banks  »f  Duluth.  Ashland.  Hudson 
and  Bayfield.

The  men,  who  will  jjrobably  die,  are 
James  Grimm,  John  L.uV'etzeski,  ^ohn 
Wadya,  brother  of  the  bride,  and  Stan- 
ley  \Vudasek. 

All  of  thfse  men  were  frightfully  cut, 
the  lips  and  ears  of  Wadya  being 
slashed  off.  Policeman  John  .McDonough, 
who  was  detailed  at  the  wedding,  was 
cut  on  the  hands  and  hie  uniform  ripped 
to   pieces. 

A  riot  call  was  sent  in  and  a  strong 
detail  of  police  was  sent  to  the  saloon 
where,  after  a  severe  fight,  they  suc- 
ceeded in  arresting  twenty  of  the  rioters. 
After  being  taken  to  the  police  station, 
John  Wadya  attempted  to  kill  Stanley 
Wudasek,  who  was  unconscious  from 
loss  of  blood.

From  Italy. 

Murdered    Priest   Wore 

Chain  Which  Constantly 

Pricked  Flesh. 


Denver,  Feb.  25.— Through  the  efforts 
of  Chief  Delany  it  is  believed  that  at 
lea-st  thirty  anarchists  in  various  parts 
of  the  c-ountry  wUl  be  arrested  within 
a  few  days  in  connection  with  the  mur- 
der of  Father  L.€'0.  Chief  Delany  said: 
"We  have  traced  Alio  and  his  band 
from  stone  quarries  in  Southeni  Italy 
to  America,  and  have  located  most  of 
the  towns  where  they  are  living.  Thtr 
nien  are  nil  stone  workers,  and  werr 
driven  out  of  Italy  two  years  a«-o. 
Forty  went  together  to  Barcelona, 
Sprain.  Here,  too;  they  worked  as  stone 
cutlers,  all  the  while  teaching  the 
diabolical  doctrine  of  ana'rchy.  They 
were  discovered  In  Spain,  and  were 
driven  to  Buenos  Ayres,  where  they 
remtuned  as  long  as  they  could,  and 
decided  to  come  to  the  United  Stales. 
They  settled,  all  of  them,  in  Patt-rson, 
N.  J.,  and  after  a  few  days  spread 
<>ver  the  country. 

Four  Detailed  to  Colorado. 
"We  have  k>catt^  the  four  who  were 
detailed  to  work  in  Colorado.  Alic  i*> 
one  and  the  other  three  will  probably 
be  arrested  today.  We  have  definite 
information  where  there  are  others  in 
Wvomin^  and   several    in   Barre,   Vt. 

Meantime  AHo,  who  is  kept  in  jail 
at  Colorado  Springs,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent any  attempt  at  lynching,  denies 
that  he  belongs  to  any  anarchistic 
body  that  wishes  tc  murder  priests,  or 
that  there  was  any  plot  at  the  l>ottom 
of  the  ahooting. 

"1  did  the  killing  on  my  own  ac- 
count, and  because  I  thought  it  would 
ease  my  mind,"  he  declared.

Laredo,  Tex.,  Feb.  25.— Thirty  per- 
sons are  reported  tc  have  been  injured 
in  the  derailment  of  an  excursion 
train,  carrying  a  number  of  Northern 
tourists,  at  Orville,  twelve  miles  north 
of  Laredo.

special  on  which  John  W.  Gates,  the 
New  York  capitalist,  has  been  travel- 
ing through  the  South.  It  was  learned, 
however,  that  the  John  W.  Gates  par- 
ty arrived  at  Beaumont,  Tex.,  last 
night. 

In  addition  to  the  Toledo  people  on 
the  wrecked  train,  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  passenger-s  from  Chicago  and 
San  Antonio.  They  had  planned  to 
make*  a  tour  through  Mexico. 

The  derailment  is  said  to  have  been 
caused  by  a  broken  axle  on  the  loco- 
motive.

China's  idea  of  a  special  agree- 
ment between  the  United  States  and 
Germany  appears  to  rest  in  the  belief 
that  these  two  alone  of  the  great  com- 
ar.ercial  states,  would  be  likely,  seri- 
ously, to  oppose  Japan's  disixjsition, 
as  China  avers,  to  discriminate  in 
Manchuria  in  favor  If  her  own  mer- 
chants.

In  the  introc^ijction  to  his  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  1907,  submitted  to  the 
city  council  last  night.  City  Comptroller 
W.  S.  McCormlck  recommended  that  a 
committee  b*  appointed  to  consider  ways 
and  means  for  Increasing  the  city's  mis- 
cellaneous income  by  taxing  special  prlv- 
llege«.  He  pointed  out  that  the  city's 
expenses  are  pretty  well  established  and 
that,  if  a  decrease  in  taxes  Is  to  come, 
it  must  be  by  means  of  a  tax  on  special 
privileges  In  excess  of  that  already  lev- 
ied. 

Mr.  McCormick  finds  that  street  rail- 
ways are  compelled  to  pay  a  compara- 
tively large  percentage  of  their  gros.s 
earnings  in  some  cities;  in  others,  there 
is  a  telephone  and  telegraph  p<^le  tax; 
switches  to  business  houses  are  taxed; 
spaces  under  sidewalks  and  bay  win- 
dows and  other  projections  over  side- 
walks yield  revenue,  and  there  are  many 
other  wajs  by  which  the  city's  revenue 
may  be  increased  and  the  tax  on  the 
small  property  owner  consequencly  de- 
creased. 

llhe  state,  he  contends,  is  now  receiv- 
ing a  large  amount  of  money  from  par- 
ties holding  special  privileges  in  the  city, 
which  should  rightfully  come  to  the  city 
and  he  maintains  that  a  fair  percentage 
of  that  should  go  toward  conducting  th. 
city's    business. 

Duluth  is  letting  people  holding  special 
privileges  off  loo  easily,  and  the  prop- 
erty tax  will  never  be  appreciably  re- 
duced until  they  are  compelled  to  pay 
fairly  for  what  they  receive,"  he  said 
this  morning  in  support  of  his  theory. 
"The  expense,s  of  the  city  are  too  well 
estiiblifc-hed  for  that.  There  was  a  thne 
when  the  city  was  so  anxious  to  get  peo- 
ple and  industries  here  that  it  gave  spe- 
cial privileges  without  regard  to  the  fu- 
ture. But  now  that  time  is  past.  We 
should  make  tho.se  people  pay  for  what 
they  get  and  thus  cut  down  the  burden 
on  the  small  taxpayer  under  the  present 
system."

Oliver  Mining  Company 
Aboul  Through  Log- 
ging Near  Eveleth.

NOT  TO  WORK  ST.  JAMES. 

Corrigan-McKinney   Company    May 
Not  Operate  Property  This  Year. 

Aurora,  Minn.,  Feb.  25.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  outlook  for  the  early 
resumption  of  operations  at  the  St.  James 
mine  is  not  bright.  The  latter  part  of 
January  Supt.  Rashleigh  received  orders 
from  headquarters  to  ship  one  of  the 
dynamos  to  the  Ironton  mine  at  Besse- 
mer, Micii.,  and  now  orders  have  been 
received  to  ship  the  steel  skip,  the  steel 
skip  cars,  nineteen  in  number,  to  the 
same  mine. 

Auroraiies  had  figured  strongly  on  the 
St.  James  opening  up  this  spring,  but 
from  good  authority  it  comes  tliai  nothing 
will    be   done   at    tlie    mine    this    year. 

Tlie  Corrigan-McKinney  people  closed 
down  the  St.  James  suddenly  Sept.  :i4, 
last,  and  the  pumps  were  immediately 
taken  out.  The  action  came  just  as  the 
operators  had  reached  ore,  had  their 
stockpile  ground  about  ready,  all  the  ma- 
chinery up  and  tested  and  the  railroad 
bed  graded  to  the  mine.  It  is  estimated 
that  Corrigan-McKinney  have  almost  $1,- 
000,000   invested    In    the   property. 

Up  to  Sept.  24,  the  mine  liad  been 
rapidly  developed.  The  Longyear  inter- 
ests ddlled  the  land  and  made  the  find. 
A  large  number  of  dwellings  were  erect- 
ed. Splendid  dwellings  were  built  for  the 
superintendent  and  other  officials.  The 
dry  and  other  buildings  were  of  the  latest 
patterns,  and  the  shaft  house  had  just 
been  supplied  with  skips  when  the  order 
came   to   close   down. 

It  was  rumored  that  the  St.  James 
would  open  up  this  spring,  but  now,  even 
the  most  hopeful  see  nothing  but  idle- 
ness for  the  mine  until  after  presidential 
election.

PITT  IRON  MINING  COMPANY 
PAYS  FOR  TRESPASSING. 


St.  Paul.  Minn.,  Feb.  25.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— State  Auditor  Iverson 
has  received  from  the  Pitt  Iron  Min- 
ing company  a  check  for  $126.50  In  pay- 
ment for  ore  taken  from  state  land 
adjoining  that  being  operated  by  the 
Pitt  company  under  a  lease  from  the 
state.

As  already  stated 
in  these  despatches,  there  is  nothing 
tangible  before  the  state  department 
which  would  serve  as  a  basis  of  repre- 
sentation to  Japan  on  this  subject  be- 
yond the  protests  of  American  textile 
manufacturers  and  exporters  against  the 
serious  blow  which  has  been  administer- 
ed to  their  trade  by  the  Japanese  ad- 
ministration of  the  railroads  in  Man- 
churia. But  there  has  been  much  unof- 
icial  talk  between  officials  here  and  some 
of  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  body  and 
all  of  this  has  prepared  the  slate  depart- 
ment for  the  reception  of  an  appeal  from 
China  in  the  nature  of  that  referred  to 
as  having  been  presented  in  Berlin  re- 
cently. When  the  matter  is  thus  formal- 
ly brought  to  Its  attention  It  is  probable 
that  the  state  department  officials  will

into  working  order,  until  Alio  carri»»d 
out  orders.  A  woman,  wlio  witnessed 
the  tragedy,  told  a  prominent  Catholic 
priest,  yesterday,  that  two  \)ieek3  ag\i.

evil-appearing  men.  one  of  wham  she 
believes  was  the  assassin,  standing  in 
the  aisle  of  St.  Eiizal>eth's  church. 
They  were  conversing  in  a  low  tone, 
but  she  .'^aw  one  of  the  men  point  to 
two  priests  who  were  in  the  sanctu- 
ary.

Rev.  M.  Davis 
of  the  Logging  Camp  mission,  a  long  time 
friCJid  of  Ward,  was  in  town  today,  and 
called  up«.'n  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Brabner  Smith 
at  the  Methodist  piirsonage  to  make  In- 
quiries, 

Ward  telephoned  to  Mr.  Smith  last 
Tuesday  morning,  lit  was  apparently  in 
good  health  and  all  right  mentally  'i'"-* 
elated  at  tlie  success  of  his  evangelistic 
work  at    Waliter.  - 

Messrs  Smiih  and  Davis  called  up  the 
marsiial  and  made  inquiries  at  the  vari- 
ous logging  camps,  but  could  find  no 
trace  of  tne  missing  "sky  pilot."  It  l£ 
th*>ugiit  that  Ward  wandered  away  from 
Walker  under  some  mental  or  religloa.s 
depression.  He  left  his  grips  at  tiiu 
Walker  hotel,  and  as  he  cannot  be  traced 
to  the  woods  or  be  found  at  the  lumber 
camps,  It  18  Ihougiu  he  may  be  wander- 
ing or    goin^   from    town    to    town. 

Home  of  the  Walker  people  think  Ward 
has  met  foul  play  at  the  hands  of  a  toush 
gang  at  Walker,  but  Akeley  people  bc- 
lltve  Ward  wa.«  capable  of  taking  care  of 
hlmseif.  He  was  over  six  feet  high  and 
a  man  of  wonderful  physique.  He  was 
an  cid  time  lumberjack  and  is  well 
known  thioughout  tiie  woods  and  among 
the  camps  and  is  a  well  known  character. 

He  has  borne  a  good  ciiaracter,  and  few 
men  have  done  so  much  good  as  he 
among  the  camps. 

When  Rev.  Mr.  Lhivis  of  Minneapolis 
could  find  no  trace  of  Ward  here,  he  left 
lor  Walker  to  continue  investigations  lii 
hopes  of  tracing  Ward.  L>avis  is  an  old 
time  evangelist  and  it  is  expected  he  will 
get  some  tlue  as  to  the  whereab<juts  of 
Ward. 

The  missing  "sky  pilot"  has  a  wife  and 
faniily  in  Minneapolis  and  a  host  of 
frteinds  in  liie  various  missions  and  at  a 
prominent    Presbyterian    church. 

The  services  Ward  was  conducting  at 
Walker  Were  very  sucoessful  and  111-3 
nig^ht  he  disappeared,  the  church  was 
filled  with  people.

In  Circuit  Court  in  Contention  Witli 
Water  W  orlis  Company. 

Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  Feb.  25.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  city  of  Eau 
Claire  is  the  victor,  as  far  as  the 
circuit  court  is  concerned,  in  the  easel 
of  the  city  vs.  The  Eau  Claire  Water 
c-ompany  and  the  Farmers'  Loan  & 
Trust  company  of  New  York,  which 
case  was  tried  before  Judge  Vinje,  in 
circuit  court  in  this  city,  early  in  Jan- 
uary.

THE  GROUPING  PLAN. 

Tomorrow  the  board  of  county  commissioners  will 
probably  reach  some  definite  conclusion  about  the  new 
courthouse. 

S')me  people  may  think  that  a  good  deal  of  time  has 
been  taken  in  preliminary  discussion,  and  they  are  right. 
But  this  is  a  very,  important  matter,  and  it  is  better  to 
take  lots  of  time  to  find  the  right  way  than  to  hurry  into 
the  wrong  way.  The  courthouse  that  is  to  be  built  is 
to  be  built  for  a  generation  at  least,  and  when  it  is  built 
it  can't  be  changed.  Therefore,  if  the  right  plan  results 
from  the  long  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  time  used 
in  considering  lias  not  been  wasted. 

The  Herald  is  not  quite  sure  what  the  county  board 
is  going  to  do  about  it,  but  it  is  quite  sure  what  the 
vast  majority  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  county  wish  the 
board  to  do. 

The  grouping  plan  has  the  approval,  so  far  as  The 
Herald  has  been  able  to  learn,  of  an  enormous  majority 
of  the  citizeHS  of  St.  Louis  county.  That  does  not 
mean  Duluth  alone,  because  this  is  not  to  be  a  Duluth 
courthouse,  but  a  St.  Louis  county  courthouse.  There 
may,  possibly,  be  slightJy  more  opposition  on  the  ranges 
to  the  elaborate  plans  that  have  been  prepared  than 
there  is  in  Duluth.  But  there  is  almost  no  opposition 
in  Duluth,  and  very  little  out  in  the  country,  so  far  as 
appearances  go. 

That  the  courthouse  should  be  downtown  was  set- 
tled long  ago.  beyond  any  question.  A  downtown  site 
has  b^en  purchased,  and  the  present  plans  contemplate  a 
new  site,  a  very  short  distance  from  the  one  first  pro- 
posed. The  cl'  inge  involves  no  great  additional  expense. 
The  site  alrea.Iy  purcha.sed  is  worth  at  least  as  much 
as  it  was  when  it  was  when  it  was  paid  for,  and  it  will 
be  worth  more  later  on. 

But  the  proposed  change  of  site  makes  possible  a 
grouping  of  public  buildings  in  Duluth  that  is  desirable 
for  many  reas<ms.  It  will  be  sightly,  for  one  reason,  and 
that  is  a  consideration  which  everybody  will  favor.  It 
will  be  much  more  convenient,  which  is  a  still  greater 
reason.  It  is  proposed  to  have  the  courthouse,  the  city 
hall  and  the  federal  buildings  grouped  within  a  com- 
paratively small  compass,  so  that  together  they  will 
form  a  picturesque  and  convenient  arrangement.  Prop- 
erty-owners and  taxpayers  often  have  business  at  all 
three  of  these  buildings  in  the  same  day.  Now  they 
are  widely  separated.  Under  the  proposed  plan  they 
will  be  close  together,  so  that  business  can  be  done  in  all 
three  in  a  short  time  and  with  great  ease  and  conven- 
ience. 

This  cannot  be  done  all  at  once.  The  first  move  is 
to  locate  the  courthouse  so  that  the  other  buildings  may 
be  grouped  near  it  later  in  accordance  with  the  plan. 
The  government  is  about  ready  to  do  its  part,  and  it  will 
not  be  long  before  the  city  will  be  compelled  to  have 
larger  quarters,  when  it  will  take  up  its  seat  of  govern- 
ment in  the  space  allotted  to  it  in  the  grouping  plan. 

Elsewhere  tonight  The  Herald  puj^lishes  a  complete 
description  of  pending  plans,  with  the  views  of  a  num- 
ber of  citizens  giving  their  reasons  for  favoring  the  plan. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  count}-  board,  at  tomorrow's 
meeting,  will  see  its  way  clear  to  adopt  the  plan  which 
has  so  many  reasons  to  commend  it  and  so  few  against 
it,  and  which  appears  to  have  the  support  of  the  great 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  county. 


tinguishable  from  any  others  of  his  fellow  graduates, 
whether  his  parents  immigrated  to  the  United  States  a 
few  years  ago  or  came  over  in  the  Mayflower." 

That  is  the  comfort  in  the  situation,  and  the  prom- 
ise. If  our  national  character  and  our  national  ideals 
are  so  fragile  that  they  are  going  to  be  destroyed  by 
the  comparatively  slender  stream  of  immigration,  they 
don't  amount  to  much  anyway.  But  they  are  not  so 
fragile  as  that.  They  are  strong  enough  to  enable  us  to 
assimilate  almost  any  type  of  European  immigrants,  and 
we  are  doing  it  right  now.  The  stream  is  not  so  good 
as  it  was  when  the  bulk  of  it  came  from  Germany,  the 
Scandinavian  peninsula  and  the  British  isles,  but  we  can 
stand  that.  too.  They  are  white  people  and  no  matter 
what  disadvantages  they  have  struggled  under  at  home, 
we  give  them  advantages  here  that  will  enable  them  to 
become  Americans. 


PLEASURES  AND  PREMIUMS. 

Rev.  M.  S.  Rice,  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  church, 
made  a  strong  point  in  his  Sunday  morning  sermon, 
reported  in  The  Herald  last  night,  when  he  compared  the 
giving  of  premiums  in  business  transactions  with  the 
premiums  of  pleasure  which  accompany  vice. 

Both  Satan  and  the  dealer  in  inferior  goods  know 
that  they  never  could  dispose  of  their  wares  on  their 
merits,  if  Satan  offered  his  vices  undisguised,  with 
their  corroding  evils  and  bitternesses  in  plain  view,  no- 
body would  take  them.  So  he  wraps  them  up  in  the 
premium  of  pleasure,  and  people  buy  them  greedily,  see- 
ing only  the  glittering  premium  and  caring  little  for  the 
price  they  pay. 

The  dealer  in  inferior  goods  pursues  the  same  cun- 
ning plan  that  Satan  does.  Dr.  Rice  c'orrectly  pointed 
out  that  the  giving  of  premiums  with  any  article  is 
always  an  indication  of  its  inferiority.  An  article  that 
is  honestly  made,  that  people  really  need  and  really  wish 
to  buy,  is  salable  on  its  merits.  It  needs  no  sugar-coating 
of  premiums  to  induce  people  to  buy  it.  All  that  is 
necessary  is  that  people  should  know  that  it  is  on  sale, 
should  realize  that  it  is  good  and  useful,  and  they  will 
buy  it.  When  it  is  necessary  to  bribe  people  to  buy 
it  in  order  to  force  its  sale  there  is  something  the  mat- 
ter with  it.  This  is  true  not  only  of  merchandise,  but 
of  other  things:  for  instance,  of  newspapers  whose  sale 
is  pushed  by  the  giving  of  cheap  premiums,  such  as 
albums,  fountain  pens,  etc. 

Discerning  people  are  not  fooled  by  Satan's  cunning 
device  of  concealing  the  deadly  vices  beneath  tempting 
premiums  of  pleasure,  nor  are  they  beguiled  into  buy- 
ing inferior  goods  because  a  flashy  premium  accompanies 
them. 


THE  STORK  ON  GUARD. 

Nobody  is  worrying  very  much  about  the  "immigra- 
tion problem,"  so-called.  Everybody^  realizes  that  the 
screen  is  a  little  bit  too  large,  and  that  it  lets  in  ele- 
ments that  we  don't  want,  yet  it  lets  in  so  much  that  we 
do  want,  and  it  is  so  ditiicult  to  keep  out  the  undesir- 
able without  keeping  out  the  desirable  by  the  same 
precaution,  that  the  matter  may  well  await  the  coming 
of  a  wiser  solution  than  any  that  has  yet  been  proposed. 
This  does  not  apply  to  immigration  of  Orientals,  how- 
ever; nobody,  except  possibly  a  few  miserly  employers 
who  demand  cheap  labor  no  matter  what  happens  to 
the  country,  wishes  that  to  be  encouraged. 

Robert  Watchorn,  United  States  commissioner  of 
immigration  at  the  port  of  New  York,  recently  said 
som.e  things  in  an  interview  that  those  who  are  unduly 
alarmed    about    the    immigration    problem    should    read. 

"America  will  remain  American,"  he  said,  "however 
great  th»  dood  of  imm;gration.  There  is  an  offset  to 
the  influx  of  alien  millions  that  more  than  counterbal- 
ances any  foreign  influences  immigration  might  plant 
upon  this  soil  and  that  renders  our  institutions  and  our 
national  character  safe,  while  we  remain  a  refuge  for 
the  oppressed  of  all  lands. 

"The  stork  is  busy  in  this  country.  The  American 
babies  far  outnumber  the  arriving  immigrants.  The 
schools  are  turning  out  nothing  but  Americans.  Though 
fed  from  many  nations,  their  finished  product  is  in 
every  case  the  same." 

Though  immigration  is  at  the  rate  of  a  million  a  year 
—it  is  less  just  now — the  stork  is  bringing  in  more  than 
twice  that  many  Americans  every  year.  No  matter 
where  their  parents  were  born,  they  are  born  Americans, 
and  what  birth  began  the  schools  will  finish.  Mr. 
Watchorn's  estimate  of  the  number  of  babies  born  in 
the  United  States  each  year  is  merely  a  guess,  as  every- 
body's estimate  must  be  in  the  absence  of  statistics.  He 
says  he  has  heard  it  placed  as  high  as  eight  millions, 
but  that  is  undoubtedly  too  I^rge.  He  places  it,  for 
argument's  sake,  at  two  millions,  which  is  too  low,  as 
he  admits.  At  the  very  lowest,  the  stork  brings  twice 
as  many  Americans  as  the  ships  bring  immigraijts.

RAILROAD  LAND  GRANT  ABUSES. 

If  a  relation  in  the  Pacitic  Monthly  is  within  hailing 
distance  of  the  facts,  it  is  quite  clear  that  not  enough  at- 
tention has  been  paid  by  the  nation  at  large  to  the 
manner  in  which  greedy  railroads  and  other  corpora- 
tions, assisted  by  corrupt  or  careless  government  em- 
ployes, have  reaped  the  nation's  wealth  of  minerals  and 
timber. 

The  article  purports  to  tell  how  the  Northern  Pacific 
railroad  acquired  vast  grants  of  valuable  timber  and 
mineral  lands  at  the  expense  of  the  people.  In  the  first 
place,  to  encourage  the  building  of  the  railroad,  the  gov- 
ernment granted  it  every  alternate  section  of  land  in  a 
strip  eighty  miles  wide  along  its  line,  with  the  provision 
that  where  it  failed  to  secure  the  land  coming  to  it  within 
its  grant,  it  was  to  have  lieu  lands  in  another  strip  of 
land  ten  miles  wide  along  each  side  of  its  right  of  way, 
immediately  outside  the  previous  grant. 

A  large  part  of  its  grant  in  Montana  was  mountain- 
ous, broken  and  nearly  worthless.  Another  large  part 
of  it  was  mineral  land,  which  was,  however,  expressly 
excluded  from  the  grant.  Montana  is  rich  in  copper, 
gold,  silver,  coal,  iron,  lead,  gypsum   and  other  metals. 

The  article  in  the  Pacific  Monthly  relates  that  when 
the  examination  was  made  it  went  something  like  this: 
When  the  commissioners  came  to  a 'piece  of  worthless 
land  which  the  railroad  did  not  want,  the. railroad  repre- 
sentatives informed  the  commissioners  that  that  was 
mineral  land,  and  it  was  cut  out  of  the  grant.  When  a 
desirable  piece  of  land  was  encountered,  no  matter 
though  it  might  be  mineral  land  and  though  it  might 
have  miners  working  upon  it,  that  land  was  classed  as 
non-mineral,  and  included  in  the  grant. 

Thus  the  road  got  rid  of  much  useless  land,  and  got 
in  place  of  it  the  best  land  available,  including  much  of 
the  mineral  land  that  it  was  not  supposed  to  get  at  all. 

In  one  case  it  happened  that  a  strip  of  land  classed 
by  the  commissioners  as  "non-mineral"  and  included 
within  the  grant  was  being  worked  as  a  mining  claim. 
The  claimant  contested  the  Northern  Pacific's  grant  on 
that  particular  piece,  and  won.  While  this  contest  was 
in  progress,  the  general  land  agent  of  the  road  wrote 
these  significant  words  to  a  Montana  friend:  "Please 
expedite  the  settlement  of  this  affair  as  speedily  as 
possible,  as  I  am  apprehensive  as  to  the  effect  the  inves- 
tigation might  have  on  the  other  classifications  of  min- 
eral land." 

If  it  is  not  too  late,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  gov- 
ernment will  investigate  these  matters  thoroughly,  and 
redeem  these  riches  from  the  grasp  of  the  railroad  into 
which  they  have  corruptly  and  fraudulently  fallen. 


THE  RAILROADS  MUST  PAY. 

The  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  after  a  long 
fought  battle  through  all  the  courts  from  Duluth  to 
Washington,  has  finally  decided  that  the  railroads  must 
pay  for  and  maintain  viaducts  built  to  give  safe  and 
convenient  passage  over  their  tracks  from  one  part  of 
the  city  to  another. 

This  decision,  which  establishes  the  point  for  all  time 
and  for  all  places,  is  highly  important.  The  fact  that 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad,  which  has  been  fighting 
the  attempt  to  make  it  pay  the  cost  of  the  Lake  avenue 
viaduct,  saw  fit  to  carry  the  fight  up  to  the  highest  court 
in  the  land,  is  evidence  enough  that  the  railroad  so  con- 
sidered it. 

The  finding  is  in  harmony  with  common  sense  and 
justice,  as  well  as  with  the  law,  and  it  is  always  a  pleas- 
ure to  find  the  courts  squaring  law  and  common  sense. 
A  railroad  comes  into  a  city,  seeking  its  traffic.  It  uses 
the  city's  streets,  and  thereby  renders  them  dangerous 
to  life  and  property.  For  the  protection  of  its  people, 
the  city  is  forced  to  build  viaducts  to  overcome  the 
deadly  grade  crossings.  Since  the  railroad  makes  the 
necessity,  it  is  right  that  it  should  pay  the  cost,  and  this 
is  the  effect  of  the  supreme  court's  decision. 

It  is  a  clean  and  complete  victory  for  the  city,  and 
those  who  have  fought  the  case  from  the  bottom  to  the 
top  in  behalf  of -the  city  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
their  success.  It  makes  it  possible  for  this  and  other 
cities  to  protect  their  people  from  the  dangers  of  grade 
crossings  without  burdening  the  taxpayers.  The  courts 
will  undoubtedly  see  to  it  that  the  privilege  is  not 
abused,  as  it  would  be  if  unnecessary  viaducts  were  built 
and  the  railroads  asked  to  pay  for  them.  There  is  small 
probability  of  such  action,  and  if  it  were  taken  the  ques- 
tion of  the  necessity  for  a  viaduct  will  always  be  a  proper 
issue  to  raise  in  court.

Physical  deterioration  Is  In- 
evitable, and  when  a  period  of  more  than 
usual  stress  and  anxiety  arrives  he  is 
liable  to  succumb. 

Even  from  a  sordid  money-grabbing 
point  of  view,  ills  manner  of  life  is  a 
mistake.  The  days  shooting,  yachting, 
riding  or  golf  and  an  occasional  change 
of  scene  give  new  strength  and  vitality 
and  a  clearer  brain.  In  perfect  health 
and  possession  of  all  his  faculties,  the 
man  has  an  acuter  Insight  for  the  direc- 
tion of  affairs  and  can  accomplish  more 
than  if  he  spent  the  whole  time  in  h's 
office  or  counting  room  with  his  nose  to 
the  grindstone.  .The  man  who  thus  pre- 
serves his  health  pooh-poohs  as  mere 
specters  hosts  of  things  which  otherwise 
would  worry  lilm  Into  the  grave,  and  he 
will  be  living,  active  and  prosperous  for 
a  generation  after  the  survivors  among 
his  unwise  colleagues  have  passed  into  a 
wretciied  and  enfeebled  premature  old 
age.

Guaranty  of  Bank  Deposits. 

New  York  Journal  of  Commerce;  The 
idea  is  novel  to  most  people  and  for 
that  reason  not  readily  accepted,  but 
the  more  It  Is  considered  the  more  It  is 
likely  to  commend  Itself.  It  has  the 
obvious  advantage  of  being  a  -safeguard 
against  bank  panics,  "runs"  and  hoard- 
ing, which  are  the  most  dangerous 
elements  In  a  financial  crisis.  Mr. 
Fowler  gave  special  attention  to  the 
objection  that  has  been  raised  that  It 
would  encourage  unsound  banking,  and 
risks  would  be  incurred  that  would  not 
otherwise  be  taken.  This  assumes  that 
national  banks  are  bound  to  be  either 
foolish  or  rascally.  Are  business  houses 
more  careless  of  their  goods  or  their 
promises  because  they  are  insured?  If 
the  insurance  Is  mutual  they  are  likely 
to  be  more  watchful  of  each  other  and 
to  Impose  a  higher  standard.  If.  with 
tlie  plan  of  redemption  districts  and 
an  organization  of  agencies  to  admin- 
ister tliem,  there  should  be  a  guaranty 
of  note  issues  and  deposits,  it  is  pretty

Wonderful  Changes  Durin?  the  Last 
Twenty-five  Years. 


THE  ST.  REGIS  A  MODEL 


How  few  of  those  who  enjoy  tke 
luxuries  of  a  great  modern  hotel  re- 
alize the  magnitude  of  the  task  im- 
posed ui>)ii  its  management.  The 
hotel,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not 
exist  twenty-five  yearns  ag»j.  The  In- 
troduction of  steel  and  fireproof  con- 
struction, the  manifold  application  of 
electricity  to  common  u.ses,  and  the 
far  higher  standard  of  living  demand- 
ed by  well-to-do  Americans  are  largely 
responaible   for  this  great   change.

trained  employes,  a  halfthoufiand 
strong,  years  of  planning  and  travel, 
to  say  notiiln^  of  large  expenditures, 
were  necessary  to  equip  and  furnish 
this  hotel  and  to  gather  together  the 
trea.sures  of  two  continents,  here  so 
lavi-shly    displayed.

Here  one  may  enjoy 
th  utniost  luxury,  perfect  housekeep- 
ing, rare  treasures  of  art  and  antiqui- 
ty, entrancing  music,  the  rich  perfume 
of  flowers  and  the  most  select  com- 
panionship. A  perfectly  appointed 
private  room  may  l>e  had  for  oidj-  $4 
a  day,  and  if  desired  with  a  bath,  for 
1^  per  day.  or  a  parlor,  bedroom  and 
bath  for  $12  and  upward.  The  prices 
In  the  restaurant  are  no  higher  than 
in  other  hotcils  of  the  first-olass. 


The  city  council  of  19OT-08  haa  become 
a  memory.  It  lield  its  last  meeting  last 
night,  disposed  of  its  business  and  then 
passed  into  history  amidst  a  shower  of 
kindly  tributes  and  sincere  regrets.  At 
tli«  close  of  the  meeting  the  council 
chamber  was  a  bower  of  beautifully 
worded  expressions  of  esteem.  Verbal 
bouquets  were  handed  around  without 
meniory  of  past  differences,  only  with  the 
realization  that  each  had  done  his  best 
and  only  the  good  that  men  do  in  the 
council  should  live  after  them  In  the 
memory  of  those  they  leave  behind.  Many 
rising  votes  were  taken  as  expressions  of 
esteem  and  the  outgoing  aldermen  left 
the  council  chamber  with  hearty  wishes 
lor  the  success  of  those  they  leave  be- 
lilnd  and  those  who  succeed. 
Tessniait  Speaks. 
President  Tessman  opened  the  farewell 
speeches.  He  thanked  tlie  aldermen  for 
tneir  election  of  him  to  the  chair  of  the 
council  and  ihaaiked  them  for  the  many 
courtesies  ihey  had  extended  him  during 
the  year.  He  complimented  them  on  their 
work  and  the  city  on  the  election  of  such 
men  to  represent  it  and  make  its  laws. 
.■Uderman  Haven  paid  tribute  to  the 
president  He  said  that  Mr.  Tessman  had 
earned  the  sincere  thanks  of  every  mem- 
i>er  of  the  council.  He  realized,  he  said, 
the  difficulties  of  the  president  and  could 
aay  after  eight  yeare  In  the  council,  no 
president  had  been  more  lair  In  dealing 
with  the  members  of  the  council  than 
Mr  TessMMin.  He  moved  a  vote  of  ihaiiKs 
to  the  president  of  the  council  and  every 
aldeman  rose. 

Alderman  McEwen  was  called  upon  and 
spoke  at  some  length  on  his  departure 
from  the  council.  ,  . 

••The  fact  that  I  have  to  leave  the 
council  tonight  Is  a  source  of  a  good 
deal  of  regret  to  me,"  he  said.  'I  have 
had  six  years  of  labor  and  experience 
iiere.  I  came  as  a  novice  and  tlie  work 
liad  widened  my  experience.  If  one  de- 
.sires  to  get  acquainted  with  government 
the  council  affords  a  splendid  oppor- 
tunity 1  feci  1  have  learned  soint.-- 
thing  here  wliich  will  be  of  use  to  me 
in   after    years.  .u      . 

•'lii't  outside  of  the  experience  thete 
are  other  things  Just  as  valuable  which 
come  from  my  six  years  on  the  council. 
Those  are  the  friendship  and  esteem  in 
which  I  hold  my  colleagues.  There  are 
many  opportunities  to  tight  in  the  coun- 
cil and  in  campaign,  but  alter  the  tight 
We  are  all  ready  to  forget  and  to  shake 
hands  across  the  bloody  chasm  and  call 
each  other  friends.  If  I  have  said  any- 
thing in  the  heat  of  debate  to  which  any 
may  have  taken  offense,  I  take  this  op- 
portunity to  ask  pardon.  The  friendship 
of  any  man  who  has  served  In  the 
council  sinctj  I  have  been  here  is  to  be 
valued.  1  have  nothing  to  be  a-shamed 
oi  in  my  record  and  am  contented  to  step 
down."  ,      .  ..  „ 

Alderman  Wilson  made  a  short  talk,  in 
which  he  said  that  the  ideas  entertained 
l)y  him  and  by  many  people  in  respect  to 
the  city  council  had  been  dispelled  during 
ills  eight  years  in  the  body.  He  spoke  of 
the  honest  conviction  of  the  members  and 
said  that  any  differences  which  may  have 
existed  were  born  of  that  conviction. 
•While  the  council  is  made  up  of  men 
w  ho  are  honest,  clean  and  vote  according 
to  their  honest  convictions,  the  city  of 
Duluth,  or  any  other  city,  has  nothing  to 
fear,"    he    concluded. 

Mayor  Haven  Si>eak3. 
Alderman  Haven,  who  leaves  the  coun- 
cil to  become  mayor  of  the  city,  spoke  of 
the  obligations  of  citizens.  He  said  that 
tile  citizens'  responsibility  does  not  end 
\Mth  the"  casting  of  the  ballot,  but  tnat 
overy  alderman  should  be  acquainted 
with  the  wishes  of  his  constituents.  Too 
often  the  aldermen  are  allowed  to  act  on 
r.lieir  own  responsibility,  he  said,  and  the 
people  are  prone  to  criticise  after  action 
l.s  taken  rather  than  advise  before.  H- 
commended  the  council  on  the  fact  that 
in  none  of  Us  dealings  has  politics  enter- 
ed, especially  where  the  business  of  the 
cliy  was  concerned,  but  that  every  man 
acted  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  a.s 
a  whole,  and  for  no  political  body  or 
group  of  men.  He  moved  that  the  coun- 
cil extend  its  tlianks  to  the  city  attorney, 
his  assistant,  the  press  and  the  city  clerk 
for  their  support  of  the  council  during 
the  year. 

In  supporting  >lr.  Haven's  motion.  Ald- 
erman Wilson  paid  high  tribute  to  City 
Attorney  Bert  Fesler.  As  an  attorney, 
he  said,  he  could  appreciate  the  difficul- 
ties of  the  city  attorney's  office  and  the 
work  of  the  man  who  occupied  It.  He 
said  that  no  man  had  ever  held  the  of- 
fice under  any  administration  who  had 
taken  care  of  lh«>  city's  interests  more 
efficiently  than  the  city  attorney,  and 
heartily  endorsed  the  motion.  All  rose. 
City  Attorney  Bert  Fesler.  Prerildent 
Sang  of  the  board  of  public  works  and 
City  Clerk  Cheadle  all  gave  short  talks 
and  thanked  the  council  for  its  treatment 
of  them.  Alderman  Filiatrault  moved  a 
vote  of  esteem  and  sincere  regret  for  the 
outgoing  aldermen  and  a  rising  vote  was 
taken. 

In  closing.  Alderman  McEwen  paid  trib- 
ute to  Mayor  M.   B._Cullum. 

"I  don't  believe  I  can  leave  this  council 
without  tribute  to  the  chief  executive  of 
this  city,  who  leaves  the  mayor's  office 
as  we  retire  from  the  council,"  he  said. 
•He  has  discharged  the  duties  of  the  of- 
fice with  honor  and  credit  to  himself  and 
to  the  people.  He  has  been  confronted 
with  problems  such  as  ff»w  executives  of 
this  or  any  other  city  of  the  West  have 
encountered  within  the  last  ten  years 
and  he  has  acquitted  himself  admirably. 
In  this  city  on  the  shores  of  the  great 
inland  sea.  situated  as  it  Is.  with  a  largo 
transient  population  and  accustomed  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  laws  In  a  degree, 
such  as  some  of  the  people  wanted,  his 
task  has  been  a  difficult  one.  But  when 
his  duty  presented  Itself,  he  did  it  with- 
out   fear   or   favor." 

He  moved  that  the  council  extend  Us 
greetings  and  good  wishes  to  the  retiring 
mayor  and  offer  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  many  courtesies  and  the  good  rela- 
tions which  have  existed  between  the 
chief  executive  and  the  legislative  body 
of  the  city.  Alderman  Haven  endorsed 
the  motion  and  the  unanimous  vote  was 
taken   standing. 

Tlie     Mayor's     Farewell. 
Mayor  Cullum's   valedictory    wtw   deliv- 
ered to  the  council  in  writing  as  follows: 
"    shall    take    advantage    of    this    op

portunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  your  honorable  body,  to  the 
press  and  to  the  head  of  the  various  de- 
partments for  all  that  they  have  done 
that  has  been  of  benefit  to  this  adminis- 
tration and  to  the  city  at  large.  The  last 
two  years  have  been  strenuous  years, 
and  It  Is  not  surprising  that  we  have  had 
some  disagreements,  but  I  prefer  to  re- 
member only  the  pleasant  features  and 
forget  the  disagreeable  things,  conceding 
to  all  a  perfect  right  to  disagree  with 
me  on  matters  concerning  municipal  pro- 
cedure. 

■•Our  small  personal  ambitions  and  dis- 
appointments and  our  party  contention 
should  not  be  allowed  to  Interfere  with 
the  legitimate  progress  of  our  splendid 
city;  and  those  of  us  v  ho  vacate  our  of- 
fices must  still  feel  grateful  for  the  con- 
fidence reposed  In  us  i:;  the  past,  jfifi 
because  of  valuable  knowledge  gafned 
while  Ir  the  city's  service,  not  only  as 
to  the  needs  of  the  city,  but  as  to  the 
difficulties  of  accomplishment,  we  should 
be  better  equipped  as  useful  private  citi- 
zens and  perhaps  most  toler.ant  in  our 
criticism   of   those   who  succeed   us.

Samaroff *s  Career. 

Madame  Olga  Samaroff,  the  dis- 
tinguished pianist,  who  will  give  a 
recital  tomorrow  evening  at  Pilgrim 
Congregavional  church,  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  Matinee  Musicale,  Is,  de- 
spite her  Rus^iian  name,  an  American 
girl,  having  been  bom  in  San  Antonio, 
Tex.,  where  her  father,  an  olTlcer  in 
the  army,  was  stationed.  She  is  of 
German  and  Russdan  stock,  and  most 
of  her  life  has  tieen  spent  abroad.  As 
a  child  she  was  given  to  the  care  of 
her  maternal  grandmother,  one  of  the 
.most  dislinguLshed  pianists  of  Ger- 
rmany,  and  from  her  took  her  first 
lessons.  Her  grirlhood  she  spent  in  a 
convent  in  Paris,  where  she  studied 
with    the    elder  Marmontel  and  Wider. 

In  1895,  with  176  others,  she  wont 
before  the  Jury  of  the  Paris  Conseva- 
toire  to  be  examined  for  admission  to 
that  institution.  She  was  one  of  the 
twelve  successful  candidates^,  and  she 
was  put  into  Delaborde's  classses.  with 
whom  she  worked  for  five  years.  Then 
she  went  to  Berlin,  where  she  stayed 
for  four  years,  studying  with  the  fam- 
ous Russian  teacher,  Jodlicska,  who 
died  in  the  summer  of  1904.  It  was  he 
who  told  her  she  was  ready  for  a  pub- 
lic career. 

She  decided  to  begin  this  at  hcume, 
and  in  January,  190.3,  she  ventured  an 
orches'tral  concert  in  Carnegie  hall. 
New  York,  with  the  New  York  Sym- 
phony orchestra.  Her  debut  was  most 
auspicious,  and  later  in  the  season  she 
gave  two  recitals  in  London,  receiv- 
ing the  warmest  commendation.  In 
the  fall  of  that  year  she  returned  to 
Anit-rica.,  and  during  the  whole  of 
the  past  two  season's  she  ha«  been 
hard  at  work  filling  eng^agements.  She 
has  played  with  all  the  principal  or- 
chestras of  this  country  and  at  the 
leading  music  festivafs.  Last  season 
she  had  no  less  than  seventy  engage- 
ments, her  first  being  in  early  Octo- 
ber and  her  last  in  May.

Soen*tary  Cortelyou  to  Ask  for  25 
Per  Cent  of  Government  Deposits. 

Washington,  Feb.  25 —The  secretary 
of  the  treasury  yesterday  announced 
a  £all  upon  national  banks  ^for  ap- 
proximately 25  per  cent  of  the  public 
funds,  now  held  in  inactive  deposito- 
ries having  on  deposit  such  funds  in 
th<^  sum  of  $100,000  or  more,  and  25 
per  cent  of  the  public  funds,  now  held 
by  active  depositorie.s.  where  the  de- 
posit is  $100,000  of  such  funds,  or  ex- 
cess thereof,  and  where  such  with- 
drawal can  be  made  without  incon- 
venience to  the  treasury  department 
in  the  transaction  of  public  business. 

Under  the  call,  approximately  $35,- 
0<».000  will  be  returned  to  the  treas- 
ury. 

Payments  under  this  call  will  be 
made  as   follows: 

Ten  per  cent  of  tht  amount  called, 
on  or  before  March  9,  and  the  remain- 
ing 15  per  cent,  on  or  before  March 
23. 

Secretary  Cortelyou  stated  that  ad- 
vices from  all  portions  of  the  country 
are  to  the  effect  that  thi.s  proportion 
of  the  government  funds  no\v%on  de- 
posit with  the  national  banks  can  be 
withdrawn  without  detriment  to  flnan- 
cial   conditions   in   any   section.

Lima,  Feb,  ;i5.— Ten  thousand  spec- 
tators, more  than  half  of  wh(mi  were  of- 
ficers and  men  of  the  American  fleet, 
witnessed  a  thrilling  bull  fight  yesterday 
afternoon.  President  Pardo  and  hU 
staff  occupied  the  royal  box,  and  iha 
adjoining  boxes  were  filled  with  the 
higher  officers  of  the  vijjitiug  warships. 
Society,  io<.,  was  promlneftlly  represe.nted 
and  rile  spectacle  from  start  to  finish 
was  one  noi  soon  to  be  forgotten,  espe- 
cially by  those  who  had  never  wdtnesseJ 
such   a   scene. 

The  dangers  of  bull  fighting  were 
graphically  illustrated,  for  the  first  bull 
in  the  ring  tossed  the  cliiel  matador  and 
disabled  him  from  furtlier  work.

Sheridan,  Wyo.,  Feb.  25. — Com- 
memorating the  forty-second  anni- 
versary of  the  most  memorable  event 
in  the  frontier  history  of  Wyoming 
— the  Fetterman  massacre — and  the 
raising  of  the  first  full  garrison  flag 
between  the  Platte  river  and  Mon- 
tana, Gen.  and  Mrs.  Henry  B.  Car- 
rington  of  Hyde  Park,  Mass.,  will  be 
honored  guests  of  the  Sheridan  cham- 
ber of  commerce  and  the  people  of 
the  state  during  a  fete  weelc  to  be 
held    in    their     honor     in    July. 

Gen.  Carrington,  then  a  colonel, 
was  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort 
Phil  Kearney,  near  the  present  site 
of  this  city,  and  one  of  the  three 
frontier  posts  established  in  1866 
along  the  Bozeman  road.  During 
1866-67  this  fort  was  made  the  spe- 
cial object  of  attack  by  Chief  Red 
Cloud  and  his  horde  of  savage  fol- 
lowers, and  the  history  of  Wyoming 
presents  no  more  trying  time  to  the 
soldier  than  during  this  period. 
Ma>>saered    by    Savage. 

It  was  just  outside  of  Fort  Pliil 
Kearney  that  the  gallant  Col.  Fetter- 
man. set  out  with  eighty  picked 
men'  to  rescue  a  wood  train  attacked 
by  Red  Cloud,  was  drawn  into  am- 
biu.sh  by  the  treacherous  savages,  and 
his  entire  command  massacred  l>e- 
fore    reinforcements    could    arrive. 

Here  a  decimated  garrison,  235 
miles  from  means  of  communica- 
tion with  the  government,  short  of 
ammunition  and  rations  and  con- 
stantly harassed  by  savage  bands  of 
Indians,  vainly  awaited  reinforce- 
ments. Couriers  were  started  for 
Fort  Laramie,  three  different  times, 
but  their  riderless  horses  soon  re- 
turning, told  of  their  fate.  John 
Phillips,  riding  a  thoroughbred  be- 
longing' to  Col.  Carrington.  tinally 
succeeded  in  breaking  through  the 
Indian  circle  and  summoned  help. 
To   Visit   Old   Fort. 

Gen.  Carrington  left  Fort  Phil 
Kearney  in  1867.  and  has  never  re- 
turned. Next  July,  after  an  ab- 
sence of  forty-one  years,  he  will  be

"One  (luestion  In  wljlcih  the  people 
of  the  United  States  and  ourselves  arc 
particrularly  intei-ested  La  the  refa.'tal 
of  the  Congo  Fres  State  to  cxirry  out 
its  treaty  obligations  with  regard  to 
the  granting  of  rights  for  the  chapels, 
churches  and  schools  of  the  various 
missilons.  I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to 
t'ay  something  fatisfactcry  on  this 
question  this  evening,  but  I  am  '^orry 
to  have  to  tell  the  house  that  during 
the  last  few  hours  I  have  received  In- 
fcrmation  from  Brussels  showi?ig  the 
attitude  of  the  Congo  state  to  be  even 
more  unsatisfactory  on  this  question 
that  it  was  a  year  ag^o. 

•'I  can  only  promise  the  duty  that  the 
foreign  office  will  not  lose  sight  of 
this  question  and  that  It  will  continue 
to  press  it." 

Continuing,  Lord  Fitzmaurloe  said: 
The  Britls'h  government  certainly 
vlewe<l  the  situation  with  anxiety  and 
that  these  debateiS  could  not  go  on 
forever,  but  he  hoped  the  Belgiajri  par- 
iiam.ent  would  act  up  to  its  own  high 
traditions. 

Pi'emier'8    Effort!?    Nullified. 

He  then  paid  a  tribute  to  M.  Bern- 
aiert.  when  premier,  to  reform  the 
Congo,  •'but,"  he  added,  "those  ef- 
forts were  all  reduced  to  absolute  nul- 
lity  by    influence   and   powers   entirely 


outside  the  Belgian  government,  par- 
liament and  people  and  the  result  was 
a  great  negation  of  International 
treaty  rights,  as  great  a  defiance  of 
public  law  and  as  great  a  sacrifice  ot 
the  interests  of  humanity  aa  anythin.c; 
the  modern  world  ever  has  heard  of." 

In  aJinouncing  the  early  publication 
of  a  white  book  on  the  Congo,  Lord 
Pltzmaurice  said; 

"This  book  will  include  the  first  out- 
ward and  visible  sign  of  the  co-oper- 
ation between  ourselves  and  the  United 
States — a  very  interesting  extract 
from  the  report  of  an  American  con- 
sul, which,  by  permission,  we  were  al- 
lowed  to    incorporate."' 

The  report  to  which  Lord  Fitz- 
maurice  refers  is  that  of  James  *  A. 
Smith,  the  American  consul  general 
at  Boma.  It  dc^s  with  the  \"irtual 
force<l  labor  imposed  up<jn  the  natives 
by  the  food  taxes,  the  oor.dition  of 
rubber  collecting,  and  the  cheating 
practiced  upon  them  in  the  delivery 
of  rubber  by  false  weighing.  The  re- 
port shows  that  the  women  in  the 
village  of  Leopoldviile  district  have 
practically  ceased  to  bear  children, 
owing  to  the  incessant  work  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  the  food  taxes.

In  British  Negotiations 
With  Belgians  on  Con- 
go Reform. 


London.  Feb.  25.— In  the  course  of 
the  debate  in  the  house  of  lords  yes- 
terday on  the  Congo  situation,  Lord 
Fitzmaurice,  representing  the  foreign 
office,  pleaded  for  a  little  more  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Belgian  govern- 
ment. 

He  pointed  out  the  enormous  diffi- 
culties, both  international  and  Belgian, 
that  were  in  the  way  of  a  speedy  ac- 
complishment of  the  reforms  In  the 
Congo,  desired  by  everybody.  The 
negotiations  between  the  Belgian  par- 
liament and  King  Leopold  had  now 
reached  a  crisis,  and  it  required  time 
to  adjust  the  delicate  points  of  .dif- 
ference. 

The  British  government,  the  speak- 
er said,  would  not  regard  as  satisfac- 
tory anything  short  of  a  complete 
vindication  of  both  the  treaty  obliga- 
tions and  the  claims  of  humanity. 
Lord  Fitzmaurice  said  he  thought  the 
appeals  made  for  this  country  had  re- 
ceived a  marked  response  from  the 
United  States. 

Continuing,  Lord  Fitzmaurice  said: 
"I  regard  the  co-operation  of  the 
United  Stales  of  the  highest  impor- 
tance, not  merely  because  of  the  in- 
fluep<Ie  ani  PPVCS?!  t)f  ^he  United 
3{a(eJ,  g7iS.l  *§■  Ui'is  Ts,  but  beca'us"6 
the  United  States  could  not  under  any 
conceivable  circumstances  be  charged 
with  what  Great  Britain  unfortunately 
has  been,  charged  abroad,  namely, 
purely  selfish  ambition.  The  United 
States  h^s  no  ambitions  in  Africa. 
They  were  among  the  first  to  recog-  i 
nize  the  International  Association  of  | 
the  Congo,  oyt  of  which  the  Congo 
Free  State  grew,  and  If  the  United 
States  co-operated  as  they  were  co-op- 
erating with  Great  Britain,  that  was  a 
fact  of  first-rate   importance.

Tells  of  Great  World 

Problems. 


Asia    as   the   Theater 

of  the  Twentieth 

Century. 


••When  you  nave  cancer  in  China  you 
can" I  k-:rp  this  country  and  Canada  and 
Europe  h>alihy,"  was  the  way  John 
R.  Molt  3unim«d  up  world  conditions 
among  men.  at  the  l>anquot  g-lven  in 
iiLs  hor;jr  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  directors, 
last  eveuinar,  at  tlio  Ci>nunercial  club, 
to  which  about  200  representative  bud- 
Inosji  men  wore  invited. 

Mr.  Mott  lias  a  grasp  of  world  prob- 
lexjxd  such  as  few  men  possess.  He  la 
a  mt?ml>er  o£  the  international  com- 
mittee of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  the  or- 
ganizer of  the  Students'  Volunteer 
niavement.  In  this  capacity  he  has 
made  probably  a  dozen  trips  around 
the  globe,  and  has  visited  almost  every 
country  in  the  world.  He  is  as  familiar 
"With  conditions  ajuong  men  in  Canton 
or  Bombay  as  he  is  with  those  in  New 
York,  and  he  is  as  ready  with  facts  re- 
^ardin^  Buenos  Ayres  or  St.  Peters- 
burg as  he  Is  with  Chica&o.  In  all 
of  these  countries  and  cities  he  had 
made  a  study  of  the  problems  of  young 
men.  Still  a  young  man  himself — a 
Cornel:  graduate — Mr.  Mott  is  a  most 
forceful  speaker,  and  .vith  his  wonder- 
ful grasp  of  oonditiouA,  it  wa-s  a  rare 
treat  to  hear  his  address.  For  more 
Xhsu\  an  hour  he  kept  his  listeners  in- 
tensely  interested. 

•In  the  day8  before  the  fast  steam- 
ships and  the  telegraph,  you  might 
have  hdA  a  cancer  in  China  and  n<it 
felt  Its  influence  In  America,"  he  said. 
"But  thiL  is  not  the  case  to<lay.  You 
may  be  able  to  keep  out  the  Japanese 
and  the  Chinese  with  Immigration 
laws,  but  you  can't  keep  your  ener- 
getic y  )ung  men  out  of  China  and 
Japan  and  South  America  and  .\sia. 
We  are  on  the  eve  of  a  great  Industrial 
expension.  You  oan't  aftord  to  allow 
our  young  men  to  go  to  these  coun- 
tries, become  effected  with  the  moral 
virus,  and  return  to  spread  the  disease 
at  home. 

Asia    the    Coming    Continent. 

"Asia,  to  my  mind,  will  be  the  the- 
ater of  the  twentieth  centurj'.  Tlw 
three  great  countries  of  that  continent 
impresLSsed  me  wonderfully.  India  is 
a  wonnderful  country,  or  continent,  I 
should  say.  for  It  has  more  people  and 
(more  racas  and  more  religions  and 
more  lin^s  of  political  cleavage  than 
Europe. 

"Japan  ijs  the  most  brilliant  nation 
of  Asia.  It  has  made  more  progress 
in  a  generation  than  most  nations 
have  made  in  three  or  four.  It  is  go- 
ing to  school   to  every  country  of  the 


glot)e.  The  impression  has  spread  that 
Japan  i.s  'swelled  up'  as  a  result  of  the 
recent  victories  over  Russia.  That  did 
not  impress  me  as  beli^  true.  The 
great  men  of  Japan,  to  my  mind,  have 
an  added  sense  of  their  responsibilities 
and  are  taking  their  new  conditions 
in  a  serious,   broad-minded  nnanner. 

"But  of  all  the  Eastern  countries, 
China  impressed  me  the  most— not  be- 
cause of  the  number  of  her  people, 
although  they  have  the  numbers. 
There  is  no  doubt  about  that.  You 
can't  get  out  of  sight  of  a  live  China- 
man or  the  grave  of  a  dead  one.  It 
was  not  because  of  the  antiquity  of  the 
race,  but  It  was  because  of  the -char- 
acteristics of  the  people.  They  have 
all  the  qualities  of  the  greatest  na- 
tions of  the  world — tenacity  of  pur- 
pose, defermlnatlon,  unfailing  pa- 
tience,   thrift   and   frugality." 

Mr.  Mott  then  gave  a  resume  of  the 
moral  conditions  existing  among  the 
young  men  of  these  nations.  He  told 
how  the  political,  social,  and  even  re- 
ligious, life  of  the  people  of  these 
countries  and  of  South  America  is 
permeated  with  al  kinds  of  vice  and 
immorality. 

"But  even-  admitting,  for  the  sake 
of  argument,"  said  Mr.  Mott,  after 
recounting  instances  of  the  widespread 
vice  as  it  exists,  "that  the  young  men 
of  these  nations  have  no  more  tempta- 
tions than  the  men  of  America,  I  will 
ba.se  my  whole  argument  on  the  one 
fact  that  they  have  not  the  advantage 
of  Christian  heredity  to  aid  them  In 
combating  the.se   temptations." 

TIio    Y.    M.    C.    A.    AVoik. 

Mr.  Mott  then  outlined  briefly  the 
work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  the  for- 
eign fields,  telling  of  the  manner  in 
which  branch  associations  have  been 
placed   In   strategic   points. 

"Give  us  branches  In  cities  like  Can- 
ton, Pekln,  Foochow,  Soochow  and 
Hongkong,  in  China;  Tokio,  Y'oko- 
hama.  In  Japan;  Buenos  Ayres  and 
Rio  Janeiro,  in  South  America,  and 
other  strategic  points  in  these  foreign 
countries,  and  the  rest  of  those  coun- 
tries will   take  care  of  themselves. 

The  speaker  then  told  of  the  won- 
derful religious  revivals  in  progress  in 
Korea  and  parts  of  China  and  Japan. 
Ho  claimed  that  rrhfre  missionaries 
had  worked  for  thirty  years  to  gain 
half  a  dozen  converts,  they  are  now 
gaining  converts  literally  by  the  thou- 
sands. He  told  of  a  meeting  last  win- 
ter in  Korea,  where  3,000  men  stood 
in  the  open  air,  on  a  bitterly  cold  day, 
to  listen  to  speeches  which  lasted 
three  hours,  and  stated  that  the  re- 
vival which  Is  In  progress  there  sur- 
passes even  the  great  Welsh  revival. 
He  paid  a  great  tribute  to  Mr.  Shu- 
man's    work    in    South    America.

That  the  courthouse  site  matter  is 
likely  to  be  settled  by  the  county 
board  at  the  special  meeting  to  be 
held  for  the  purpose  tomorrow,  seems 
to  be  a  foregone  conclusion.  For 
weeks,  and  even  months,  the  ques- 
tion of  the  best  location  for  the  new 
county  building  has  been  agitating 
citizens,  taxpayers  and  civic  organi- 
zations, and  everybody  will  be  glad  to 
see  the  matter  settled  and  something 
done  soon,  in  the  way  of  getting  the 
courthouse  construction   started. 

The  county  had  practically  decided 
on  Uie  location  of  the  eourthou.se  on 
the  land  purchased  iu  the  east  half  of 
the  block  between  P'irst  and  Second 
streets  and  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues 
west. 

The  courthouse  comml.ssion  even 
went  so  far  as  to  have  test  pits  put 
down  in  the  property  to  determine  the 
amount  of  rock  excavation  necessary, 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
making  of  the  plans  and  speciiicationa 
for   the   building. 

D.  H.  Burnham  &  Co.,  the 
Chicago  architects,  who  are  assi>ciated 
with  John  J.  Wangenstein  of  this  city 
in  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and 
specifications,  suggested  the  grouping 
scheme  for  Duluth's  public  buildings, 
and  the  idea  seems  to  have  struck  a 
popular  chord,  for  there  has  been  an 
enthusiastic  and  progressive  campaign 
under  way  ever  since,  having  for  its 
object  the  realization  of  the  grouping 
scheme. 

To  follow  out  the  scheme,  as  out- 
lined by  the  architects,  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  change  the  pro- 
posed location  of  the  courthouse  on 
the  land  already  acquired  to  the  corner 
of  Fifth  avenue  west  and  Second 
street.  This  will  require  the  acquisi- 
tion by  the  county  of  the  four  corner 
properties,  at  an  additional  cost  of 
about  $200,000. 

The  county  board  has  been  urged 
to  buy  the  comer  pi-operties  rnen- 
tloned,  and  determine  the  location  of 
the  new  courthouse  at  the  intersection 
of  the  street  and  avenue,  the  idea  be- 
ing that  the  government  can  be  in- 
duced to  add  to  its  holdings  west  of 
Fifth  avenue,  by  the  purchase  of  the 
remaining  four  lots  in  the  block  above 
First  street,  and  that  the  city  will 
eventually  erect  a  new  city  hall  at 
First  street  and  Fourth  avenue  west. 
Favor    Gi*ouplng    Plan. 

Strong  influence  has  been  brought  to 
boar  on  the  county  commissioners  to 
get  the  board  to  adopt  this  plan.  The 
Commercial  club  has  advocated  it  as 
an  organization  and  as  Individual 
members  and  taxpayers.  Some  of  the 
largest  taxpayers  of  the  county  have 
advocated  the  grouping  plan,  even  at 
the  additional  cost  of  the  Improve- 
ment and  business  and  professional 
men  of  all  classes  have  expressed  their 
sentiments    In    favor    of    the    grouping 

scheme.  ..         ,.    _. 

So  strong  was  public  sentiment  at 
the  kust  meeting  of  the  county  board 
that  It  was  decided  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  proposi- 
tion thoroughly,  and  report  o  the 
county  board  at  a  special  meeting,  to 
be   held   tomorrow.

"As  to  possible  delay  In  the  comple- 
thm  of  the  courthouse,  there  is  no  reason 
why  there  should  be  more  than  a  few 
months  at   the   farthest. 

"The  proceeding.^  for  the  vacation  of 
the  nece.^sary  streets  can  be  quickly- 
carried  through,  as  there  is  no  appre- 
hension of  the  opposition  of  Interested 
properly  owners— sufficient  in  number- 
to  block   the   proceedings. 

"The  fact  that  one  or  two  over-zealous 
and  narrowmindod  individuals,  having 
options  on  property  in  the  vicinity,  have 
threatened  litigation,  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  in  the  way  of  a  project 
so  unanimously  endorsed  by  our  largest 
taxpayers  and  best  citizens,  and  /raught 
with  sticti  benefits  to  our  county  and 
I  city.

SPIRIT  OF 
REVENGE 

Actuates  Roy's  Wife  in 

Murder  Charge,  Say 

Relatives, 

Police  of  Paris  Have  Re- 
ceived Warrant  for 
His  Arrest. 


Paris.  Feb.  26.— The  police  of  this 
city  havt  received  from  New  York 
a  warriirit  for  the  arrest  of  Paul  Roy. 
on  the  charge  of  murder.  This  charge 
was  made  by  Roy's  wife,  an  Amer- 
ican actress,  known  also  as  Glacia 
Calla,  who  declares  that  he  murdered 
her  brother.  George  A.  Carkins,  early 
in  January,  in  New  Hampshire.  The 
warrant  has  not  yet  been  served.  The 
French  law  does  not  permit  the  extra- 
dition of  French  citiens,  but  provides 
for  their  trial  and  punishment  In 
Fiance  for  crimes  committed  abroad. 
Roys  brothers  point  out  that  his  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Carkins  is  illegal  in 
France,  as  he  had  not  previously  ob- 
tained the  consent  of  his  parents,  and 
they  say  he  will  apply  for  a  divorce  in 
America  on  the  ground  tnat  his  wife 
misrepresented  her  age  at  the  time  of 
her  marriage,  swearing  she  was  27, 
when  she  really  was  34  years  old. 
Wife  Actuated  by  Kevengo. 

In  addition  to  declaring  that  Paul 
Roy  was  forced  to  shoot  Carkins  in 
seli'-(lefense.  the  Roy  family  charge 
that  the  accusation  of  murder  brouglit 
by  Paul's  wife  is  taken  in  a  spirit  of 
revenge  because  her  husband  informed 
her  that  he  did  not  intend  to  return 
to  America,  but  would  henceforth  live 
in  France.  The  Roy  family  tried  des- 
perately, but  unsuccessfully,  to  pre- 
vent the  marriage  of  their  brother  to 
Mi.ss  Carkin.^.  They  besought  him  to 
return  to  France  and  see  their  mother, 
who  was  about  to  enter  a  private 
hospital. 

The  father  of  the  accused  man,  Au- 
guste  Roy.  is  a  prominent  merchant, 
and  lives  at  Neuilly.  Miss  Carkins  lived 
in  Paris  several  years  ago  with  her 
aunt,  the  Baroness  von  Orendorff. 
She  was  at  one  time  engaged  to  Count 
de  Beynao.  Her  talent,  wealth  and 
beauty  gave  lier  access  to  exclusive 
circles.  She  finally  rented  a  villa  at 
Etretat  and  met  Paul  Roy.  after 
■yJjiCb  S-CCOrO^ng  to  her  friends, 
fiiiscry    began.

St.  Paul.  Feb.  26.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Attorney  General  E.  T. 
Ycung  has  answered  the  charge  of  bad 
faith  in  connection  with  the  timber 
trespass  prosecutions,  in  a  letter  to 
the  Aitkin  Age,  which  contains  some 
plain  and  rather  unpleasant  state- 
ments of  facts. 

.The  Aitkin  Age  originated  a  story 
that  has  been  widely  copied  about  the 
settlement  of  a  $26,000  trespass  prose- 
cution for  SiW.  The  puit  was  against 
Bonness  &  Co.,  of  Minneapolis,  for 
trespass  on  section  16,  township  50. 
range  21,  which  was  soid  on  An  esti- 
mate by  Mr.  Dunn  for  $50.  anj  trom 
^vhich  timber  worth  $8,750  was  cut, 
th«  iState  claims.  The  Aitkin  paper 
declarfeg  fhat  th^  salt  was  a  bluff,  and 
was  brought  for  the  recovery  of 
40  0<'0  feet  cut  by  mistake  for  Bonness 
&'co  by  K.  Olson,  but  that  recently 
the  whole  matter  was  settled  for  $200. 
Mr.    Young  shows  that   the  case  has 

fiot    be^n    settled    at    all,    eAccpt     tliat  j 
or  $200.   the    defendant   K.   Olson,   has 
been    allowed    to   settle    for   40,000   feet  1 
of   timber  cut  at   the  same  time  from 
another    state    section,     section    9    of 
50-21. 

The  case  has  not  been  settled  as 
to  section  16.  but  will  come  up  for 
trial  in  St.  Louis  county  next  month. 
The  state  claims  that  the  sale  was 
void,  because  the  law  was  violated  in 
selling  over  1^0.000  feet  without  scale. 
Therefore,  instead  of  the  $50  paid 
under  Dunn's  sale  of  the  tract,  the 
state  is  suing  Bonness  &  Co.  for  three 
times  the  value  of  the  timber  cut, 
which  wa.'*  625,000  feet,   worth  $8,750. 

The  Aitkin  article  charged  Attorney 
General  Young  wtith  commencing  a 
fictitious  suit  for  the  purpo.se  of  creat- 
ing political  prejudice  against  R.  C.

PRAYERS  FAIL 
TO  CURE  CHILD 

Coroner  Blames  Brazil. 

Iowa,  Parents  for 

Its  Death. 

Brazil,  Iowa,  Feb.  26.— A  coroner's 
Jury  today  brought  in  a  verdict  blam- 
ing Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  E.  Palmer,  be- 
lievers in  healing  by  prayer,  for  the 
death  of  their  10-year-old  boy.  While 
uttering  the  prayer  "God  Is  My  Life," 
on  his  lips,  the  son  of  the  couple  died 
at  their  home  here  Sunday,  after  hav- 
ing been  sick  with  pneumonia  for  two 
weeks. 

This  was  the  second  cnild  of  Mr.  ana 
Mrs.  Palmer  to  be  fatally  sick,  with 
only  prayers  to  aid  it.  Coroner  Tll- 
mon  and  a  jury  investigated  the  case 
and  in  addition  to  the  verdict,  asked 
the  county  attorney  further  to  in- 
vestigate the  case  and  prevent  any 
similar  occurrences  in  this  county. 


Denver,  Colo.,  Feb.  26.— With  the  sol- 
emnity and  reverence  due  to  his  holy 
position  and  spotless  character  the 
body  of  Rev.  Father  Leo  Heinrichs 
was  taken  from  St.  Elizabeth's  church 
today  to  the  union  station,  where  it 
was  placed  aboard  the  Burlington  train 
to  be  forwarded  to  Paterson,  N.  J., 
where  the  Franciscan  fathers  have 
their    American    headquarters.

Chicago,  Feb.  26.— John  A.  Linn,  for- 
mer clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  who  was 
leleaseol  froan  Joliet  penitentiary  last 
night  by  the  state  board  of  pardons, 
was  brought  to  his  home  in  this  city 
by  Mayor  Fred  A.  Busse.  Linn  looked 
a  .shadow  of  what  he  once  was.  When 
he  left  Chicago  to  serve  his  sentence, 
twenty-two  months  ago,  for  embezzle- 
ment of  public  funds,  he  was  robust 
and  powerful.  His  weight  was  200 
pounds.  As  he  stepped  from  the  train 
on  his  return,  he  possibly  weighed  140 
pounds.

Proposed  by  Senator  Nel- 
son's Amendment  to 
Army  Bill. 

Washington.  Feb.  26. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  army  appropria- 
tion bill  as  reported  to  the  house  and 
now  under  consideration  provides  very 
generous  increases  in  pay  for  the  en- 
listed man,  but  does  nothing  for  the 
officers. 

Senator  Nelson  today  gave  notice  of 
an  amendment  which  he  will  urge  to 
the  army  bill,  when  that  measure 
reaches  the  senate,  which  provides 
that  the  pay  of  officers  shall  be  as 
hereinafter  prescribed  for  the  several 
grades:  Lieutenant  general,  $11,500; 
major  general,  $8,000;  brigadier  gen- 
eral, $6,500;  colonel,  $4,200;  lieuten- 
ant colonel,  $3,600;  major.  $3,000; 
captain,  $2,500;  first  lieutenant,  $2,- 
000;  .second  lieutenant,  $1,700.  And, 
further,  that  hereafter  the  United 
States  shall  furnish  mounts  and  equip- 
mcnt.«  for  all  officers  of  the  army  re- 
quired to  be  mounted.

THE  SCIENTISTS 
ARE  AT  FAULT 

There  Are  No   Planets 

Between  the  Sun  and 

Mercury. 

San  Francisco,  Feb.  26.— That  there 
are  no  planets  between  the  sun  and 
Mercury,  and  that  scientists  will  have 
to  build  up  sf^me  other  theory  to  ex- 
plain why  Mercury  does  not  move 
In  the  regular  orbit  prescribed  for  it, 
are  the  conclusions  Prof.  W.  W.  Camp- 
bell, the  head  of  the  Lick  Observatory, 
has  arrived  at  from  the  development 
of  photographic  plates  taken  at  Flint 
Island,   several   months  ago. 

They  snow  the  complete  absence  of 
any  planet  between  the  sun  and  Mer- 
cury. 

For    fifty     years    astronomers    havo 
been    disturbed    by    the    problem    that 
MercTury   doe«   not    follow    the    path   or 
orbit    which      should      be      Its    natural 
course,    and    which    mathematical     as- 
tronomy   has    outlined     for    it.      That 
there    was   some   force   pulling  It   from 
its  orbit,  and  that  this  compelling  forco 
was    the    attraction    of    planets    Inter- 
vening  between    it    and    the    sun,    was. 
the   general    theory.       „ 
Prof.    Campbell,   la-st  night,   said: 
"The.se    photographic    plates    dlspo.so- 
of     this     theory,  and     mathematicians, 
will  have  to  look  elsewhere  for  forces.

The  veil 
of  modesty  has  been  withdrawn  and 
the  last  eligible  for  the  Carnegie  hero 
medal  stands  revealed  in  the  person 
of  Abby  Brotherton,   aged  15. 

Since  the  late  Spanish  war.  it  has 
been  hard  for  heroes  to  fly  In  the  face 
of  precedent  and  be  modest.  This  hid- 
ing one's  light  under  a  bushel  has 
been  considered  out  of  date.  Yet  Abby.

When   he   reached  the  spot  the   Nasey 

boy   was   holding   to  the  cracked   edge 

of    the    ice    with    one    hand    and    was 

about  to  sink  to  -the  ley  depths. 

Running  out  on  the  Ice  as  far  as  he 
could,  young  Brotherton  threw  himself 
prostrate  and  wriggled  to  the  hole. 
After  seizing  the  Nasey  boy  by  the 
free  arm  he  managed  to  finally  pull 
him  out  of  the  hole.  Then  he  told  the 
two  boys  to  beat  to  the  hot  Are  and 
the  hot  towels  and  disappeared.

ARCHBISHOP  FAVORS 

Bill  to  Promote  Military  Education 
in  Civil  Schools. 

Washington,  Feb.  26. — The  Haskins 
bill  to  promote  military  education  In 
civil  Institutions  of  learning  in  the 
United  States  was  up  for  hearing  to- 
day before  the  hou.se  committee  on 
military  affairs  and  among  those  who 
spoke  in  Its  support  was  Archbishop 
Ireland.  The  bill  extends  to  such  in- 
stitutions the  loan  of  military  ac- 
coutrements and  stores,  and  an  annual 
cash  bonus  for  each  pupil,  ranging 
from  $100  to  $50.  The  bill  also  pro- 
vides for  an  examination  each  June  of 
graduates  of  these  Institutions  by  offi- 
cers of  the  regular  army,  the  graduates 
who  successfully  pass  to  be  enrolled  In 
the  war  department  for  future  com- 
missions.

LONGBOAT  AND  DEERFOOT. 

Two   Indian  Runners  Said  to  Sur- 
pass Any  White  Man  in  Speed. 

There  Ls  one  Indian  running  ti>day 
who  is  said  to  too  the  fieetest  mortal 
living,  and  Sherring,  the  Canadian  hero 
of  ilie  Marathon  ra<:e  in  the  Olympic 
gamea  m  Greece,  says  he  is  the  great- 
est runner  on  earth.  Thomas  L*ongboat 
is  his  name,  he  Is  a  Canadian  Indian, 
and,  says  the  Van  Norden  Magazine, 
he  is  lean  and  stringy,  has  long  arms 
Liivd  big,  fiat,  bony  feet. 

He  caiTies  not  an  ounce  of  superflu- 
ous fiesh,  his  stride  looks  longer  than 
the  broad  jump  of  an  ordinary  man, 
and  his  ability  to  run  is  inherited  from 
generations  whose  very  existence  de- 
I>ended  upon  their  stamina  and  speed. 

Ivonglxiat  trains  at  home  on  a  farm 
upon  which  he  is  employed.  Every 
day  he  runs  from  five  to  twenty  miles. 
S.jmetimes  he  runs  alone,  but  often  is 
paced  by  a  horse.  He  weighs  140 
pounds,  and  Is  5  feet  7  Inches  tall. 

Until  he  won  the  Marathon  race  in 
Toronto  Longboat  was  unheard  of  in 
the  world  of  sport.  In  that  race  he 
was  matched  again. St  the  fastest  men 
in  the  Dominion,  and  until,.-  the  race 
lie  was  not  thought  to  have  a  chance 
to  win. 

He  arrived  at  Toronto  the  day  before 
the  race,  from  his  home  in  Caledonia, 
and  slopt  at  a  farm  house.  On  the  day 
of  the  race  he  ainxse  at  5  o'clock  in 
ihe  mornlrig,  and  before  the  other  con- 
testants were  out  of  bed  he  ran  over 
ihtj  course  Just  to  .see  if  he  could  do  it. 
When  he  had  finished  he  showed  no 
signs  of  fatigue.  , 

When  the  nice  started  in  thea  fter- 
noon  thf.  Indian  took  the  lead,  and  with 
a  long,  swinging  stride  that  never 
seemed  to  lire  ho  kept  the  lead  to  the 
tini.sh,  a/nd  was  as  fresh  when  the  race 
was  done  as  bofoi-e  he  had  made  the 
distance  the  first  time  in  the  early 
jnorning. 

Wiien  racing  L<ongboat  uses  his  bram 
quite  as  much  a-s  he  uses  his  legs.  He 
falls  behind  the  loaders,  but  keeps 
within  striking  distance  uuLll  the  last 
smiley,  whom  he  comes  to  the  front  and 
generally  wins  with  ridiculous  easi. 
He  trails  along  behind  the  fiying  lead- 
ers, matchmg  their  sprints  with  a 
barely  perceptible  lengthening  of  his 
stride,  until  his  eagle  eyes  see  signs 
of  distress  in  his  rival's  running. 

Then  he  lets  hiinself  out  and  begins 
his  effort.  Uphill  and  down  he  keeps 
the  same  merciless  clip,  but  going  along 
as  easily  as  though  he  was  out  for  a 
practice  jog. 

In  the  distance  race,  where  he 
smashed  Caffrey's  1901  record  by  more 
than  five  minutes,  the  conditions  under 
which  the  Indian  raced,  and  won,  were 
heart-breaking.  Blinded  by  dust  first, 
and  then  by  rain  and  snow,  with  the 
Last  ten  miles  of  goimg  decidedly  mud- 
dy, the  plucky  redskin  bettered  the 
record  of  il^affrey— admitted  to  be  one 
of  the  greatest  Marathon  runners  that 
ev.>r  lived— by  nearly  a  mile,  and  to  do 
this  Longboat  had  to  run  every  mile 
of  the  twenty-five  In  about  5  minutes 
and  45  seconds. 

In  the  HlstorlcaJ  buUdilng  at  Buffalo 
there  hangs  a  picture,  a  drawing  of 
E>eerf<x>t.  the  greatest  of  all  Indian  run- 
ners.   He  was  a  Seneca  Indian. 

On  one  occasion,  in  1861,  before  the 
prince  of  Wales,  now  King  Edward 
-he  ran  twelve  miles  in  54  minutes  and 
56  seoDnds.  Think  of  It— an  average  of 
4  minutes  and"  33  seconds  to  the  mile. 
It  takes  a  first-class  mile  runner  to  do 
this  now. 

D<^erfoot  frequently  raced  with 
horses;  he  often  chased  large  game, 
buffalo,  moose  and  deer,  on  fo<it.  HI.'* 
height  was  6  feet  in  his  stockings,  and 
he  weighed  170  pounds.  He  never  cared 
for  the  me<lals  he  won  by  l^ls  running, 
and  as  soon  as  he  got  them  he  would 
.hand  them  to  some  lady  or  little  girl, 
who  chanced  to  be  standing  near  by.

THE  LOST  STATUE  0F~ 

HIAWATHA  IS  FOUND. 

New  York,  Feb.  26.— A  lost  statue  of

Horace  Russell,  being  In  Eu- 
rope, It  will  be  too  late  to  obtain  per- 
mission for  the  taking  bf  a  piaster 
cast  of  the  statue  for  the  commemor- 
ative exhibition  of  the  sculptor's  work, 
which  will  open  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art  in  this  city  on  March 
3.

ASSASSIN  WILL 
SOON  BE  TRIED 

Murderer  of  Father  Leo 

to  be  Brought  Back 

to  Denver. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Feb.  26. — An  infor- 
mation charging  Gulseppe  Alio,  alias 
Angelo  Gabriele  and  Gulseppe  Guar- 
naccio,  with  the  murder  of  Father 
Francis  Leo  Heinrlchs,  was  filed  today 
in  the  district  court  by  District  Attor- 
ney George  A.  Stidger.  This  action  is 
taken  to  indicate  that  the  authorities 
have  secured  ivhm  the  prisoner  all  the 
information  concerning  his  crime  and 
his  connections  which  they  deem  nec- 
essary or  expect  him  to  divulge.  He 
will  be  brought  secretly  back  to  Den- 
ver from  Colorado  Springs,  to  whicli 
city  he  was  removed  last  Sunday  night 
for  safekeeping,  and  will  be  placed  on 
trial  at  as  early  a  date  as  can  be  ar- 
ranged for  by  the  district  attorney's 
office. 

In  his  confession  to  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Denver  police  department 
Alio  said  that  he  mistook  Father  Leo 
for  an  Italian  priest  who  had  taken  an 
active  part  in  fighting  Revolutionists 
in  Avola,  Sicily,  and  whom  they  de- 
termined to  kill  after  they  had  been 
compelled  to  flee  to  Argentina. 

Alio  said  he  did  not  know  the  name 
of  the  priest,  but  that  he  was  an  as- 
sistant to  Father  Mlchalfl  in  Avola  and 
In  a  street  fight  on  Easter  Sunday, 
1895,  was  struck  with  a  club.  Alio 
said  he  thought  he  identified  Father 
Leo  as  the  priest  by  a  scar  on  his 
forehead,   resulting  from  his  injury.

Two  Chisholm  Residents 

Sue  Their  Pastor 

for  $640. 

The  trial  of  the  civil  action  of  J. 
J.  Hayes  and  E.  J.  Casey  of  Chisholm 
against  Rev.  J.  D.  Kanly  of  that 
village,  to  recover  $640,  which  the 
plaintiffs  claim  to  have  been  defraud 
ei  of  on  a  land  deal,  \va|  started  in 
Judge  Cant's  room  yesterday  after- 
noon. 

It  Is  claimed  that  when  Mr.  Manly 
went  to  Chi.sholm  from  Hincltley, 
Minn.,  he  told  the  plaintiffs  of  some 
rich  copper  ore  discuwries  in  Pino 
county  and  represented  to  them  that 
he  knew  of  a  farm  in  the  ore  belt 
on'  which  there  was  a  mortgage,  and 
on    which   he  got   a   io»v   figure. 

The  plaintiffs  claim  that  Mr.  Manly 
promised  to  put  the  deal  through  if 
they  would  furnish  the  money,  and 
give   him  an  eighth  interest. 

L.  H.  Macusick,  the  fee  owner,  is 
said  to  have  given  Mr.  Manly  an 
option,  and  the  plaintiffs  executed  two 
notes,  one  for  $4uO.  payable  in  one 
year,  and  the  other  for  $400,  payable 
in   two   years. 

The  transfer  of  the  property  was 
made  to  Mr.  Manly  and  by  him  to  the 
plaintiffs,  the  second  transfer  price 
being  $10  per  acre,  amounting  in  all 
to  $1,600. 

Messrs.  Hayes  and  Casey  allege  that 
th<'  land  was  transferred  to  Mr.  Manly 
for  $6  per  acre  or  for  $960  in  all.  They 
charge  him  with  defrauding  them  of 
the  difference  between  the  price  he 
paid  for  the  land  and  what  they  paid 
him   for   the  property,    which   is  $640. 

Mr.  Manly  claims  that  the  plaintiffs 
fully  understood  that  they  were  to 
pay  lum  $1,600  for  the  land,  after  he 
had  .secured  it  from  Macusick,  and 
that  the  original  price  was  known  to 
them   at   the   time   the  deal   was   made. 

M.  H.  McMahon  represents  the  plain- 
tiffs, anvl  H.  B.  Fryberger  represents 
Mr.    Manly.

Ju«t  recovering  from  the  effects  of 
swallowing  Paris  green,  in  an  attempt 
to  end  his  life.  Charles  DitUnan  of 
613  East  Tenth  street,  tried  to  commit 
suicide  again  yesterday  by  cutting  his 
throat  with  a  knifo.

New  Yorker  Gives  Most 
Expensive  Dinner  Mil- 
waukee Ever  Saw. 

Milwaukee.  Wis.,  Feb.  26.— The  most 
co.stIy  dinner  ever  spread  in  Milwaukee 
was  given  In  the  red  room  of  the 
Hotel  Pflstcr.  Monday  night.  James 
B.  Regan,  owner  of  Hotel  Knicker- 
bocker, New  York,  was  the  host  of 
twenty-nine  Milwaukee  friends.  The 
dinner  cost  approximately  $1,500. 

The  decorations  of  the  room  and  the 
banquet  table  were  elaborate.  About 
the  sides  of  the  ix)om  extended  a  bank 
of  ferns  and  palms,  in  which  sparkled 
red.  white  and  blue  lights.

RARE  BOOZE  IS

Several  Street   Railway 

Officials   Take    in 

Some  "Evidence." 

When  the  offices  of  the  street  rail- 
way company  were  moved,  the  other 
day,  from  the'  old  building  at  Eleventh 
avenue  \ves>t  and  Superior  street,  to  the 
new  office  building  in  the  West  end,  a 
bottle  of  whibky  was  found  which  fig- 
ured in  a  most  exciting  damage  suit 
ag'ainst  tlio  company  in  1892. 

The  bottle  was  se-aled  and  exactly 
wlitre  it  had  be<n  put  afttr  the  trial, 
and  the  railway  company  had  won, 
vas  not  known.  A  patron  brought  suit 
against  the  street  car  people  for  dam- 
ages, on  account  of  injuries  received 
on  one  of  the  compauys  lines.  Tlie 
company  contended  that  the  plaintiff 
^^'as  drunk,  and  the  bottle  of  whisky 
■^sls  a  part  of  the  evidence  against 
him.  The  atrcct  railway  company  was 
victorious,  for  the  jury  upheld  their 
contention  that  the  plaintiff  was  under 
the  influence  of  liquor  at  the  time  of 
the  accident,  and  that  the  railway 
company  was  not  responsible. 

But  all  these  years  the  whisky  has 
rtmained,  scaled,  in  the  offices  of  the 
company.

Four  numbers  of  the  committee 
voted  against  this  decision  and  one 
Uiember  did  not  vote. 

The  decision  declares  that  the  guilt 
if  the  negroes  was  submitted  by  Sen- 
ator Ivodge,  and  was  adopted  after  five 
resolutions  by  Senator  Foraker.  one 
by  Senator  l>upont  and  one  by  Sena- 
tor Scott,  all  of  which  were  offered 
as  substitutes,  had  been  voted  down. 
Tlie  vote  yesterday  was  reached 
after  prolonged  investigation,  extend- 
ing over  two  sessions  of  ccMigress,  and 
evidence  had  been  taken  covering 
thousand.-'  of  pages.  Throughout  the 
entire  investlgatton,  which  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  had  Ijeen  made  a 
political  Issue,  the  anti-administration 
campaign  has  been  decided  by  Senator 
Foraker. 

In  the  final  vote  in  the  committee 
a  majority  of  the  Kt  pablican  members 
came  to  his  support.  The  Ohio  sen- 
ator expressed  himself  as  gratified  at 
this.,  as  it  was  apparent  from  the  out- 
set that  all  of  the  Democratic  mem- 
bers were  convinced  that  the  negroes 
did  the  shooting. 

Fight  to  lie  Taken  to  Senate. 

The  figlu  will  be  carried  to  the  floor 
of  the  senate.

Senator  Foraker  offered  as  a  substi- 
tute the  following:  "The  testimony 
wholly  fails  to  identify  the  individuals 
or  any  of  them,  who  participated  in 
the   shooting  affray." 

The  Foraker  substitute  was  defeated 
by  a  vote  of  8  to  5,  the  affirmatives 
bdng;  Scott,  Foraker,  Hemenway, 
Bulkeley   and  Dupont. 

The  negatives  were:  Warren,  Lodge, 
Warner.  Taliaferro.  Foster,  Overmann, 
Frazier  and  McOreary.  The  last  five 
named  are  Democrats. 

The  allgn.ment  sub.stantially  was 
the  same  on  most  of  the  substitutes 
offered.  The  Lodge  resolution  finally 
was  adopted  by  the  same  division,  ex- 
cept that  Senator  Dupont  did  not  vote, 
making  three  Republicans  and  five 
Democrats  in  favor  of  supporting  the 
discharge  of  the  negroes  and  four 
Republicans  on  record  against  it.

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BIG  TUNNEL 

IS  OPENED 

Governors  and  Prominent 

Men  Passengers  in 

First  Train. 

New  York,  Feb.  26.— Bearing  8OO  dis- 
tinguished guests,  iniluding  Governor 
Charles  E.  Hughes  and  Governor  John  F. 
Fort  and  their  staffs  a  train  of  eight 
cars  marking  the  formal  opening  of  the 
$6(.i,000.0C0  tunnel  and  submarine  system 
linking  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  rolled 
out  of  the  Manhattan  terminal  at  3:40 
o'clock  yesterday  afterno-5n,  two  minutes 
after  Pi"esident  Roosevelt  had  flashed  the 
starting    signal. 

The  train  rushed  away  on  Its  Journey 
under  ground  beneath  the  hitherto  \\r\- 
conejuerable  Hudson  to  the  Hoboken  sta- 
tion. At  3:30  o'clock  William  McAdo, 
president  of  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan 
Railroad  company,  sent  the  following 
message  over  a  special  wire  to  the  White 
House.  . ,  ^    , 

•To  Theodore  Roosevelt,  president  of  the 

rnited   Slates: 

"The  first  train  of  the  Hudson  &  Man- 
bailan  Railroad  company  awaits  your 
signal  and  jileasure." 

Six  minutes  later  the  signal  to  start 
was  received.  Slowly  at  first,  but  grad- 
ual! v  gaining  momentum,  the  train  swe-pt 
down  the  inclined  mile  to  Christopher 
.street,  where  the  plunge  beneath  tUe 
Hudson    was    made. 

As  the  train  passed  under  the  red- 
white  and  blue  lighted  slgrnal  marking 
the  dividing  line  between  New  York  and 
New  Jersey,  the  two  governors  arose  and 
clasped  hands  while  the  railway  officials 
who  also  occupied  the  first  car  shouted 
mutual  congratulations.  On  the  crowded 
train  was  but  one  woman— Miss  Grac-3 
Bigelow,  who  accompanied  her  father, 
John  Bigelow,  the  publicist  and  former 
ambassador  to  Great  Britain.

MAROONED  SAILOR 

Will  be  Rescued  From  Wild  Islaid 
by  the  Vorktown. 

Lima,  Feb.  26.— The  tender  Yankton 
will  leave  here  on  Friday  for  the  Gala- 
r-agos  islands;  to  search  for  the  Ameri- 
can seaman,  Frederick  Jeffs,  who  Is 
stranded  on  Indefatagable  island,  the 
wildest  of  the  group  which  lie  off  the 
western  coast  of  Ecuador. 

Jefts  was  a  member  of  tJie  crew  of 
the  Norwegian  vessel  Alexandria, 
bound  from  New  Castle,  N.  S.  W..  to 
Panama.  She  was  blown  off  her  coui-se 
by  a  storm  and  wrecked  off  the  islands. 
Jeffs  being  one  of  those  who  managed 
to  reach  shore.  Eventually  all  but 
Jeffs  of  the  shipwrecked  sailors  were 
rescued  by  a  merchantman.  The  fact 
Uiai  he  remained  praciieally  alone  on 
the  island  was  communicated  to  the 
American  government,  which  ordered 
Rear  Admiral  Evans  to  send  one  of 
his  ships  to  bring  him  back  to  the 
world  again. 

After  rescuing  Jeffs,  the  Y'ankton 
will  proceed  to  Acuahua,  Mexico  and 
Magadelena  bay. 

EXPRESSES  DOUBT. 

No  VegetabU  or  Animal  Life  on 
Other  Planets,  Says  Bishop. 

A  doubt  as  to  the  existence  of  either 
animal  or  vegetable  life  on  any  of  the 
planets  of  the  solar  system,  with  the 
exce^ption  of  the  earth,  was  expressed 
by  Rt.  Rev.  J.  D.  Mesrrison,  last  even- 
ing, during  the  course  of  a  lecture  on 
•Tlie  Story  of  the  Stars,"  in  the  Trin- 
ity pro-cathedral  hall.  He  said  he 
could  find  no  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
existence  there  of  life  in  any  form  In 
any  astronomical  works  that  were 
ever  publishe^d. 

A  large  audience  listened  to  the 
ic-cture,  and  appreciation  of  the  speak- 
er's words  freeiuently  broke  fe^rth  Into 
applause.  Bishop  Morrison,  during  the 
course  of  his  talk,  exhibited  his  large 
telescope,  which  has  a  magnifying 
power  of  fram  40  to  400  diameters.  He 
emphasized  the  immensity  of  space  by 
saying  It  would  take  a  railway  traiiv 
running  forty  miles  an  hour,  265  years 
to  reach  the  .sun.

Has  Been  on  Eighteen 

Days— 1,900  Pages  of 

Testimony. 


This  Is  the  eighteenth  day  In  the 
taking  of  testimony  in  the  Cedar 
Island  Lake  land  case,  now  being 
heard  in  the  local  United  States  land 
office.  The  case  came  up  for  hear- 
ing Feb.  3,  and  has  been  on  ever 
since,  with  the  exception  of  Sundays, 
holidays  and  one  intermission  of  two 
or  three  days.  The  actual  taking  of 
testimony  has  consumed  eighteen  days' 
time,  and  it  is  expected  the  case  will 
run  for  another  ten  days.  -This  is  the 
longest  hearing  in  the  history  of  the 
local  land  office.  Already  1,900  pages 
of  testimony  have  been  taken,  and 
probably  the  total  number  will  reach 
3,000  before  the  hearing  comes  to  an 
end. 

The  trouble  arose  over  the  conflict- 
ing claims  of  John  Shea,  Michael  Cro- 
nin,  Malinda  Tanner,  widow  of  W.  A.

A  SOBERING-UP  TIME. 

The  iieraid  has  laf.-Iy  t.->intcd  out  the  sharp  falling 
off  in  this  country's  imports  which  followed  the  panic  of 
last  fall,  and  has  emphasized  the  importance  of  this  tend- 
ency as  pointing  the  way  to  quick  resumption  of  legiti- 
mate industries  through  the  restoration  of  the  supply 
of  capual.  Capital  put  into  luxuries  is  capital  more  or 
less  wasted,  since  it  lowers  the  nation's  ability  to  pro- 
duce the  necessaries  of  life.  .\  little  luxury  in  highly 
prosperous  times  can  be  easily  managed,  and  it  is  always 
to  be  l.ioked  for.  But  when  tinancial  stringency  clamps 
down  lis  vise  the  first  move  should  be  to  cut  off  luxuries 
immediately,  in  order  to  restore  the  country's  capacity 
to  produce  the  necessaries. 

Last  .\v.gust  our  imports  were  $126,000,000,  only 
$8,000,000  less  than  the  record  month,  December.  1906. 
In  December  the  total  dropped  to  $92,250,000.  and  in 
January  it  was  cut  to  $85,700,000.  In  these  months  the 
exports  held  up  to  record-breaking  levels,  December's 
bemj;  the  largest  month's  exports  in  the  history  of  the 
country,  and  January's  the  next  largest. 

An  analysis  of  the  detailed  returns  of  the  country's 
imports  shows  that  the  greatest  reductions,  as  might 
have  been  expected,  were  in  luxuries.  The  greatest  cut 
vas  in  diinionds,  the  imports  of  wliich  was  gi  per  cent 
less  in  December,  u)07.  than  in  December,  1906.  Jewelry 
showed  a  reduction  nearly  as  great,  falling  off  60 .  per 
cent.  Sill-rs  dropped  off  40  per  cent,  automobiles  45  per 
cer.t,  furs  and  skins  ^ji  per  cent,  wines  30  per  cent,  art 
works  20  per  cent,  opium  50  per  cent,  hats  and  bonnets 
25  per  cent,  sp'.'cs  40  per  cent,  leather  goods  50  per  cent, 
etc.  M')St  i)f  tiese  are  clearly  luxuries,  though  some  of 
them  include  necessaries.  Leather  goods,  for  instance, 
we  need  all  the  time,  but  the  falling  off  is  greater  in  those 
forms  of  leather  which  constitute  luxuries  than  in  the 
forms  that  constitute  necessaries  It  is  hard  to  classify 
opium,  which  fell  off  one-half.  If  it  is  used  as  a  medi- 
cine, it  is  a  necessary,  perhaps,  but  if  it  is  used  to  in- 
dulge a  hab'.t,  it  is  worse  than  a  lu.xury — it  is  a  vice. 

Tobacco  is  a  luxury  or  a  necessary  or  a  vice,  depend- 
ing upon  which  way  you  look  at  it.  Imports  of  leaf 
tobacco  fell  off  one-half,  while  imports  of  manufactured 
tobacco,  mostly  cigars  and  cigarettes,  only  fell  off  10  per 
cent,  showing  that  the  importers  expected  us  to  keep  on 
smoking  whether  times  were  good  or  bad. 

The  tendency  shown  in  these  figures  is  a  good  one, 
and  j'-i5t  v/liat  the  c-)untry  needed.  Since  economy  was 
clearlj'  necessary,  the  place  for  its  first  use  was  in  the 
luxuries.  We  could  easily  dispense  with  our  diamonds, 
jewelry,  furs,  silks,  automobiles,  wines  and  imported 
hats  and  bonnets,  and  the  more  of  these  we  dispense 
with  the  more  we  shall  have  left  for  jilain  clothes,  plain 
food  and  wholesome   living  of  the  simple  life. 

In  short,  the  country  is  in  a  position  something  like 
that  of  the  man  who  has  been  scattering  his  patrimony 
with  a  lavisli  hand,  and  who,  on  finding  that  he  could 
not  keep  it  up  without  going  into  bankruptcy,  suddenly 
settles  down  to  plain  living  and  high  thinking,  with  the 
result  that  he  will  shortly  be  better  off  physically,  men- 
tally and   financially. 


the  point  raised  in  the  previous  article.  In  that  article 
no  direct  reference  to  the  Duluth  schools  was  made  or 
intended.  It  was  general  in  its  scope,  though  it  included 
the  Duluth  schools  quite  as  much  as  any  others,  since 
conditions  here  do  not  differ  greatly  from  those  prevail- 
ing elsewhere.  It  is  true  that  excellent  manual  training 
courses  are  provided  in  the  Duluth  Central  high  school 
and  in  the  West  Duluth  high  school,  which  is  designed 
to  become  a  practical  training  school. 

But  this  gives  no  help  to  the  large  percentage  of 
pupils  that  are  compelled  to  leave  school  before  they 
reach  the  grades  in  which  such  training  is  provided, 
rhe  point  is  that — generally  speaking — not  half  the 
pupils  even  finish  the  grammar  school  grades,  and  that 
only  8  per  cent  of  the  pupils  are  able  to  finish  the  high 
school.  Manual  training  is  available  for  the  27  per  cent 
of  the  pupils  that  finish  the  first  grade  of  the  high  school, 
the  17  per  cent  that  finish  the  second  grade  of  the  high 
school,  the  12  per  cent  that  finish  the  third  grade  of  the 
high  school  and  the  8  per  cent  that  are  graduated  from 
the  senior  class  of  the  high  school. 

But  what  is  there  for  the  60  per  cent  that  is  not  able 
to  complete  the  grammar  school  course?  JkVhat  is  there 
tor  the  still  greater  number  that  leave  school  with  the 
seventh  grade  and  for  those  who  "complete"  their  educa- 
tions with  even  lower  grades? 

There  is  something  for  these  unfortunates,  of  course. 
This  is  lucky,  because  they  constitute  a  majority  of  the 
population.  But  is  there  enough?  Isn't  the  conven- 
tional educational  system  too  top  heavy?  Doesn't  it 
give  too  much  of  its  attention  to  those  who  can  com- 
plete its  requirements,  and  doesn't  it  do  this  at  the  sacri- 
fice  of  the   needs   of  the  majority? 

That  was  the  point  intended  to  be  made  by  The 
Herald,  and  it  is  the  point  to  which  Prof.  Thorndyke 
of  Columbia  university  has  dedicated  the  bulletin  of  the 
federal  bureau  of  education  from  which  the  figures  used 
here  were  obtained. 


TAXING  SPECIAL  PRIVILEGES. 

In  his  annual  report  made  to  the  city  council  Monday 

evening   City   Comptroller  W.   S.   McCormick   made   the 

very  pertinent  and   timely  suggestion  that  a   committee 

be  appointed  by  the  council  to  look  about  and  see  if 
there  are  not  ways  in  which  the  city's  income  can  be 
increased  without  burdening  the  small  payer  of  direct 
taxes. 

The  city  comptroller's  suggestion  embodied  the  taxa- 
tion of  special  privileges  of  greater  or  less  value.  There 
arc  hundreds  of  these  in  every  city,  from  the  public  serv- 
ice corporations  down  to  billboards,  sidewalk  signs, 
space  under  sidewalks  used  by  business  houses,  etc. 

Many  of  these  special  privileges  are  taxed  in  other 
cities,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  many  of  them  are 
taxed  here.  A  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose 
could  do  really  valuable  work  by  making  a  tiiorough  in- 
vestigation of  this  subject,  and  by  reporting  to  the  coun- 
cil upon  what  privileges  are  proper  subjects  for  taxation, 
and  upon  the  size  of  the  tax  and  the  manner  of  its  impo- 
sition. Much  valuable  information  of  this  nature  could 
be  acquired  by  correspondence  with  the  municipal 
authorities  in  other  cities. 

It  would  not  be  necessary  to  make  atiy  of  these 
taxes  burdensome,  nor  should  they  be  made  so  heavy 
as  to  embarrass  any  business  interest.  But  at  the  same 
time  considerable  revenue  could  probably  be  derived 
from  this  source,  thus  lightening  the  burden  now  borne 
by  the  direct  taxpayers. 

The  subject  is  certainly  deserving  of  careful  investi- 
gation, and  the  new  council  should  by  all  means  take  it 
up  and  appoint  a  committee  to  sec  what  can  be  done 
about  it. 


MISINFORMATION. 

It  is  not  surprising  to  find  W.  H.  Truesdale,  president 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  railroad,  in- 
forming the  stockholders  in  his  road  that  the  present 
financial  depression  is  due  to  "general  indiscriminate 
abuse  of  the  railroads  and  their  management,"  and  that 
agitati:>n  against  the  railroads  is  responsible  for  the 
"paralytic  stroke"  which  the  railroads  have  suffered. 

But  it  isn't  so.  N'o  student  of  economic  conditions 
and  of  business  tendencies  can  content  himself  with  the 
too  absurdly  simple  explanation  that  the  panic  was  due 
to  "agitation"  or  to  the  president's  campaign  for  fair 
play,  when  the  evidence  is  so  strongly  to  the  effect  that 
other  things  caused  the  trouble.  Chief  among  these 
other  things,  so  far  as  the  railroads  are  concerned,  was 
the  bitter  outcry  made  by  railroad  magnates  when  the 
people  began  to  insist  that  railroad  affairs  be  regulated 
by  government  in  the  interests  of  the  people.  The  mag- 
nates, as  soon  as  this  sentiment  became  evident,  cried 
out  loudly  that  the  country  was  being  ruined.  The  main 
effect  of  these  outcries  was  that  so  many  people  believed 
them  that  the  railroads  found  it  difficult  to  borrow  the 
money  they  needed  to  put  their  roads  in  condition  to 
meet  the  demands  of  traffic. 

Besides,  there  is  no  "paralytic  stroke."  The  country 
is  in  a  sound  condition  at  this  moment,  except  that 
abuses  by  the  railroad  managers  and  Wall  street  exploit- 
ers have  disturbed  confidence  and  created  a  senseless 
fright  which  seems  to  have  affected  the  very  men  that 
created  it  more  than  it  has  anybody  else. 


EDUCATION  FOR  THE  MANY. 

Recently  Tiie  Herald  pointed  out  the  failure  of  the 
conventional  public  school  system  in  this  country  to 
make  adequate  provision  for  the  large  numbers  of  pupils 
who  are  forced  to  leave  school  before  completing  any 
coarse,  and  suggested  that  there  was  room  for  and  need 
of  a  vast  improvement  in  that  respect.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  while  manual  training  and  kindred  practical 
courses  for  boys  and  girls  are  more  or  less  generally 
provided,  they  are  also  'more  or  less  desultory  and  in- 
effective," 

Since  then  a  friend  of  The  Herald's,  who  has  clearly 
misapprehended  this  newspaper's  purpose  and  intent,  has 
said:  "Surely  The  Herald  cannot  be  aware  of  the  large 
amount  of  very  practical  work  along  manual  training 
lines  that  is  being  done  in  the  Duluth  high  schools." 

The  Herald  is  fully  aware  of  this  work,  and  approves 
it   very   much   indeed.     But   it   is   altogether   aside   from 


PICKING  A  LEGISLATURE. 

In  the  old-fashioned  almanacs  you  used  to  find  such 
weather  predictions  as  this:  "About  this  time  look  for 
showers." 

Paraphrasing  that  conservative  system  of  prophecy, 
The  Herald  would  suggest:  "About  this  tune  look 
around  to  see  what  kind  of  material  your  district  is 
going  to  furnish  for  the  legislature." 

This  is  the  year  in  which,  among  other  things,  the 
people  of  this  state  are  going  to  elect  119  members  of 
the  lower  branch  of  the  state  legislature.  Xo  senators 
are  to  be  elected,  as  those  now  in  office  hold  over  for 
two  years  more.  But  the  house  is  renewed  every  two 
years,  and  now  is  the  time  for  the  people  to  look  about 
and  see  what  kind  of  representatives  they  are  going  to 
have. 

Two  years  ago  The  Herald  spoke  frequently  under 
the  title  "Strong  Men  Wanted."  That  subject  is  as  good 
today  as  it  was  then,  because  the  same  process  is  due 
once  more. 

The  people  of  every  district  in  the  state  should  pick 
their  representatives  with  the  utmost  care.  The  tend- 
ency has  been  to  underestimate  the  importance  of  select- 
ing members  of  the  legislature.  Though  the  average 
Minnesota  legislature  contains  many  strong,  courageous 
and  public-spirited  men,  the  average  is'  not  so  high  as 
it  should  be.  This  is  true  not  alone  of  Minnesota  but 
of  other  states  as  well,  though  it  is  Minnesota  that  we 
of  the  North  Star  state  are  particularly  interested  in 
just  now.  There  are  men  in  the  average  Minnesota 
legislature  that  you  wouldn't  select  to  manage  any  kind 
of  business  for  you,  yet  who  have  just  as  much  influ- 
ence as  the  best  men  in  office,  and  often  more.  There 
are  weak  men,  venal  men,  selfish  men,  designing  men, 
as  well  as  strong,  able  and  patriotic  men.  It  would  be 
infinitely  better  if  the  bad  ones  could  all  be  retired  and 
replaced  by  good  ones. 

But  particularly  is  it  necessary  that  Northern  Minne- 
sota should  send  its  very  best  men,  and  that  they  should 
be  sent  unhampered  by  anything  except  the  obligation 
to  do  their  level  best  for  Northern  Minnesota.  This  is 
sectionalism,  it  is  true,  but  sectionalism  has  been  forced 
upon  North.ern  Minnesota  becau.se  of  its  numerical 
weakness  in  the  legislature  and  because  of  its  peculiar 
needs.  It  is  not  sectionalism  that  threatens  harm  to  any 
other  part  of  the  state,  however,  but  since  its  main  object 
is  to  develop  and  upbuild  the  waste  areas  of  this  end  of 
the  state,  its  success  means  greater  wealth,  greater  pros- 
perity and  greater  glory  for  the  entire  commonwealth. 
The  three  legislative  districts  between  which  Duluth 
is  divided  will  elect  six  members  of  the  lower  house  this 
year.  The  need  for  care  in  selecting  these  six  men  is  as 
great  as  it  is  in  any  part  of  the  state,  if  not  greater. 
They  should  be  representative  men,  every  one;  men  in 
whom  the  city  and  the  state  will  have  confidence,  men 
with  personal  force  enough  to  make  their  influence  felt, 
men  who  can  and  will  "do  things." 

Furthermore,  they  should  be  from  a  class  which  sel- 
dom seeks  such  honors  because  its  members  are  busy,  and 
men  of  this  class  should  not  hesitate  to  assume  the  respon- 
sibilities of  this  vastly  important  and  highly  honorable 
position  when  it  is  offered  to  them.  It  is  their  duty  to 
their  city,  their  districts  and  their  state  to  take  their  turn 
at  this  public  dntj',  even  if  it  involves  some  personal 
sacrifice.

erninent."  Mr.  Blanchard  s^aid  that  at  the 
present  rate  at  which  people  were  com- 
ins  into  the  country  it  would  be  but  a 
comparatively  short  time  when  the  avail- 
able farming  land  would  be  cccupitd.

Gratifying  Report  is  Made  by  State 
Labor  Department. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Feb.  26.— (Special  to 
Tbe  Herald.) — Figui'es  compiled  by  the 
state  labor  department  show  a  decid- 
ed reduction  !n  the  employment  of 
child  labor  in  Minnesota  for  the  year 
just  passed.  An  inspection  made  of 
twenty-seven  cities  and  towns,  cover- 
ing sixty-four  industries,  located  648 
child  wiwliers.  Of  this  number  42S 
were  boys  and  220  girls. 

In  1906  an  inspection  made  in  forty- 
five  cities  and  towns,  and  covering 
seventy-four  industries,  brought  to 
light  993  child  woricers.  The  boya 
numbered  712  and  the  girls  281. 

In  Minneapolis,  last  year,  at  the  fall 
inspection,  there  were  employed  107 
boys  and  46  girls.  In  St.  Paul  150  b<:»y3 
and  85  girls,  a-nd  in  Duluth  40  boys  and 
22  girls.  In  the  department  stores  132 
children  were  found;  49  in  the  boot  and 
shoe  fa?torie.s.  in  printing  <inO  publish- 
ing establishments  62,  in  luniocr  mills 
33,   and  in  knitting  factories  32. 

In  all  1,025  permits  for  children  to 
work  were  Issued  by  superintendents 
over  the  stat-3.  Of  this  number  675 
V  ere  Itsuei  to  boys  and  370  to  girls.

REVOLUTION 
IS  IMMINENT 

Life    of   Monarchy   in 

Portugal  Will  be 

the  Stake. 


Both  Sides  Take  Breath- 
ing Spell  Before  Com- 
ing Fray. 


Lisbon,  Feb.  26.— Whether  or  not  a  re- 
public is  3«x>n  to  supplant  the  monarchy 
In  Portugal.  It  Is  practically  the  unani- 
mous opinion  here  that  the  near  future 
will  witness  a  violent  political  struggle 
In    which   the   life   of   the   monarchy  may 


bo  the  stake.  The  comparative  tranquil- 
ity since  the  assassinations  is  -simply  a 
breathing  spell  in  which  th«»  forces  of  the 
monarchy  on  the  one  hand  and  p<ipular 
government  on  the  other  are  being  mar- 
shalled for  the  coming  fray,  the  battle- 
tkld  of  wliich  will  be  Lisbon.  Tlie  inas.'^es 
ot"  the  people  In  the  country  are  Ignorant 
and  liave  hitherto  been  entirely  Indifferent 
to  the  political  battles  which  have  con- 
vulsed the  capital.  Lisbon  for  polltl' al 
purpose.<i  Is  Portugal  and  the  Republl- 
can.s  are  confldent  the  Influence  of  the 
capital,  which  they  assert  i.s  almost 
unanimou.sly  Republican  will  sound  the 
kiu'll    of    the    monarchy. 

Since  the  assassinations  of  King  Carlos 
and  Crown  Prince  Luiz  the  Republicans 
have  been  joined  by  the  Dissident  Pro- 
gres.slsts  and  they  Intend  to  make  their 
campaign  for  a  ehang»»  of  regime  op.'-nly 
in  tlie  coming  electoral  contest.  Ex- 
Ueputy  .\Imeida,  wiio  is  at  the  head  of 
the  Republican  organization  declares  that 
their  campaign  has  virtually  betn  made 
for  them  by  the  revelation  of  the  scan- 
daluos  abti.-<e  of  the  old  parties.  The  ex- 
posure of  the  political  corruption,  the 
nmnner  in  which  an  army  of  clients  was

It   is   near    the   transconti- 
nental   railway    lines    from    Constanti- 
nople to  0.stend  and  London  and  from 
Madrid    to   St.    Petersburg. 

The  profess-jr  will  mn  buy  the  state, 
but  will  turn  it  into  an  Esperantist 
community.

Washington.  Feb.  26.-(Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Congress  during  the  last  session 
passed  an  act  to  amend  the  law  relating 
to  the  time  when  live  stock  may  be  k.-pt 
in  transit  without  unloading.  Until  the 
enactment  of  that  amendatory  law  It  was 
unlawful  for  a  railroad  company  to  re- 
tain cattle  or  other  live  stock  on  cars  in 
transit  for  more  than  twenty-eight  hours 
at  one  time.  At  the  end  of  that  period 
the  animals  were  required  to  be  unloaded- 
fed  and  watered.  The  railroad  com- 
panies of  the  cattle  belt  and  the  stock- 
raisers  generally  joined  in  urging  con- 
gress to  Increase  the  time  to  thirty-s;\ 
hours.  It  was  held  that  such  a  ciianse 
would  eliminate  the  necessity  for  un- 
loading In  places  where  facilities  for  feed- 
ins  and  care  could  not  be  obtained.  Then- 
were  several  hearings  before  th.e  com- 
mittees of  the  senate  and  the  house,  and 
after  a  rather  hot  fight  the  bill  was 
passed  and   the   law   amended. 

It  now  appears  that.  Instead  of  expedH- 
iug  the  shipment  of  cattle,  as  this  amend- 
nu-nt  was  expected  to  do,  it  has  had  th.- 
contrary  effect.  The  railruad  conipani<s 
run  their  cattle  trains  now  the  .<ime  dis- 
tance In  thirty-six  hours  that  they  f.>r- 
merlv  did  In  twenty-eight.  The  caitli" 
men,*  and  in  fact  all  the  shippers  ot  the 
West  to  sav  nothing  of  those  of  the 
South  and  East,  are  up  in  arms,  and 
they  have  taken  the  Initiative  toward 
.securins  a  new  law  which  will  retjuire 
railroad  companies  engaged  in  interstate 
aommerce  to  promptly  furnish  cars  and 
motive  power,  and  to  empower  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  will  give 
the  shiper  proper  redress  in  the  event  of 
unnecessary  and  unwarranted  delay  on 
the  part  of  the  common  carrier. 
Startling  Facts. 

In  the  hearings  before  the  commerce 
committees  of  the  house  and  ."enate,  re- 
cently held,  some  startling  facts  were 
brought  out  concerning  the  methods  of 
the  railroad  companies  In  transporting 
freight.  It  Is  apparent  from  the  wit- 
nesses that  the  railroads,  particularly  in 
the  Southwest,  have  done  everything  In 
•heir  power  to  increase  the  load  hauled 
by  each  engine,  and  have  tied  up  their 
rolling  stock  correspondingly.  Elaborate 
statements  based  upon  the  reports  of  the 
railway  companies  to  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission  bear  out  these  a.«ser- 
tlons  and  show  in  a  startling  manner 
that  the  cry  of  car  shortage,  given  as  an 


excuse  for  bad  service.  Is  not  borne  out 
by  the  facts.  In  one  case  cited  before  the 
committee  It  was  shown  that  a  shipper  in 
Tixas  ordered  thirty-five  cars  In  Janu- 
ary of  last  year  to  load  on  April  1.  Thi- 
own>r  of  the  stock  drove  his  animals  to 
thf  shipping  point  and  was  supplh  d  with 
one  car  only.  He  waited  seventeen  days 
before  lu-  could  be  furnished  with  cars  for 
th''  ninaiiidir.  Of  cours.^  thl.s  entailed 
great  loss  upon  him.  Another  shipper 
attempted  t<>  s-cure  transportation  fiw 
S'U  cars  of  cattle,  to  begin  shipment  in 
January.  He  had  standing  orders  lor 
twenty  cars  any  time  the  railroad  coul  I 
tuinisli  th<  m.  In  April  he  pot  thr<e  cars, 
in  May  three  cars  and  in  June  thirty- 
sevi-n  cars.  It  was  December  before  his 
final  l)unch  of  steers  was  loaded. 

All    through   the    testimony   just    such    a 
stat<>    of    affairs     was     shown       to      exist 
Ihruinrliout   the  cnthv   cattle  country. 
Hcclprocal    Itiglits    VVanttnl. 

This  caille  .situation  however,  while 
brought  more  prominently  to  th*'  front,  is 
duplicated  by  all  .sorts  oi  shippers  every- 
whi  rt'  throughout  the  country,  and  it  Is 
for  this  ri-ason  tliat  such  vigorous  efforts 
ari'  Ix'ing  made  to  induce  congress  to 
amend  the  law  so  a.s  to  give  the  shippers 
reciprocal  rights.  At  the  prosent  time  the 
railroad.s  charge  demurrage  if  the  con- 
signt'i;  fails  to  unload  his  freight  within 
a  spe<-ltled  lime.  A  case  In  point  arose  a 
.^hort  lime  ago  where  a  government  con- 
tractor had  two  carloads  of  material 
shipped  from  a  point  east  of  Chh'ago  to 
Wa.-hington.  This  freight  was  on  the 
road  thirty-two  days,  although  three  days 
would  have  been  ample  lime.  Upon  Its 
arrival  here  on  a  Friday  night  the  con- 
tractor waf?  allowed  forty-eight  hours  in 
whiih  to  unload.  He  did  not  receive  the 
notice  of  the  receipt  of  the  shipment  un- 
til Monday  morning.  It  was  Tuesday  be- 
fore he  could  get  his  men  together,  and 
he  was  compelled  to  pay  demurrage  for 
one  day's  delay. 

It  Is  such  Incidents  as  these  that  have 
brought  about  a  demand  for  a  change  in 
the  law.  which  demand  will  undoubtedly 
be  mot  by  Ihe  enactment  of  a  measure 
which  will  compel  the  railroad  companies 
to  pay  some  attention  to  the  right  oC 
freight  shippers  in  the  way  of  prmpf. 
shipment  of  their  goods,  whether  live 
stoctt  or  ordinary  merchandise.

Northern  HocKcy  Team 

Defeats  Fast  Ohio 

City  Seven. 

Result  Brings  Joy   to 

Duluth  Supporters  of 

the  Team. 


Cleveland.  Ohio,  Feb.  26.— (Special  to 
The  Herald. )-Playlng  with  speed  and 
stick-handling  ability,  which  bewildered 
the  local  players,  the  Northern  Hockey 
team  of  Duluth  last  night  defeated  the 
Cleveland  seven,  holders  of  the  Eastern 
championship,   by  a  score  of  4   to  2. 

The  play  of  the  Northerners  was  a  rev- 
elation to  the  large  crowd  of  hockey  en- 
thusiasts, which  gathered  at  the  Elysium 
to  see  the  game.  The  forward  line  worked 
iHautifulIy,  with  speed  such  as  the  Cleve- 
land players  have  not  yet  attained.  The 
defense,  disorganized  a«  it  was,  was  too 
strong  for  the  Cleveland  forwards  and 
the  Duluth  players  had  the  advantage  all 
through. 

Capt.  Winters  of  the  visitors  was  the 
bright  star  of  the  game.  At  rover,  he 
had  ample  opportunity  to  show  his  speed 
and  his  individual  play,  kept  the  Cleve- 
land defense  constantly  on  its  mettle.

The  defeats 
In  the  Copper  Country  and  at  Detroit 
were  unfortunate,  but  the  victory  at 
Cleveland  relieves  a  large  sized  chunk 
of  the  sting,   which   they  left. 

The  team  will  play  at  Chveland  again 
tonight,  then  go  to  the  two  Soos  for 
games  with  the  semi-professional  teams 
and  will  return  to  Duluth  the  latter  part 
of  thl.s  week.  The  Copper  country  press 
Is  hysterical  over  the  claims  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  championshit>  made  for  the 
Northerns.  The  Michigan  people  contend 
that  Houghton  has  an  even  break  with 
Duluth,  or  even  better  on  total  goals, 
and  even  another  victory  wouldn't  give 
Duluth  any  championships,  as  Hancock, 
the  leader  in  the  Copper  Country  league, 
has  not  been  defeated.  It  is  possible  a 
deal  will  be  arranged  wherel.y  the  Du- 
luth team  will  play  the  winners  of  the 
Copper  country  championship  and  will 
settle  the  Northwestern  honors.  Until 
that  is  done,  the  Northerns  will  claim  the 
title  of  Northwestern  champions,  with 
good   right.

New  York.  Feb.  26.-Baseball  men, 
club  owners,  managers  and  players,  as 
well  as  followers  of  the  game  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada  are 
interested  in  the  meetings  of  the  Na- 
tional and  American  leagues,  which  be- 
gaoi  here  last  night  and  will  continue 
until   the  end  of   the  week. 

For  some  weeks  there  have  been  vari- 
ous reports  as  to  the  action  of  the  Na- 
tional association,  which  comprises  all 
the  minor  league  clubs,  in  adopting  a 
"blacklist"  debarring  certain  players, 
who  failed  to  live  up  to  their  contracts, 
from  playing  with  any  club  that  is  a 
party  to  the  national  agreement. 

President  Pulliam  said  a  few  weeks 
ago  that  he  would  resign  as  president  of 
the  Nationals  and  quit  baseball  alto- 
gether if  such  a  resolution  were  allowed 
to  stand.  The  matter  was  amicably 
arranged  yesterday,  so  far  as  the  mem- 
bers of  the  National  commission  are 
concerneed. 

The  session  of  the  National  commission 
was  exclusive  and  confined  to  the  mem- 
bers who  are  August  Herrmann  of  Cin- 
cinnati. President  Ban  Johnson  of  the 
American  league  and  President  Pulliam 
of   the  National 

The  "blacklist"  was  the  sole  topic  dls- 
cubsed  and  Piesldent  Johnson  cleared 
away  the  threatening  storm  by  propos- 
ing a  resolution,  which  was  adopted, 
that  the  National  commission  still  has 
the  right  to  reinstate  a  player,  who 
has  been  or  may  be  declared  ineligibls 
by  any  league  or  club  operating  under 
the    Nation.'il    agreement. 

Following  is  President  Johnson's  reso- 
lution: 

"Whereas,  the  attention  of  the  national 
commission  has  been  called  to  a  certain 
resokutlon  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  natlooial  association,  pertaining  to 
ineligible   players;   and, 

"Whereas,  there  seems  to  be  a  mis- 
understanding as  to  the  meaning  and  ef- 
fect of  sal  dresolutlon.  therefore  be  't 

"Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
national  commission  that  said  resolution 
cannot  at  any  time  be  construed  by  any 
one  operating  under  the  provisions  of  the 
national  agreement  as  in  any  manner  to 
infringe  upon  or  Interfere  with  the  rights 
vested  in  the  national  commission  under 
Article  VIII,  Section  5.  to  reinstate  any 
national  agreement  player  who  has  here- 
tofore or  may  hereafter  be  declared  an 
ineligible  player." 

As  soon  as  this  was  adopted,  the  ses- 
sion adjourned  until  10  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing 

The  major  organizations  begrin  their  an- 
nual .schedule  meeting  today.  The 
schedules  have  been  prepared  to  avoij 
conflicting  playing  dates  in  any  city 
where   both   leagues  are  represented. 


La  Crosse,  Wis.,  Feb.  26.— After  an  all 
winter  period  of  internal  dissension  and 
war,  the  first  robin  promises  to  come 
as  a  dove  of  peace,  for  all  is  again  tran- 
quil in  the  Wisconsin-Illinois  league.

The 
players  were  returned  at  the  purchas':; 
price,  J750,  and  will  be  used  by  Eau 
Claire  in  her  new  berth  with  the  re- 
organized Northern  league.  Rockford  had 
been  figuring  on  four  Eau  Claire  players. 
La  Crosse  on  several,  and  two  were 
wanted  by    the   Frceport    ma:iageinent. 

Cushman,  the  .Milwaukee  expert,  is 
working  industriou.siy  on  the  season 
schedule,  in  the  absence  of  President 
Charles  Moll,  and  It  is  now  practically 
settled  that  the  opening  date  in  the 
league  will  be  May  7.  The  season  is  ex- 
pected to  continue  until  .Sept.  15  or  20. 
When  President  Moll  comes  back  from 
his  Eastern  and  Cuban  trip  there  will 
be  nothing  to  do  but  start  the  rooting, 
for,  so  f.ar  as  can  be  seen  now,  all  little 
tilts  between  the  various  clubs  have  been 
salisfaclorily  settled  and  all  are  ready 
to  start  the  spring  training  work  in  a 
good   humor.

While  Moll's  authority  might 
be  questioned,  the  clubowners  seem  to 
f«-el  that  this  was  as  good  a  way  as 
any  to  escape  the  extensive  litigation 
which  would  have  followed  fighting  tlie 
Eau  Claire  case. 

In  case  of  a  decision  for  either  side  on 
the  Injunctional  proceedings  the  losing 
litigant  could  have  appealed  the  case  to 
the  supreme  court  and  as  a  matter  of 
concern  to  the  Wiscons'in-Illlnols  league 
might  not  have  been  regarded  as  an  im- 
portant case  by  these  Jurists.  It  is  likely 
the  case  could  have  been  tried  up  for  a 
year   or   more.

Says  Must  Have  Good 

Government  at  Bottom 

as  Well  as  Top. 

New  York,  Feb.  26.-Governor  Charles 
E.  Hughes  had  a  heart-to-heart  talk  with 
300  members  of  the  City  club,  whose 
guest  he  was  at  a  dinner  last  night. 
Breaking  through  his  usual  reserve,  the 
governor  touched  on  his  personal  rela- 
tion to  the  state  and  his  words,  deliv- 
ered with  impressive  solemnity,  evoked 
responses  on  the  part  of  others  that 
amounted  to  a  personal  tribute. 

Responding  to  the  reception  he  said: 

"I  believe  in  party  organization  because 
it  Is  an  effective  means  of  standing  for 
certain  conwnonly  accepted  principles.  I 
l)elieve  in  party  machinery,  because  It  is 
the  only  means  through  which  an  or- 
ganization can  express  itself  effectively; 
but  I  believe  in  making  the  party  a  basis 
of  principles  and  of  putting  up  candi- 
dates who  will  ,-tand  the  test  of  the  clos- 
est   scrutiny. 

"Now  I  believe  most  thoroughly  In  this: 
That  in  a  country  like  ours,  where  every- 
thing depends  upon  the  wisdom,  the  dis- 
crimination, the  honesty  of  the  elector- 
ate, you  cannot  have  good  government 
at  the  top  unless  generally  you  have  good 
government  at  the  bottom.  You  cannot 
expect  by  some  means  you  will  have  su- 
periority in  the  government  that  Is  re- 
mote, while  in  the  government  that  Is 
close  to  your  own  home  your  interesf?! 
are  neglected." 


GODETTS  GIVEN 
LIFE  SENTENCE 

In  Penitentiary  for  Mur- 
dering Charles  Williams 
Last  August.' 

International  Falls,  Minn..  Feb.  28.— 
(Special  to  The  Herald.)— James  A.  Go- 
detts,  who  was  convicted  of  murder  In 
the  first  degree  for  the  shooting  of 
Charles  Williams  on  his  homestead  near 
Big  Falls  on  Aug.  21,  last,  was  brought 
before  Judge  Spoi^tner  to  receive  sentence 
at  3  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon.  He  waa 
cool  and  self  posstssed  and  when  asked 
why  sentence  should  not  be  pronounced 
against  him,  repsondfttl  in  a  clear  voice. 
He  maintained,  that  notwithstanding  the 
verdict  of  the  Jury,  he  acted  in  self  de- 
fense. Godelts  commended  the  Jury  for 
:heir  consideration  of  the  case  and  added 
that  if  he  was  on  the  Jury  under  the 
testlmonj'  he  could  I'Ot  have  arrived  at 
any  other  vcdlct  but  that  he  was,  under 
tlie  circumstances,  unable  to  present  for 
the  Jury's  consideration  corroborating  tes- 
timony to  sui;>pori  his  bare  testimony  In 
his  own  behalf  and  was  therefore  wlllinjc 
to  abide  by  the  sentence  of  the  court. 
Judge  Spooner  then  sentenced  him  to 
Imprisonment  at  hard  labor  in  the  Still- 
water penitentiary  for  the  rest  of  his 
natural  life.

ORGANIZE  LABEL  LEAGUE. 

Superior  Women  Bind  Themselves 
to  Buy  Only  Union  Goods. 

A  woman's  mass  meeting  was  held 
In  Superior  this  after  noon,  corres- 
ponding to  the  one  that  was  held  In 
Duluth  a  short  time  ago  for  the  pur- 
pose of  forming  a  union  label  associa- 
tion, organized  to  advocate  the  buying 
of  goods  bearing  a  union  label.  George 
B.  Howley,  president  of  the  Minnesota 
State  Federation  of  Labor,  addressed 
the  meeting  and  a  large  delegation  of 
women  from  Duluth  was  present. 


Meeting  of  Citizens  Brings  Out  Some 
Interesting  Addresses. 

Before  tli«.-  ^ard  of  county  commis- 
sioners a  ef^-«^  of  citizens  that  taxed 
district  cou^  room  No.  1  to  its  capac- 
ity, the  courthouse  eite  matter  was 
ihraslied  out  this  mornlne  and  the 
ihrasl^ig  process  was  still  In  prog- 
ress shortly  after  1  o'clock  this  after- 
noon, there  being  no  Intermission  at 
noon. 

In  the  point  of  earnestness  of  the  dis- 
cussion ilie  meeting  was  by  far  one  of 
the  hottest  public  njeeiings  that  has 
been  held  in  Dulutli  in  years  and  was 
featured  by  several  eloquent  and  argu- 
mentative speeches  that  arousd  the  en- 
thusiasm ot  thus  present,  according  to 
their   views. 

The  question  to  be  settled  is  whether 
the  county  board  will  go  ahead  and 
build  the  new  courthouse  oo  iLe  site 
already  acquired  at  Fourth  avenue 
west  and  between  First  and  Second 
streets,  or  whether  it  follow  out  the 
■grouping  scheme'  and  build  th*-  struc- 
ture at  the  intersection  of  Fifth  ave- 
nue west  and  Second  street. 

Although  public  sentiment  has  been 
strongly  in  lavor  of  the  grouping  plan 
of  the  public  buildings,  with  the  court- 
house at  the  intersection  of  the  street 
and  avenue,  determined  opposition  has 
been  developed  by  some  ot  the  Individ- 
ual citizens  and  business  interests  on 
the  ground  tliat  there  are  insurmouiit- 
able  legal  obstacles  in  the  way  and 
tliat  any  furtiier  change  of  sites  will 
too  greatly  delay  the  building  of  a 
courthouse  so  much  needed. 
Report  Is  Kead. 
At  the  opening  of  the  meeting  the 
report  of  the  special  committee  of  the 
eounty  board  to  investigate  the  site 
matter  was  read.  The  committee  in- 
vestigated the  conditions  surrounding 
the  acquisition  of  the  proposed  site  at 
Fifth  avenue  west  and  Second  street 
and  presented  the  matter  to  the  board 
according  to  such  Information  as  could 
be  had.  This  included  an  opinion  fron» 
the  county  attorneys  office  relative  to 
the  legal  phases  and  a  copy  of  a  let- 
ter to  the  Commercial  club  committee 
asking  for  information  as  to  what 
would  be  done  to  smooth  away  some 
of  tile  seeming  ob.statles  that  arose  in 
the  way  of  condemnation  proceedings, 
etc. 

Assistant  County  Attorney  W.  J.  Ste- 
venson, who  wrote  the  opinion  stated 
that  the  council  has  the  exclusive 
power  to  vaeate  streets  and  avenues  at 
tile  request  of  a  majority  of  the  own- 
ers of  the  property  300  feet  each  way 
from  the  end  ot  the  proposed  vacation. 
He  referred  to  a  supreme  court  deci- 
sion that  might  be  an  obstacle  in  tne 
way  of  the  aKjiiisition  of  the  street 
and  avenue  by  i  lie  county  and  suggest- 
ed that  it  would  seem  tliat  the  prop- 
erty owners  along  the  street  it  was 
propoped  to  vacate,  would  have  some 
(lain)  In  court  for  damage  to  property. 
As  to  the  question  wheilier  the  county 
can  sell  any  or  all  of  tlie  property  it 
nas  already  acquired.  Mr.  Stevenson 
said  he  was  not  prepared  at  this  time 
to  rnaku  any  definite  answer,  and  that 
it  is  a  mooted  question  wh<ther  the 
county  has  acquired  ab.solute  title 
under    condemnation    proceedings. 

Mr.  Stevenson,  however,  closed  hi.s 
report  with  tlie  statement  that  none  of 
the  obstacles  seemed  insurmountable. 
\V.  A.  .McGonagle,  chairman  of  the  pub- 
lic affairs  committee  of  the  Commercial 
club,  wliich  h:xs  been  investigating  the 
site  matter  for  some  time  past,  answered 
the  questions  of  the  county  board  com- 
mittee bv  stating  that  a  majority  of  the 
property"  owners  that  would  be  affeCLCd 
by  the  proposed  vac-atlon  of  the  street 
and  avenue  liave  already  ai.freed  to  pe;i- 
tlon  the  council  for  the  vacation  and  thr.t 
till-  few  who  have  not  yet  ajreed  simply 
asked  for  more  time  for  cor.siderailon 
Mr.  McGonagle  stated  that  there  would 
be  no  opposition  to  the  petition  provided 
another  roadway  is  built  connecling  the 
portions  of  Second  str.jct  wht-re  the  new 
building  will  interpose,  and  a  pathway 
is  provided  for  people  across  the  court- 
yard on  Fifth  avenue.  Both  of  these 
features  have  been  provided  for  in  the 
grouping  .scheme  advocated  by  D.  H. 
Burnham   &  Co.,   the  architects. 

Mr.  McGonagle  then  went  into  an  In- 
teresting and  lucid  explanation  of  the 
grouping  scheme  as  illuslrate<l  by  a  large 
drawing  bv  tiie  Chicago  architects.  His 
remarks  were  listened  to  with  close  at- 
tention and  were  greeted  at  their  close 
with   prolonged   applause.

building. 

Mr.  McGonagle  argued  that  all  the  dif- 
ficulties suggested  by  the  county  board 
committee  have  been  explained  away  and 
that  from  a  feasible,  practicable  and 
economical  standpoint  it  will  be  best  for 
the  countv  to  build  its  courthouse  •ac- 
cording to"  the  proposed  grouping  plan.

of  oomm-m  knowledge  that  ther<^  were 
Ir.triguoa  In  high  places,  as  well  as 
low.  before  tho  tragedy  occurred,  and 
the  rage  of  the  leaders  and  lieuten- 
ants of  the  two  Tutative"  parties 
against  which  Premier  Franco  and 
King  Carlos  were  warring,  exceeded  all 
bounds. 

There  is  no  suggestion  that  there 
was  a  repetition  of  the  Belgrade  plot 
aimed  at  the  kings  person,  but  tiiat 
dome  of  the  desperate  political  leaders 
were  involved  in  the  series  of  abortive  i 
plots  ag'ainat  Franco's  life,  which  pre^  | 
ceded  the  murder,  is  believed  in  well 
lnforme«l  circles  her-^*.  Franco  himself 
told  a  friend,  the  day  before  he  left 
Lisbon  (, virtually  uy.»ii  the  order  of  the 
government)  that  it  was  imp-ossible 
to  reveal  to  the  world  what  he  had 
learncl  of  th«  intrigues  oi  the  enemies 
of  the  king  atid  hims'^lf.  and  it  was. 
therefore,  better  for  him  to  retire  for- 
ever fr>m  the  political  arena- 
Connection  Hard  to  FU. 
The  connection  between  the  Republi- 
cans and  the  regicides  is  equally  diffi- 
cult to  establish.  The  disclain^^rs  of 
leaders  like  Bernardino  Machado  must 
be  accepted,  so  far  as  the  'peaceful 
•wing"  is  concerned,  but  this  cannot 
be  said  of  the  advanced  or  radical 
wing,  ad  there  is  plenty  of  evidence 
that  they  had  planned  a  rising  on  the 
night  of  fhe  crime.  Signals  to  the 
ehlps  in  the  harbor,  and  the  barracks 
on  the  ■ilope  of  -St.  ileorge's  hill,  were 
shown  toward  midnight  from  the  roof 
of  the  national  library,  and  bands  of 
■men  went  to  the  barracks  of  an  artil- 
lery and  Infantry  regiment,  which 
were  to  join  tn  the  proclamation  of  a 
republic.  The  slgr.al  bix»ught  no  re- 
spDnsea,  and  the  doors  of  the  barracks 
were   found   locked. 

The  entire  conspiracy  fell  through. 
It  is  related,  because  of  the  treason  of 
a  young  lieutenant  who.  after  the  as- 
«*Assinat.lon  of  the  king,  confessed  to 
bis  father,  an  offleer.  the  mle  he  was 
to  play.  The  young  man  claimed  that 
he  had  been  deceived;  that  he  did  not 
know  regicide  was  contemplated,  hav- 
ing been  led  to  suppose  that  only  the 
life  of  the  dictator  was  to  be  taken. 
This  advance  warning  enabled  the 
military  authorities  to  take  the  neces- 
sary precautions,  and  thus  frustratts 
ihe  military  support,  which  was  count- 
ed upon  to  give  success  to  the  plot. 
Notwithstanding  the  betrayal  of  some 
of  the  advanced  Republicans  assert 
that  if  the  aictive  leaders  cnflned  In 
the  Baxia  fortress  had  been  free  that 
night,  m  Lisbon  history  would  havo 
told  a  different  tale. 

E.Ktent  of  Plot  irnknown. 
Whether  the  plot  w^as  aimed  at  the 
ffnurder  of  the  entire  royal  family  is 
al.so  likely  to  reniain  In  dispute,  as  the 
official  view  attempts  to  make  it  ap- 
pear that  th-i  crown  prince  was  killed 
by  a  mistake.  This  view,  however,  is 
not  supported  by  the  testimony  of  eye 
witnesses.  One  of  these,  the  tutor  of 
the  princes,  was  standing  in  the  ar- 
cade, at  the  corner  of  Blackhorse 
square,  a-s  the  r>)yal  carriage  ap- 
proachei.     He  stood  with  his  shoulder 


against  the  shoulder  of  Boissa.  the 
jiian  who  fired  the  -shot  that  killed  the 
king.  As  the  carriage  reached  a  point 
almost  dirtH?tly  opposi,te  him,  there 
was  a  report  from  the  curb,  thirty  or 
forty  feet  l>ehiiid  the  carriixge.  The 
tutor  saw  the  king  straighten  up,  but 
he  had  no  Idea  that  a  shot  had  been 
fired,  or  that  the  king  was  iiit.  Think- 
ing the  refwrt  was  the  explosion  of  a 
firecracker,  he  turend  to  the  man  at 
his  side  and  said:  "Take  off  your  hat. 
It  Is  the  king." 

Fired  Point  Blank. 
The  words  were  ni>t  out  of  his  mouth 
beforo  the  man  darted  forward,  re- 
volver in  hand,  and  running  up  to 
within  five  feet  of  Llie  carnage,  flred 
point  blank.  The  king  sank  down,  and 
his  head  fell  forward.  In  the  confu- 
sion which  followed,  the  tutor  saw  the 
iman  who  ha-l  tired  first  kneeling  in 
the  street,  with  a  carbine  at  his  shoul- 
der, firing  shots  in  rapid  succession. 
The  crown  prince  was  on  his  feet  as 
the  king  received  the  fatal  bullet,  and 
the  tutor  is  certain  that  it  was  he  who 
killed  the  murderer  of  his  father. 
Boissa  was  .<»hot  from  the  front 
through  the  heart.  Whether  is  was 
the  crown  prince's  bullet  which  killed 
lim  or  not,  it  is  certain  that  the  prince 
flred  twice,  for  two  chambers  of  his 
revolver  were  empty.  Every.thing  goes 
to  prove  that  the  plot  was  to  kill  the 
ontiire  royal  family,  thus  obliterate 
the  Brag-anza  dynasty  and  precipi- 
tate a  change  in  the  regime.

the  houses. 

The  strongest  element  that  has  consist- 
ently fought  for  the  change  is  the  school 
authorities.  They  realize  the  danger  of 
having  small  children  brought  Into  daily 
proxlmlliy  with  the  emblems  of  the  social 
evil,  as  they  go  to  and  from  school  on 
their  way  to  the  Adams  location,  where 
the  majority  of  them  live. 

The  citizens  feel  that  the  present  loca- 
tion is  most  unfitting  as  the  houses  are 
the  first  things  that  the  visitor  in  Eve- 
leth sees  as  he  enters  the  town  by  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern.  "In  coming 
by  road  from  Iron  Junction  the  same  sit- 
uation strikes  the  traveler. 

The  mining  officials  have  done  every- 
thing in  their  power  to  relievQ  the  town 
but  their  efforts  have  been  unavailing, 
owing  to  the  difficulty  In  finding  a  place 
for  removal.  They  are  encouraging  the 
city  officials  now  In  their  good  work  and

selves  by  higher  charges  elsewhere. 
They  also  acquired  water  fronts  and 
terminals  to  an  extent  which  made 
water  competition  impossible.  Througli- 
out  the  counir>-  the  railways  have  se- 
icured  such  control  of  canals  and 
stea.mlx>at  lines  that  today  inland 
waterway  transportation  is  largely  in 
their  hands. 

Combine  -Vll  Uses. 
The  report  rests  throughout  on  the 
fundamental  conception  that  every 
waterway  should  be  made  to  serve 
the  people  as  largely  and  in  as  many 
different  ways  as  possible.  It  is  poor 
business  to  develop  a  river  for  navi- 
gation in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  its 
use  for  power,  when  by  a  little  fore- 
sight it  could  be  made  to  serve  both 
purposes. 

The  various  uses  of  waterways  are 
now  dealt  with  by  bureaus  scattered 
through  four  federal  depaitments.  At 
present,  therefore,  it  is  not  possible  to 
deal  with  a  river  system  as  a  single 
problem.  But  the  commls.slon  here 
recommends  a  policy  under  which  all 
the  commercial  and  industrial  uses  of 
the  waterways  may  be  developed  at 
the  same  time.  To  that  end,  con- 
gress should  provide  some  adminis- 
trative machinery  for  co-ordinating 
the  work  of  the  various  departments 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  waterways. 

The  commission  recognizes  that  the 
cost  of  improving  our  inland  water- 
ways will  be  large,  but  far  less  than 
would  be  requii-ed  to  relieve  the  con- 
getion  of  traffic  by  railway  extension. 
The  benefits  of  such  improvement  will 
be  large  also,  and  they  will  touch  the 
daily  life  of  our  people  at  every  point, 
uniting  the  interests  of  all  the  states 
and  sections  of  our  country.  The  cost 
and  the  benefits  should  be  equitably 
distributed,  by  co-operation  with  the 
states  and  the  communities,  corpor- 
ations and  individuals  beneficially  af- 
fected. The  president  heartily  con- 
curs in  the  commission's  recommend- 
ation to  this  end.  .

The  Mississippi 
should  be  made  a  loop  of  the  sea  and 
work  upon  It  should  be  begun  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  Only  less  im- 
portant is  the  Atlantic  inner  Pa«sage, 
narts  of  which  are  already  under  way. 
T^ie  inner  passages  alon>r  the  Gulf  coast 
should  be  extended  and  connected  with 
?he  Atlantic  waters.  The  need  for  the 
developing  of  the  Pacific  coast  rivers  Is 
not  less  pressing.  Our  people  are  united 
in  support  of  the  Immediate  adoption  of 
a  progressive  policy  of  inland  waterway 
development. 

A  Definite  Policy  ^ecded. 

The  first  condition  of  successful  de- 
velonment  of  our  waterways  is  a  deh- 
nUe  and  progressive  policy.  The  sec- 
ond is  a  concrete  general  plan  pre- 
pared by  the  best  experts  available, 
covering  every  use  to  which  our 
streams  can  be  put.  We  shall  not  suc- 
ceed until  the  responsibility  for  ad- 
ministering the  policy  and  executing 
"nd  extending  the  plan  is  definitely 
laid  on  one  man  or  group  of  men  who 
can  be  held  accountable.  Every  por- 
tion of  the  general  plan  should  con- 
sider and  so  far  as  practicable  secure 
to  the  people  the  use  of  water  for 
power  Irrigation,  and  domestic  sup- 
ply as  well  as  for  navigation  No  proj- 
ect should  W  begun  until  the  funds 
necessary  to  complete  it  P'-«"^P^l/^.[^ 
provld«?d,  and  no  plan  once  under  way 
shou  d  be  changed  except  for  grave 
reasons.  Work  once  begun  should  be 
prosecuted  steadily  and  vigorously  to 
completion. 

Should  Pay  for  Itself. 

The  Improvement  of  our  inland 
waterways  can  and  should  be  made  to 
pay  for  itself  so  far  as  practicable 
from  the  Incldentll  proceeds  from 
water  power  and  other  uses.  Nayiga- 
tiun  should  of  course  be  free.  But  the 
greatest  return  will  come  from  the  in- 
creased commerce,  growth,  and  pros- 
perity of  our  people.  For  this  we  have 
already  waited  too  long  Adequate 
funds  should  be  provided,  by  bond  Is- 
sue if  necessary,  and  the  work  should 
be  delayed  no  longer.  The  de%'elopment 
of  our  waterways  and  the  conservation 
of  our  forests  are  the  two  most  press- 
fng  physical  needs  of  the  <^ountry 
They  are  Interdependent.  and  they 
shoilld  be  met  vigorously,  together, 
find  at  once.  The  questions  of  organ- 
ization, powers,  and  appropriations  are 

now    before      the      congress.  ^Tnere    li 

urgent    need    for    prompt    and    decisive 

action.

A  Columbia  man  was  walking  about 
the  brick  quadrangle  on  Morningsido 
Heights  with  a  Harvard  friends  and  oc- 
casionally bowing  according  to  the  Co- 
lumbia  idea  to   various   instructors. 

••Do  you  have  to  take  off  your  hat  to 
all  those  men?"  asked  the  Har\'ard  man. 

"Oh.  no,"  the  Columbia  man  replied. 
"It   Is  just  our  habit  here." 

"Well,  we'd  hardly  think  of  bowing  to 
every  Instructor  we  met  in  Cambridge." 
said  the  visitor;  "In  the  case  of  some  of 
the  older  men.  maybe,  but  not  with  all, 
a<?  vou  do  here." 

In  most  colleges  the  younger  men  In 
the  faculty  have  to  be  contented  with  a 
bow.  The  older  men,  and  of  course  th» 
pre.<!ident,  are  likely  to  be  greeted  by  re- 
moving  the   hat. 

At  Princeton,  Cornell,  Brown,  Yale, 
Stanford,  Pennsylvania,  California,  Indi- 
ana, Purdue,  Colgate,  Hobart,  among 
others,  the  graded  salute  obtains.  Tho 
average  man  in  the  faculty  Is  permitted 
to  go  by  with  merely  the  raising  of  the 
hand  to  the  head.  It  rather  would  Irk 
some  of  the  men  In  those  Institutions  to 
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take  off  the  hat,  to  a  man  who  a  year 
before  was  an  under-graduate  and  one 
of  their  Intimates.

before,  who  had  been  on  the  track  team 
too.  This  man  was  repeating  the  course, 
having  failed  in  It  at  the  previous  ex- 
amination. 

One  day  a  discussion  was  going  on 
about  some  point,  and  the  freshmen  were 
answering  questions,  calling  th^instruct- 
or  Mr.  Blank.  Of  a  sudden  tne  sopho- 
more  had  an  idea  and  blurted  out: 

"Say,   look  here,   Frank :' 

The  young  in.structor  turned  a  pretty 
pink,  and  -the  unfortunate  sophomore 
suddenly  remembered  that  knowing  a 
man  as  a  track  athlete  was  a  bit  differ- 
ent   from    classroom   relations.

YALE'S    MANY    LAWYERS. 

New  York  Sun:  The  statisticians  at 
Yale  have  drawn  up  a  table  to  show 
what  occupations  the  graduates  of  the 
institution  have  chosen  in  the  last 
century.  From  the  table  it  appears 
that  the  ministry  has  fallen  off  greatly 
as  an  attraction. 

When  the  centuty  opened  about  39 
per  cent  of  Yale  graduates  were  min- 
isters. Beginning  with  1860  this  num- 
ber took  a  great  fall.  .Since  1885  the 
average  has  been  6  per  cent. 

The  average  for  the  law  and  medicinv 
have  remained  about  the  same.  As  u 
rule  10  per  cent  of  Yale's  graduates 
are  doctors.  In  law  the  figures  have 
been  very   steadily   about   33   per  cent. 

In  teaching  and  in  science  the  figures 
have  increased  very  gradually  from 
about  2  per  cent  to  11  per  cent.  The 
strongest  upward  tendency  has  been 
that  of  business.  The  farmers  have 
fallen  off  ever  since  the  southern 
planters  ceased  to  enter  Yale. 

Business  now  attracts  about  one-third 
of  the  men,  and  the  law  about  one- 
third.  The  other  third  is  divided  be- 
tween the  Ainlstry,  science,  teaching, 
forestry  and  a  few  other  branches.

ft.  Petersburg,  Feb.  27. — The  sur- 
geon in  charge  at  the  tortress  of  St. 
Peter  and  St.  Paul,  where  Nichola.s 
TBchaikovsky,  tlie  RevDlutionist,  is 
cuiifined,  has  been  instructeU  t<>  ex- 
amine the  prisoner  with  the  view  of 
ditidlng  wlietiier  or  not  he  shall  be 
visited  by  two  specialists  to  determine 
the  actual  state  of  his  health.  Tschai- 
kovsky s  wife,  who  is  in  St.  Peters- 
burg, has  made  representations  to  the 
Russian  autiiorities  that  her  husband 
was  threatened  with  nervous  collapse 
through  the  strain  and  circumstances 
i)f  his  imprisonment  and  the  uncer- 
tainty as  to  his  fa*e.  and  it  is  because 
iif  her  statements  that  the  medical  ex- 
amination is  to  be  made. 

In  order  t<>  break  the  tedium  of  his 
fjolitaiy  continement.  Tschaikovsky  is 
working  on  a  series  of  lectures  on  the 
jinsent  situation  in  Russia.  He  is 
hopeful  of  a  speedy  release,  but  judg- 
ing from  the  statements  made  in  Ihe 
last  day  or  two  by  Russian  officials 
his  trial  is  still  remote.  Only  once  has 
Tschaikovsky  been  Interrogated  by  the 
state  prosecutor.  Tiie  gtivernment  pro- 
fesses that  it  is  only  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  Important  evidences  from 
abroad  before  submitting  the  case  to 
the  court. 

lias  Interviews  AVItli  Wife. 

Assistant  Minister  <>f  the  Interior 
Makaroff  Jias  permitted  a  number  of 
interviews  between  the  prisoner  and 
his  wife  and  son,  but  only  in  the  pre.s- 
ence  of  the  prison  wartlens. 

Madame  Tschaikowsky.  upon  re- 
turning today  from  an  interview  with 
her  husband,  told  the  Associated  Press 
that  the  strain  was  telling  upon  the 
nervous  system  as  well  as  upon  the  ■ 
general  health  of  her  husband.  A 
sharp  attack  of  influenza,  contracted 
in  prison,  has  weakened  him  physic- 
ally, and  he  suffers  from  insomnia  due 
to  the  glare  of  the  light  which  the 
prison  regulations  require  shall  burn 
constantly  at  night  in  his  cell  and 
the  impossibility  of  getting  sufficienv 
exercise  in  the  ten-minute  promenade 
allowed  him  each  day.  Madame 
Tschaikovsky  aid  her  husband's  cell 
js  dry  and  clean,  but  in  the.se  short 
winter  days  the  light  is  poor.  The 
prisoner  is  forced  to  clothe  liimself 
in  the  loose  robe  and  slippers  pro- 
vided for  state  prisoners.  Everything 
metal,  including  even  his  watch,  has 
been  taken  from  him  in  accordance 
with  the  regulation.  A  certain  ame- 
lioration of  diet  has  b^^'en  obtained  by 
special  payments  to  the  prison  cook. 
Sends  Husband  Food. 

Madame  Tschaikovsky's  efforts  are 
now  directed  to  .securing  permission 
to  send  her  husband  food  from  the  out- 
side and  to  get  him  a  speedy  trial.  She 
spends  her  days  in  ct>nferences  with 
officials,  high  and  low.  begging  them 
to   expedite    the   case. 

Through  his  wife,  Tschaikovsky  has 
sent  a  message  to  America,  expressing 
his  appreciation  of  th^  sympathy  ex- 
tended him  and  saying  he  was  confi- 
dent this  was  not  without  influence 
upon  the  higher  officials  of  Russia.  He 
asks  to  be  confronted  with  the  accu- 
sation against  him  and  declares  he 
will  then  be  able  to  prove  his  com- 
plete innocence.  His  purpose  in  re- 
turning to  Ru.ssia  was  not  revolution- 
ary agitation,  but  a  desire  to  gather 
at  first  hand  material  for  a  course  of 
lectures.

Sweeping  Blue  Law  Pros- 
ecutions Ordered  to 
be  Stopped. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Feb.  2  7.— The 
absurdity  of  endeavoring  to  enforce 
the  Lord's  Day  act  to  the  letter 
has  become  apparent  to  Attorney 
General  Campbell  and  the  police 
commission,  for  orders  have  been 
issued  that  in  the  future  no  action 
must  be  taken  except  in  the  most 
llagrant     violations.  In     short,     the 

Lord's  Day  act  is  to  be  a  dead 
letter  as  far  as  this  provnice  is 
concerned. 

In  all  some  five  hundred  sum- 
monses were  i.ssued.  and  a  few  were 
fined  $1  and  co.sts.  A  few  cases 
have  been  remanded  until  next 
week,  but  the  majority  of  the  prose- 
cutions   have    been    dismissed. 

Last  Sunday,  the  police  were  sup- 
posed to  be  looking  for  violators 
of  the  act.  but  no  names  were 
taken  despite  the  fact  that  Ameri- 
can papers,  cigars,  candy  and  many 
other  things  were  sold  as  openly  as 
on  a  week  day.  The  prosecutions 
have  cost  the  city  some  $3,000.  and 
b«  fore  the  ft'W  remaining  cases  are 
settled,  a  far  larger  sum  will  have 
been    expended. 

The  defendants,  including  the  Can- 
adian Northern  and  Canadian  Pacific 
railways,  have  signified  their  inten- 
tions 'of  taking  the  cases  to  the 
highest  courts,  provided  a  verdict 
Is  not  given  in  their  favor  by  the 
lower    courts.

Washington,  Feb.  27.— Five  bishops 
of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  joined  yesterday  in  a  complaint 
to  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
of  unjust,  discriminatory  and  unkiwful 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  several 
interstate  railroad  companies  of  the 
.South.

N.Y.  FIREMEN 
SAVEMANY 

Scores  Rescued  From  Per- 
ilous Positions  in  Ear- 
ly Morning  Fires. 

Two  Blazes  Occur.  Both 
Probably  of  Incen- 
diary Origin. 


New  York,  Feb.  27.— Two  persons 
were  burned  so  severely  that  they  may 
die,  a  dozen  more  were  .severely  hurt, 
and  scores  were  i^^cued  from  perilous 
positions  by  firemen  in  two  early 
morning  fires.  '  Although  In  widely 
separated  sections'  "of  the  city,  it  is 
believed  that  both  fires  were  of  incen- 
diary origin.  The  fire  in  which  many 
were  injured  was  in  a  enement  house 
at  43  East  First  street.  The  flames 
were  first  noticed  oti  the  third  floor 
about  2  o'clock  this  morning.  Before 
those  sleeping  on  the  upper  floors  were 
aroused,  the  fire  had  .spread  through- 
out the  third  flour,  cutting  off  all  es- 
cape by  the  stairways.  Even  before 
the  firemen  came,  the  Are  escapes  were 
crowded  with  .scantily  clad  and  badly 
frightened  men  and  women,  many  of 
them  carrying  children  in  their  arnis. 
•So  clo.sely  were  the  t«(nants  crowded 
on  the  fire  escapes  that  the  openings 
were  choked  and  they  remained  there 
helpless  until  the  firemen  raised  lad- 
ders and  took  them  down  to  the  street. 
Several  persons  wiio  were  caught  by 
the  rush  of  flames  on  the  third  floor 
were  badly  burned.  Calegro  Barbarette 
and  his  daughter,  l.«na.  aged  19.  In- 
haled flames  and  are  In  a  critical  con- 
dition. Several  others  who  were  taken 
to  a  hospital  suffering  from  burns  and 
bruises   will   recover. 

The  second  serious  fire  was  In  an 
apartment  house  at  247  East  ()ne  Hun- 
dred and  Fortieth  street.  Forty  per- 
sons were  removed  from  the  building 
by  policemen  and   firemen.

Rev.  Samuel  White  Found 

Guilty  of  Larceny  at 

Minneapolis. 

Minneaix>lis,  Minn.,  Feb.  27.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— As  a  result  of  a  ver- 
dict, returned  yesterday  by  a  jury  In 
the  Hennepin  county  district  cour:. 
Rev.  Samuel  White,  who  found  the 
money  loaning  bu.siness  more  profit- 
able than  preaching  the  gospel,  and 
overreached  himseJf  in  his  desire  to 
accumulate  lucre,  will  have  to  serve  a 
term  in  the  penitentiar>-  at  .Stillwate'-. 
After  eight  hours'  deliberation,  the 
jury  found  White  guilty  of  larceny  in 
the   second   degree. 

White's  downfall  followed  business 
troubles  with  Mrs.  Lottie  R.  Sheldon 
of  St.  Paul.  She  had  loaned  him  money 
and  was  not  satisfietl  with  the  ac- 
counting he  was  making  her,  so  she 
brought  suit  a  year  ago  and  obtained 
a   judgment  for  $1,108.40. 

In  defending  the  suit.  White  made  the 
plea  that  he  had  borrowed  the  money 
from  Mrs.  Sheldon,  with  the  under- 
standing that  she  was  to  receive  20  per 
cent  Interest.  This,  It  was  contendefl, 
made  the  transaction,  usurious.  The 
grand  jury  investigated  the  affair, 
after  the  close  of  the  civil  suit,  and 
brought  in  an  indictment,  charging 
White  with  Ja,rceny  in  the  first  degiee.

The  credit  business  was  thorough!/ 
discussed  at  thu  Red  Wing  meeting  and 
the  impetus  gi\en  the  movement  toward 
tightening  up  on  their  credits  is  said  to 
have  caused  the  local  couiitj'  and  city 
ussociatioiLs  tjiroiighout  the  state  to  tako 
some  active  measures  (o  bring  the  gro- 
cery business  nearer  to  a  cash  basis. 

The  Duluth  retail  grocers  liave  to  make 
a  settl'-metii  every  week  with  tht-  pack- 
ing liouses  and  the  commission  men  tor 
all  ibo  produce  purchased,  and  tliey  are 
coiiijvlled  to  make  a  monthly  settle- 
ment with  the  wliolesale  grocery  con- 
cerns. It  is  claimed  that  it  the  grocers 
do  not  make  tlie  settlements  mentioned, 
they  are  forthwitti  put  on  a  cash*  basio 
with  the  commi.-.sion  houses  and  tlie 
whole.sale  grocery  oiicerns. 

The  curtailment  of  the  credits  is  un- 
derstood to  be  the  action  determined  on 
by  the  grocers  lor  their  own  protection, 
and  lliey  will  insist  that  their  customers' 
bills  do  no[  renuiin  unpaid  longer  ilia'i 
thirty  days.  Kveii  with  a  thirly-tioy 
limit,  the  grocers  claim  that  they  arc 
giving  the  customers  the  best  of  it  as 
they  liave  to  meet  some  of  their  ov.i\ 
bills   every    week. 

The  stale  grocers'  association 
taken  steps  to  inaugurate  one  of 
most  elaborate  credit  systems  ever 
I'Miipt-d  in  the  state.  The  local  mem- 
bers of  the  various  retail  associations 
will  report  to  J.  J.  Ryan,  secretary  of 
the  state  association,  the  names  of  all 
the  customers  tDgt-ther  with  their  rat- 
ing, whether  ready  l>ay,  .slow  pay  or  of 
the  d^^adbeat  class.  These  names,  to- 
gether with  the  address  or  change  of 
address  of  each  customer,  will  be  avail- 
able for  thf  information  of  eviry  mem- 
ber of  the  a.s.soclation  throughout  tho 
state.

MINISTER  WINS 
INLAW  SUIT 

Jury  Finds  That  Plain- 
tiffs Got  a  Square 
Deal. 

A  verdict  In  favor  of  Rev.  J.  D. 
Manly,  defendant  in  a  damage  action 
for  $640,  instituted  by  J.  J.  Hayes  and 
E.  J.  Casey  of  Chisholm,  was  returned 
in  the  district  court  yesterday  after- 
noon. The  jury  arrived  at  a  determin- 
ation of  the  mtrils  of  the  case  after 
being  out  a  few  minutes. 

Messr«<.  Hayes  and  Casey  claimed 
that  the  minister  did  thejn  up  on  a 
land  deiil;  that  he  got  thein  to  put  up 
the  money,  to  buy  some  acreage,  near 
Hinckley,  with  a  speculative  value  on 
account  of  copper  ore  said  to  exist 
there.  The  plaiintiffs  claimed  that 
they  were  to  furnish  the  funds  and 
that  Mr.  Manly  wias  to  ge-t  a  certain 
interest  for  putting  the  deal  through. 

It  wa-s  alleged  that  Mr.  Manly  bought 
the  land  for  $6  per  acre,  pitying  $960, 
and  that  he  transferred  title  to  the 
plaintiffs  for  $10  per  acre.  The  plain- 
tiffs sought  to  i^ecover  the  $640  profit 
tlaimed  to  have  been  made  by  the 
minister. 

The  trial  brought  c»ut  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Manly  had  twice  offered  to  make  a 
settlement  with  the  plaintiffs  when  he 
discovered  they  were  dissatisfied  with 
the  trade,  agreeing  to  return  their 
money,  with  interest  thereon,  provid- 
ing they  would  deed  the  land  back  to 
him.  The  offers  for  sett^jnent  were 
refused. 

The  evidence  showed  that  Messrs. 
Hayes  and  Casey  were  not  member.s 
of  Mr.  Manly's  church,  as  haa  beer 
previously  stated,  but  that  they  held 
religious  views  entirely  different  from 
those  of  the  defendant.

The  chief  and  his  tribe  are  not  sat- 
isfied with  a  number  of  land  allot- 
ments that  have  been  made  and  they 
have  several  other  grievances  which 
the  head  of  the  tribe  will  air  before 
the  commossioner  of  Indian  affairs. 
Day-bay-wain-dong  will  also  make  a 
call  on   the  president.

He  and  the  other  old  men  of  his  tribe 
have  acecpted  few  of  the  white  mans 
customs  and  their  mode  of  living  is 
much  the  same  now  as  it  was  when 
they  were  young  braves. 

Day-bay-wain-dong  visited  Wash- 
ington for  the  first  time  during  the 
term  of  President  McKinley.  He 
shook  the  martyred  president's  hand 
in  Washington  only  a  few  weeks  be- 
fore he  was  shot  down  at  Buffalo. 
The  old  chap  was  much  grieved  when 
he    learned    of    McKinley's    sad    death.

MAYOR  ROLAND  D.  HAVEN. 

For  years  it  was  a  political  adage  in 
Duluth  that  a  mayor  could  not  be 
elected  from  that  district  lying  west  of 
the  Point  of  Rocks. 

In  the  history  of  the  city  a  mayor 
has  never  been  chosen  from  the  West 
end  or  from  West  Duluth,  and  prom- 
ising candidates  from  that  part  of  the 
city  were  generally  dismissed  with  the 
statement  that  they  could  not  be  elect- 
ed because  they  came  from  the  West 
end. 

It  remained  for  Alderman  Roland 
D.  Haven  to  prove  the  fallacy  of  this, 

and  incidentally  demonstrate  the  fact 
that  the  West  end  and  We.st  Duluth 
have  become  a  most  important  part  of 
Duluth,  both  as  a  business  and  resi- 
dence section.  For  years  Mr.  Haven 
has  been  a  resident  of  the  West  end 
and  has  represented  the  Seventh  ward 
in  the  council,  and  he  was  known  dis- 
tinctively as  a  West  end  man,  j'et  in 
spite  of  this  fact  he  was  elected  by  a

comfortable  plucality,  and  secured  the 
largest  part  _  of  ^this  plurality  in  the 
'First  ward  or  East  end  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Haven.,  will  assume  office  as 
mayor  of  Duiuth  on  March  1.  Mayor 
Cullum's  term  will  expire  at  midnight 
Saturday,  and  Mr.  Haven  will  be 
mayor  of  Duluth  on  Sunday  morning. 
He  will  assume  office  pledged  to  a  pol- 
icy of  law  enforcement.  He  has  re- 
fused to  make  any  statements  regard- 
ing his  policies  i  further  than  to  say 
that  he  wiU'ftttefmpt  to  c^rry  out  his 
campaign  pl£^tform  to  the  best  of  his 
ability.  In  that'he  promised  to  enforce 
the  laws  of  the  cJty  as  he  found  them, 
to  give  the  clty^  an  honest,  business 
like  administration,  and  to  work  for  a 
bigger  and  b<3tter  Duluth  by  every 
means  In  his  power. 

Both  Mr.  an*  Mrs.  Haven  have 
many  warm  friends  in.  the  West  end, 
as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 
Mrs.  Haven  has  appeared  but  little  In 
the  public  eye,  but  her  friends  say  that 
she  will  be  fully  capable  of  fultllljng 
whatever  public  duties  fall  to  her  lot 
as  wife  of  the  city's  chief  executive. 


TO  REJECT 
SCHEDULE 

Northern  Pacific  Teleg- 
raphers Will   Refuse 
Company's  Terms. 


According  to  a  report  from  St.  Paul, 
returns  coming  In  from  the  telegrapliers 
of  the  Northern  Pacitlc,  who  were  asked  to 
vote  on  the  company's  proposition  con- 
cerning the  new  scale  of  wages  and  re- 
arrangement of  working  rules  necessary 
because  of  the  federal  nine-hour  law,  indi- 
cate th;a  the  schedule  will  be  rejected  by 
the  men.  Over  600  votes  have  been  re- 
ceived, with  only  about  200  more  to  come. 
According  to  the  statements  of  the  teleg- 
raphers' committee  here,  80  per  cent  of 
the  votes  have  been  in  favor  of  rejecting 
the  company's  proposition.  The  attitude 
of  the  men  in  the  matter  is  apparently  so 
clear  that  the  ,  representatives  of  the 
telegraphers'  organization  wdl  hold  a 
conference  this  afternoon  with  Vice  Pres- 
ident I>evey,  head  of  the  operating  de- 
partment of  the  road.  It  will  then  be 
determined  just  what  course  both  parties 
to  the  discussion   will    take. 

Within  the  next  few  days  railway 
telegraphers  of  the  country  will  know  ex- 
actly where  they  stand  on  the  new  9-hour 
law.  and  what  their  wages  under  new 
working  conditions  will  be.  Tne  North- 
♦^rn  Pacific  is  said  to  be  the  only  road  in 
the  Nortlivvest  upon  which  trouble  of  a 
serious  nature  is  likely  to  result,  and  it 
will  be  detinitely  known  early  in  the 
week  just  what  may  be  expected  in  this 
direction. 

The  Northern  Pacific  asks  that  at  all 
night  officf»s,  except  relay  offices,  the 
maximum  hours  permitted  by  the  federal 
law  to  be  recognized  as  a  working  day. 
The  company  also  wants  to  pay  for  over- 
time at  relay  o.Tice.s  at  the  rate  of  40 
cents  an  hour,  and  offers  a  uniform  cut 
of  J.")  under  the  present  wage  scale,  ex- 
cept cuts  of  57.50  and  $10  m  forty-four 
positions  on  one  division. 

The  men  demand  nine  hours,  with  one 
hour  for  supper,  at  all  night  offices,  ex- 
cept relay  offices,  and  demand  overtime 
at  relay  offices  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  an 
hour.  They  also  ask  that  there  be  no  cut 
larger  than  $5  in  any   case. 

The  telegraphers'  committee  in  this 
case  Is  composed  of  Sam  Johnson,  M.  A. 
A.  Smoot,  A.  J.  Dubois  and  C.  3.  Reeves, 
v.ho  submitted  their  claims  to  Mr.  I^evy 
and  received  in  response  his  ultimatum. 
Their  schedule  has  been  issued  in  pam- 
phlet form  and  sent  to  everv  railway 
telegrapher  along  the  line  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  order,  with  a  blank  enclosed 
for  his  vote  on  the  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion of  the  company's  terms,  under  thi 
new  law.  The  men  object  strongly  to  the 
proposed  cuts  of  $7.50  and-  more  at  cer- 
tain  stations. 

Practically  all  arran.gements  have  been 
made  by  the  Omaha  road  for  compliance 
with  the  federal  law  governing  work- 
ing hours  of  operatives,  according  to  a

Superintendent  S.  G.  Strickland.  There 
will  be  no  decrease  in  wages  whatsoever 
ir  connection  with  the  change.  Every 
operator  will  be  paM  practically  the  same 
wages  he  has  received  heretofore.  The 
otdy  change  will  come  in  a  rearrange- 
ment of  the  schedule  of  working  hours 
and  a  difference  tn  the  strength  of  the 
force  of  operators  attached  to  several 
stations. 


Ml;(  H  GRAIN  SHIPPED. 

The  All-Rail  )lovement  is  Unusually 
Heavy  Now. 

The  all-rail  s'aipments  of  grain  to  the 
Fast  out  of  Duluth  are  very  large  just 
now.  They  are  unusually  so  for  this 
season  of  the  year,  and  probably  the 
total  all-rail  shipments  for  February 
and  March  wiTl  be  heavier  than  ever 
before    for    the   same   period   of   time. 

This  fact  Is  lafgely  due  to  the  condi- 
tions whicii  prevailed  in  the  money 
mark^'l  earlier  in  the  season.  Because 
of  these  conditions,  the  farmers  did 
not  market  their  grain  at  the  custom- 
ary time,  and,  consequently.  the 
amount  sent  by  boat  down  the  Ukes 
alon^  towards  the  end  of  the  open  sea- 
son of  navigation  .was  not  as  large  as 
otherwise  would   have  been  the  case. 

Now  there  is  a  sliortage  of  grain  for 
export,  and  the  Northwest  Is  looked 
to  to  satisfy  the  demand.  The  all-rail 
rates  are  much  lijgher  than  the  vessel 
rates,  and  for  this  reason  as  much 
grain  as  possible  is  sent  down  the 
lakes  before  the  close  of  navigation, 
or  else  held  over  until  the  opening  of 
navigation  in  the  spring.  The  farmers 
who  held  their  grain  In  the  fall  dre 
now  sending  it  forward,  and  much  of  it 
is  transferred  Into  the  elevators  at  the 
Head  of  the  l^akes,  and  almost  im- 
mediately loaded  out  again  into  cars 
for  Eastern  shipment.  Some  of  it  Is 
not  even  unloaded  at  all,  but  is  sent 
riglit  on  throiigh  in  the  same  cars  that 
11    comes    in    from    the    West. 

The  railroads  are  well  satisfied  with 
the  situation,  for  business  In  other  lines 
is  very  light«Just  tiow,  and  the  grain 
shipments  help  materially  in  boosting 
the  freight  rates.

PULPVVOOD  IS  MOVING. 

One  Hundred  Cars  a  Day  Are  Pass- 
ing Through  Duluth. 

Pulpwood  is  now  moving  through  Du- 
luth at  the  rate  of  about  100  carloads  a 
day.  The  shipments  up  to  the  present 
time  this  season  are  greater  than  for  the 
whole  .season  of  lSOC-0'7,  and  the  total  this 
winter  will  eclipse  last  season's  total  by 
about   3,000   cars.    It    is   expected. 

Last  year  In  the  neighborhood  of  4,800 
cars  of  pulpwood  moved  through  Duluth, 
and  this  year  it  is  expected  the  total  will 
be  between  6.000  and  7,000  cars.  Possibly 
they  will  run  even  higher  than  this.  Al- 
though shipments  did  not  begin  tliis  year 
until  much  later  than  usual,  on  account 
of  tne  scarcity  of  snow  for  hauling,  the 
shipping  season  will  end  much  earlier 
than  a  year  ago.  This  is  because  of 
light  business  in  other  lines  with  the 
railroads,  and  a  consequent  big  supply 
of    cars. 

All  the  cars  needed  for  pulpwood  ship- 
ments are  ready  for  immediate  delivery, 
and  there  is  therefore  absolutely  no  de- 
lay with  the  railroads.  This  situation  is 
quite  a  contrast  to  that  which  usually 
prevails,  for  during  an  ordinary  winter 
the  rush  of  all  kinds  of  freight  business 
on  the  Northwestern  roads  is  so  great 
that  there  is  a  pronounced  shortage  of 
cars,  and  the  j  pulpwood  dealers  are  sub- 
jected to  annoying  delays,  the  same  as 
shippers  of  other  products,  in  getting 
c.irs  to  move  ^their.  .'fhipments. 

It  is  believerf  thte  shipping  season  this 
year  will  end  by'  March  31,  where  last 
year,  on  account  of  the  car  shortage,  the 
.season  draped  along  until  June  or 
July.  Of  cour<!*,  there  will  be  some  ship- 
ments made  a/ter  the  end  of  March,  but 
ipracitically  eterytliing  will  have  been 
moved   by    that   time.

In  all,  thirty-seven  applications  were 
i^ceived  by  the  commission  asking  for 
the  extension.  Two  of  them  already 
have  been  deni'jd,  those  of  the  Georgia 
Southern  &  Florida  railway  and  St. 
Joseph  &  Grand  Island  railway,  be- 
cause, in  the  opinion  of  the  commis- 
.slon,  the  petitions  did  not  show  what, 
in  the  terms  of  the  act,  would  consti- 
tute "good  cJfuse"  for  granting  the  re- 
lief requested.  The  applications  of  the 
other  thirty-five  lines  are  being  heard 
as  one  c3,se,  because  the  petitions  are 
substantially  identical.  .\11  of  them 
assert  that  they  have  found  it  impos- 
sible to  prf>cure  the  services  of  compe- 
tent, eflicient  and  dependable  tele- 
graph operators  in  such  numbers  as 
will  ( nable  them  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  law;  and  that,  even 
if  they  could  obtain  the  necessary  op- 
eratoi's,  the  enforced  employment  of 
so  many  additional  men  would  be  a 
fina;icial  hardship,  which  the  carriers 
ought  not  to  be  jjubjected  to. 
Must  CI0.S0  Statiuus. 

Nearly  all  of  the  petitions  also  indi- 
cate that.  In  the  circumstances,  if  the 
law  is  enforced,  the  companies  will  be 
obliged  to  close  many  small  stations 
on  their  lines,  thus  interfering  with 
the  service,  causing  inconvenience  and 
pi>s.sible  loss  to  the  traveling  and  ship- 
ping public  and  preventing  the  prompt 
movement  of  trains.  The  roads  which 
have  filed  applications  for  extension 
of  the  law  include  the  Chicago.  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific,  Illinois  Central,  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  Union 
Pacific,  Hocking  Valley  and  Louisville 
&   Nashville. 

It  is  regarded  as  significant  that, 
with  the  exception  of  the  New  York 
Central  lines,  none  of  the  great  East- 
ern roads  has  made  application  for 
extension.  In  the  Northwest,  the  Wis- 
consin Central,  the  Great  Northern 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  are  not  rep- 
resented among  the  applicants. 

Under  the  law,  and  a  ruling  of  the 
commission,  no  road  which  does  not 
apply  for  the  extension  can  be  a  ben- 
eficiary of  any  order  granting  the  ex- 
tension to  other  lines,  even  if  such 
order  should  be  issued.  It  is  assumed, 
therefore,  that  the  companies  which 
havt;  not  applied  have  made  arrange- 
■ments  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law  when  it  becomes  effective  on 
March  4.

Minnesota  Senator  Gives 
His  Views  on  tiie  Cur- 
rency 

No  Provision  Made  to 

Prevent  Repetition  of 

Lawless  Practices. 


Washington,  Feb.  27.— lAfter  passing  the 
penal  code  bill  the  senate  yesterday  on 
motion  of  Senator  Aldrich  advanced  the 
emergency  currency  bill  to  the  posi- 
tion of  unfinished  business,  which  action 
has  the  effect  of  giving  it  unquestioned 
right  of  way, 

beeches  on  the  currency  bill  were  made 
by  Senators  Colberson,  (Deijiocrat, 
Texas),  and  Nelson,  (Republican,  Minne- 
sota). 

Declaring  that  the  tronble  with  the 
country     during       the       recent       currency 

exigency  was  not  caused  by  a  lack  of 
money,  but  by  the  difficulty  of  keeping 
it  in  circulation.  Mr.  Nelson  analyzed 
the  banking  conditions  last  fall  and  drew 
the  Inference  that  the  crisis  originated  In 
the  East  and  not  in  the  West.  He  spoke 
of  "loafers"  in  New  York  who  live  on 
stock  manipulation.  Thirty-eight  per 
cent  of  the  money  in  Now  York  was  at 
the  time  of  the  panic,  lie  declared,  loan- 
ed on  call  Or  damand  notes,  a  kind  of 
loan,  he  said,  that  is  made  only  on  stocks 
and   is   not   available   for  business   men. 

Saying  tliat  the  banks  had  taken  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  the  importation 
of  gold  during  the  panic,  he  undertook 
to  show  that  the  $l(i0,Hu0.000  of  gold  im- 
|K)rted  was  sent  here  upon  bills  of  lading 
to  pay  for  wheat  and  cotton  that  had 
been  sent  abroad  and  contended  that 
therefore  the  banks  deserved  no  credit  in 
that  connection. 

"The  only  way  the  bankers  stopped  the 
panic,"  lie  said,  "wa.^  by  violating  the  law 
and  holding  up  depositors." 

The  proposition  to  insure  deposits,  he 
said,  was  met  by  big  banks  with  a  pro- 
test against  placing  the  little  banks  that 
were  on  a  lower  level  on  the  same  level 
with   them. 

Big  Baiik»i  on  High  Horse. 

"These  big  banks,  '  said  he,  "are  get- 
ting on  a  high  horse  and  say  nothing 
should  be  done  to  protect  depositors." 

"Great  God,  "  he  exclaimed,  "the  panic 
demonstrated  that  the  big  bankers  are  on 
the    lowest    level." 

He  was  surprised,  he  said,  that  the 
chairman  of  the  finance  committee  had 
put  no  provision  in  liis  bill  to  prevent  a 
repetition  of  the  lawless  practice  of  the 
banks  as  pursued  in  the  panic,  altliough 
he  had  deplored   that  lawlessness. 

Mr.  Nelson  commented  on  the  purchase 
of  the  Tennessee  Coal  &  Iron  company 
by  the  United  States  Steel  corporation, 
by  t.'ie  givmg  of  its  bonds  for  the  stock 
of  the  coal  and  iron  company,  the  re- 
sult of  which  was  a  merger  that  removed 
ihe  only  comi>etitor  of  the  Steel  cor- 
jh^ratioa. 

"Jf  they  had  bought  the  stock,"  he 
added,  "I  could  see  how  they  helped  to 
relieve  the  uanic." 

"Some  gentlemen,"  he  said,  "came 
around  here  from  New  York  and  bush- 
whacked around  Washington  to  see 
wlHtlier  the  merger  would  be  sustained. 
I    think   they   went    away  satisfied." 

Mr.  Newlands  asked  what  other  con- 
sent  could  be  had  to  secure  interest  on 
tlifc  guarantee  funds,  and  Mr.  Nelson 
replied,  "dont  ask  me  questions  and  I 
will  tell  no  fibs."-  In  conclusion,  he  said: 

"Let  us  get  the  necessities  by  pro- 
tecting depositors,  stop  the  runs  on 
bF.nks  and  prevent  big  banks  in  the  re- 
teivt  cities  from  tying  up  the  funds  of 
the  local  banks."

The  association  will  present  a  prize 
of  «lo  to  the  owner  of  the  cow  with  tho 
best  record,  and  smaller  prizes  to  those 
who  stand  next  in  order  of  merit.  Within 
a  radius  of  some  fortj;  miles  of  this  city 
there  are  under  construction  or  prepar- 
luf  for  construction  some  six  creameries. 
TlTe  valley  is  fast  losing  its  old-tnne  sys- 
tem of  grain  farming,  and  will  soon  be 
enrolled  among  those  sections  of  the  state 
that  are  famous  for  their  butter  crop.

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THE  COMMISSION  PLAN. 

The  constitutionality  of  the  commission  plan  of  munic- 
ipal government  lias  been  upheld  by  the  supreme  court 
of  Iowa,  and  the  decision  is  interesting  in  view  of  the 
fact  tliat  it  would  probably  apply  in  other  states  where 
the  people  may  have  an  idea  of  taking  up  this  new 
method  of  conducting  city   business. 

Duluth  has  done  well  with  the  commission  plan  so 
far  as  it  has  adopted  it.  The  most  conspicuous  use  of  it 
in  this  city  is  in  the  conduct  of  the  municipal  light  and 
water  plant,  which  have  been  turned  over  to  an  unpaid, 
non-partisan  body  of  representative  business  men  who 
have  -made  good."  The  school  board  is  practically 
managed  on  the  commission  plan,  since  its  members  are 
selected  because  of  their  business  ability  and  not  be- 
cause of  their  politics,  and  the  library  board  and  park 
board  are  other  examples. 

Carrying  it  out  to  the  extent  adopted  in  a  number 
of  American  cities  involves  abolishing  the  offices  of 
maj'or  and  alderman,  and  turning  the  entire  business  of 
the  city  over  to  a  commission  of  four  or  five  members. 
Since  the  work  takes  all  their  time,  they  must  bo  paid, 
and  since  it  is  important  work  they  must  be  well  paid' 
In  Duluth.  if  the  plan  is  ever  adopted  here,  the  salary 
should  not  be  less  than  $5,000  a  year. 

Tiic  chief  merits  of  the  commission  plan  are  that  it 
■implilles  the  city  government,  that  it  tends  to  take  it  out 
of  politics,  and  that  it  reduces  expenses  by  placing  the 
city  business  on  a  business  l^asis  instead  of  upon  a  sec- 
tional and  political  basis. 

The   main   point    raised  against   the   commission    plan 
was  that  it  is  not  a  republican  form  of  government,  and 
the  federal  Constitution  declares  that  "the  United  States 
shall  guarantee  to  every  state  in  this  union  a  republican 
form     of    government."      The     question     involved     was 
whether   this   extended   down   to   municipal   government, 
and   the  supreme  court  of  Iowa  says  it  does  not.     The 
court  ^ay3  that  the  purpose  of  the  framers  of  the  Con- 
stitution was  to  form  a  government,  republican  in  char- 
acter,  for  the   states   as   a    united   whole.      It   rejects   as 
"wholly  wrong"  the  argument  that  this  plan  was  meant 
to  extend  to  the  form  of  municipal  government  in  the 
republic.     It  also  calls  attention  to  the  exercise  of  legis- 
lative   powers    by    mayors    when    they    vote    in    councils 
as  IS  common,  though   the  practice  does   not  prevail   in 
Duluth.      At     the    time    the     federal     Constitution     was 
adopted,   the   court   points  out.   the  forms   of  local  gov- 
ernment provided  for  municipalities  varied  in  the  difTer- 
ent   states.     In  some  pure  democracy  obtained   through 
the  medium  of  town  meetings;  in  others  boards  of  select- 
men   were   chosen.      The   court  says:     "No  one   of  such 
state:,    was    called    upon    to    amend    its    plan— state    or 
municipal— to  bring  it  into  harmony  with  the  plan  pro- 
posed for  the  federal  government." 

The  point  thus  raised  against  the  plan  was  manifestly 
weak,  and  the  Iowa  supreme  court  had  no  hesitation  in 
saying  so. 


resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  shooting  was  done  by 
soldiers.

If   it    had    not   been    for   politics   and    race   prejudice, 
this  matter  would   have  passed  out  of  notice  a  year  or 
more  ago.     It  was  not  politics  so  much  as  a  desire   to 
discredit  the  president  and  to  weaken  his  usefulness  in 
behalf  of  the  measures  he  champions.     The  attitude  of 
Senator  Foraker  in  the  matter  proves  that  conclusively. 
The  country  has   had  about  enough   of  the   Browns- 
ville   matter.      To    the    average    citizen    this    was    not    a 
matter  of   politics  or   of  race   problems   but   of  military 
discipline.     There  is  almost  no  doubt  wjiatever,  in  view 
of  all   the  evidence,  that   the  shooting  was  done  by  the 
soldiers.       Perhaps    the     residents     of    the     village     had 
brought  the  trouble  upon  themselves  by  their  hatred  of 
negro  troops,  and  perhaps  the  army  authorities  showed 
bad   judgment    in   placing   colored   troops   in   a   fort   sur- 
rounded   by    people    prejudiced   against    them.      But    the 
sho(^ting  was  done  by  soldiers  of  the  United  States,  who 
turned  out  of  government  barracks  in  the  dead  of  night 
and  used  government  rifles  loaded  with  government  bul- 
lets, and  whatever  the  occasion  of  the  strife,  they  should 
be   punished.      When    the   troops   stood   together   as   one 
man  and  refused  to  give  evidence,  it  amounted  to  noth- 
ing less  than  mutiny  in  the  service,  and  in  the  interests 
of   discipline    there    was    no    course    open    to    the    army 
authorities   except    that    which    was    taken — to   discharge 
from  the  service  those  who  had  perpetrated  the  outrage 
and  those  who  stood  by  them.     That  this  involved  the 
punishment  of  the  innocent  as  well  as  the  guilty,  and  that 
many  of  these  soldiers  had  performed  meritorious  serv- 
ice, made  it  unfortunate  and  regrettable.     But  discipline 
must  be  preserved,  or  there  can  be  no  army. 

The  president  did  rightly  in  discharging  these  troops, 
and  in  considering  the  case  the  fact  that  the  soldiers 
were  colored  men  should  be  left  out  of  view  entirely, 
because  to  consider  it  is  to  open  the  door  for  race  preju- 
dice and  politics,  which  have  no  bearing  on  the  merits 
of  the  controversy.

NOW  LET  US  BUILD. 

The  Herald  believes  that  the  people  of  St.  Louis 
county  are  very  well  pleased  with  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  because  of  its  action  of  yesterday  in  de- 
ciding in  favor  of  the  grouping  plan  with  the  new  court- 
house as  the  central  figure. 

Now  that  plans  are  definitely  and  finally  decided 
upon,  work  should  proceed  with  the  utmost  alacrity, 
and  without  further  delay.  Those  who  have  been  threat- 
ening litigation  that  will  involve  delay  would  better  con- 
tain^hemselves.  They  will  be  assailing  the  united 
wishes  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and  it  will  not  be 
a  popular  pursuit. 

It  happens  very  fortuitously  and  very  fortunately 
that  just  when  the  county  needs  a  new  courthouse,  the 
government  needs  a  new  building  and  the  city  of  Duluth 
is  rapidly  approaching  the  time  when,  it,  too,  will  need 
new  quarters.  This  makes  the  grouping  plan  eminently 
practicable,  and  while  it  cannot  be  completed  all  at  once, 
it  can  be  only  a  short  time  before  the  ideal  that  has 
been  formed  by  the  architects  and  dreamed  by  the  people 
will  be  realized. 

But  the  first  thing,  now  that  the  plan  has  been  decided 
upon,  must  be  the  condemnation  of  the  new  site  and  the 
building  of  a  courthouse  upon  it.  That  work  need  be 
delayed  no  longer.  The  courthouse  is  needed,  there  are 
idle  men  needing  the  work  of  building  it,  the  cost  of 
building  is  as  low  as  it  is  likely  to  be  in  a  decade,  the 
county  is  richly  able  to  stand  the  expense,  and  there  is  I 
every  reason  for  prompt  action  and  none  at  all  for  delay. 
Let  us  build  a  courthouse  immediately,  without  any 
further  delay  for  discussion.  Let  selfish  interests  stand 
aside  that  the  good  of  the  many  may  be  considered  for 
once.

UNCLEAN  PAPER  MONEY. 

There  is  a  cry  for  "clean  money"  that  has  nothmg  to 
do  with  the  late  interesting  but  profitless  discussion  of 
so-called  •'tainted  money,"  which  is  money  contributed  to 
good  purposes  by  men  who  got  it  in  evil  ways.  It  seems 
to  be  fairly  well  agreed  upon  that  no  money  is  "tainted," 
and  that  money  found  in  criminal  ways  will  do  the  same 
work,  good  or  bad,  as  money  earned  honestly. 

But  the  clean  money  cry  refers  to  the  filthy  condition 
of  the  paper  money  in  circulation  in  the  country,  and 
it  demands  that  the  government  provide  money  that  is 
cleaner  and  more  free  from  disease  germs.  Since  paper 
money  has  a  long  way  to  go  before  it  is  through  circu- 
lating it  is  going  to  be  diflficult  to  keep  the  country  sup- 
plied with  clean,  new  bills,  though  doubtless  conditions 
can  be  improved  very  much  by  a  more  frequent  issue 
and  retirement  of  money. 

A  bill  that  has  been  long  in  circulation  is  not  a  pleas- 
ant object  to  let  the  imagination  of  its  possessor  rua  riot 
upon.  It  is  manifestly  unclean,  ill-smelling  and  most 
assuredly  it  contains  a  marvelously  representative  and 
complete  collection  of  disease  germs.  For  that  matter 
a  clean,  new  bill,  passing  through  the  hands  of  one  dis- 
eased person,  may  prove  as  deadly  as  a  bill  that  has 
been  in  circulation  for  years. 

The  director  of  the  research  laboratory  of  New  York 
recently  made  an  investigation  of  this  subject,  and  in  his 
report  he  says  that  as  shown  by  microscopic  examina- 
tion, an  average  piece  of  paper  money,  moderately  clean, 
carries  22,500  bacteria.  On  an  average  unclean  bill  there 
will  be  about  73,000  bacteria.  Most  of  these  are  harm- 
less, be  it  understood,  but  many  of  them  are  the  germs 
of  dangerous  diseases. 

It  could  hardly  be  otherwise.  Paper  money  passes 
through  a  multitude  of  hands.  In  its  career  it  goes  from 
highest  to  lowest,  from  clean  to  unclean,  from  healthy 
persons  to  diseased  persons.  More  unpleasant  to  think 
upon,  it  also  goes  from  diseased  persons  to  healthy  per- 
sons, and  from  the  unclean  to  the  clean. 

Though  the  government  annually  destroys  about 
$600,000,000  of  paper  money  and  replaces  it  with  new,  the 
average  xlollar  bill  circulates  for  twenty  months,'  the 
average  $5  bill  keeps  going  for  about  three  years.'  and 
those  of  higher  denominations  circulate  even  longer. 

The  subject  is  not  so  important  as  some  others,  but 
it  is  worth  consideration.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  all  the 
paper  money  clean  and  wholesome,  but  it  should  be  pos- 
sible to  improve  conditions  by  providing  some  way  by 
which  anybody  that  wishes  could  have  his  old  paper 
money  changed  for  new  without  expense  to  himself.

Had  the  decision  been  otherwise  it 
would  have  created  a  vast  immunity  bath  in  which, 
among  others,  Standard  Oil's  $30,000,000  fine  would  have 
been  washed  away.

more  likely  means  that  Mr.  Johnson  ii 
acute  enough  to  see  that  any  Democrat 
who  Is  not  for  Bryan  may  as  well  shelve 
his  ambition  for  polilical  preference  by 
the  n.-itlon.  If  Mr.  Johnson  becomes, 
throutfh  any  combination  of  Improbable 
circumstances,  th--  nominee,  he  doubtless 
wants  to  have  Mr.  Bryan  reconciled  In 
advance  to  the  development  and  to  be 
assured  of  his  hearty  support.  The  best 
way  to  do  this  is  to  he  "for  Bryan"  right 
to  the  finish. 

There  is  a  certain  analogy  between  the 
status  of  Governor  Hushes  a»  a  possible 
Republican  nominee  and  Governor  John- 
son as  a  possible  standard  bearer  tor  the 
Democrats.  Both  have  been  exception- 
ally strong  and  effective  governors.  Both 
are  the  servant.^  of  high  Ideals  In  public 
life,  and  both  have  admirer.s  tliroughout 
the  nation,  and  there  exists  in  their 
re.spective  parti-^s  a  not  Inconsiderable 
sentiment  In  favor  of  their  nomination 
for   the   presidency. 

It  Is  found  in  the  case  of  both  Hughes 
and  Johnson,  however,  that  while  there 
is  much  of  this  sentiment,  there  has  been 
little  effort  made  to  express  It  in  an  ag- 
gressive attempt  to  land  delegates.  On 
the  Republican  side  Governor  Hughes' 
personal  attitude  has  been  responsible 
for  this  condition.  On  the  Democratic 
side  a  feeling  of  the  futility  of  trying 
to  unhorse  Bryan,  and  hesitancy  about 
inviting  further  disruption  of  the  party 
on  the  eve  of  an  election  have  prevented 
an  aggressive  movement  for  Joimson. 
These  considerations  are  .strengthened  by 
the  feeling  that  to  alienate  Mr.  Brvan's 
support  from  Johnson  or  any  other  "can- 
didate would  be  fatal  another  factor 
compelling  the  Democrats  to  move  gin- 
gerly. 

The  lustiest  advocate  of  Governor 
Johnson's  nomination  is  the  New  York 
World,  which  rpgards  him  as  pre-emin- 
ently the  strongest  Democratic  possi- 
bility. It  believes  that  by  the  hold  he 
would  have  on  the  Scandinavian  voters 
he  could  make  several  Northwestern 
states  doubtful,  and  contends  that  he 
would  be  much  stronger  In  the  East  than 
Bryan.  Unfortunately  for  the  succe.ss  of 
its  plans,  the  World's  work  for  Johnson 
takes  the  form  of  disparagement  of 
Bryan,  and  is  done  In  a  manner  to  In- 
vite the  hostility  of  the  Bryan  Democrats 
to  the  Johnson  boom,  the  very  thing  that 
must  be  avoided  if  it  is  to  come  to  any- 
thing. 

At  this  writing  there  appears  to  be 
neither  length,  breadth  or  thickness  to 
the  Johnson  movement.  That  he  has 
many  friends  and  wellwlshers  Is  evident, 
but  he  has  only  few  delegates  in  sight! 
Johnson's  best  play  Is  to  maintain 
unruptured  relations  with  f?rvan  so  that 
in  the  event  of  the  Improbable  happen- 
ing, and  the  latter's  nomination  proving 
impossible,  he  may  have  his  cordial  eti- 
dorsement  and  support  for  the  presiden- 
tial oflflce.

SALOON  MEN 
WANl^JURY 

Attorney  Jaques  Raises 

Interesting  Point  in 

Municipal  Court. 

Says  City  Ordinance  Was 

Abrogated  by  the 

New  Charter. 


Charles  Lang-bridge,  proprietor  of  a 
saloon  at  22  North  Fifth  avenue  west, 
in  the  McKay  building,  charged  with 
keeping  hl.s  saloon  open  after  hours  on 
the  morning  of  Feb.  19,  was  yester- 
day'afternoon  discharged  in  municipal 
court  for  lack  of  sufficient  evidence. 
The  policemen  testified  to  entering 
the  place  through  a  rear  door  and  find- 
ing  Mr.    Langbridge  at   the   telephone, 

with  two  men  standing  by  him.  It 
was  2:45  in  the  morning,  but  there 
was  no  evidence  to  show  that  the 
place  was  open  for  conducting  busi- 
ness and  Mr.  Langbridge  was  dis- 
charged. 

The  outcome  of  the  case  prevented 
the  settlement  by  appeal  of  an  inter- 
esting que.stion,  raised  by  Attorney 
Jaques,  who  defended  Mr.  Lang- 
bridge. It  has  been  raised  in  connec- 
tion witli  saloon  cases  previously,  but 
has  never  come  before  the  district 
court  for  settlement.  Mr.  Jaques 
quetsioned  the  right  of  the  court  to 
try  the  case,  without  jury,  holding  that 
the  ordinance  is  void,  under  the  char- 
ter, and  the  case  should  be  tried  under 
indictment  and   before   a  jury. 

Quoting  from  the  Minnesota  reports 
to  support  his  contentions,  he  en- 
deavored to  show  that  prosecution  for 
keeping  a  saloon  open  after  hours  is 
a  criminal  prosecution  within  the 
meaning  of  the  constitution,  which  re- 
tains to  all  men  cliarged  with  a  crim- 
inal offense,  the  right  to  a  trial  by 
due  process  of  law  before  a  fair  and 
Impartial    jury. 

Ho  quoted  the  city  charter,  which 
prescribed  that  the  council  may  fix 
penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances 
to  the  limit  of  $100  fine  or  ninety  days 
In  the  county  jail.  The  city  ordin- 
ance, under  which  pro.secutions  are 
had  for  violations  of  the  liquor  laws. 
fixes  a  maximum  penalty  of  $100  and 
costs  or  thirty  days  in  th^^  county 
jail,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment.  He 
held  that  all  ordinances  passed  pre- 
viou.-^  to  the  adoption  of  the  charter, 
should  be  retained  In  force,  excepting 
tho.se  which  are  incompatible  with 
th.'  charter.  He  held  that  as  the  pen- 
alty provision  in  the  ordinance  gov- 
erning the  closing  of  saloons  is  in- 
compatible with  the  right  the  charter 
gives  the  council  to  fix  penalties,  the 
ordinance  l.s  abrogated  by  the  charter 
and  prosecutions  should  be  had  under 
the  state  law. 

Mr.  Jaques"  request  for  a  Jury  trial 
and  his  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  court  were  overruled  and  the  case 
went  on.  under  protest  and  with  the 
understanding  that  an  appeal  would 
be  taken  should  conviction  be  secured.

KANE  CASE  HAS 
BEEN  CONTINUED 

Alleged    Illegal   Voting 

Case  Will  be  Tried 

Next  Month. 

Michael  P.  Kane,  an  enlisted  man  in  the 
IJnlted  States  marine  corps,  who  is  under 
indictment  in  tjiis  county  for  voting  illeg- 
ally at  the  primary  election  last  Decem- 
ber, will  not  be  tried  until  some  time  nex: 
month,  during  the  Match  term  of  the 
•district  court.  ,    ., 

Judae  Cant  this  moinmg  granted  the 
motion  of  County  Attorney  Norton  for  a 
continuance  of  the  case  over  the  present 
term.  M.  H.  McMahon.  attorney  for  Kane, 
opposed  the  continuance,  but  was  over- 
ruled. ,  ,        - 

County  \ttomey  Norton,  in  asking  for 
the  continuance,  stated  that  the  state  had 
been  inlormed  that  Kane  told  another 
enlisted  ina:i  at  the  Mare  Island  station 
that  he.  Kane,  had  participated  in  some 
Illegal  voting  in  Duluth  at  the  last  prim- 
ary election.  The  name  ot  the  alleged 
witn.'ss  is  John  Car\er.  but  he  Is  said  to 
liave  deserted  about  the  time  that  the 
authorities  arrived  at  Mare  Island  station 
to  arrest  ICane.  Although  search  has 
been  made  by  the  authoiitieo  tor  Carver. 
he  has  not  yet  been  located.  The  county 
attorney  believes  tliat  he  will  be  found, 
however,  before  the  Kane  case  comes  on 
for  trial  next  month. 

Mr.  McMahon  argued  that  "John  Car- 
ver" was  a  mythical  person,  and  that  the 
hearsay  evidence  as  to  what  he  might 
testiiv  was  merely  a  subterfuge  on  the 
part  of  the  state  to  delay  matters  and 
keep  Kane  m  jail  for  a  longer  period.  Ho 
urged  the  right  of  a  speedy  trial. 

Judge  Cant  assured  Mr.  McMahon  that 
his  client  would  be  treated  fairly  in  the 
matter,  but  that  in  view  of  the  nearness 
of  the  new  term,  the  importance  of  the 
case  and  the  rights  of  the  state  as  well 
as  those  of  the  defendant,  it  seemed  best 
to  continue  the  matter  a  little  longer.

NEXT  MOVE  IS 
PROBLEMATICAL 

Future  of  Winnipeg  Ex- 
change Interests  Local 
Grain  Firms. 

Just  what  the  Winnipeg  grain  exchange 
will  do  to  offset  the  unfavorable  legisla- 
tion t-hat  has  gone  into  effect  in  Mani- 
toba is  a  question  that  the  local  grain 
men  are  much  interested  in.  The  latest 
story  is  to  the  effect  that  the  exchange 
will  remove,  bag  and  baggage,  to  Port 
Arthur  and  Fort  William.  Ontario. 

The  affairs  of  the  Winnipeg  grain  ex- 
change are  of  some  concern  to  many  Du- 
luth grain  men.  Several  local  grain  and 
commission  houses  have  branch  offices  in 
Winnipeg  and  the  Duluth  market  has  al- 
ways l>een  in  close  touch  with  Winni- 
peg. 

"I  really  do  not  know  what  is  going 
to  be  done  at  Winnlpt^g."  said  Julius  H. 
Barnes,  of  the  Ames-Brooka  company, 
today.  "No  one  seems  willing  to  say. 
and  I  gue^s  no  one  really  knows  yet. 
The  Winnipeg  people  are  merely  looking 
around,  trying  to  figure  out  what  Is  to 
be  done  to  oflTset  the  new  statutes  which 
are  in   force  there." 


DEADLOCK  ON 
NEW  BUILDING 

Sellwood  Structure  Can- 
not be  Occupied  Until 
Permit  is  issued. 

Until  the  building  Inspector  of  the  city 
issues  a  cerilhcale  to  the  effect  that  the 
building  is  completed  and  conforms  In 
every  particular  to  the  city's  building  or- 
dinance, the  new  Sellwood  building  at  the 
corner  of  Second  avenue  west  and  Supe- 
rior street  cannot  be  occupied. 

While  the  contractors  were  still  working 
on  the  steel  frame  of  the  building,  the 
plans  were  submitted  to  the  buiiding  in- 
spector's office  with  a  verbal  request  for 
a  permit.  Examination  showed  that  the 
most  noticeable  violation  of  the  building 
laws  in  the  plans  was  the  provision  for 
entrances  on  the  avenue,  cutting  into  and 
encroachlnjj  on  the   sidewalk. 

The  matter  was  submitted  to  the  city 
attorney  and  he  held  that  unless  the 
plans  conformed  with  the  city's  building 
ordinance,  no  permit  could  be  issued.  Ho 
notified  the  architect  of  that  fact,  and 
there  the  matter  now  stands.  No  permit 
will  be  Issued  for  the  building  under  the 
present  circumstances,  it  is  said,  and 
until  the  contractors  get  their  clearance 
from  the  building  inspector,  the  building 
cannot  be  occupied. 


Remarkable  Photograph  is  Exhib- 
ited ill  Superior  Street  Store. 

There  -is  on  exliibltion  in  tiie  fine 
large  show  window  of  tbe  Columbia 
(.'lothlng  company,  at  Third  avenue 
west,  probably  the  largest  photograph 
ever  displayed  in  Duluth,  being  five 
feet  in  height  and  seven  and  one-half 
feet  in  length.  It  is  a  retnarkable  pic- 
ture   In    a    number   of    ways. 

Probably  most  people  have  seen  the 
old  duguerriotypes,  which  were  the 
height  of  the  photographer's  art  a  gen- 
eration or  so  ago,  and  comparing  them 
with  the  monster  photograph  herein 
referred  to.  only  shoWs  the  immense 
strides  that  have  been  made  in  photog- 
raphy, as  well  as  the  other  arts,  ai\d 
the  products  of  the  commercial  world. 
Probably  no  department  of  mechani- 
cal skill  and  ingenuity  has  made  more 
rapid  strides  than  is  shown  by  com- 
pLirlson  with  the  locomotive  engine  of 
a  little  over  a  half  century  ago  with 
the  monstrous  piles  of  machinery  now 
in  service  transporting  passengers  and 
freight  to  and  from  all  portions  ot 
the    United    States. 

Engine  "Wl  of  the  Chicago  &  Alton 
railroad  Is  the  exemplification  of  the 
latter  type  and  is  said  to  be  the  larg- 
est tvpe  of  passenger  engine  in  the 
world".  This  fact  is  brought  out  very 
forcibly  by  the  photographer  who  has 
arranged  sixty-three  men  on  and 
around  the  engine  so  that  the  ordinary 
observer  can  more  readily  grasp  the 
extraordinary  dimensions  therein 
shown. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  twenty  men 
are  standing  alongside  the  engine  with 
hands  clasped  and  arms  extended,  and 
in  comparing  their  height  with  the  im- 
mense drlvewheels,  the  latter  appear  to 
be  a  foot  and  a  half  higher  than  the 
tallest    of    the    men    standing    there. 

In  addition  to  the  three  large  drive- 
wheels  and  two  small  pilot  wheels  in 
front,  on  each  side,  there  is  also  a 
large  trailer  or  balance  wheel  just 
under  the  front  of  the  cab  which  is 
not  generally  seen  on  the  smaller 
engines. 

Oscar  L.  Hill  of  Minneapolis,  who 
represents  the  Alton  in  this  territory, 
made  the  arrangements  for  the  display 
and  told  the  reporter  that  owing  to  the 
unusual  interest  the  photograph  at- 
tracted in  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Kan- 
sas City,  it  was  decided  to  exhibit  it 
in  several  other  of  the  larger  cities, 
Duluth  being  among  the  number.  The 
Columbia  people  have  shown  their 
usual  tact  in  decoration  by  fixing  up 
a  window  in  harmony  with  the  sub- 
ject  of   the   picture?.

WORK  FOR  EVERY 
MAN.  SAYS  AGENT 

Claims  That  Every  Man 

in  Duluth  Can 

Find  Job. 

"There  is  employment  for  every  able- 
bodied  man  in  Duluth.  We  have  some 
orders  where  we  find  it  hard  to  get 
men  to  fill  them  with.  The  wages  are 
lower  than  they  were  a  year  ago,  and 
that  seems  to  be  the  reason  why  some 
of  the  men  don't  seem  disposed  to  go 
to  work.  Tiie  free  food  offered  by  the 
city  is,  in  my  opinion,  having  the  ef- 
fect of  keeping  some  of  the  men  in  the 
citv  from  goiuK  to  work.  Some  of  tlie 
men  we  have  offered  employment  to 
have  said  that  they  were  living  easy 
on  free  food,  and  didn't  see  that  there 
was  any  liurry  in  accepting  employ- 
ment." .  , 

Such  was  the  statement  of  a  promi- 
nent labor  employment  agent  this  morn- 
ing His  books  corroborated  his  state- 
ment. He  showed  where  he  had  orders 
that  he  couldn't  fill.  He  stated  that 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  "bread 
line"  many  of  the  men  had  refused  to 
accept  work. 

He  added  that  there  are  some  men  In 
the  city  who  had  made  no  attempt  to 
get  work.  These  are  in  a  great  minor- 
ity however.  He  said  that  free  lunches 
ami  the  free  food  offered  by  the  city 
and  certain  charitable  organizations 
was  having  the  effect  of  keeping  some 
of  the  more  shiftless  from  looking  for 
any  but  the  most  desirable  work  at  the 
best  wage. 

"Undoubtedly."  said  the  employment 
agent  'there  are  many  deserving  of 
the  food  given  by  the  city.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  are  many  men  who 
are  not.  In  a  way  this  breeds  a  senti- 
ment of  dependence  and  begets  the 
feeling  that  places  will  be  found  for 
men  who  are  out  of  work.  If  a  man 
is  hungry  he  certainly  should  be  fed. 
Yet  there  are  men  here  today  who  are 
not   seriously    looking    for   employment, 


and  these  are  the  men  upWi  which  tlie 
free  feeding  by  the  city  works  a  posi- 
tive  liarm."

St.  Paul.  Minn..  Feb.  27.— (Special  to

Famous  Pilot  on  the  Upper  Missis- 
sippi Laid  to  Rest. 

Dakota,  Minn.,  Feb.  27.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  remains  of  John 
Joneis,  famous  as  the  "Jim  Bludsoe"  of 
the  Upper  Mississippi  river,  were  laid 
to  rest  here  yesterday.  Jones'  experi- 
ence was  so  much  similar  to  that  of 
the  hero  of  John  Hay's  famous  poem 
that  many  believe  he  was  the  inspira- 
tion of  it.  Jones  was  pilot  of  the 
ferryboat  Warsaw,  which  transferred 
I>assengers  from  La  Crosse  to  the  Min- 
nesota side  of  the  river  in  the  period 
just  after  the  Civil  war.  About  forty 
years  ago  the  Warsaw  caught  fire 
while  in  the  middle  of  the  channel, 
with  aeveral  hundred  passengers 
aboard,  but  Jones  headed  the  steamer 
for  an  Island  in  the  center  of  the  river, 
and,  in  the  woi^ds  of  the  poem,  "Held 
her  nozzle  against  the  bank  until  the 
last  galoot  was  ashore."  He  was 
then  obliged  to  make  his  own  way  to 
land  through  the  burning  boat.  Al- 
though he  received  serious  injuries,  he 
survived  and  died  of  old  age.

SCHEDULE  IS 

ANNOUNCED 


American  League 
Open  Its  1908  Sea- 
son April  14. 

New  York,  Feb.  27.— With  the 
nouncement  of  the  American  league 
schedule  of  playing  dates  for  the  coming 
season  the  baseball  season  is  brought 
close   to   the   followers  of  baseball. 

The  opening  d.ates  are  so  arranged  that 
none  of  the  games  will  be  in  conflict  eith- 
er in  New  York,  Washington.  Detroit  or 
Cleveland.  The  season  of  the  American 
league  will  open  April  14  with  Detroit 
at  Chicago;  St.  Douis  at  Cleveland; 
Washington  at  Boston;  and  Philadelphia 
at  New  York. 

The  schedule  calls  for  IM  games  by 
each  club  during  the  year,  seventy-seveli 
being  at  home  and  seventy-seven  abroad. 

During  the  season  the  cnflictlng  dates 
have  been  reduced  to  fifteen,  which 
shows  a  spirit  of  peace  between  the 
leagues. 

Other  than  discussing  and  adopting  the 
schedule  the  American  league  only  talked 
over  routine  business.  It  adjourned  un- 
til   today. 

The  National  league  session  lasted  only 
a  couple  of  hours.  The  only  business 
finishf  d  was  the  adoption  of  the  schedule 
for  the  ensuing  season,  the  dates  of 
which  will  be  announced   later.

Good    Terms    Offered 

Tommy  Burns  and 

Jack  Johnson. 

London,  Feb.  27.— Tommy  Burns,  the 
heavyweight  champion,  and  Jack 
John«)n,  the  coloretl  heavyweight,  may 
meet  in  this  country  to  M§ht  for  the 
championship  within  the  next  few 
month.s.  A  syndicate  of  British  sports- 
men has  offeirt'd  ^a  purse  for  a  fight  be- 
tween Burns  and  Johnson,  to  take 
place  in  England.  They  have  placed  a 
deposit  of  $2,000  ^vith  Messrs.  .Spalding, 
and  Burns,  ■■having  accepted  their 
terms,  has  deposited  a  similar  sum  as 
a  forfeit.  The  inducements  offered  to 
Burns  to  meet  Johnson  are  not  dis- 
closed, hut  the  syndicate  offers  John- 
son $5,000.   win,  lose,  or  draw. 

The  fight  i?  to  take  place  before  June 
10,  and  Bums  insists  oh  a  16-foot  ring. 
He  is  also  ajrrc'^kable  to  the  suggestion 
that  James  I.  Jeffries  .shall  act  a.s  ref- 
eree. He  appc-ars  quite  elated  at  the 
opportunity  thu.a  afforded  him  of  meet- 
ing Johnson,  and  .says  the  terms  are 
far  better  than  ajiy  ever  suggested  in 
America.  He  says  he  cannot  see  how 
Johnson  can  refuse  them  if  he  really 
wants  to  fight. 

Burns  would  like  It  to  be  a  fight  to 
a  finish,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
authorities  would  allow  any  contest 
going  over  twenty  or  twenty-five 
rounds.  If  a  fight  is  arranged,*  It  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  at  Newcastle 
or  one  of  the  I^ancashire  citie-s.  where 
a  big  crowd  would  be  a  certainty. 

Burns  is  taking  things  quietly  at 
present,  doing  just  enougih  work  to 
keep  him  in  condition.  He  will  remain 
at  Hampstead  until  March  12,  when 
he  will  gt>  to  Dublin  for  his  fight  on 
St.  Patrick's  day  with  Jem  Roche.

Houghton  Stands  in  Way 
of  Northerns  Hold- 
ing Honors. 

Boys  Have  WorKed  Won- 
ders Under  Burden- 
some Handicap. 

"We  have  never  claimed  the  ^ 
undisputed  amateur  champion-  '^ 
slilp  of  the  United  Slates,  but  we 
do  clahu  that  we  have  as  much 
right  to  claim  the  title  as  any 
team,  conceding  Houghton's 
right  to  dispute  it  on  accoimt  of 
the  tie  on  the  series  Ix'twe'en  the 
two  teaiiLS.  Until  the  boys  re- 
tnrn  and  we  learn  for  certain  % 
the  outcome  of  the  ganu'  at  De-  ^ 
troit  anti  the  character  of  tlie  % 
team  playenl  there,  our  claims  % 
are  rather  hazy,  but  as  far  as 
we  know  at  prest^it,  the  boys 
have  fairly  earne-d  a  right  to 
claim  the  title,  though  \Ae  con- 
cede the  tie  with  Houghton  and 
tile  right  of  tliat  team  to  contest 
our  claims." — Wallace  H.  Wells, 
president  Northern  Hardware 
company  hockey  team. 

Fairness  is  the  on  attribute  of  the  man, 
who  mingles  in  things  sporting,  which 
marks  his  sportsm.^nlike  character.  He, 
who  is  sportsmanlike,  is  fair,  not  only  to 
his  favorites,  but  to  the  opponents.  He 
claims  no  titles  in  cloud-penetrating  voice 
until  he  has  won  them  without  question, 
and  accepts  defeat  with  good  grace.  He 
doesn't  ch.arge  his  opponents  with  pro- 
fessionalism, rowdyism  and  other  unfair 
tactics,  unless  the  claims  are  made  on 
personal  knowledge  or  observation. 
Without  the  sanction  of  the  management 
or  members  of  the  Northern  hookey  team, 
the  morning  paper's  sporting  writer  has 
worked  himsoit  into  a  frenzy  claiming 
the  undisputed  chajnpionship  of  the 
United  States,  charging  Hoaghton  with 
professionalism  and  rowdyism  and  mak- 
ing claims  for  the  Duluth  boys,  which 
may  embarrass  them  in  future  games. 

In  a  talk  with  the  sporting  editor  of 
The  Herald  this  morning.  Wallace  H.

He 
charges  no  profe.ssionali.sm  against 
Houghton  and  no  rowdyism.  The  game  at 
Houghton  was  rough,  but  there  is  no 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  Duluth  sup- 
porters of  the  teajTi  to  belittle  Hough- 
tun'.e  victory,  aside  from  believing  that 
there  might  hav©  been  a  different  story 


had  Fenton  been  at  goal.  The  Calumet 
game  doesn't  count,  as  it  was  merely  an 
exlubition  affair,  arranged  in  short  time, 
with  the  Calumet  team  being  formed  of 
members  of  the  Red  Jacket  and  Lauriam 
teams  of  the  Copper  Country  Ajnateur 
league,  and  the  Northerns  reinforced  bv 
the  playing  of  Cundy  of  Houghton  anil 
Rompf  of  Hancock. 

The  result  of  the  game  at  Detroit  last 
Saturday  is  still  in  doubt.  Reports  are 
that  Detroit  won  by  7  to  3,  Duluth  won 
by  «  to  3,  and  they  didn't  play  at  all  on 
account  of  the  snowstorm.  Tlie  d<  feat 
of  Cleveland  Tuesday  night  was  clear- 
cut  and  decLsive.  The  victory  by  the 
Cleveland  All-Stars  last  night  doesn't 
count,  as  it  was  not  a  regularly  organ- 
ized team.  If  the  team  plays  at  the 
Soo,  the  results  will  not  figure  as  the 
Soo  teams  are  semi-professional. 

Nobody  In  Duluth  or  elsewhere  will  be- 
little the  achievements  of  the  Duluth  sev- 
en or  its  right  to  claim  the  title  of  Amer- 
ican amateur  champions.  If  Cleveland 
has  defeated  the  teams  It  i.s  reported  to 
have  concjuered,  the  victory  Tuesday 
night  brings  the  championship  to  the 
Northwest.  But  Houghton  and  Duluth 
are  tied  on  the  series  this  season  and 
the  Duluth  boys  and  management  are  too 
sportsmanlike  to  claim  an  undisputed 
championship  until  the  tie  is  settled. 
Houghton  must  defeat  Duluth  before  It 
can  claim  any  championships,  but  It  Is 
the  one  obstacle  In  the  way  of  Duluth's 
holding  the   honors. 

The  Duluth  boys  have  accomplished 
great  things  under  the  circumstances. 
Without  the  advantages  of  a  rink  or 
praciice,  they  nave  beaten  the  undisput- 
ed eastern  champions.  Without  their 
goal-tender,  they  have  gone  on  a  hard 
trip  and  met  the  best  teams  in  the  North- 
west. They  have  fine  cour.ige  and  fine 
ability  and  they  deserve  every  word  of 
praise  they  receive.  Every  Duluthian 
is  willing  to  give  it  to  them.  But  like 
true  champions,  they  claim  no  more  than 
they  have  won  and  will  undoubtedly  be 
v.'illing  to  play  off  the  time  with  Hoigh- 
ton  and  play  any  other  amateur  aspir- 
ants before  they  claim  an  undisputed 
title.

President  Makes  Known 
His  Views  on  Educa- 
tional Views. 


No  Let-Up  in  His  War 

Against  Rottenness 

and  Corruption. 


Washington.  F«b.  27.-That  there  wUl 
be  no  letup  in  President  Roosevelt's  policy 
of  warring  'against  rottenness  and  cor- 
ruption," was  emphatically  declared  by 
the  president  yesterday  in  an  addresj>  to 
the  delegates  of  the  departments  of  su- 
perintendence uf  the  National  Educational 
association  during  their  reception  at  the 
White   House. 

Continuing,  the  president  gave  his 
views  on  educationaV  methods  at  consider- 
able length  with  characteristic  liberality 
of   thought  and   vigor  of  expression. 

Pr^-sldent  Roosevelt  said: 

••Gentlemen  and  ladies:  Of  all  bodies 
of  citizens  that  I  have  receU'ed  here  at 
the  White  House  there  is  none  thar 
occupies  a  more  Important  relation  than 
yours.  1  own  six  of  the  children  that 
you  educate  and  I  am  prepared  to  ex- 
tend   cordial    sympatliy    to    some   of    you. 

•'Seriously,  iriends,  it  is  idle  for  any 
man  to  talk  despairingly  of  th«  future 
of  this  country  or  feeling,  unduly  alarm- 
ed About  it.  if  he  will  come  in  contact 
with  you  here  and  with  the  forc-is  that 
you  represent.  Fundamentally  this 
country  is  sound,  morally  no  less  than 
physically.  Fundamentally,  in  its  family 
lift;  and  in  the  outside  activities  of  its 
individuals  the  country  is  better  and  not 
worse  than  it  formerfv  was.  This  dr.es 
uot  mean  that  we  are  to  be  excused  if 
we  fail  to  war  against  rottenness  and 
corruption,  if  we  fail  to  contend  effec- 
tively with  the  oroes  of  evils;  and  they 
waste  their  time  to  ask  me  to  withhold 
my  hand  from  dealing  therewith.  But  It 
Is  worth  while  to  .smite  the  wrong  for  the 
very  reason  that  we  are  confident  that 
the  right  will  ultimately  prevail.  You 
who  are  training  the  next  generation  are 
training  this  countr.v  as  it  is  to  be  a  de- 
cade or  two  hence;  and  while  your  work 
in  training  the  intellect  is  great,  it  is  not 
as  great  as  your  work  in  training  char- 
acter.    It   is  not  my  province,  nor   would 


It  be  within  mv  capacity  to  speak  about 
your  pedagogic  problems.  You  yourselves 
"are  far  better  able  to  discuss  them.  But 
as  a  layman  let  me  say  one  or  two 
things  about   your  work. 

Toward   I-^rm   aud   Workshop. 

•In  the  first  place,  1  trust  that  more 
and  more  of  our  people  will  see  to  it 
that  the  schools  train  toward  and  not 
away  from  the  farm  and  the  workshop. 
We  have  spoken  a  great  deal  about  the 
dignitv  of  labor  in  this  country;  but  we 
have  hot  acted  up  to  our  spoken  words; 
for  in  our  education  we  have  tended  to 
proceed  upon  the  assumption  that  the 
educated  man  was  to  be  educated  away 
from    and    not    toward    labor. 

"One  thing  that  I  would  have  you 
teach  your  pupils  is,  that  whether  you 
call  the  money  gained  salary  or  wages 
does  not  make  any  real  difference  and 
that  If  by  working  hard  with  your  hands 
vou  get  more  than  if  you  work  with 
your  head  only,  it  does  atone  for  it  to 
call  the  smaller  amount  salary.  The 
term  ••dignity  of  labor"  Implies  that 
manual  lal>or  is  as  dignified  as  mental 
labor;  as  of  cour.se.  It  is.  Indeed  the 
highest  kind  of  labor  is  that  which 
makes  demands  upon  the  qualities  of 
both  head  and  hand,  of  heart,  brain  and 
body.  Physical  exercises  are  necessities, 
th.^v  stand  on  the  level  with  intellect, 
and  only  Ix^low  character.  Let  us  show 
that  we  regard  the  position  of  the  man 
who  works  with  his  hands  as  being 
ordinarily  and  in  good  faith  as  import- 
ant and  dignified  and  as  worthy  of  con- 
sideration as  that  of  the  business  man 
or  professional  man. 

'Teach  the  boy  and  girl  that  their 
business  is  to  earn  their  own  liveli- 
hood; teach  the  boy  that  he  is  to  be  the 
home  maker;  the  girl  that  she  must 
ultimately  be  the  home  keeper.  Teach 
the  girl  that  .so  far  from  Its  being  her 
duty  to  try  to  avoid  all  labor,  all  ef- 
fort that  it  should  be  a  matter  of  pride 
for  her  to  be  as  good  a  housewife  as 
her  mother  was  before  her.  Sometimes 
the  kindest  and  well-meaning  mother, 
sometimes  a  kind  and  well-meaning 
father  also,  do  as  much  damage  to  the 
children  as  the  most  thoughtless  and 
selfish  parent  could,  by  bringing  them  up 
to  feel  that  the  goal  of  their  attain- 
ment should  be  the  absence  of  effort  In- 
stead  of  effort   well   directed." 


The  action  of  the  county  board  in  fav- 
oring the  grouping  plan  for  public  build- 
ings and  the  selection  of  the  site  for  the 
luw  courthouse  at  the  intersection  of 
Kiftli  avenue  west  and  Second  street,  has 
met  with  general  approval  from  the  citi- 
zens of  L)uluth  and,  so  far,  as  can  be 
learned,  it  has  been  satisfactory  to  the 
majority  of  the  taxpayers  outside  the 
city. 

The  commissioners  gave  everyl>ody  who 
wanted  it,  an  opportunity  ot  expressing 
an  opinion  as  to  the  courthouse  site,  and 
its  resolution  to  begin  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings for  the  proposed  location  was 
takt  n  after  mature  deliberation  by  the 
boaitl  and  because  the  commissioners  are 
convinced  that  the  majority  of ^ the  tax- 
pa.vers  favor  the  group  plan. 

The  Commercial  club  committee  which 
has  done  valuabh-  service  to  the  county, 
in  the  way  of  acquiring  information  of 
the  C(mditions  surrounding  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  proposed  site,  has  by  Its  ef- 
forts already  paved  the  way  around  a 
possible  opposition  to  the  vacation  of  the 
street  ami  avenue  and  has  secured  the 
best  of  legal  advice  concerning  the 
county's  title  to  the  VVadhams'  property 
at  tile  corner  of  l'"V*urth  avenue  west  and 
Second  street,  the  only  piece  of  land  that 
the  county  did  not  g«t  a  warranty  deed 
to  when  the  condemnation  proceedings 
were  in  progress. 

It  was  sliown  to  the  board  that  it  will 
not  lose  the  money  that  was  paid  for  the 
Wadhams'  properly  if.  In  fact.  It  can- 
not continue  to  hold  it,  for  the  city  of 
Uuluth  can  go  ahead  and  condemn  the 
properly  as  against  the  county  and  the 
\\  adhams^  estate  and  the  county  will 
Kct  back  what  It  paid  for  the  property. 

The  county  board,  it  is  fell,  has  taken 
an  important  step,  one  thai  will  mean 
much  in  the  future  of  Duluth  and  St. 
lx>uis  county.  The  commissioners  have 
taken  that  step  because  they  are  con- 
vinced tiiat  it  will  be  to  the  best  Inter- 
ffcis  of  the  county  and  because  their 
constituents  demanded  that  it  be  taken. 
The  action  was  not  taken  hastily,  for 
tiieri'  are  members  on  the  board  who 
have  only  recently  been  brought  over 
to  favor  of  the  grouping  plan,  after 
making  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the    matter. 

The  county  attorney  was  Instructed 
yesterday  to  begin  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings for  the  portion  of  the  avenue 
and  street  and  the  adjoining  property, 
neoes.sary  for  the  county's  purposes. 
Assistant  County  Attorney  W.  J.  Ste- 
venson began  yesterday  afternoon  the 
preliminary  legal  steps  with  that  pur- 
pose In  view.  The  matter  will  be 
prosecuted  vigorously  so  that  the  delay 
will  not  be  any  longer  than  absolutely 
necessary. 

It  is  expected  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  new  courthouse 
will  be  In  the  hands  of  the  courthouse 
commission  by  the  first  of  the  coming 
n.onth  and  steps  will  then  be  taken 
for   the  iidvertising  of  bids. 

Following  is  the  resolution  that  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  county 
board    following    yesterdays    session:

In  block  20;  lots  81,  83,  85  and  87,  block 
28;  lots  79,  77,  76  and  73,  block  'iS,  frac- 
tional lots  80  and  78,  West  Second 
street,  all  in  Duluth  proper,  third  divi- 
sion, and  also  fraetional  lots  80  and  78 
and  westerly  twenty-five  feet  of  lot  7S, 
West  Second  'street,  and  fractional  lot 
73,  West  Second  street,  all  In  Duluth 
proper,  first  division;  and  also  all  of 
that  part  of  Fifth  avenue  west  in  the 
city  of  Duluth,  which  lies  between  the 
northerly  line  of  Second  alley,  and  the 
southerly  line  of  Third  alley,  and  all  of

"Our  campaign  for  a  5-ceiit  fare  and 
a  transfer  that  Is  g-ood  on  any  car 
line  in  the  city  has  not  ended  by  any 
imeans  for  the  tender  of  a  7-cent  fare— 
I>a}d  for  ai  $2  per  book— is  not  going 
to  satisfy  us,"  said  Arthur  T.  Ells- 
worth, who  is  active  In  the  affairs  of 
the  Civic  club,  today.  "This  7-cent 
offer  haa  a  .string  on  It,  and  it  Is  not 
good  for  those  without  a  book. 

••L/Ots  of  people  hiive  said,  when  the 
street  railwuy  people  offered  a  7-oent 
fare  from  Superior  street  to  the  Point, 
that  we  had  belter  k«ep  still  now,  be- 
cause 7  cents  was  rrmch  better  than  10. 
I  don't  think  so.  and  there  are  a  whole 
lot  more  Park  Pointers  who  take  the 
same  stand. 

"It  really  is  not  a  square  deal  for 
people  li\ing  on  the  Point,  no  farther 
iiway  from  the  business  district  than 
Lakt«lde,  and  not  as  far  as  West  Du- 
luth, to  pay  10  cents  each  way  to  and 
from  their  homes  and  their  places  of 
business.  A  friend  of  mine  brougiht 
his  family  over  to  my  house  to  .spend 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  as  there  were 
five  of  them,  it  coat  him  a  round  dol- 
lar for  transportation.     Is  that  right? 

•'Some  people  on  the  Point  have  been 
contending  that  the  car-line  on  that 
side  could  not  afford  to  enter  into  a 
5-cent  agreement  with  the  Duluth 
Street  Railway  company.  We  wonder 
how  they  know  so  much  about  the 
finances  of  the  Park  Point  line,  unles.s 
they  are  Interested.  This  same  com- 
pany would  get  a  lot  of  business  from 
f-eople  C'Mulng  from  the  Boat  club  and 
the  Yacht  club  if  the  5-cent  fare,  with 
a  transportation  pmposltion,  were  in 
effect,  and  the  nickels  would  be  tho«e 
that  it  wotyld  not  o;tiherwl3e  get,  for 
most  people  walk  from  the  bridge  to 
the  clubhouses  and  .l^kok  rather  than 
to  pay  two  fares  to  get  uptown.

JUDGE  STREETER  TALKS. 

Miehii^an  Jurist  Prefers  to  Remain 
Upon  Circuit  Bench. 

Houghton,  Mich.,  Feb.  27.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— In  an  authorized  Interview 
Judge  Albert  T.  Streeter  disposes  of  the 
reports  that  he  Is  a  candidate  for  a 
position  on  the  supreme  bench  of  the 
state  by  declaring  the  mention  of  his 
namp  in  that  connection  was  without  his 
wish  or  authority.

Railroads    Place    Fair 

Sized    Orders  for 

Steel  Rails. 

N^w  York.  Feb.  27.-The  Iron  Age 
gays:  Rail  business  has  come  out  in  an 
encouraging  way  in  the  past  week.  The 
Great  Northern  has  placed  orders  for 
45.<jOO  tons  with  three  manufacturers,  a 
minor  portion  of  which  are  to  be  open 
hearth  rails.  The  Atlantic  Coast  line 
has  ordered  8.000  tons,  and  the  Ontario 
&  Western  has  bought  3.1W  tons.  Gen- 
erally speaking,  finished  lines  give  a 
better  account  of  themselves  this  week. 
The  steel  trade  suffered  more  acutely 
than  the  pig  iron  trade  in  the  October 
collapse,  and  now  the  conditions  as  to 
relative  actlvity*are  reversed. 

The  largest  manufacturer,  from  op- 
erating- only  28  per  cent  of  its  rolling 
capacity,  just  following  the  panic,  has 
now  come  up  to  51  per  cent.  Its  ofn- 
cera  have  reckoned  on  practically  a  50 
per  cent  average  In  the  first  half  of 
the  year  and  an  advance  In  the  second 
half  to,  say.  76  per  cent.  While  few 
of  the  steel  companies  have  yet  reached 
50  per  cent,  there  has  been  an  Increase 
in  working  forces  at  a  number  of  mills 
in   the  past   week.

OF  W>  I  JEROME 

From  Office  of  District 

Attorney  Asked  of 

Gov.  Hughes. 

New  York,  Feb.  27. — Twenty-two 
specific  charges  were  made  in  a  peti- 
tion praying  for  the  removal  of 
William  T.  Jerome  as  district  at- 
torney of  the  county  of  New  York, 
which  was  sent  to  Governor  Hughes 
at  Albany  today,  by  a  committee  of 
stockholders  of  the  Metropolitan 
Street  railway,  through  their  chair- 
man,  William    F.    King. 

The  petition  alleges  that  Jerome 
failed  properly  to  prosecute  charges 
of  alleged  "j,"ury  fixing"  and  the 
giving  of  false  testimony  in  street 
railway  cases;  that  the  prosecution 
of  violations  of  the  criminal  law  by 
the  life  insarance  companies  of  New 
York,  as  disclosed  by  the  Armstrong 
committee,  had  been  delayed;  that 
an  alleged  criminal  con.spiracy  to 
divert  the  property  of  the  Metro- 
politan Street  Railway  Company  of 
New  York  into  the  hands  of  a  few 
men  was  allowed  by  Mr.  Jerome  to 
go  on,  and  hundreds  of  stockholders 
robbed  of  their  money,  and  that  no 
attempt  was  made  to  punish  men 
alleged  to  have  committed  other 
frauds  in  connection  with  New  York 
city     traction     deals.  Mr.     Jerome's 

statements  as  to  judges  are  alleged 
to  have  been  not  only  improper,  but 
scandalous  in  their  nature,  and  to 
have  tended  to  de:stroy  the  confidence 
of  the  people  in  the  integrity  of 
their  courts.  The  committee  also 
charges  that  the  district  attorney 
misconducted  himself  in  failing  to 
indict  and  seek  to  convict  some 
one  of  the  officials  of  the  New  York 
Central   Railroad  company  in  connec-

The  work  in  preparation  for  the  new 
lining  that  is  to  be  put  In  the  blast  fur- 
nace at  the  Zenith  company  g  plant  at 
West  Dulutlf  has  been  greatly  facilitated 
by  the  use  of  an  electric  burner.  Where 
dyna<niite  and  ail  gas  blast  burners  were 
formerly  employed  In  removing  the  slei-l 
Jacket  from  the  furnace  and  in  breaking 
up  the  ■•salamander,"  au  iron  mass  caked 
in  the  ground  about  the  base  of  tlie  tur- 
nate.    this   electric    machine  is   now    used. 

With  this  device,  it  Is  said,  a  piece  of 
wrok  that  would  ordlnarly  lake  thrcJ 
day.s  to  be  accomplisln-U  with  a  chisel, 
can  be  done  in  an  huur.  In  eight  and  one- 
half  seconds  il  will  melt  It.s  way  through 
an   inch  and   a   half   of  steel. 

11  Is  startling  to  think  lo  wha^  use 
an  experienced  cracksman  could  put  such 
an  instrument,  for  against,  it  uo  safe  or 
vault    made    Is   proof. 

The  burner  consists  of  a  cylinder  of 
carbon  abaut  five  feet  long  and  two 
inches  In  diameter,  fastened  to  the  end 
of  an  insulated  rod,  from  eight  to  .nine 
feet  long.  From  this  carbon,  wires  run 
to  a  special  transformer  which  is  sup- 
plied with  electricity  from  the  Great 
Northern    Power    company. 

The  same  principle  governs  the  burner 
a;(  that  which  governs  tlie  ai-c  nght,  but 
in  place  of  one  of  the  carbons,  of  which 
there  are  two  in  an  arc  liglit,  the  metal 
surface  to  be  attacked,  is  used.  Al  the 
furnace  the  steel  walls  of  the  jacket 
and  the  iron  mass  01  the  .salamander 
were  used  as  the  other  carbon.  They 
were  charged  with  electricity  and  the 
cvurent  grounded.  When  the  carbOii  of 
the  buriyjr  Is  touched  to  the  jacket,  the 
circuit  Is  connected  and  no  great  heat 
is  generated,  the  current  flowing  like 
water  between  the  two  conductors.  By 
separatirvg  the  carbon  and  the  surlace  to 
be  worked  upon  bv  a  few  inches,  how- 
ever, the  contact  is  broken  just  enough 
to  cau.se  a  large  .spark  to  leap  from  th" 
burner  to  the  point  of  attack.  This  spark 
looks  as  large  as  a  barrel's  lop,  thouu:h 
in  reality,  il  Is  probably  only  a  few 
inches,  at  the  most,  in  diameter.  This  is 
called  the  arc  and  it  is  of  extremely  high 
temperature  and  great  brilh;uicy.  Wlicii 
the  burner  is  Working  steadily,  these 
sparks  or  arcs  spring  from  the  carbon 
in  such  quick  successloo- that  they  appear 
to  the  dazzled  eye  like  a  solid  stream  of 
violet  c-olored  flame.  Eacli  spark  is  lol- 
"lowed  by  a  deafening  report  that  sounds 
like  a  -sharp  explosion  and  when  ihe.v 
lollow  fast  one  after  another,  they  sound 
like  the  roaring  of  a  giant  snare  druni 
While  the  burner  Is  in  action,  u  is  said 
that  the  whole  cast  house  is  lighted  by 
its  sparks  and  the  noise  Is  so  loud  thai 
one  has  lo  shout  to  be  heard. 

The  man  operating  the  burner  even 
though  he  stands  al  the  very  end  of  the 
insulated  pole,  to  which  the  carbon  is 
attached,  wears  a  ma.sk  to  protect  his 
face  and  eyes  from  the  great  heat  and 
blinding  glare  of  the  arc.  The  pro- 
tector used  at  the  Zenith  Is  a  baseball 
mask,  covered  with  a9be«tos,  with  an 
opening  at  each  eye  which  is  windowed 
with  a  double  thickness  of  glass,  one 
thickness  of  red  and  the  other  of  green 
Even  with  that  protection,  after  the  flrsl 
hash,  he  can  hardly  see  to  work. 

The  heat  and  light  are  so  mtense  that 
after  manipulating  the  burner  for  a  short 
time,  the  whole  upper  p:irt  of  the  body 
though  thoroughly  guarded  with  cloth- 
ing, becomes  sunburnt,  or  what  corre- 
sponds exactly  to  sunburn.  This  is  due 
to  what  is  known  as  the  violet  ray,  whicli 
Is  said  to  be  found  in  the  spectrum  of 
the   arc   as   well  as   that   of   the  sun. 

With  the  burner,  hole  after  hole  was 
melted  in  a  row  from  the  top  to  the 
bottom  of  the  jacket,  until  it  was  all  cut 
up  Into  pieces  that  could  be  handled. 
The  same  thing  was  done  with  the  sala- 
mander, of  which  tons  and  tons  were  re- 
moved from  the  bottom  of  the  furnace. 
This  salamander  is  said  to  underlie  a 
good  part  of  the  cast  house.  It  is  Iron 
which  In  a  molten  condition  has  leaked 
through  the  crucible  at  the  bottom  of  the 
furnace  and  forced  Its  way  in  all  direc- 
tions through  the  ground,  whV're  it  coaled 
and  became  a  solid  mass  of  iron.  Often 
this  molten  metal  wells  up  through  the 
Moor  of  the  cast  house  when  the  furnace 
Is  blown,  and  woe  lo  the  man  who  steps 
on  the  spot  where  It  is  breaking  through. 

All  of  the  Jacket  has  been  cut  away 
from  the  furnace,  the  burnt  out  lining 
removed  and  the  bottom  of  the  furnace 
cleared  of  salamander  and  it  will  not  be 
long  before  a  *ew  lining  of  fresh  tire 
brick  will  be  started.

LOSE  MACADAM 
LITIGATION 

Warren    Brothers    Get 

Worst  of  Decision  in 

Michigan. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  federal 
court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Mich- 
igan in  determining  that  the  patents 
of  Warren  Brothers  &  Co.  of  Chlcagro 
for  making  a  tar  macadam  mixture 
for  pavements  were  Invalid  and  order- 
ing dismls.sed  the  sulfa  brought  by  the 
firm  against  the  cities  of  Muskegon 
and  Owosso,  Mich.,  has  considerable 
interest  for  Duluth,  as  suits  brought 
by  the  Warren  people  are  now  pending 
against    this   city. 

The  suits  agaittst  the  city,  of  Duluth 
have  been  hanging  fire  for  several 
years.  Warren  Brothers  &  Co.  pushing 
their  action  against  the  Michigan  cities 
first.  The  two  cases  are  very  similar. 
As  in  Michigan,  the  Warren  concern 
.seeks  10  enjoin  the  city  from  making 
the  tar  macadam  mixture  atid  using  a 
tar  macadam  plant,  claiming  an  In- 
fringement of  its  patents. 

The  United  States  court  In  Michigan 
decided  that  the  Warren  patents  were 
invalid  and  ordered  the  suits  dis- 
missed. This  practically  means  that 
anyone  can  make  tar  macadam  pave- 
ments if  they  choose  to  do  so. 
Whether  Warren  Brothers  will  drop 
their  suit  agaln.st  the  city  of  Duliith 
or  not  is  a  question.  They  may  take 
their 'Michigan  decision  lo  the  court  of 
appeals.

PLATEAU  Stretching  Six  Miles  East  and 
West  and  Two  Miles  North  and  South, 
Where  the  United  States  Steel  Corpor- 
ation Is  Expending  $10,000,000  For  Steel 
Rolling  Mills  and  Affiliated  Industries.

Greater  Duluth  Means 
West  Duluth. 


jX  sketching  the  mighty  com- 
mercial, industrial  and  ship- 
ping advantages  that  have 
been  developed  at  the  Head 

of  the  Lakes,  it  seems  more 

like  a  fleeting  dream  than  a  full-fledged 
reality.     The  Head  of     the     Lakes     has 
grown  to  be  one  of  America's  important 
comniercial  and     industrial     emporiums; 
the  financial  and  iron  mining  center  of  the 
fast  developing  North   Land,  the  richest 
section       of       Uncle       Sam's       domain ; 
a      great       sea-port,      the      largest      in 
the  world,  except  London-,  -England,  and 
in    railroads    and    terminals    excelled    by 
none.

000  capital,  is  but  the  entering  wedge  that 
means  the  building  of  a  great  city  of  half 
a   million   people   at   the   head   waters  of 
Lake  Superior,  or  three  cities  of  200,000 
each  I     This  is  a  plain  statemefit  of  facts, 
as  the   industrial  path  h^s  already  been 
blazed.     The  gigantic  work  of  expansion 
is  now  going  on — rolling  mills  for  mak- 
ing steel   rails  are  being  built,  new  ore 
and  coal  docks,  grain  elevators,  factories 
and  homes,  are  being  pushed  to  comple- 
tion, while  four  new  railroads  are  build- 
ing  in.

One  night  a  good  fairy  appeared  before 
him  and  told  him  tUat  a  pot  of  gold  was 
concealed  under  the  surface  of  his  own 
farm.

RAILROAD    FACILITIES. 

HERE  are  thirteen  lines  of  railroad  which  West  Duluth  has 
the  choice  in  shipping  her  products  to  market,  which  gives  it 
great  supremacy  over  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  Middle 
North  and  West.

In  a  nut-shcll :  Eight  thousand  miles  of  railroad  directly  centering  m 
Duluth,  and  all  having  costly  terminals  and  other  interests  valued  at  mil- 
lions. Many  of  these  railroads  are  making  extensive  enlargements  as  they 
have   found   present   facilities   in   adequate. 

A  DOUBLE  DECKED  BRIDGE. 

The  United  States  Steel  Corpora.tion  will  build  a  double-decked  steel 
bridge  to  span  the  St.  Louis  river,  between  Minnesota  and  \\  isconsin,  con- 
necting their  $10,000,000  steel  plant  in  West  Duluth  with  their  other  great 
interests  on  the  Wisconsin  side  of  the  bay.  The  bridge  will  cost  $300,000. 
The  upper  deck  will  be  used  for  railroad  purposes,  while  the  lower  will  be 
for  street  cars,  teams  and  foot  passengers.  The  bridge  will  be  used  by  the 
Inter  State  Transfer  Railway  Company,  and  connect  all  other  railroads  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes. 

Greater  West 
Duluth,  within  the  next  twelve  months.  There  is  bound  to  be  rich  pick- 
ings for  those  who  invest  their  spare  dollars  in  West  Duluth  dirt.

In  size 
these  four  docks  are  9,280  feet  in  length,  having  1,536  pockets  and  a  storage 
capacity  of  320,034  tons  of  iron  ore.  From  the  opening  to  the  close  of 
Lake  Superior  navigation,  these  docks  are  worked  to  their  utmost  capacity. 
A  single  ore  lake  freighter  will  take  a  cargo  of  11,553  tons.  This  gives  some 
little  idea  of  the  immensity  of  the  business  of  handling  iron  ore  during  the 
season  of  navigation. 

This  is  but  an  item  of  the  business  of  handling  iron  ore,  as  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  railway  in  1907  transported  12,000,000  tons,  or  230,000 


cars  of  ore,  making  it  the  heaviest  freight  trallfic  railroad  for  its  mileage  in 
the  world.  All  of  this  ore  passed  through  the  docks  of  West  Duluth.  Swell 
business,  was  it  not? 

The  building  of  the  $10,000,000  steel' plant  in  West  Duluth  means  a  new 
high  water  mark  for  the  mining  of  iron  ore,  and  should  send  the  output  of 
the  mines  to  50,000,000  tons  annually  when  the  plant  is  in  operation.

griln  market  or  board  of  trade;  but 
one  jobbing  gr':)cery  house,  and  only 
thrt'e  struggling  industrie.s;  one  of 
which  is  the  now  great  Fitger  Brew- 
ing Com:>any.  This  was  back  in  1874. 
Kvery  Duluthian  In  those  days  was 
a  "Ijoomer."  and  "knockers"  were  un- 
known. 

Under  these  inspiring  conditions. 
every  material  interest,  from  Fond  du 
Lac.  nature's  pl^y  ground.  Xew  Du- 
luth. where  ivon  industries  were  being 
l.p^moted,  and  West  Duluth.  the  nat- 
tiral  commercial  and  indu^^trlal  center. 
to  Duluth  proper,  were  all  hustling 
with  united  effort  to  make  the  only 
Lake  Port  city  in  Minnesota  one  of  the 
gr-^at  marts  of  trade. 

Thi.s  was  before  the  discovery  of  the 
M'-'3al>a  Iron  ore  range,  a  territory  that 
had  been  donudtnJ  of  !ts  only  known 
wealth,  standing  pine,  and  left  a  bar- 
ren waste.  The  discovery  of  the  rldi- 
fst  iron  i>re  bodies  in  the  world  trans- 
formed tills  vast  territory  Into  a  gi- 
gantic mining  camp.  Railroads  were 
built,  el  lies  and  towns  sprang  up  as  If 
by  magic,  and  the  sun  ul  prosperity 
shone  forth  upi^n  all  the  Inhabitants 
at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes.

Jobbing,  industrial,  grain 
and  railroad  center.  As  a  lake  port, 
our      present      Immense      docks,    ship- 


yards and   lake  carrj-lng  vessels   were 
flights  of  fancy. 

Among  the  many  varied  interests 
that  grew  and  prospered  was  that  of 
the  brewing  of  lager  beer.  From  a 
small  t>eginning,  the  business  de- 
veIope<1  Into  one  of  great  importance.

j  The  plantation  owners,  as  well  as  the 
I  farmers  and  ranchmen  of  Oklahoma 
and  the  Dakotas  cannot  easily  be 
served  with  the  cold,  refreshing  and 
nourishing  "lager,"  which  is  within 
easy  reach  of  practically  every  one 
here.  It  Is  In  the  country,  and  espe- 
cially In  the  cities  north  of  the  Ma.son 
and  Dixon  line,  where  beer  has  fought 
its  battle  against  distilled  liquor,  and 
where  It  has  reduced  the  consumption 
of  the  lattet  to  a  minimum  of  what 
it  formerly  was.  It  Is  not  just  to  say 
that  we  are  a  drunken  nation,  like  the 
Northern  nations  of  Europe  were  fifty 
or  seventy-five  years  ago;  or  absinthe- 
ridden,  like  -some  parts  of  France  are 
today.  And  for  all  this,  we  must,  In 
the  language  of  Mr.  Andrew  D.  White, 
"thank  the  brewer."  Mr.  White,  who 
has  seen  so  much  of  the  old  world  and 
is  held  In  such  high  esteem  in  our 
own  country,  further  says:  "Those 
men  who  have  brought  to  us  the  mild, 
the   pure     and     non-Intoxicating    beer 


have  done  more  for  the  promotion  of 
real  temperance  than  all  the  prohibi- 
tion fanatics  put  together." 

The  Brewers'  as.soclatlon  of  the 
United  States  point  with  horror  to  the 
result  of  fifty  years  of  prohibition  In 
Maine,  where  beer,  like  In  other  pro- 
hibition districts,  has  been  driven  out 
almost  completely  on  account  of  Its 
bulky  character,  and  where  ardent 
spirits  alone  are  obtainable  to  every 
one  who  wants  them.  The  L'nlted 
States  governnfient  census  of  1905,  bul- 
letin No.  4.'>,  gives  statLstics  that  back 
up  this  statement,  and  shows  that  the 
arrests  for  drunkenness  In  the  cities 
of  Maine  are  more  than  twice  as 
fretiuent,  per  capita,  as  they  are  in 
Wisconsin,  where  beer  has  become  the 
national  drink,  and  where,  In  mo.st 
cases,  the  open  saloon  is  unrestricted, 
even  as  to  hours  of  the  day  or  days  of 
the   week. 

We    commend    the    question    to    the 


earnest       consideration         of         every 
thoughtful  citizen,  who  may  have  read 
but  one  side  of  this  great  question  of 
all   questions,   now    agitating   the    pub- 
lic   mind.      Every    sane    and    patriotic 
worker  In  the  cau.se  of  true  temperance 
recognizes    these     truths,     and    should 
work    along    liberal    linos    to    regulate, 
but  not  to  de.stroy,  the  Interest,  which 
j  produces  one  of  the  leading   pure   food 
]  products;     one    that    has  gained     such 
j  wide   popularity  among  all  cla.sses   of 
people. 

The  present  agitation  should  not  af- 
fect the  real  prosperity  of  the  brewing 
'  buisness,    as   beer  Is   a   non-intoxicant, 
'  a    pure    malt    liquid     food,    containing 
j  but  3V^   per  cent  alcohol.     It  Is  not  a 
drunkard's   drink,   as   all   sane  temper- 
ance  workers  know,    lager   beer   never 
has  created,  and  never  will  create,  an 
alcoholic    stomach.      Those    who    drink 
It    are    not    found    In    Insane    asylums 
or    In    almshouses    as    a    result   of    Its 
use.  -'

The  Zenith  Furnace  company  has 
been  made  a  success  after  failure  had 
put  its  seal  upon  It  in  1872.  It  was  not 
until  1904  that  Capt.  A.  B.  Wolvin. 
with  the  co-operation  of  other  capital- 
ists re-kindled  the  fires  in  the  coke 
ovens  and  renewed  the  manufacture  of 
pig  iron,  coke,  gas,  tar  and  ammonia. 
The  plant  has  been  a  striking  success 


from  that  hour  to  this,  owing  to  the 
skillful  management  of  its  executive 
head.  Capt.  Wolvin. 

The    blast    furnace,    coke    ovens    and 
coal   docks   occupy   a  ground   space     of 
116    acres   at   the    foot    of    Fifty-ninth 
avenue  west.    The  plant  is  complete  in 
all   particulars  covering   the  operations 
for  making  pig  iron.     First  in  line  are 
the    coal    docks,     having    a    capacity 
of      300,000      tons,      with      an      avail- 
able dock  frontage  of  11,000  feet,  acces- 
sible   by    the    largest    freight    carrying 
lake  vessels,  equipped   with   all  the  lat- 
est labor  saving  machinery  for  loading 
and  unloading  coal  and  for  transferring 
the  cargo  to  car.s.

There  are 
50  by-product  coke  ovens  of  the  Otto 
Hoffman  type,  the  by-products  of 
which  are  gas,  tar  and  ammonia. 
ThP'  blast  furnace  produces  6,000 
tons  of  "  pig  iron  per  month. 
One  of  the  very  important  by-products 
is  illuminating  gas  of  which  1,000.000 
J  feet  a  day  is  the  output,  all  of  which 
is  contracted  for  by  the  gas  lighting 
plants  of  Duluth  and  Superior.  Tar 
and  ammonia  are  also  valuable  by- 
products. The  tar  that  is  extracted  in 
the  progress  of  making  coke  Is  utilized 


by  the  Duluth  Tar  comph-ny  for  mak- 
ing tarred  paper  and  for  <)ther  uses. 

The  Zenith  Furnace  company  is  capit- 
alized for  il.500.000  and  gives  employ- 
ment to  400  skilled  and  unskilled  work- 
men. It  is  not  only  the  leading  pig 
Iron  industry  In  the  middle  north  ana 
west,  but  has  been  of  the  great^t  bene- 
fit to  the  125.000  population  of  the  Head 
of  the  Lakes,  as  its  by-product  of  gas 
made  It  possible  for  all  these  people  to 
obtain  cheap  gas  for  Illumination  and 
cooking  purposes.

Bemidji.  Mii.n.,  Ffb.  28.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Infatuated  with  the 
charms  of  a  16-year-old  girl,  who 
fpurned  hisr  insane  love,  J.  O. 
Jahnke.  aged  30,  at  9:30  o'clock  this 
morning,  shot  and  instantly  killed 
Laura  Flelschman.  at  her  father's 
home,  near  Ttnstrlke,  and  then  turned 
the  gun  on  himself,  putting  a  bullet 
In  his  own  brain,  and  dying  instantly. 

The  horrible  crime  was  committed  In 
the  presence  of  three  smaller  children, 
iriembers  of  the  Fleischman  family, 
■wiio  were  the  only  witnesses  to  the 
shooting. 

It  appears  Jahnke  asked  the  Fleisch- 
man girl  to  marry  him.  and  her  re- 
fusal to  become  engaged,  coupled  with 
the  statement  that  she  did  not  love 
Jahnke.  turned  the  latter's  love  to 
hatred,  and  created  in  his  mind  an  in- 
sane determination  to  destroy  the  ob- 
ject of  his  infatuation  and  end  his 
own   career. 

Jahnke  taught  school  at  Fleisch- 
man"s  three  years  ago.  subsequently 
leaving  and  living  at  Lungdon,  N.  D.. 
Since  then.  Three  months  ago  he  re- 
turned to  Tenstrike  and  made  his 
home  with  the  Fleischmans.  He  be- 
came infatuated  w:th  Laura  Fleisch- 
man and  asked  her  to  marry  him  yes- 
terday, but  the  girl  refused.

Berlin,  Feb.  2S.— Few  legislative  meas- 
ures of  recent  years  have  excited  such 
deep  interest  among  the  people  as  the 
Polish  expropriation  bill,  the  principle 
of  which  wats  ratified  in  the  Prussian 
hou.se  of  lords  yesterday,  nor  has  any 
measure  produced  such  sharp  antagonism 
in  the  highest  circles  of  German  society. 
It  was  noticed  yesterday  in  the  house 
of  lords  as  a  striking  circumstance  that 
a  number  of  persons  having  tlie  closest 
relations  with  Emperor  William  voted 
against  the  government.  These  in- 
cluded Duke  Ernst  Guniher  Sclileswig- 
Hol.stein,  the  emperor's  brctlier-in-law; 
Prince  Zu  Fuerstentjerg.  who  liolds  one 
of  I  lie  Ingliesi  i)os*itions  in  the  emperors 
liousehold;  the  duke  of  Trachenberg. 
Prince  TatfelUt,  chief  of  the  rt>yal  cel- 
lars; Herr  Von  Wedel-Piesdorf,  who  was 
at  one  time  minister  of  the  royal  house; 
Admiral  Von  Hollmann,  ex-minister  of 
marine;  Count  Tliiele- Winkle,  one  of  his 
majesty's  tavoriles  among  the  great  in- 
dustrial magnates  of  Germany,  and  Gen. 
Count  liaesiler,  who  has  been  the  re- 
cipient of  many  marks  of  special  favor 
fn>m   the  emperor. 

The  vote  yesterday  showed  irregular 
groupings.  The  strengtli  of  the  oppo- 
sition was  with  the  great  aristocratic 
landholders,  who  rejected  the  principle 
or  ex-propriation  because  it  miglit  prove 
a  dangerous  precedent  later  should  the 
Socialists  come  to  power.  One  of  the 
Kreat  landlords  even  expressed  appn- 
hension  lest  the  Radicals,  if  they  ever 
secured  the  upper  liand,  would  use  the 
present  bill  as  a  warrant  for  dl><possess- 
ing  the  German  owners  of  large  estates. 
Taunt  the  (iovt'riinu'nt. 
The  Conservative  spe.ikers  yesterday 
taunted  the  government  with  passing  a 
measure  that  can  give  satisfaction  only 
to  the  Socialists,  inasmuch  as  It  is 
based  on  the  Socialist  principles  of  the 
supremacy  of  the  state  over  the  rights 
of  private  property. 

It  was  remarked  also  that  the  speeches 
of  the  ministers  were  pitched  in  a  tamo 
and  apologetic  tone.  Chancellor  V^on  Bue- 
low's  address  especially  was  regardt^d 
as  unusually  flat.  He  tailed  to  hold  the 
attention  of  the  house,  and  throughout 
the  long  debate  he  wore  an  expression 
of  strious  concern,  evidntly  sharing  the 
current  opinion  that  the  government 
would  lose  the  measure.  After  the 
vote,  however,  his  whole  demeanor 
changed  and  his  face  beamed  with  un- 
disguised   delight. 

The  measure  now  returns  to  the  cham- 
ber, which  is  expected  to  accept  the 
slight  changes  made  by  the  house  of 
lords  without  encountering  serious  diffi- 
culty.

IMPROVING 

Guggenheim  Says  Pros- 
pects for  Copper  Are 
Growing  Brighter. 

New  York,  Feb.  28.— Daniel  Guggen- 
heim, president  of  the  American 
Smelting  &  Refining  company,  who 
will  sail  on  Tuesday  for  a  three 
months'  vacation  abroad,  talked  yes- 
terday  of  general   buslnes.s   conditions. 

"The  metal  business  as  a  whole," 
said  Mr.  Guggenht^m.  "has  suffered 
in  this  depression  more  severely  than 
was  to  have  been  expected,  for  even 
such  a  sensitive  barometer  of  busi- 
ness conditions.  Copper,  in  my  judg- 
ment has  taken  the  place  formerly 
held  by  steel  and  iron  as  the  index 
of  business  conditions.  The  metal  felt 
the  reaction  last  year  months  in  ad- 
vance of  steel  and  general  mercantile 
enterpri.se.!.  Indications  point  to  a 
turn  upward  in  the  tide,  as  it  is  seen 
in  copper.  Enterprises  which  were 
haltt'd  in  complete  last  winter  will  be 
financed  now.  In  my  Judgment,  there 
will  be  large  improvement  by  summer, 
and  a  steady  betterment  throughout 
the  year.  By  the  time  the  elections 
have  been  decided,  fresh  capital  will 
be  forthcoming. 

••Wall  street  i.s  undoubtedly  blue. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  present  condi- 
tions do  not  warrant  so  much  pessi- 
mism.

Cloud,  on  the  Northern  Pacific,  was 
blown  by  cracksmen  at  2:10  a.  m.  to- 
day. The  burglar*  secured  $3,00(!  in 
currency.

The  bank  car- 
ried ample  l>urglar  insurance.  Tlie 
cracksmen  made  their  escape  on  a 
hand  car.

Ttheran.  Persia.  Feb.  28— An  at- 
tempt was  made  in  this  city  this  aft- 
ernoon to  asgassinatt  the  shah  of  Per- 
sia, by  a  bomb.  Three  of  the  outrid- 
ers, who  were  accompanying  him  at 
the  time,  were  kliied. 

The  shah  owes  his  escape  to  the 
precautions  taken  t(.  protect  him  from 
jupi  such  an  attempt  a.^  was  made 
this  afternix.n.  Ke  was  on  his  way 
to  a  nearby  town,  v.hert  he  intended 
to  pass  a  few  days.  The  procession 
had  left  ti-.e  palace,  and  was  travers- 
ing  a  narrow  street,  when  two  bombs 
were  hurled  do;vn  at  it  from  the  roof 
of  a  house.  One  exploded  in  tJie  air, 
but  tlie  other  strutlt  the  ground  near 
the  shahs  automobile.  The  missile,  in 
exploding,  killed  the  three  outriders, 
v^clunded  the  chauffeur  and  a  score  ot 
bystanders,  and  shattered  the  vehicle. 
The  !-liah,  htwever.  was  no;  in  his  au- 
tc.mobil<  .  He  had  taken  the  precau- 
tion to  send  the  motor  car  on  ahead 
and  ride  himself  in  a  carriage  further 
in  the  rear  of  the  procession.  The 
motor  car  was  a  closed  one.  and  It 
was  thought  that  the  sovereign  was 
inside. 

As  soon  as  the  shah  heard  the  ex- 
plosion he  aiighted  liurriedly  from 
his  carriage  and  entered  a  neighboring 
house.  Here  he  remained  tiaielly. 
while  his  attendants  sent  word  for  a 
detachment  of  troops.  The  soldiers 
were  hurried  to  the  scene,  and  forged 
in  front  of  the  h(.use  where  the  shah 
was.  He  then  came  out,  and,  sur- 
rounded by  a  big  bodyguaid,  returned 
to   the    palace. 

The  house  from  which  the  bombs 
were  throv%Ti  and  the  buildings  nearby 
were  searched  by  the  police,  but  no 
arrests  were  made. 


THE  JUVENILE 
MESSENGERS 

Employed  at  Postoffices 

Will  Gradually  be 

Replaced. 

Washington,  Feb.  28.— Postmaster 
Genera]  Meyer  Is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of 
•Young  America"  to  employ  him  as  a 
special  delivery  messenger  In  the  pos- 
tal service,  and  has  issued  an  order 
to  the  effect  that  whenever  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  force  cf  special  delivery 
messengers  the  position  shall  not  be 
filled,  and  that  substitute  letter  car- 
riers and  clerks  shall  be  employed  to 
effect  special  delivery.  He  statep  that 
these  messenger  boys  are  called  on 
frequently  to  visit  low  resorts,  and 
are  often  compelled  to  travel  long  dis- 
tances late  at  night  in  lonely  outlying 
sections  of  the  great  cities,  failing  to 
make  deliveries  at  times  through  fear 
or  weariness.  The  object  of  the  order 
is  to  bring  about  gradual  discontinu- 
ance of  the  services  of  these  juvenile 
messengers. 

Age  of  MeisM'ngers. 
Special  delivery  messengers  have 
been  employed  since  188"j.  and  at  pres- 
ent there  are  2.505  engaged  at  819  post- 
offices,  with  ages  as  follows:  Eighty- 
seven,  13  years;  167,  14  years;  318,  15 
years;  654,  16  years;  499,  17  years,  and 
780,  18  years  or  over.  At  344  offices 
substitute  clerks  and  carriers  do  the 
work. 

In  New  York  substitute  carriers 
have  delivered  all  special  delivery  mat- 
ter for  a  number  of  years,  and  in 
Boston  only  thirty-seven  boys  are  em- 
ployed, substitute  carriers  being  used 
wholly  at  the  main  office  and  at  the 
larger  stations.  The  pejstmasttr  at 
Baltimore  has  reduced  the  force  of 
boys  gradually  during  the  last  three 
vears,  and  has  given  over  the  work 
to  the  substitutes,  the  boys  now  num- 
bering only  nine.  In  Brooklyn  twenty 
of  the  messengers  are  substitute  car- 
riers and  forty-six  are  boys.  Certain 
of  the  large  cities,  however,  continue 
u«ing  boys  exciusiveiy.  Chicago  has 
337  boy.<?,  Philadelphia,  144,  and  Pitts- 
burg,  73.

CLAIM  CHARGES 
ARE  FRIVOLOUS 

Mining  Company  Moves 

to  Strike  Out  Portion 

of  Answer. 

Arguments  will  be  heard  at  the  spe- 
cial term  of  the  district  court  tomor- 
row on  the  motion  of  the  Butte  &  Su- 
perior Mining:  company  to  have 
stricken  from  John  MeAipine's  answer 
to  their  complaint,  certain  portions 
whit-h  the  company  claims  are  a  sham. 
Irrelevant  and  frivolous.  The  company 
rt-nently  started  suit  to  recover  $6,000 
•whieh  it  is  claimed  was  due  on  mining 
stock  subscribed   for   by  Mr.   McAlpine. 


The  latter  answered  the  complaint  by 
making  charges  of  misrepresentation 
against  the  promoters  of  the  company 
and  the  latter  s<"ek  to  have  such  allega- 
tions stricken  from  the  answer.  Davis 
&  Holllster  will  argue  for  the  mining 
company  and  J.  B.  Richards  will  ap- 
pear for  Mr.  McAlpine. 

Mr.  McAlpine  claimed,  in  his  answer, 
that  at  the  time  referred  to  in  the  com- 
plaint, the  stock  -was  not  worth 
more  than  50  cents  a  share  if 
It  was  worth  that  much.  Ho 
also  claimed  that  the  .sale  of  the  stock 
to  him  was  a  scheme  of  the  promoters 
for  their  own  personal  gain,  that  they 
made  a  lot  of  money  of  the  options, 
contracts,  etc.,  and  made  certain  rep- 
resentations to  him  simply  to  unload 
the  stock  and  get  his  money  for  their 
private   gain. 

The  officials  of  the  Butte  &  Superior 
Mining  company  claim  that  Mr.  McAl- 
plne's  charges  are  frivolous  and  made 
with  the  Intention  of  casting  reflection 
on  the  management  of  the  company 
with  a  view  of  attempting  to  depre- 
ciate the  value  of  the  .stock.  They 
allege  the  charges  are  absolutely  un- 
founded, and  ask  the  court  to  have 
them  stricken  from   the  answer.

An  under- 
standing to  this  effect  was  reached  to- 
lay  after  a  conference  of  the  attorney 
gefieral,  menibers  of  the  state  railroad 
and  wareliouse  commission  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  railroads.  The  ques- 
tion of  the  t*ixation  of  the  suburban 
railroads  pre.sented  as  complicatird 
as  a  result  of  a  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court  a  few  months  ago,  upon 
which  the  attorney  general  based  an 
opinion  that  such  lines  come  under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  tlie  railroad  and  ware- 
house commission.  The  court  lieid 
that  such  roads  are  common  carriers, 
and  that  under  the  law  should  be  re- 
(juired  to  pay  d  gross  earnings  tax. 
The  railroads  diimonstrated  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  commi.ssion  that  it 
would  be  impo.ssible  to  make  a  report 
as  a  basis  for  .the  gross  earning  tax 
and  so  it  was  KlRcided  that  the  old  sys- 
tem of  taxation  shall  prevail  until  the 
question  is  cleared  up  by  further  legis- 
lation. ;'  *' 

READJUSTJIATES. 

Des  Moines.  Ft^b.  28.— The  first  direct 
benefit  promised  as  a  result  of  the 
hearing  of  the '  Interstate  commerce 
commi.s.sion  w^as  foreoasttMl  in  the  an- 
nouncement of  Freight  Traffic  Man- 
ager J.  M.  Tittemore  of  the  Minneapo- 
lis &  St.  Louis  railrt>ad,  one  of  the 
defendants  In  the  pending  action,  that 
he  already  is  at  work  on  a  plan  to 
readjust  the  rates  against  which  Des 
Moines  is  complaining.  The  statement 
was  made  by  Air.  Tittemore,  as  a  wit- 
ness for  the  defendant  railroad  before 
Interstate  Comn»ei-ce  Commissioners 
Lane  and  Clark.  It  resulted  in  an  or- 
der from  Commissioner  Lane,  suspend- 
ing the  proceedings  until  the  proposed 
new  tariff  Is  perfected.  If  the  changes 
proposed  by  the  railroad  will  place  Des 
Moines  and  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
upon  an  equal  footing,  the  territory  in 
which  they  are  competitors,  the  case 
will  be  dismissed.

How  Dupes  Contribute 

Fat  Fees  to  Oregon 

Timber  Locators. 

C.  P.  Maginnis,  formerly  of  Duluth, 
has  written  to  The  Herald  stating 
that  he  is  in  receipt  of  many  letters 
from  old  friends  in  this  city  regarding 
land  locations,  of  which  the  foUoviing 
i.s  a  sample; 

"I  have  lately  received  a  little 
pamphlet,  i.ssued  by  Farrin  &  Farrin 
of  Alarshfield,  Or.,  stating  that  in  Ibti'J 
a  railroad  corporation  was  given  a 
land  gram  of  every  odd  numbered  sec- 
tion through  Cass  county,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles  on  either  side  of 
right-of-way,  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  a  railroad,  known  as  the  Califor 
nia  ^  Oregon  railway,  and  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  grant,  the  railroad 
company  is  obliged  to  .sell  said  lands 
to  actual  settlers  at  a  price  not  10  ex- 
ceed $2.50  pel  acre,  and  not  more  than 
160  acres  to  each  individual,  which  it 
lefust-s  to  do,  and  that  proceedings 
are  begun  to  compel  it  to  do  so.  1 
understand  that  these  are  some  of  the 
best  timbered  lands  in  Oregon,  and 
that  many  applications  have  already 
been  made  for  these  lands.  Please  let 
me  know  what  there  is  to  this,  and 
if  anything,  what  you  would  advise  in 
the  matter,  and  if  applications  can  bu 
made  without  going  there.  Tiiere  are 
.several  of  us  here  who  would  like  to  go 
in  on  a  chance  for  these  lands." 

Mr.  Maginnis  encloses  the  following 
editorial  from  the  Portland  Oregonian, 
which  answers  all   the  questions: 

"When  the  movement  to  recover 
from  the  :->outhern  Pacific  lands  which 
it  is  said  to  hold  in  violation  of  the 
law  began,  the  Oregonian  sug'gested 
that  intending  settlers  on  the.se  dis- 
puted lands  would  do  well  to  procccni 
with  as  little  expense  as  possible,  as 
there  would,  for  an  indefinite  term  of 
years,  be  a  c<)ntest,  the  results  of 
which  c^uld  not  accurately  be  predict- 
ed. This  warning  against  buying  a 
■pig  in  a  poke'  was  not  heeded,  and 
the  occasion  has  enabled  a  number  of 
enterprisuig  timber  iocator.«i'  to  collect 
fat  fees  from  at>3ut  as  large  a  num- 
ber of  dupe-s  as  ever  engaged  in  any 
kind  of  a  hunt  for  land  in  the  Pacific 
.Vorthwest.  It  is  perhaps  better  late 
than  never  that  the  government  should 
take  some  action  toward  pn)tecting 
the  eager  victims  who  have  paid  these 
foes  to  the  locators,  in  the  belief  that 
they  were  to  secure,  for  an  expendi- 
ture of  a  few  hundred  dollars,  land 
worth   $.">.000   to  $15,000. 

"A  di^iipatch  from  Palouse,  Wash., 
in  yesterday's  Oregonian,  says  that  the 
locating  business  is  being  investigated 
by  a  Portland  postoffice  inspector, 
who  found  in  the  small  towns  of  Pa- 
louse  and  Potlatch  alone  forty-five 
victims  who  had  paid  fees  of  $58  to  the 
locators.  There  is  an  almost  infinite 
range  of  legal  obstacles,  running  all 
the  way  from  the  fabled  'possossion-is- 
nine-points-of-the-l.aw'  to  the  protec- 
tion of  the  innocent  purchaser,'  who, 
in  the  form  of  a  .Southern  Pacific 
stockholder,  has  fallen  heir  to  the 
Southern  Pacific  timber  holdings, 
which  were  originally  secured  by  the 
'wicked  partner'  several  transfers 
ahead  of  the  one  by  which  it  fell  into 
the  hands  of  those  who  are  now  fight- 
ing to  retain  It.  Now  comes  Mr. 
Riches,  the  government  inspector,  who 
is  endeavoring  to  protect  the  specula- 
tors from  their  ovn  cupidity,  and  he 
says  that,  oven  siiould  the  govern- 
ment succeed  in  regaining  possession 
of  the  land,  the  applications  now  !je- 
Ing  filed  would  give  the  people  of  Pa- 
louse,  Potlatch  and  a  hundred  other 
localities  In  the  Pacific  Northwest  no 
prior  rights  o\i'r  t.;;..  . 
might  come  in  when 
thrown  open  and  get  some  of  the 
choicest  quarter  sections,  for  which 
other  settlers  had  paid  large  locators' 
fees. 

"The  Oregonian  would  like  to  .see 
this  land  restored  to  the  public  do- 
main, and  fall  into  the  hands,  not  ne- 
cessarily of  timber  land  speculators, 
but  bona  fide  settlers.  The  present 
status  of  the  controversy  is  such,  how- 
eve,     that    we    fa;; 

dupes  of  the  'locators'  are  making  an 
investment  in  any  way  superior  to  the 
•gambler's  chance.'  "

Owen  and  Curtis  Engage 
in  a  Sharp  Con- 
troversy. 


Washington.  Feb.  28.— One  of  the  most 
dramatic  scenes  ever  witnessed  in  the 
senate  was  enacted  yesterday  when  Mr. 
Owen  of  Oklahoma  Insisted  in  tragic 
tones  and  with  face  showing  much  emo- 
tion that  the  five  civilized  tribes  of  In- 
dians were  dead  and  that  he,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  tribe  of  Cherokee  Imlians.  was 
not  undir  the  control  of  llxe  secretary 
of  the  interior. 

The  ovent  wag  rendered  all  the  more 
interesting  by  tne  fact  that  Mr.  Owen 
was  sharply  engaged  in  controversy  by 
Senator  Charles  Curtis,  Kansas,  him- 
self a  Kaw  Indian.  It  was  the  hrst  time 
that  two  men  with  Indian  blood  in  their 
veins  ever  locked  horns  as  senators  in 
the   senate   chamber. 

The  controversy  arose  in  connection 
with  the  consideration  of  tiie  Indian  bill 
and  was  precipitated  by  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Owen  to  have  that  bill  so 
amended  as  to  recognize  the  citizenship 
of  the  tlve  civilized  tribes  of  Indians  by 
putting  the  word  "late"  before  this  desig- 
nation and  calling  them  '"the  late  five 
civilized   tribes." 

Mr.  Curtis  sought  to  interrupt  Mr. 
Owen  i>=!tore  the  Oklahoma  senator  had 
concluded   his  hrst   sentence. 

Under  Control  of  Secretary. 

"Rut,"  interposed  the  Kaiisan,  "your 
properly  is  under  tho  control  of  the  sec- 
retary of  the  interior  and  you  know  it." 

"1  do  not."  retorted  Mr.  Owen. 

Mr.  Curtis  insisted  upon  his  view  of 
the  status  of  the  Oklahi)ma  senator.  He 
did  not  contend  that  property  of  the 
senator  from  Oklahoma,  aside  from  that 
owned  as  a  member  of  the  Cherokee 
tribe  of  Indians,  wa^  under  the  secre- 
tary,   but    his    tribal    property    was. 

"I  think  you  ought  not  to  be  under  con- 
trol of  the  secretary,  but  you  are,"  he 
said. 

•1  agree,"  quickly  replied  Mr.  Owen. 
"with  the  senator  from  Kansas  that  I 
ought  not  to  be.     I  disagree   that  I  am." 

The  dramatic  tone  of  the  Oklahoma 
senator  startled  the  chamber  and  audi- 
ence in  the  gallery.  Senator  Owen  left 
l;i.«  place"  in  the  rear  of  the  chamber  and 
advanced  to  the  central  aisle  where  he 
was  within  sight  of  every  one. 
Have   Personal   Colloquy. 

Tile  two  senators  of  Indian  blood  now 
were  facing  each  other,  twenty  feet 
opart.  Both  appeared  to  have  lost  sight 
of  parlian»enlary  rul-s  and  were  carry- 
ing on  a  personal  C'^llotiuy. 

Mr.  Owen  proceeded  to  say  the  su- 
preme court  had  declared  that  Indians 
hoi'liTig  allotted  lands  are  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  Rising  to  his  full  height, 
his  olive  face  showing  that  his  pride  , 
iiad  been  pricked  by  the  suggestion  that  i 
he  was  under  the  control  of  the  secretary 
of  Vav  interior,  and  with  tones  most  tra- 
gic. Senator  Owen  continued: 

"The  Cherokee  nation  cyin  demand  no 
allegiance  from  me.  I  owe  them  no  alle- 
giance. The  only  allegiance  I  owe  Is  to 
tht;  government  of  the  United  Slates  and 
to  the  state  of  Oklahoma.  I  say  the  su- 
preme court  has  passed  up'^n  this  matter 
and  I  shall  insist  that  it  is  right  that 
the  word  'late'  shall  be  included  in  liiat 
amendment." 

Mr.  Curtis  then  took  the  floor  and  be- 
gan by  saying  that  he  had  merely  de- 
sired to  interrupt  the  Oklahoma  senator 
3o  that  he  might  be  able  to  make  a  cor- 
rect   statement    to    the   senate. 

"When  you  made  that  statement  about 
the  Delawares  being  absorbed  by  the 
Cherokee  tribe,  of  which  you  are  a  mem- 
ber, you  should  have  told  how  tliey  %vere 
swallowed  up  by  the  Cherokees."  he  ex- 
claimed, pointing  an  index  finger  at  his 
antagonist.         ♦ 

•  A  Ward  and  an  Alien. 

Mr,  Owen  insisted  that  a  man  belong- 
ing to  an  Indian  tri!)e  Is  a  subordinate 
or  ward  and  an  alien,  which  he  said 
was  not  compatible  with  American  cltl- 
zensliip. 

"Am  I  an  alien?"  he  exclaimed. 

Senator  Carter  came  to  the  rescue  and 
attempted  to  .show  that  both  senators 
Were  right.  He  said  he  did  not  wonder 
that  the  Oklahoma  senator  should  have 
resented  the  idea  that  he  w<is  under  the 
control  of  the  aecretarj-  of  the  interior. 
His  remarks  brought  the  senate  into  a 
better  humor  and  laughter  displaced  the 
strained  state  of  mind  that  had  pre- 
vailed. 

Senator  Owen  went  over  to  the  Re- 
publican side  and  approaching  Senator 
Curtis  in  a  friendly  manner,  took  a  seat 
by  his  side.  The  two  laughed  good 
naturedly  and  appeared  to  be  continuing 
the  discussion  so  heatedly  begun  on  the 
floor. 

Mr.  Owens'  proposition  to  designate  the 
Indians  as  the  'late  five  civilized  tribes" 
was  later  voted  down,  Mr.  Owen  being 
the  only  voter  in  its  support.

The  circuit  court  of  this  town  yester- 
day   meted    out    partial    justice    to    a 
jnonk,    named    Feodotoff,    whose    crim- 
inal  and   iniquitous  life   was   revealed, 
last   fall,   by   sentencing   him   to   penal 
service  for  fifteen  years.    He  came  here 
about    two    years    ago    and    set    up    a 
ehrine   In  a   neighboring  forest,    where 
ho  lived  as  a  hermit.     He  soon  attained 
a  great  reputation  for  marvelous  cures, 
and    his    little    chapel,    in    the   solitude 
of    the    woods,    became    the    objective 
point  for  pilirrimages  from  all  parts  of 
the  province  of  Perm.

St.    Petersburg,      Feb.      28.-The      most 
pressing   ciut  stion    of    internal   policy     at

against    person    and    property    to    normal 
I  limits.        Some    slight    progress    has    un- 
sloubtfcdly  been  made  In  this  matter,  but 
much   i> mains     unachieved     and      unat- 
tempted.        Two    men    whose    disappear- 
ance   would    entail    grave    consequences, 
are   being   hunted   down   like  game,     and 
only   by  dint  of  extraordinary   measures, 
which   amount    to   deprivation   of   liberty, 
are  their  lives  preserved.       They  are  the 
premier,  M.  Stolypin.  and  the  commander 
of  the  St.   Petersburgr  di.^trict,  the  Grand 
I  Duke  Nicolar  Nichilaievlich.

grand  duke  ought  to  have  been  present, 
but.  being  warned  and  entreated  by  the 
police,  he  absented  himself.  Instead, 
however,  of  the  grand  duke,  another  per- 
son very  courageously  entered  the  grand 
ducal  carriage  and  drove  along  the  route, 
appearing  conspicuously  from  time  to 
time,  in  order  to  mislead  would-be  as- 
sassins. 

>Iany  Are  Arrested. 

At  certain  points  on  the  Journey  seem- 
ingly harmless  pedestrians,  plunging 
hand  in  pocket  and  rushing  to  approach 
the  carriage,  were  arrested  by  vigilant 
detectives  before  any  damage  could  be 
don.

Japan  Closely  Watched. 

AU  sorts  of  rumors  as  to  Imminent 
complications  in  the  Far  East  and  the 
dispatch  of  reinforcements  to  Trans- 
baikalia have  been  rife  for  some  days 
past.  Suspicion  has  naturally  bean 
aroused  in  many  quarters  that  thedo 
stories  constitute  a  maneuver  Inspired  by 
the  supporters  of  the  big  navy  schemes; 
but  from  careful  inquiry  there  appears 
to  be  some  genuine  basis  for  apprehen- 
sion with  regard  to  the  relations  between 
China  and  Japan,  and  that  Russia, 
therefore,  thinks  it  wise  to  be  on  her 
guard. 

Japan's  action  In  regard  to  Manchuria 
is  being  watched  very  closely  by  Russian 
diplomacy,  and  It  is  believed  that  the 
recent  publication  of  the  Russian  Orange 
Book,  though  giving  only  the  briefest 
possible  summary  of  the  negotiations 
which  led  up  to  the  Russo-Japanese 
treaty,  was  intended  to  convey  a  gentle 
reminder  TT?"  Toklo  that  Japan  has  by 
treaty  pledged  herself  to  the  integrity 
of  China  and  the  open  door  in  Man- 
churia. It  Is  difficult  to  separate  the 
false  from  the  true,  but  the  Russian 
gQvernment  Is  undoubtedly  In  a  position 
to  secure  valuable  Information  from  M. 
Shipoif,  who  has  Just  returned  from  the 
Far   East. 

Fears  Not  Bonie  Out. 

It  Is  understood  that  his  Impressions, 
while  Justifying  some  anxiety  owing  to 
the  straned  relations  noticed  In  Man- 
churia between  the  Chinese  and  the 
Japanse.  are  far  from  bearing  out  the 
alarmist  views  which  some  hot-headed 
people  would  like  to  propogate.  C(X>1- 
headed  skeptics  can  not  fall  to  note  that 
these  senaatlonal  developments  In  the 
Far  East  seem  timed  to  coincide  with  the 
arrival  of  the  American  squadron  in  tlie 
Pacific.  At  best,  however,  the  situation 
In    the   Far   East   Is  disquieting. 

The  government  has  finally  introduced 
a  bin  for  the  construction  of  a  second 
gauge  of  the  Trans-Siberian  railway. 
The  work  of  duplication  will,  It  Is  esti- 
mated, cost  $8.'i,500,ono,  and  will  take  eight 
years.  For  the  current  year  the  govern- 
ment only  asks  credit  of  llS.aOO.OOO. 


TAFT  IS  GIVEN 
INDORSEMENT 

Of  Minnesota  State  Com- 
mittee by  Almost  Un- 
animous Vote. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Feb.  28.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  gathering  of  Repub- 
licans at  the  Ryan  hotel  yesterday, 
gathered  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
Inlormally  the  presidential  situation, 
gave  It  as  their  unanimous  opinion  that 
the  state  was  overwhelmingly  for  Taft, 
and  In  view  of  this  they  passed  resolu- 
tions asking  the  state  central  commit- 
tee to  take  action  endorsing  Taft.  A 
committee  from  this  meeting  prepared 
a  resolution,  which  was  presented  among 
several  others  at  the  central  commit- 
tee  meeting   and   was   adopted. 

At  the  gathering  there  were  repre- 
sentative Republicans  from  every  con- 
gressional district  In  the  state.  Reports 
wf-re  heard  from  all  the  districts  and 
they  showed  that  all  the  districts  would 
elect  Taft  delegates  and  that  It  was 
their  Intention  of  adopting  strong  Taft 
resolutions.      The  meeting  was   inform.al 


and    the   party    had    gathered    In    accept- 
ance of  an  invitation   to  dinner.       A  Dre-  ! 
liniinary    meeting    had    been    held    a    few  I 
days   ago   for   the   purpose   of  starting   a 
"Taft  org;anization.      The   meeting  elected 
Tanis    Bixby    of   St.    Paul    chairman    and 
Jens    Grondahl    of    Red    Wing   secretary, 
and   formed   the   nucleus  of   a  Minnesota  ■ 
Taft   league,   which   Republicans  all  over 
the   state  are   Invited   to  join.   The   meet- 
ing   also    elected    five    members    to    act 
with    tlie   president   and   secretary    as   .an 
executive   committee. 

After  fixing  the  dates  for  the  two 
state  conventions,  the  slate  central  com- 
mittee adopted  the  plan  of  apportion- 
ment suggested  by  James  Larson  of 
Walnut  Grove,  wliich  gives  a  conven- 
tion of  1,128  delegates.  The  represent- 
ation is  based  on  the  average  vote  for 
governor,  lieutenant  governor,  slate 
treasurer,  state  auditor,  secretary  of 
state  and  attoney  general  and  allows 
one  delegate  for  each  200  votes,  plus  five 
at  large  for  each  county.  Under  the  ap- 
portionment St.  Louis  county  gets  38, 
Ramsey  gets  67  Instead  of  64  two  years 
ago,  Hennepin  gets  113  Instead  of  aa  two 
years  ago,  and  the  total  is  1,138  Instead 
of  1,089  as  it  was  two  years  ago. 

Strong  resolutions  were  adopted  before 
the  close  of  the  meeting  endorsing  the 
policies  of  President  Roosevelt  and  that 
the  various  districts  instruct  their  dele- 
gates for  the  nomination  of  W.  H.  Taft 
for  president.  There  was  considerable 
discussion  concerning  the  resolution  to 
Instruct  delegates,  some  urging  that  the 
committee  ought  not  to  assume  dictation 
In  the  matter.  The  vote  on  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution  showed  thlny-two 
favoring  the  Taft  resolution  and  one 
vote  each  for  Hughes,  La  Follette  and 
Roosevelt.

Paul  Bourget."  Another  writes  that 
he  iii  34,  and  that  hks  wife,  who  is  28, 
has  been  four  years  in  an  asylum  for 
incurable  insanity.

A.  B.  Mynors,  the  secretary,  was  able 
to  state  the  other  day  that  every  Ang- 
lican diocese  in  the  world  would  bo 
repre.sented.  The  total  number  of  such 
dioceses  is  now  249,  and  at  present 
more  than  200  bishops  have  signified 
their  intention  of  being  present.  Each 
diocese  can  send  six  representatives, 
and  in  the  aggregate  these  will  n-am- 
ber  between  800  and  900,  and  naturally 
include  men  of  th-,-  yellow  and  black 
races  from  every  country  in  the  East- 
ern and   Western  hemispheres.

Church's  Missions  in  Christendom,  and 
(f)  "The  Anglican  Communion."  AJl 
the  sections  have  been  minutely  sub- 
divided, so  that  the  various  aspects 
of  these  important  question.s  will  be 
carefully  discussed.

OLD  MAN  ALONE 
IN  STRANGE  CITY 

Westerner  Arrested    on 

Charge  of  Drunkenness 

and  Discharged. 

Far  from  the  place  he  calls  his  home, 
penniless,  friendless,  and  unable  to 
talk  a  word  of  English,  the  plight  of 
Seven  P.  Wickstrom,  a  man,  6S  year.«j 
©f  age,  who  appeared  in  the  lineup  in 
police  court  this  morning,  is  a  sad 
one.  He  was  arrested  in  West  Duluth 
last  evening  on  a  charge  of  drunken- 
ness, but  his  earnest  statement  this 
morning  that  he  never  touches  liquor 
made  an  impression  on  Judge  Win- 
dom,  and  he  was  discharged  without  a 
trial,  Prosecutor  McKeon  moving  for 
a  dismissal. 

Through  an  interpreter,  Wickstrom 
told  the  court  that  he  came  east  from 
Spokane,  Wash.,  some  weeks  ago.  He 
eaid  he  conducted  a  livery  stable  in 
the  Washington  city,  but  that  he  Is 
a  black.cmith  by  trade.  Arriving  in 
St.  Paul,  he  was  taken  ill  and  sent  to 
a  hospital,  where  he  lay  for  .several 
■weeks.  Recovering,  he  sought  to  se- 
cure money  enough  to  return  to  his 
home,  and  he  went  to  Hibbing,  where 
he  thought   a  place  awaited  him. 

On  his  arrival  at  Hibbing.  he  said 
he      found     that    the    i.lace    had      been 


filled.  He  returned  to  Duluth,  he  said, 
and  found  himself  without  money  or 
friends.  He  said  he  sent  to  Sftokane 
for  money  to  return  home,  and  last 
night,  being  without  lodging,  applied 
at  tlie  West  Duluth  station  for  a 
place  to  sleep,  whereupon  he  was  ar- 
rested. 

He  was  positive  In  his  assertion  that 
he  wasn't  in  a  saloon,  and  didn't 
drink  anything.  Although  the  officer 
wasn't  present,  the  old  man's  story 
made  an  impression  on  the  court,  and, 
out  of  consideration  for  the  prisoner's 
age  and  evident  sincerity.

A  VAGARY  OF  JUSTICE. 

People  get  rather  impatient  with  justice  sometimes 
because  it  seem*  to  limp  along  too  painfully  and  because 
its  blindness  gives  it  too  little  chance  to  discriminate. 

For  instance,  it  usually  causes  some  comment  when 
justice  bears  down  harshly  upon  some  petty  offender, 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  overlooking  criminals  whose 
offenses  are  so  great  and  so  prohtable  that  they  are  large 
figures  in  the  community,  with  more  or  less  respect  and 
esteem  being  accorded  them  because  of  their  success. 

People  talked  when  the  captain  of  the  steatner  Slocum, 
which  burned  with  a  loss  of  a  thousand  lives  a  few  years 
ago.  was  sentenced  to  spend  ten  years  in  jail,  while  the 
owners  of  the  vessel,  who  were  chiefly  responsible  for 
her   c  .ndition    and   therefore   for   the   loss   of   life,   went 

scotfree. 

Detroit  furnishes  another  instance  in  which  justice  is 
sternly  and  relentlessly  pursuing  the  enforcement  of  one 
law, While  anybody  could  name  dozens  of  cases'in  \vhich 
vastly   graver  offenses   are   going   unwhipped   of  justice. 

A  Detroit  man  sold  some  oleomargarine  without  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  the  law  governing  its 
sale.  Oleomargarine  is  an  imitation  of  butter.  It  is  said 
to  be  thoroughly  clean  and  wholesome,  and  greatly  to  be 
preferred  to  poor  butter.  Also,  it  is  cheaper  than  butter. 
The  law,  for  the  protection  of  buttermakers.  requires 
that  imitation  butters  must  be  clearly  labelled  as  such, 
and  that  places  selling  it  shall  be  plainly  placarded  so 
that  everybody  may  know  it  is  sold  there. 

The  Detroit  man  violated  some  of  these  provisions, 
and  of  course  he  did  wrongly.  The  law  got  after  him, 
and  before  he  was  through  with  the  case  he  had  spent 
$7,000  in  court  costs,  had  paid  a  tine  of  $6,000,  and  re- 
ceived a  sentence  of  seven  months'  imprisonment.  The 
law  had  been  violated,  and  the  Detroit  man  paid  this 
price  for  violating  it.  It  is  a  heavy  price,  considering 
that  nobody  was  harmed  in  the  slightest  degree  by  his 
offense. 

The   disposition   of   the   average  man   will   not  be   so 
much    to    criticise    the    heaviness    of    this    penalty   when 
compared   with   the   gravity   of   the   offense,   as   to  draw- 
comparisons   between   the   style   of   this   enforcement   of 
law  and  the  style  followed  'when  offenses  vastly  greater, 
and    producing    vastly    more    suffering,    are    committed. 
For    instance,    the    Standard    Oil    company,    which    built 
itself  up  by  secret  rebates  and  by  other  unfair  methods 
of  destr .lying  competition,  was  allowed  to  go  untouched 
for  many   years,   and    then   when    it   was   finally   caught 
in   a   rebating   otfense,   one   of  the  least   mischievous   of 
its  many  similar  offenses,  it  was  fined  nearly  $30,000,000. 
That,  is  a  heavy  penalty,  too,  but  if  it  is  ever  paid  by 
the   company,   who   will    suffer?     Not   the   officials   who 
committed    the    offense,   but   the    stockholders    who   had 
nothing  to  do  with  it.  and  ultimately  the  public,  which 
suffered  from  the  oifense  and  will  suffer  again  from  the 
penalty   when  the  oil  trust  raises  prices  to  recoup   the 
expense  of  its  punishment. 

A  little  more  evenness  in  the  distribution  of  justice 
would  be  acceptable.

roads. 

Since  the  trust  was  formed  through  this  joint  owner- 
ship system,  the  framers  of  the  law  against  it  hoped  that 
the  destruction  of  the  system  might  open  the  way  for 
independence.  Most  of-  the  coal-carrying  railroads  are 
getting  ready  to  light  it,  and  meanwhile  they  are  asking 
congress  and  the  interstate  commerce  commission  to 
postpone  the  time  when  it  goes  into  effect.  There  seems 
to  be  no  disposition  to  do  this,  nor  is  there  any  need  of 
doing  it.  The  railroads  have  had  nearly  two  years" 
notice,  and  with  the  exception  named  they  appear  to 
have  taken  no  steps  to  comply  with  it. 

The  Louisville  &  Nashville,  however,  proudly  an- 
nounces that  it  has  complied  with  the  law,  and  shows  its 
brothers  in  the  business  how  they  can  comply  with  it, 
too,  and  yet  come  to  no  harm. 

Originally  the  title  to  the  railroad  and  to  the  coal 
mines  rested  in  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad 
company.  The  railroad  company  has  disposed  of  all  its 
coal  mines,  and  now  it  owns  not  a  single  acre  of  coal 
land.  And  yet  its  control  of  the  coal  fields  is  just  as  sure 
as  it  ever  was.  How  did  it  accomplish  the  trick?  Easily. 
The  railroad  company  simply  transferred  the  coal 
property  to  its  stockholders  as  individuals.  All  it  cost 
was  the  price  of  making  out  a  few  deeds.  The  stock- 
holders immediately  organized  a  new  corporation,  and 
elected  the  same  officials  to  manage  the  coal  mines  that, 
manage  the  railroad. 

The  railroad  owns  no  coal  mines,  but  the  same  people 
that  own  the  railroad  own  the  mines,  and  the  same 
officers  that  run  the  railroad  run  the  coal  mines.  The 
road  claims  that  it  has  complied  with  the  law  to  the 
letter,  and  defies  the  government  to  show  wherein  it  has 
failed  to  do  so.  Vet  it  has  not  disturbed  its  control  of 
the  coal  fields  in  the  slightest  degree. 

If  this  trick  is  upheld,  the  people^  through  congress, 
will  have  to  devise  some  other  way  of  meeting  the  evil. 
But  such  evasions  of  law,  if  persisted  in,  are  some 
day  going  to  make  the  people  so  impatient  that  they  will 
cut  the  Gordian  knot  by  simply  taking  over  both  railroad 
and  coal  mine,  thus  creating  a  joint  ownership  that  wdl 
not  work  out  for  the  fattening  of  the  special  privileged.

NOW  FOR  POLITICS. 

The  first  official  guns  of  the  political  battle  of  1908  in 
Minnesota  have  been  fired.  As  related  in  The  Herald 
last  night,  the  Republican  state  central  committee  has 
fixed  the  dates  for  the  two  state  conventions,  and  the 
Democratic  committee  will  meet  March  6,  when  the  dates 
lor  the  two  Democratic  state  conventions  will  be  fixed. 

The  Republican  state  convention  which  selects  four 
delegates  at  large  to  the  national  convention  will  meet  in 
Minneapolis  April  16,  and  the  county  conventions  which 
will  provide  the  delegations  making  up  the  state  conven- 
tion will  be  held  a  week  earlier,  .\pril  9.  About  the  same 
time  the  nine  district  conventions  which  will  select  the 
egh.teen  district  delegates  to  the  national  convention 
will  be  called  by  the  respective  congressional  commit- 
tees. 

The  Republican  nominating  convention,  which  will 
place  a  state  ticket  in  the  field,  will  be  held  in  St.  Paul 
July  I,  and  the  county  conventions  in  which  its  delegates 
are  selected  will  meet  June  25. 

There  will  be  little  interest  in  the  first  Republican 
convention,  because  it  is  practically  settled  that  the  state 
is  for  the  nomination  of  Taft,  and  that  the  twenty-two 
delegates  will  be  instructed  for  him,  though  there  is  a 
move  in  Congressman  Tawn'ey's  district  for"  an  unin- 
itructed  delegation  which  may  be  convenient  for  Speaker 
Cannon.  However,  the  success  of  this  movement  is  im- 
probable. There  will  be  plenty  of  interest  in  the  Re- 
publican state  nominating  convention,  because  there  the 
fight  between  Young,  Jacobson  and  sundry  dark  horses 
will  be  fought  out.

A  FEDERAL  BUILDING  NEXT. 

Now  that  it  has  been  happily  settled  that  St.  Louis 
county  is  to  have  a  fittingly  large  and  handsome  court- 
house, to  be  erected  as  the  nucleus  of  a  grouping  plan 
that  is  worthy  the  picturesque  setting  and  noble  future  of 
Duluth,  it  is  time  to  begin  a  campaign  for  a~suitable 
federal  building  on  the  west  side  of  the  area  to  be  de- 
voted t.)  the  group  of  public  buildings. 

In  these  matters  the  government  moves  much  more 
slowly  than  St.  Louis  county  does,  and  the  sooner  the 
campaign  is  taken  up,  and  the  more  aggressively  it  is 
pursued,  the  better  the  outlook  for  success. 

The  present  federal  building  has  long  been  inadequate, 
and  the  government  has  already  begun  to  take  steps 
toward  improving  its  local  facilities.  Duluth  should  see 
to  it  that  the  new  arrangements  are  fn  keeping  with  the 
grouping  plan  and  with  the  Duluth  of  a  decade  hence. 
This  will  require  an  active  and  earnest  campaign.  First 
it  will  be  necessary  to  see  that  the  government  acquires 
more  ground.  It  already  has  the  200  feet  on  First  street 
west  oi  Fifth  avenue;  it  should  now  buy  the  westerly 
half  of  the  same  block,  and  thus  provide  itself  with  a 
suitable  site  for  the  kind  of  building  it  should  construct. 

Next  steps  should  be  taken  to  see  that  in  planning  its 
new  building  the  government  takes  into  consideration 
not  only  the  grouping  plan  and  the  size  and  beauty  of  the 
new  courthouse,  but  the  prospects  of  Duluth  and  the  gov- 
ernment's needs  in  the  future.  The  new  federal  building 
should  l>e  built  for  tomorrow,  not  for  today,  and  at  least 
it  should  be  so  planned  that  it  can  be  elaborated  as  the 
need  arises. 

There  is  a  work  here  in  which  all  of  Duluth's  energy 
should  be  promptly  engaged. 


THE  LETTER,  BUT  NOT  THE  SPIRIT. 

The  Louisville  &  Nashville  railroad  has  siiown  the 
other  coal-carrying  and  coal-owning  railroads  of  the 
country  that  there  is  "more  than  one  way  to  skin  a  cat." 

May  I,  rgoS,  after  nearly  two  years*  notice  to  the  rail- 
roads, a  federal  law  goes  into  effect  prohibiting  trans- 
portation companies  from  ownifig  the  commodities  they 
transport  to  market.  The  law  is  aimed  at  the  coal  trust, 
which  has  been  created  and  given  power  to  prey  upon 
the  people  by  the  fact  that  the  railroads  which  carry 
the  coal  to  market  own  or  control  the  coal  fields.  It  is 
easy  to  see  how  a  trust  can  be  formed  when  those  inter- 
ested in  forming  it  control  the  avenues  of  transportation 
as  well  as  the  greater  part  of  the  coal  fields.  There  is 
no  more   chance   for   independence    here   than    there   is 


RAILROAD  LAND  GRANTS. 

The  house  committee  on  agriculture  has  recom- 
mended to  congress  that  a  bill  be  passed  to  compel  the 
railroads  in  the  Northwest  to  open  their  grant  lands  to 
settlement. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  railroad  magnates  will  not  make 
this  new  move  against  the  railroads  the  ocasion  for  a 
loud  outcry  that  the  safctj'  of  the  republic  is  menaced, 
and  that  everything  is  going  to  the  dogs.  They  made 
such  an  outcry  when  the  railroad  rate  bill  was  passed, 
and  got  so  many  people  to  believe  them  that  they  found 
it  impossible  to  borrow  the  money  they  needed  to  put 
their  roads  in  condition  to  meet  the  demands  of  traffic, 
though  the  bill  has  really  helped  the  railroads  immensely 
by  turning  rebates  into  earnings  and  in  other  ways. 

The  demand  embodied  in  tlie  bill  approved  by  the 
house  committee  on  agriculture  is  only  fair.  The  only 
criticism  to  be  made  of  it  is  that  it  is  late,  and  that  it 
should  have  been  made  long  ago. 

The  committee  report  shows  that  millions  of  acres  of 
land  donated  to  the  railroads  by  the  government  are 
being  held  for  speculation  by  the  railroads,  while  home- 
seekers  are  being  deprived  of  the  opportunity  to  buy 
cheap  homesteads  that  the  government  intended  to  give 
them.  The  grants  from  the  public  domain  were  made 
to  the  railroads  to  encourage  settlement,  and  thus  to 
profit  the  railroads  and  the  nation — not  that  these  lands 
should  be  held  indefinitely  for  a  rise  in  prices. 

In  most  of  these  grants  it  was  distinctly  provided 
that  the  railroads  should  put  the  lands  in  the  hands  of 
settlers  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  the  price  at  which 
they  should  be  sold  should  be  limited  to  $2.50  an  acre. 
The  railroads  have  evaded  these  provisions  in  many 
instances,  possibly  in  most. 

There  are  suspicions,  too,  that  the  stockholders  of  the 
railroads  have  in  several  'cases  been  given  as  unjust  a 
deal  as  the  government  has  had.  The  railroad  officials 
have  turned  the  lands  over  at  nominal  prices  to  corpora- 
tions composed  of  themselves  and  their  friends.  These 
corporations  are  now  holding  the  lands  for  high  prices, 
or  are  selling  them  at  prices  much  greater  than  those 
fixed  by  the  government.  In  the  latter  event,  it  is  tht 
railroad  officials  and  their  friends  who  are  getting  the 
profit,  not  the  railroad  stockholders. 

The  railroads  will  no  doubt  make  the  claim,  and 
employ  able  lawyers  to  back  it  up.  that  these  lands  were 
turned"  over  to  the  railroads  unconditionally,  and  that 
they  can  do  as  they  please  with  them.  If  this  is  true,  it 
should  be  determined.  If  it  isn't  true,  the  railroads 
should  be  forced  to  dispose  of  their  lands  as  speedily  as 
possible.  If  it  is  shown  that  railroad  officials  have 
conspired  to  defraud  both  the  government  and  the  stock- 
holders of  the  roads,  a  way  should  be  found  to  compel 
restitution. 

Congress  should  enact  vigorous  and  aggressive  legis- 
lation that  will  bring  this  matter  to  a  head  immediately. 


Seeing  that  it  is  fashionable  to  own  a  political  party, 
and  there  being  none  left  after  Messrs.  Roosevelt  and 
Bryan  got  through,  naturally  Mr.  Hearst  had  to  start 
one  of  his  own.

From  Five  South  Ameri- 
can Stations  of  Sea- 
men's Society. 

Home  Letters  and  Tidings 

Hold  Men  Safe  at 

Anchor. 


New  York.  Feb.  2S.-That  the  15.000 
jacki'S  of  the  Pacific  fleet  are  slipping 
along  the  far  coast  of  South  America, 
hale  and  hearty  with  ever  an  eye  to  old 
home  folks,  was  reported  in  this  city 
today.  From  their  rtve  branch  stations 
along  the  route  abuut  the  Horn  the 
workers  of  the  American  Seamen's 
Friend  Society  are  sending  word  to 
headquarters  here  of  the  eventful  days 
of  shore  leave  In  which  Uncle  Sam's 
sailors  swarmed  ashore  to  their  quar- 
ters for  sight  of  a  good  American  face, 
and  the  rare  chance  of  a  quiet  smoke, 
a  talk  and  a  long  letter  home.  Stamps, 
souvenir  postals,  reading  material  from 
her.-  and  stacks  of  letter  paper,  and 
thou.-^and.'j  of  carefully  scrawled  mis- 
sives have  left  their  writing  rooms  for 
honi.-s  in  every  part  of  this  country. 

At  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Montevideo,  Buenos 
Ayres,  Rosario  and  Valparaiso,  where 
headquart^-rs  for  sailors  have  been 
maintained  for  years  by  this  organiza- 
tion, the  navy  tars  have  been  welcomed, 
enterltiined  and  piloted  pretty  clear  of 
the  shoals  that  lie  particularly  foul  of 
the  lourse  of  the  foreign  sailor  In  these 
parts.  Human  life,  vice  and  ba«l  liquor 
are  valued  cheaply  In  these  teeming 
South  American  ports,  and  it  goes  hard 
and  often  fatally  with  the  seafaring 
man  if  he  gets  Into  the  hands  of  the 
natlve-s.  Not  even  his  United  States 
navy  unlforam  has  saved  many  a 
jacky  from  bodily  harm  In  remote 
qu  irters  of  such  cities,  and  today  the 
workers   of  the   socU-ty   throughout    the 


lower  continent  feel  relieved  and  grati- 
fied that  the  fleet  has  finally  stood  oft 
toward  its  own  shores  once  more  witu 
every   man-jack  aboard  and   alive. 

From  Rio  de  Janeiro  a  report  has  just 
arrived  telling  of  the  advent  of  the 
Yankee  sailors  there.  With  other  local 
organizations  the  American  Seamen  s 
Friend  society's  branch  at  this  port  or- 
ganized a  constant  entertainment  for 
the  men  of  the  fleet.  An  information 
bureau  was  equipped,  to  which  the  sail- 
ors went  on  their  arrival  to  have  their 
monev  honestly  i-hanged  and  embark 
on  excursions  conducted  about  the  place 
for  their  benefit.  Every  square  foot  of 
the  rooms  of  this  station  of  the  society 
was  packed,  each  hour  of  the  stay  of 
the  battle  ships,  by  the  American  crews, 
smoking,  yarning  or  reading  and  writ- 
ing home  letters.  Before  the  squadron 
weighed  anchor  a  large  meeting  of  tho 
men  was  arranged  by  the  society  s 
workers.  Yellow  fever  has  stunted  the 
growth  of  the  seamen's  local  organiza- 
tion in  Brazil  since  it  began  the  strug- 
gl.  to  help  the  sailors  of  the  port 
twenty-five  years  ago;  but.  for  all  this 
handicap.  Us  workers  feel  today  that 
they  have  been  able  to  do  a  great  deal 
In  giving  a  hand  to  this  regiment  of 
their  own   navy  tars. 

On  the  River  Plate  the  American  Sea- 
man's Friend  society  had  three  stations 
ready  for  Admiral  Evans'  men.  Here 
evervthlng'  was  thrown  open  to  the 
visiting  sailors  and  their  path  kept  as 
straight  as  possible.  TIk-  bloody  vio- 
lence of  the  crimps  of  Rosalro  and  this 
entire  region  has  fallen  on  many  a  de- 
fenseless seaman  in  the  past,  and  after 
seven  years  of  hard  effort  the  workers 
of  these  branches  have  only  just  suc- 
ceeded In  becoming  a  buffer  between 
them  and  the  visiting  sailors.  That  tlie 
American  jackies  left  Buenos  Ayres  in 
good  order  is  recognized  as  a  welcome 
result  of  this  long  campaign.  To  the 
friendly  offices  of  this,  as  well  as  the 
other  branches  of  the  American  Sea- 
man's Friend  society,  the  navy  tars 
had  been  commended,  long  before  they 
sailed,  by  old  friends  in  the  active 
branches  of  the  organization  at  Brook- 
lyn navy  yard  and  Newport  News. 

Five  large  Institutes  of  this  organiza- 
tion are  on  the  lookout  for  the  men  of 
the  fleet  when  they  touch  home  soil 
again  at  Seattle.  Tacoma.  Portland.  As- 
toria or  Port  Townsend.  There  are 
some  forty-flve  of  these  branches  keep- 
ing watch  over  the  sailor  man  all  over 
the  world,  the  officers  of  the  society 
siiid  today.  That  such  close  touch 
could  have  been  kept  of  the  Paclflc 
fleet  In  Its  continent  girdling  cruise  Is 
regarded  by  them  as  a  good  test  of 
this  world's   work.

QUEER  TYPES 
OF  CRIMINALS 

Lawyer  Writes  of  Psy- 
chological Studies  Based 
on  Experience. 

Florence.  Feb.  28.— Italian  people,  as 
a  nation,  are  not  given  to  the  buying 
of  books.  Unless  a  volume  be  put  at 
the  cheap  price  of  a  franc,  they  pre- 
fer to  wait  until  they  can  secure  it 
from  a  library.  The  women  are  only 
for  novels.  In  the  South  of  Italy  they 
are  in  a  bondage,  which  prevents  any 
Intellectual  development.  An  Italian 
magazine  has  recently  given  an  ac- 
count of  the  life  of  a  South  Italy  weli- 
to-do  family.  When  there  are  male 
guests,  the  husband  entertains  them 
alone,  the  women  of  the  family  eat- 
ing in  the  kitchen.  Unless  they  go  to 
confession,  they  never  leave  their 
homes,  and  their  fathers,  husbands 
and  brothers  apologize  to  any  stranger 
for  their  utter   ignorance. 

When,  however,  an  Italian  hears 
that  a  friend  of  his  has  written  a 
book,  he  at  once  proceeds  to  buy  it, 
regardless  of  price.  In  many  cases, 
when  the  friends  of  an  author  have 
done  what  they  consider  their  duty  by 
him  in  this  way,  that  ends  it. 

Just  at  present  the  Florentines  are 
doing  their  duty  by  "Fia  la  Perduta 
Gente"  (Among  the  Lost)  of  Avvoca- 
to.Rosadl  of  their  city.  The  author, 
an  elderly  man  and  a  celebrated  law- 
yer of  Florence,  Is  known  to  English 
and  American  readers  through  his 
"Trial  of  Jesus,"  which  has  been 
translated,  and  whose  preface  is  from 
the  pen  of  Dr.  Emll  Kelch. 

Stories  of  Criminals. 
"Fra  la  Perduta,"  which,  the  book- 
men say,  has  started  off  as  a  good 
seller,  is  a  most  interesting  and  psy- 
chological account  of  Sig.  Rosadi's  ex- 
periences among  criminals,  whom  he 
has  classified  as  "The  Aesthetic."  "The 
Nervpus."  "The  Oratorical,"  "The 
Literary,"  "The  Comic,"  "Tlie  Secret," 
"The  Ascetic,"  "The  Religious."  "The 
Obscure,"  etc.,   in  his  volume. 

One  story  he  tells  is  extremely  curi- 
ous. A  certain  woman  of  the  people 
had  a  bad  husband,  who  mistreated 
her  and  their  children,  and  squandered 
her  earnings  in  debauchery.  At  last 
she  was  arrested  for  his  murder. 
Quite  frankly  she  admitted  her  guilt, 
and  said  that  she  committed  the  mur- 
der after  praying  to  the  Virgin,  and 
was  entirely  easy  in  her  conscience. 

"He  made  our  lives  miserable,"  she 
explained.  "I  could  do  nothing  for 
my  children  while  he  lived.  I  knew 
that  they  would  be  provided  for  while 
I  was  in  prison,  and  when  1  came  out 
every  one  would  help  me,  for  all  my 
neighbors  knew  what  a  bad  man  he 
wa.s;  but  I  prayed  first,  and  the 
holy  Virgin  helped  me.  so  now  let  me 
go  to  prison,  and  when  I  come  out.  we 
will  be  a  happy  family." 

A  book  apropos  of  the  religious 
struggle  convulsing  Italy  is  "L'Anti- 
Clericallsmo  Cattolico  in  Italia."  It 
claims  to  set  forth  all  the  ins  and 
out.s  of  the  movement  against  the 
priests.  Another  book  is  "The  Coun- 
try of  Jesus,"  by  Matilda  Derac,  who, 
in  its  pages,  records  her  journey  In 
the  Holy  Land.

"The  trouble  is  that  many  employ- 
ment agents  are  unreliable.  I  don't 
Bay  they  all  are,  but  I  have  had  many 
complaints  from  men  who  have  paid 
money  for  a  job  and  then  either  did 
not  get  it,  or  were  let  out  a  few  days 
after  they  reached  the  camp,  because 
of  the  closing  of  the  camp  or  because 
the  company  was  given  more  men  than 
It  ordered.

MAY  BE  READY 
DURING  1910 

Courthouse  Can  Probably 

be   Built   Within 

Three  Years. 

The  county  board  and  the  court- 
house commission  intend  to  prosecute 
vigorously  the  preliminary  steps  to 
acquire  the  necessary  ground,  at  the 
corner  of  Filth  avenue  west  and  Sec- 
ond street,  and  for  the  construction 
of  the  new  courthouse. 

Fro«m  the  moment  Commissioner 
Charles  Kauppl's  resolution,  favoring 
the  grouping  plan,  and  directing  the 
location   of  the  building  at   the   street 


and  avenue  was  passed  by  the  board, 
no  time  has  been  lost  in  setting  in  mo- 
tion the  county's  legal  department, 
with  a  view  of  acquiring  the  property 
needed. 

Several  mem'bers  of  the  board  have 
expressed  their  intention  to  see  that 
the  courthouse  matter  is  pushed  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  and  some  of  them 
have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
county  officials  will  be  installe<l  in 
the  new  building  inside  two  and  one- 
half  years.  ©If  this  prediction  is  re- 
alized it  will  mean  that  the  board  and 
the  comrmission  will  insist  that  the 
persons  who  gei  the  construction  con- 
tracts put  on  a  large  force  of  work- 
men and  p*ish  the  work  to  the  best  of 
their  ability. 

It  has  been  commonly  talked  that 
the  courthouse  could  not  be  built 
within  a  period  of  four  or  five  years, 
but  the  members  of  the  county  board 
claim  that  a  courthouse  such  as  plan- 
ned by  the  Chlcafo  architects,  can  be 
erected  on  the  site  selected  in  less  than 
three  years.  If  this  can  be  dojie.  It  is 
possible  that  the  county  will  be  able 
to  get  along  with  its  present  quarters 
for  that  term.  The  c-ourts  and 
the  county  officials  are  working  at 
a  great  disadvantage,  owing  to  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  old  building, 
but  if  they  can  be  convinced  that  the 
conditions  will  not  exist  more  than 
about  three  years  longer,  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  make  the  be«t  of  the 
situation. 

If  the  building  of  a  new  courthouse 
were  to  require  a  term  of  four  or  five 
years.  It  Is  practically  certain  that  the 
county  would  have  to  either  build  more 
"warts"  to  the  old  building,  or  lease 
additional    quarters   elsewhere.

FOUND  GUILTY  OF 
GRANDLARCENY 

S.  A.  Phillips,  Formerly 

of  Duluth,  Convicted 

of  Serious  Crime. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Feb.  28.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  jury  In  the  Ramsey 
county  district  court  last  night  found 
S.  A.  Phillips,  Northwest  manager  and 
agent  for  the  Hancock  company,  which 
had  charge  of  the  flotation  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  the  Chicago-New  York 
Electric  Air  Line  company,  guilty  of 
grand  larceny  In  the  first  degree.  The 
verdict  was  returned  at  10  o'clock  last 
night. 

The  .epectfic  charge  was  that  Phillips 
had  embezzled  $2,500  of  the  funds  of 
the  Hancock  company,  while  acting  as 
its  representative  in  Minnesota,  North 
Dakota  and  South  Dakota.  It  was  al- 
leged that  he  made  contracts  in  the 
name  of  the  company  for  the  sale  of 
Air  Line  stock,  and  converted  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  to  his  own  use. 
These  sales,  it  was  charged,  were  not 
reported  to  the  company,  but  the  or- 
ders were  filled  with  stock  that  Phil- 
lips had  purchased  on  his  own  account. 

This  afternoon  Judge  Bunn  will  de- 
cide whether  to  pass  sentence  at  once 
or  to  defer  until  arguments  are  made 
for  a  new  trial.  The  penalty  for 
grand  larceny  in  the  first  degree  is 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ten 
years. 

Phillips  has  for  years  been  more  or 
less  prominent  in  the  Northwest  as  a 
newspaper  man  and  a  promoter.  He 
was  connected  at  one  time  with  the 
Minneapolis  Tribune,  and  later  was 
business   manager    of  the   old   Dvduth

MEDICIN.E.— In  MoxIp  Nerve  Food  com- 
pany V3.  Modox.  152  Federal  Reporter,  4»3. 
the  I'nlted  States  circuit  court  for  th- 
District  of  Rhode  Island  lays  down  til's 
proposition  that  a  maker  ot  a  proprietary 
medicine,  seeking  the  aid  of  a  court  oi 
equity  in  the  protection  of  his  trademark 
rights,  should  be  required,  as  a  part  of 
its  affirmative  ciise.  to  allege  and  prove 
that  Its  preparation  Is  what  It  purports 
to  be;  there  being  no  presumption  that 
such  representations  are  true  upon  which 
a  court  can  act.

MASTER'S  LIABILITY  FOR  SERV- 
ANT'S TORTS.— In  Shay  vs.  American 
Iron  &  Steel  Manufacturing  company,  67 
Atlantic  Reporter,  54,  the  Pennsylvania 
supreme  court  holds  that  a  corporation 
i.s  not  liable  for  damages  to  a  liouse  and 
injuries  to  tlie  owner  by  the  negligent 
shooting  by  the  men  employed  to  take 
the  place  of  strikers,  where  the  shooting 
was  directed  from  defendant's  premises 
against  a  mob,  and  was  not  authorized 
by  defendant,  and  not  within  the  scope 
of  the  employment  of  the  persons  doing 
it.  The  decision  is  based  on  the  theory 
that  a  master  is  only  liable  for  injuries 
resulting  from  the  willful  conduct  of  his 
servants  if  inllicted  within  the  scope  of 
his    authority    or   employment. 

PATENT  MEDICINE  MONOPOLY— In 
John  D.  Park  &  Sons  company  vs.  Hart- 
man.  153  Federal  Reporter,  24,  the  Unit- 
ed States  circuit  court  of  appeals  for  the 
Sixth  circuit  holds  that  a  manufacturer 
of  a  proprietary  medicine  is  not  made 
Immune  from  the  common  law  forbidding 
monopolies  and  unreas<^nable  restraints 
in  trade  by  the  fact  that  the  dedicine 
is  manufactured  after  a  secret  or  private 
formula,  and  hence  such  manufacturer 
cannot  bv  contract  bind  purchasers  of 
its  medicines  to  resell  them  only  at  a 
designated  price,  so  as  to  prevent  third 
persons  from  purchasing  such  medicines 
and  selling  them  at  any  price  they  may 
choose. 


T  FOR 
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SMUGGLING.— A  penson  may  be  guilty 
of  smuggling  even  before  he  has  pas.^ed 
the  custom  lines  on  the  docks  of  an  in- 
coming steamer,  according  to  the  deci- 
sion of  the  United  States  district  court 
for  the  Southern  district  of  New  Y'ork  in 
United  States  vs.  21SV4  Carats  Loose  Em- 
eralds, 153  Federal  Reporter,  643.  When 
the  proper  customs  officer  examines  an 
incoming  passenger's  baggage,  and  ques- 
tions him  whether  he  has  any  personal 
property  which  he  has  not  declared,  or 
anv  precious  stones  about  his  person, 
such  passenger  is  obliged  to  state  the 
truth,  and  when  the  examination  is  fin- 
ished, and  the  passenger  still  has  prec- 
ious stones  in  his  possession  without 
having  admitted  it,  the  act  of  smug- 
gling,  is   complete. 

LIABILITY  FOR  TORT  OF  STREET 
CAR  CONDUCTOR.— If  the  conductor  of 
a  street  car.  while  engaged  in  the  prose- 
cution and  within  the  scope  of  his  busi- 
ness in  collecting  fares  fails  and  refuses 
to  give  a  passenger  correct  change,  and 
upon  request  therefor  draws  a  pistol  and 
fires  at  the  passenger,  but  the  ball  misses 
the  passenger  and  strikes  a  wonwm  pas- 
sing on  the  public  street  through  which 
the  car  is  running,  causing  her  death,  the 
street  car  company  is  liable,  according 
to  the  decision  of  the  Georgia  supreme 
court  in  Savannah  Electric  company  vs. 
Wheeler,  58  Southeastern   Reporter. 

CRIMINAL  LAW. -In  United  States  vs. 
Battle  154  Federal  Reporter,  540,  Judge 
Speer  of  the  United  States  circuit  court. 
Western  District  of  Georgia.  Southern 
division,  held  that  a  crime  committed  on 
ground  acquired  by  the  United  States, 
and  ceded  to  it  by  the  state  of  Georgia 
for  the  purpose  of  a  federal  building, 
was  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  courts.  He  held  that 
tlie  state  has  authority  to  cede  the 
ground  to  the  I'nited  States,  and  where  it 
does  so  the  only  power  which  can  ex- 
clude jurisdiction  over  such  territory  to 
punish  crimes  committed  thereon  is  the 
United  States,  even  though  the  state  has 
retained  the  right  to  exercise  its  process 
on   the  territory   ceded. 

FRAUD  IN  SALES.— Where  a  purchas- 
er Is  Induced  to  enter  into  a  contract  of 
purchase  by  a  fraudulent  representation 
that  a  combination  or  trust  is  about  to 
be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  controlling 
the  sale  of  articles  of  the  nature  of  those 
purchased,  and  that  such  trust  will  In- 
crease thr-  price  of  such  articles  after  a 
given  time,  this  Is  sufficient  to  prevent  a 
recovery  for  the  purchaser's  refusal  to 
take  the  articles  contracted  for,  accord- 
ing to  the  decision  of  the  Pennsylvania 
supreme  court  in  Standard  Interlock  Ele- 
vator company  vs.  Wilson,  67  Atlantic 
Reporter.   463. 

p:XTRADITION.— Though  it  is  gener- 
ally held  that  a  person  extradited  for 
one  offense  cannot  be  tried  for  another 
offense  committed  prior  to  his  extradi- 
tion, unless  he  be  given  time  to  return 
to  the  country  from  which  he  was  extra- 
dited, the  supreme  court  of  Cilifornla 
in  ex  parte  Collins.  90  Pacific  Reporter. 
827.  holds  that  this  rule  does  not  apply 
v.ith  reference  to  a  crime  committed  by 
a  person  aftf>r  his  extradition.  For  such 
crime  he  may  be  tried  without  beln^ 
given  an  opportunity  to  return  to  the 
country   from  which  be  was  extradited.

AUTHORITY  OF  NEXT  FRIEND  OF 
INFANTS.— Arkansas  has  a  statute  pro- 
viding that  any  person  may  bring  an 
action  of  an  infant  as«  his  next  friend, 
but  this  statute  does  •not  authorize  the 
next  friend  to  receive  the  money  recov- 
ered In  an  action,  according  to  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Arkansas  supreme  court 
In  Wood  &  Henderson  vs.  Claiborne.  102 
Southwestern  Reporter,  219.  Hence  the 
payment  bv  an  Infant's  attorn,  y  of  the 
proceeds  of  a  judgment  to  his  father, 
who  prosecuted  the  action  as  next  friend. 
Is   unauthorized. 

NEW  TRIAL.— A  ca.se  in  which  the 
court  stretches  a  point  in  granting  a 
new  trial  is  that  of  Fogel  'VS.  Interbor- 
ough  Rapid  Transit  Co..  1«  New  York 
Supplement.  977,  recently  decided  by  th«; 
New  York  supreme  court.  In  this  case, 
which  was  an  action  for  personal  injur- 
ies, there  was  evidence  that  plaintiff's  in- 
jury might  result  In  permanent  paralysis. 
A  large  verdict  was  rendered  for  plain- 
tiff, which  on  appeal  was  affirmed  by  the 
appellate  division  and  the  court  of  ap- 
pealE.  without  prejudice  to  defendant  •! 
right  to  move  for  a  new  trial  if  the  ex- 
pected attack  of  paralysis  should  not  oc- 
cur. Several  years  passed,  and  the  at- 
tack of  paralysis  did  not  materialize.  A 
new  trial  was  therefore  granted  on  ap- 
plication, though  the  case  did  not  come 
within  the  settled  rule  as  to  the  granimg 
of  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of  newly 
discovered   evidence. 

"1  AM  ALL  IN."-The  supreme^  court  of 
Nevada  In  State  vs.  Hennessy,  90  Paciflc 
Reporter,  221,  defines  the  exprcs.slon,  1 
am  all  In."  as  used  by  a  person  inortally 
wounded  to  bystanders,  and  holds  that 
under  such  circumstances  the  expression 
may  be  taken  to  mean  that  the  speaker 
considers  his  life  is  practically  at  its 
end.  *

dcK«lares  that  where  an  lllegftlmate  child, 
not  acknowledged  by  his  father,  dies  In- 
testate, without  Issue,  his  estate  goes  to 
his  mother,  or,  on  her  decease,  to  her 
heirs.  In  the  case  at  bar  this  law  seenis 
to  work  a  stibstanilal  Injustice  for  it  Is 
held  that  the  prperty  of  an  Illegitimate 
daughter,  not  acknowledged  by  her  lather, 
passes,  on  her  death  Intestate  and  without 
iSsue.  leaving  surviving  a  Imsband,  to  an- 
other illegitimate  child  of  her  predecea.sed 
mother  by  another  father,  who  had  not 
acknowledged  her  as  his  child,  and  not  to 
the  surviving  husband. 

INSURANCE.— The  Iowa  supreme  cour^ 
decides  an  interseting  point  of  insurance 
law  in  New  York  Lite  Insurance  Com- 
pany vs  Chittenden  &  Eastmen,  112 
Northwestern  Reporter  96.  An  Insured 
had  been  absent  and  unheard  of  for  more 
than  seven  years,  and  an  administrator 
had  been  appointed  for  his  estate.  A  de- 
tnand  was  made  on  the  "insurance  cotn- 
pany  for  the  insurance,  and  it  was  paid. 
Afterwards  is  wa.s  difcoveredetliat  Insured 
was  not  dead.  Thereupon  the  Insurance 
company  brought  this  action  to  recover 
the  payments  made,  but;  as  these  pay- 
ments nad  been  made  voluntarily  by  the 
company,  the  court  held  that  it  was  not 
entithd  to  recover. 

DIVERSION  OF  WATERS  OF  RIVER 
FOR  IRRIGATION  PURPOSES.— A  case 
of  more  than  ordlilary  Interest  is  the  case 
of  Kansas  vs.  Colorado,  27  Supremo  Court 
Renorter,  655,  206  U.  S.  46,  51  L.  Ed.  956, 
recently  decided  by  the  United  States  su- 
preme court.  In  this  case  the  state  of 
Kansas  sought  to  enjoin.su€h  use  of  the 
waters  of  the  Arkaitsas  river  tn  the  stale 
of  Colorado  as  would  diminish  the  flow  of 
waters  of  the  river  in  tlie  st.at^  of  Kansas 
to  the  Injury  of  the  people  thereof,  and 
the  United  States  sought  to  Intervene  on 
the  ground  that  the  flow  of  the  rlVer  was 
subject  to  the  superior  authority  and  su- 
pervisory control  of  the  national  govern- 
ment. "The  right  of  Intervention  of  the 
national  government  was  denied  on  the 
ground  that  the  reclamation  of  arid  lands 
is  not  one  of  the  powers  granted  to  the 
national  government,  and  the  Injunctive 
relief  sought  by  Kansas  was  denied  with- 
out  prejudice,  as  no  substantial  Injury  to 
the  Interests  of  the  people  of  Kansas  had 
been  shown. 
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fatiier  disappeared.  It  was  believed 
that  he  iiad  been  rourdered,  but  he  \mA 
been  shanghaied  and  taken  on  a  vof- 
Q.ge,  during  which  he  was  severely  In- 
jured on  the  he>ad,  and  when  he  re- 
covered all  reooUectlon  of  his  past  life 
was  gone.

Hartford  City,  Ind.,  Feb.  2S.-Membere 
ot  the  women's  clubs,  which,  under  the 
reign  of  the  blue  laws.

ASSUMPTION  OF  PARTNERSHIP 
DP:BTS  by  SUCCEEDING  CORPORA- 
TION —In  Du  Vivier  tk.  Co.  vs.  Galilee.  U'J 
Federal  Reporter,  118.  80  C.  C.  A.  £56.  the 
United  States  circuit  court  of  appeals 
lor  the  Second  circuit  holds  that  a  cor- 
poration organized  by  the  members  of  a 
partnership,  to  whom  all  the  stock  Is 
issued,  to  take  over  all  the  property  of 
the  partnership  and  continue  its  business 
at  the  same  place,  is  liable  for  the  debts 
of  the  partnership,  even  though  such 
debts  w-ere  not  expressly  assumed  by  the 
corporation. 

MOLDY  PRECEDENTS.-That  deci- 
sions of  today  are  sometimes  governed 
by  precedents  which  appear  to  have  out- 
lived their  usefulness  Is  Illustrated  by  the 
recent  decision  of  the  New  York  supreme 
court  in  De  Wolf  vs.  Ford.  104  New  York 
Suplement.  876.  The  court  in  this  case, 
on  authority  of  an  early  English  caso 
(Calve's  Case,  1  Smith's  L.ead.  Cas.  (8 
Annl  Ed.)  249),  held  that  a  guest  at  a 
hotel  could  not  recover  for  Insults  heaped 
upon  her  by  a  servant  of  the  proprietor  of 
the  hotel.  In  the  English  case  tlie  rule 
was  laid  down  that  an  innkeeper's  liabil- 
ity' extends  only  to  injuries  to  the  mov- 
ables of  his  guests.  He  Is  not  liable  for 
insults  or  injuries  to  the  person.  As  the 
court  could  not  find  that  this  case  had 
ever  been  questioned  in  ?:ngland.  it  con- 
sidered Itself  bound.  Judge  McLaughlin, 
however,  dissents  from  the  de^jlslon  of  the 
majority. 

MUNICIPAL  LIABILITY  "  FOR  OB- 
STRUCTIONS ON  SlDEWALKa.-A  pro- 
vision of  a  city  charter  that  the  city 
should  never  be  liable  for  any  damage 
sustained  by  any  person  In  consequence 
of  the  neglect  of  any  person  to  keep  any 
sidewalk  clear  of  snow  etc.,  or  other 
obstruction,  was  In  Maclam  vs.  City  of 
Marquette,  111  Northwestern  Reporter, 
1079,  upheld  by  the  Michigan  supreme 
court  as  valid,  and  not  open  to  the  objec- 
tion that  it  was  class  legislation.

Wall  street  sentlmient  is.  in  bad  times 
Or  in  good  times,  an  ariificial  creation, 
to  a  large  extent,  made  and  used  to  pro- 
mote certain  interests  and  produce  profii 
to   those   who   manipulate   it. 

After  such  periods  of  excitement  and  of 
actual  stringency  as  we  had  in  October, 
November  and  December,  the  niost  ex- 
perienced operators  have  nervous  pros- 
tration and  their  mental  powers  are  not 
in  equillibrium;  not  ^n  normal  operation.

The  moonshiners  of  Kentucky.  North 
Carolina  and  West  Virginia  have  really 
more  peaceful  paths  today  than  tne 
•big  stick  dodgers"  of  this  metropolis. 
With  tills  condition  of  mind,  what  Is 
the  opinion  of  Wall  street  worth  as  to 
the  general  business  of  the  country? 

The  banks  are  full  of  money  and  both 
call  and  time  rates  are  very  low.  with 
little  being  done,  for  in  every  bank  of- 
flcJal's  brain  is  the  spe<  ter  of  fear  that 
took  up  its  abode  there  last  Oitober. 
Full  vaults  have  not  yet  driven  out 
that  tenant  who  pays  no  rent,  but  dom- 
inates the  bank.

Savannah,  Brunswick,  Jack- 
sonville, Key  West,  Tampa,  Pensacola, 
Mobile,  New  Orleans  and  Galveston,  brisk 
as  they  arc  today,  are  but  in  their  in- 
fancy when  compared  with  the  popu- 
lation and  importance  in  commerce  which

One  and  all  of  them  will  rank  hi.gh. 
for  they  have  back  of  them  the  most 
productive  country  on  the  face  of  the 
earth,  with  a  population  Increasing  in 
numbers,  intelligence  and  wealth  each 
day   that   goes  by. 

Beyond  the  straits  of  Florida,  Ctiba 
and  the  other  islands  are  making  strides 
in  commercial  progress,  and  their  ad- 
vance In  trade  and  production  aids  ma- 
terially the  trade  of  the  United  States. 

The  port  of  Vera  Cruz,  in  Mexico,  Is 
blocked  with  freight  for  the  interior  of 
that  progressive  republic.  The  valous 
transportation  lines   are   unable   to  haul 
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away  the  cargoes  which  are  being  landed 
by    the   vessels   at   that  port.

ACCUSER  OF 
CAPT.  DREYFUS 

Dying   Alone    and   in 
Poverty  in  a  Lon- 
don Attic. 

London,  Feb.  28.— Maj.  Ferdinand 
Esttihazy  who,  through  false  e^-ide:-;ce, 
caused  Capt.  Dreyfus  five  years  of 
shame  and  imprisonment  as  a  traitor 
to  his  country,  has  been  found  in  an 
attic  at  116  St.  James  terrace,  War- 
wick avenue,  where  he  is  dying;  alon^ 
and  in  poverty. 

Quite  a  recluse,  and  cut  off  from  all 
the  world  except  hia  own  intimate 
circle  of  friends^  he  is  now  living  under 
the  title  of  Comte  de  Voileniont. 

He  was  found  recently  huddled  up 
in  an  old  armrchair,  and  clad  in  a 
well-worn  light  brown  overcoat,  and 
crouching  over  the  lire  seeking  to  get 
warmth  to  his  J^in,  attenuated  frame. 
The  gray-be^riled  oid  man,  with  hair 
prematurely  silvered  and  shoulders 
bowed,  looks  what  he  is— an  outcast 
from  society,  who.^se  only  desire  is  to 
be  leXt  alone  and  to  eke  out  his  own 
life. 

Answering  an   Interviewer,  he  said: 

"Have  1  a  pension  froon  the  Brazilian 
government?  I  wish  that  were  true. 
1  have  not  a  penny  beyond  what  I 
cam.  I  don't  deny  I  am  Esterhazy. 
Why  should  ]?  The  name  I  have  now 
belongs  to  my  family.  In  the  old  days 
the  French  government  used  to  open 
all  the  letters  addressed  to  me  as  Es- 
terhazy in  Ijondcn.  So  I  assumed  my 
present  name. 

"lly  memoirs.  I  would  like  to  write 
them  had  I  the  time  and  money.  But 
I  cfinnot  stop  my  other  work,  or  my 
income  would  stop.  1  have  to  work  to 
yay  my  way." 

It  is  ^Interesting  to  note  that  the 
bcdy  of  Zola,  author  of  the  famous 
letter  "J"  Accuse,"  which  ultimately 
brought  about  Esterhazy's  confession, 
and  Dreyfus'  later  vindication  and  re- 
instatement In  the  French  army,  is 
about  to  be  placed  In  the  Pantheon. 

Esterhazy  was  the  author  of  the 
bordereau,  the  slip  of  paper  which  sent 
Dreyfus  to  Devil's  Island,  and  when 
the  former  was  dismissed  from  the 
army,  five  years  later,  his  rage  at  his 
dismiissal  prorjipted  the  confession  that 
exonerated  the  French  captain.

SIDNEY  PAGET 
PASSES  AWAY 

Famous  Illustrator  of  the 

Sherlock    Holmes 

Stories,  Dies. 

London,  Feb.  28.— If  Sir  Arthur  Co- 
nan  Doyle  ever  writes  more  stories  of 
Sherlock  Holmes  he  will  have  to  find 
a    new    illustrator,    for    Sidney    Paget, 

who  made  all  the  drawings  for  the 
tales  that  are  now  famous,  died  last 
week  of  consumption,  after  a  plucky 
fight  for  life,  lasting  over  the  past 
year  and  a  half. 

Probably  most  American  readers  of 
the  Holmes  stories  will  remember  the 
"S.  P."  that  appeared  in  the  lower 
left-hand  corner  of  each  of  the  graphic, 
if  somewhat  rugged,  drawings  that  ac- 
companied them.  Their  author,  who 
was  48  ,when  he  died,  was  one  of  a 
rather  remarkable  trio  of  brothers, 
the  other  two,  Hal  Paget  and  H.  M. 
Paget— who  signs  only  his  first  two  in- 
itials—being as  well  known  in  the 
English  art  world  as  was  the  illustra- 
tor of  "Sherlock  Holmes." 

Sidney    Paget,    who    also    illustrated 


Conan  Doyle's  novel.  "Rodney  Stone," 
was  the  fourth  son  of  a  vestry  clerk, 
who  served  the  London  borough  of 
Camberwell  for  over  forty  years.  The 
late  artist,  who  chose  his  profession 
soon  after  he  was  16,  passed  rapidly 
through  several  London  art  schools, 
notably  the  British  museum,  Heather- 
ley's,  and  that  of  the  Royal  academy, 
in  the  latter  of  which  he  took  the 
Armitage  bronze  medal,  together  with 
several  other  prizes,  and  tied  for  the 
gold  medal  for  historical  painting,  in 
1884. 

For  nearly  thirty  years  he  has  been 
a  constant  exhibitor  at  the  Royal 
academy,  and  his  drawings  were  fea- 
tures of  the  best  English  Illustrated 
periodicals,  such  as  the  Illustrated 
London  News,  the  Graphic  and  the 
Sphere.  For  a  man  of  less  than  50  to 
have  covered  such  a  range  as  he  did 
In  portraiture,  landscape  and  figures, 
and  to  have  turned  out,  besides,  a 
large  amount  ^of  first-rate  black  and 
w-hite  illustrations,  shows  enormous 
application,  as  well^s  enormous  ver- 
satility. 

Pa^et,  whose  good  nature  was  a  by- 
word in  London's  Bohemia,  was  mar- 
ried, and  left  a  wife  and  four  chil- 
dren. Soldiering  was  his  hobby,  and 
he  was  a  member  of  two  volunteer 
regiments  in  Middlesex. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
Strand  Magazine  when  that  periodical 
bought  the  first  of  the  "Adventures  of 
.Sherlock  Holmes,"  and  was  especially 
chosen  by  its  editor  to  illustrate  them. 
Doyle  liked  the  drawings  that  result- 
ed, and  would  have  no  one  else  to  il- 
lustrate his  later  stories  of  the  detect- 
ive. The  author  and  the  artist  be- 
came close  friends,  and  Paget  was  fre- 
quently a  guest  at  Haslemere,  Sir  Ar- 
thur's   country    home,    near  Hlndhead.

Paris,  Feb.  28.— Jacques  Faure.  the 
celebrated  French  aeronaut,  tojd  a  cor- 
respAndcnt  this  week  that  he  had  de- 
veloped a  plan  for  crossing  the  North 
Atlantic  in  an  ordinary  spherical  bal- 
loon, and  that  the  only  thing  that  pre- 
vented   him    from    immediately    curry- 


ing  the    plan   into  execution    was     tha 
lack  of  funds. 

"The  day  is  not  distant,"  said  M. 
Faure,  "when  some  aeronaut  will  make 
such  a  voyage  fr<>m  New  York  to 
Paris.  I  am  anxious  to  be  the  first, 
but  unfortunately  1  do  not  feel  that  I- 
could  afford  the  cost,  which  would  b« 
possibly  $20,000,  Including  the  price  of 
the  balloon,  which  would  naturally 
have  to  be'  unusually  large. 
"I  believe  that  on  leaving  New  York 
the  aeronaut  would  find  a  .steady  air 
current  at  a  moderate  height,  which 
would  give  an  average  speed  of 
a  mile  a  mijiute.  In  fact,  I  do  not 
believe  that  in  any  cireumstancea  the 
voyage  would  require  moi'e  than  six 
days.  With  a  goixi  balloon  an  aero- 
riaut  can  remain  in  Uie  air  for  three 
times  this  period.  I  would  contem- 
plate such  a  voyage  with  absolute 
pleasure."

Judgment  for  $16,284.77 

Filed  Against  Mining 

Company. 

NiKoWitta  Verdict  Sus- 
tained by  State  Su- 
preme Court 


A  judgment  in  the  damage  case  of 
Niko  Wiita  against  the  Interstate  Iron 
company,  announting  to  $16,284.77,  was 
filed  in  the  district  court  this  morning 
by  John  R.  Heine.  W.  E.  Whipple  and. 
W.  E.  Culkin,  attorneys  for  WlLta. 
The  ^Judgment  includes  a  verdict  for 
i  16,000  damages  and  $1,067.51  interest, 
besides  the  costs. 

The  Wllta  case,  better  known  as  the 
famous  "fuse  ca«ie,"  was  one -of  the 
hottest  contested  pei'sonal  injury  cases 
ever  tried  in  the  district  court  of  this 
county.  The  trial  lasted  three  weeks 
and  about  fifty  witnesses  were  called, 
the  most  of  them  for  the  mining  com- 
pany. 

Wiita  claimed  that  a  premature  or 
a  delayed  t^xplo-slon  in  the  company  s 
mine  due  to  the  use  of  a  defective 
fuse  '  resulted  in  his  total  blindness. 
He  claimeii  that  the  accident  was  due 
to  the  carlessness  and  negligence  of 
the  mining  coj:npany,  because  it  did 
not  provide  for  the  safety  of  tts  em- 
ployes by  using  prop&r  fuse.  The  ver- 
dict was  one  of  the  largest  ever  given 
in  a  personal  injury  ca.se  in  the  district 
court  of  this  county,  and  has  been  re- 
cently  affirmed   by    the   state   supreme

It   was  about   S:45  o'clock    wlien 
Mrs.   Maxwell  found  the  mayor  lying  on 
tile    floor    of    the    barn    ui    the    rear      ot 
their    home.    Ho    luid    left    the    house    ap- 
parently ill  his   usual   health  for  the  pur- 
pose ot   iiuiking  the   fumily  cow  and  per- 
forming   llie  other   morning   chores   about 
the  place       His  failure  to  return  aroused 
Mrs.     Alakwell's    suspicions      that      some- 
lliing    was    wrona    and    she    proceeded    to 
investigate.

Flags  upon   the  city 
buildings    were  placed   at    half    mast   and 
oilier  evidences  of   grief  over  the   loss   of 
the    numieipal    head    were    promptly    put 
out.        Mrs.    Maxwell    and    the    live    chil- 
dren are   heartbroken   over  the  tragic  af- 
fair,   although    the    wife    is    keeping      up 
bravely    under     the     distressing     circum- 
stances,   and    is    receiving    the    sympatliy 
of    friends    and    neighbors.        Plans      for 
the   funeral   have   been   overlooked   In    the 
first     excitement     following    the     mayor's 
demise,     but    will     probably     be      decided 
upon   .some    time    today.

In  lS7t  he  located 
in  California  and  tliree  years  laier  came 
to  Duluth,  coming  to  the  Zenith  City  from 
Michigan,  where  he  resided  for  a  lime. 

In  ISSO.  at  the  beginninK  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mines  of  the  Vermilion  range, 
Mr.  Maxwell  moved  to  Tower,  followins 
his  calUng  of  a  logger,  and  coming  to  the 
Mesaba  range  about  ISM,  when  this  see- 
tlon  was  first  developed.  He  prospered  in 
his  business  of  logging  and  was  fairly 
well-to-do.  He  was  a  director  in  tlij 
Miners"  National  bank.  Besides  his  wife, 
Mr.  Maxwell  is  survived  by  five  children, 
three  girls  and  two  bo>s. 

Mr.  Maxwell  was  elected  mayor  of  Eve- 
leth twice  and  once  defeated  lor  the  posi- 
tion. In  1905  he  defeated  Cnarles  S. 
Densmore  tor  mayor  by  forty-seven  votes, 
but  two  years  later  Mr.  iHnsmoro  turned 
the  tables  upon  Mr.  Maxwell  and  was 
elec'.ed.  Last  year  Mr.  Ariaxwell  was  re- 
elected, defeating  George  Mulligan  by  16J 
votes,  and  his  term  would  have  expired  in 
1910. 

"Mayor  Maxwell  was  a  man  without 
frills,'*  declared  a  workin-/  man,  "and 
those  trying'  to  get  ahead  in  the  world 
have  certainly  lost  a  friend.  I  am  mighty 
sorry  to  hear  of  his  death.  " 

This  was  the  general  sentiment  arouhd 
town,  especially  at  municipal  lieadquar- 
ters.  *  The  tragic  ending  of  the  mayor's 
career  made  his  taking  off  all  the  severer 
blow   to  everybody.

LIEN  ON  NEW  EXCHANGE. 


Action  of  Winnipeg  Contractors  In- 
directly Due  to  Legislation. 

Winnlpf»g,  Man.,  Feb.  28.— Kelly  Bros. 
&  Mitchell,  contractors  for  the  new 
grain  exchange,  have  placed  a  $50,<XK)  Hen 
against  the  structure,  which  is  being 
completed.  It  is  believed  this  action  was 
taken  because  the  grain  exchange  failed 
to  meet  payment  on  account  of  the 
drastic  legisl.ition  pa.s.sed  on  by  the  Ma- 
nitoba legislature. 


The  civil  action  brought  by  N.  E. 
Lugolt  against  Holman  Bros.  &  Co., 
stock  brpkers  of  this  city,  to  recover 
something  over  $6,000,  alleged  to  be  due 
him  on  a  contract  for  services  rendered, 
and  for  an  accounting  of  the  affairs 
between  them,  was  dismissed  this  aft- 
ernoon on  stipulation  by  both  parties. 
There  were  seven  cau.ses  of  action 
mentioned  in  the  complaint. 

Mr.  Lugoff,  who  wa.s  formerly  in  the 
employ  of  Holman  Bro.s.  &  Co.,  claimed 
that  he  tlirew  up  a  good  position  with 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation  in 
the  spring  of  1906  to  accept  a  position 
with  the  brokers. 

He  claimed  that  they  sent  him  out 
to  sell  shares  of  stock  in  certain  min- 
ing propositions  that  they  were  tloat- 
Ing.  under  the  agreement  that  he  was 
to  get  so  much  a  share  on  the  stoc'it 
.sold.  Mr.  Lugoff  claimed  that  he  sold 
.something  like  20.000  shares  of  stock 
in  the  various  companies  promoted  by 
Holman  Bros.  &  Co.,  and  that  Ito  still 
has  his  money  coming  for  his  serv- 
ices. 

Lugoff  furtlier  alleged  that  he  sold 
twenty-five  shares  of  the  Superior  & 
Pittsburg  stock,  at  Holman  Bros.  & 
Co.'s  direction,  on  one  occasion,  for  $16 
per  share.  He  claimed  the  brokers 
never  made  a  delivery  of  the  stock, 
and,  as  the  deal  was  made  In  his  own 
name,  lie  had  to  make  good  to  the 
purchaser  .some  time  afterward,  when 
the  stock  had  advanced  in  price,  to 
avoid  litigation.  Lugoff  claimed  the 
brokers  promised  to  take  care  of  the 
matter  for  him,  but  refused  to  do  so 
when  it  came  to  a  showdown. 

It  Is   alleged   by  Mr.   Lugoff   that   he 
opened  a  brokerage  business  in  Bisbee 
on    Ills    own    account,    and     afterward 
went  into  a  partnership   with   Holman 
Bros.  &   Co.,   the   Bisbee  office   being  a 
branch   of  the  business  of  the  brokers 
in  Duluth.
